wer the Poꝛe lay wallowing, © aiming 
is ſozrowfull ſighes,that he indured heapes 
of paſſions, rained his hoꝛſe towards that way where her 
beard ſo ſyzill theſe gronings and ſtateng a while to heare 
his pit ifull complaints,laidhimſelfe ſquat vpon 8 ground, 
not far fro whence p dead pagan lay imbued in his blod . 
And wondering bowe ſo deepe a riuer might chaunge his 
coulonr by the loſe of the blod of one man, began to tolle 
the dead co2pes vp and downe, pꝛeſuming in himſelfe,that 
rather the paſſion of the minde oꝛ the weight of his armoz 
then any deadly blowe thaf. he had receiued, had bzonght 
bim to this ext remit ie.

But in the meane time that theſe two 
Pzinces were thus muling and beho ding thele ſtraunge 
things, the ſhip lyſt the eas, with a bꝛaue gale of winde, 
and carried them fo { wiftliꝑ that when t hep called to minde 
the ſtraungeneſſe hæ reo they were great ip aſtoniche o. In 


lzbis wtle tyep ſapled ſire dates, not knowing whether they 


went, noz whether the hippe would car tie them: nept ber 
could they ſæ any lande, but they were allured of this, that 

ther were directed by the will of the wiſe Lyrgandeo. And 
failed not tow ds Dacia, whercat the JPzince Eleno was 
greatly diſcom/o2zted, but this gricfe was ſomewhat tad

After tbe long and weariſome trauaile which theſe t wo 
noble Pzinces ſuſtained, one mo2ning by the pape 
of the dap,they did diſcouer not farre from the place where 
they were, the lande,towardes which coaſt the Shippe ſap- 
led amaine, the Knmightes verie ior fall hæreof beganne to 
arme themſelues, with (et purpoſe to land there. Not long 
after the hippe came to the ſhoare with ſuch a bottome 
ruſh, ſticking faſt in the landes, that they thought We 
had bene Clit in ſunder. Mhich ſodaine chaunce made tyem 
with all ſpede to leape to the lande, zCurimg themſclurs 
that the wiſe Lyrgandeo had oꝛdeiued the ſtate to bee made 
thece, whereloze without tarrping ante longer, tbep toke 
their hoꝛſes and mounted vppon tcm. and p:cſently after 
the P2ince Eleno made p2afe-of the gwencllc of his hozſe, 
which was ſent dim by the wile man, and b2ocking bis 
ſides with the Spurres, bæ faunde him verye tcadpe, 
ſtrong, and light -. The noble and wo2thte Kms opt ok 
the o_ bis Coulia ſave by and did bepolbe bins, 
121 Won⸗ 
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wondꝛing how comely he backt him and managed bim, the 
hoꝛſe in his iudgement ſeemed to be of great pꝛice, and very 

C\ wift in coucſing ˖ nag ining in this ſoꝛt be al waies thought 
that this young B:ince was the very poztrature of his lo- 
uing bꝛother Roſicleer. 

Theſe viliant Knights not meaning to lle pe out the day, 
they vaderto'e their iurner, e in trauailing they came to 
a narrowe and ſtraight lane which lead them by the fot of 
a huge and ſtepe mount aine, they bad not long rid, bat they 
entered into a broad and rough path, alwaics hoping that 
the coantry would pꝛoue verie pleaſaunt and well ſhadows 
ed to ride in: but atter thep had tolde all their cards, it fell 
out cont racp, foꝛ it was a champaine ſoile, deſtitute of in- 
habitauntes, and altogether vnp2ouided of vicualles, 
which diſcommodit ies galled theſe wozthie P2tnces verie 

grcatlp, and that which greued them moſt, was, that they 
knew not whether they went, neither could they mierte ante 
one that might guide them in what place and Countrye 
thep were. Tranailing onwards they found that this crows 
ked way was deuided into two b2oad lanes. And then be- 
ing in a doubt which way they might tate, ſtœd ſtill, 4 in 
| the end they did determine bet weene them to make a diuiſt= 
f dn, the one to take the right hand, t the other the left. And 
0 thus theſe two valiant knights, parted the wap beet werne 
them both, being right ſoꝛrowfull that they? late acquains 
tance, was ſo vntiunely ſeperated by a croked lane. The one 
bauing loſt the fight of the other, they rode very ſadly, t the 
1 knight of the Sunne trauailed all that dape, and could nof 'Þ 
F happen vpon any path that might guide him to ſome towne 
| 02 Uitlage . The night w2apping bir ſelfe in hir bzowne 
Mantell, made the Grecian alight from his Corncrino, nigh 
vnto a faire Foꝛreſt and grane meddow, adozned with all 
{ wet and {neiling flowzes, and pulling of his bzidle he ſuf- 
BY -fered him to feed in the greene medow. This valiant Knight 
i being ſomewhat weary of the trauaile he had 5 day befoze, 
1 laide himſelfe downe vppon the greene and pleaſant graſſe, 
l to cals his wear ie liaunes e to palle away the aſs + 
4 v 
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de llept vntill ſuch time as p grave mozning with p notes 
of the l wert ſinging birds awaked him. This valiant pzince 
being ſtart vp. returned vnto his new begun tourney,t tra- 
nailed lo long, that at the laſt he came to a verie fayze and 

cleare riuer, and going along by the bzinke of the lame ber 
bcheld, how by reaſon of the calme winde that did blowe, 

there did ariſe many ſmall bubbles in the water, the ſight 
wherof did greatly delight him, vnt il ſuch time as he diſcris 

ed in the ſame certaine little ſtreames 4 d2oppes of bloud, 
at p view wherof he was ſfriken into a meruailous admi- 

ration, 4 the farther be went, the ſtreames did moze plains 

ly thew foꝛth the (karlet coulour therof,in ſuch ſozt, Þ the 

cleere e chꝛiſtalline water had loſt his naturall coulour, & 

was changed into a crimſon, which ſtrange and vnacquain- 
ted caſe pꝛocured the noble Knight of the Sunne to be half 
amazed, and meruailed greatly wberof ſhould pꝛoc ede ſuch 
aboundance of this bloudy water. And hauing an earneſt de; 

ſire to know the head ſpꝛing of the riuer, and the occaſion 
thercof,he cauſed his hoꝛſe to haſt his paſe ſomewhat moze 

faſt, alwaies bauing an eie to y way from whence p blou- 

die ſtreames deſcended, but in the end he loſt the ſight ther⸗ 

of, by reaſon of a little hill which was beetwene him e the 

riuer, and there be was conſtrained to take another path, 
which did lead him vnto the toppe of the ſaide hill, which in 

truth was not karre diſtaunt from the bzoke oz Riner, 

And when he came to the toppe of this hill, hee beheld there 

a piller of Marble ſtone artificiallye wzought and firmelie 

fired in the ground. Upon tbe higheſt part of the piller, ther 
was faſtened a chaine, whereat hanged a verie faire table 

of Cipꝛes woe, and therin was waitfen certaine woꝛdes, 
which this noble night began to read, the contents were

doro King of Sardenna : for ſliee at once wrought hir owne 


haſtie and vntimely death. And 1 liue ſtill yet for hir vnhap- 
pie end, through exceeding forrow,cuer dieng. 


Little account did the valiant night ef the ſunne make of 
theſe thꝛeatning woꝛds, which were ther witten, but wat» 
ed them as winde, 4 as one deſirous to ſr the end of this 
ſo ſtraunge an aduenkure, not regarding the per ul therof, 
he toe his tourney fozwards, determining to come againe 
to the waters ſide. o long he trauailed y at laſt he came 
to a litle Temple, that was verie curiouſly wꝛought, ered- 
ed to the vſe of p greateſt crueltie that euer was heard off. 


Heere vnto that Temple, de ſaw foure dead bodies, whoſe 


beads were cut of, and as it appeared by their apparcl, t wo 
of them were knights, and the other two Damolells, then 
caſting his eies a (ide towards a faire t greene field which 
was barde by,he behelde a great number of heads, which 
were the heads of thoſe that had ben llaine, amongſt which 
were the foure heads of the new flaine bodies, that be bes 
fo:e found dead, foꝛ the freſh blood did as pet runne out vpe 
on the ground. This lamentable ſpectacle, this noble Greece 
beheld, with ſuch ſurpaſſing ſozrow, as almoſt no hart can 
compꝛehend: but being rauiſhed as it were with dclire, to 
be reſolued of the effec of this ſo monſtrous inhumamt v. he 
pꝛoceded farther, till at length be app2oched the Temple, 
wher ve diſconered a poſterne doꝛe to be open, and incon- 
tinent alighting from his hozſe with a beroycall courage, 
being incenſed with anger. he ruſhed in, hoping ther to haue 
kound the homicide, which was the chiefe anno; of this tra⸗ 
gicall crueitie. Being ent red, the fir ſt thing that appeared 
to bis view, was a verie faire Alter curtonfly wzought, and 
vpon it the dead figure of a verie faire ladie,thzough whoſe 
bodte was thzuſt, a terrible two edged ſwozde, like wiſe at 


the

the fofc of the ſame Altar, was another figure of a hnae e 
wightte Giant, being ten cubites in betght, all weruaiſons 
curtouſly w2ought in Alabaſter with ſtrange and ſubtil des 
uiſes, who knelcd with both bis knees on the earth. This 
noble knight was very much amazed, at p ſight of ſo ſirige 
a matter, and pet not ſat iſſed, he went into a little Courte 

ther adiopning, found that it was all hanged with blacke 
cloat hes, which repꝛeſented great ſadneſle and ſozrow, and 
in thoſe clothes was figured diuers dead men and women, 
Vardat the fote of the afozefaid Alter was made faſt inp 
earth,cuen to the bztmine thereof, a ſeſterne of leade, into 
which the bid of thoſe that were llaine, and their heades 
cut off in ſacrifice, was poured, and out of the ſame ſeſterns 
it was conuatcd vader ihe earth by a gutter very ſecretly, 
the which went vnts the Riger,wherof we fpake befozc : 
this was the ſame blod, which the vallaunt Prince did ſe, 
in the channell of the riuer, euen the blod of the four heads 
leſſe bodies that he found newly llaine. On the other ſide of 
the Alter bee ſaw an olde man with a faire white bearde, 
fitting in a chaire, who leaned his aged head vpon his lcfts 
band, and his elbowe vpon the chatre fide, whoſe cies were 
chut, and bis countenaunce ſo ſad. that it appeared ther was 
in him no comfo2t, but onely great ſoꝛow and mournings. 
This valiant Greeke who greatly deſired to vnderſtande 

the ende of this ſozrowinll antecedent, appꝛoched vnto the 
ſizeping old man, t pulling him by his apparetl foz to awake 
him, this carefull old man p2eſently lift vp bis eies, 4 with 
dut any delay 02 farther demaund he ſaid. O gentle e noble 
knight, what er oed foꝛtune hatb bꝛougbt ther into this per⸗ 
uerſe & accurſed place, wherein is exertiſed ſo much — 2 
full impietie, 4 whereas thou maiſt expect no other thing, 
but death, by the hands of the moſt cruell Giant that euer 
thou haſt heard of take therfoze my tounſell, and returne b, 
way thou cameſt, and that ſytedely beſoze thou be eſpied, ſo: 
otherwiſe it will be hard ſoꝛ the to eſcape from death. »?

tc neſſe, (as by the ſtature which thou doeſt here ſer) thou mailt 
« eaſily ſuppoſe:but this vertuous quene not onely denied hir 
« conſent in marriage, but alſo to heare the meſſage of þ ems 
cc baſſadours,and would in no wiſe ſe them, ſo that they res 
turned withont any anſ were. The this giant ſeingy great 


« hiſdaine and (ſmall account that the Quene made of bim 


c and how little ſwe eſteemed of hls loue, being moze infla- 
ee med with furte then any other reaſon, and truſting in bis 
et incomperable ſtrength, with ſiue hundꝛed Knights he franſ- 
ce pozted to Tinacria, and landing in the Poꝛt of Saragoſa, he 


« there beganne to make knowen bis vamercifull crueltpe, 


« hoping that he ſhould obtaine that by fozce, which by fay2e 
<««aeanes de could not winde. Tye Knights of I inacria, like

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true and faithfull ſabiectes obeied the —— of „ 
their noble Quene,and made diuerſe and ſundzie valtaunt „ 
\ kirmilhes with the nights of the Gyant: but by reaſon „ 
of his great fo2zce t ſurpaſſing ſtrength, they were alwates „ 
conſtrained to retire to the citie, not without mach lofſe:foz „ 
that this giant had in his company to aide him a bꝛothers „ 
ſonne of his. who in valance t fozce of armes cqualled well ,, 
nere his vnkle. And in ſuch ſoꝛt they mainteined the wars. p y 
in (mall time they put the citie in great perill to be loft, q „ 
likewiſe the whole kingdome. The knights t ſubiccts of thts „ 
noble quæne Arcalanda, not able long to refiſt p giants fo2- „ 
tes, feling thtſeluts mernailouſly oppꝛeſſed a in great di- ,, 
ſtreſſe, began to perl wade w their quene 5 the ſhould ac- ,, 
cept his de maund, e graunt to marrie the afo2cſatd giant. „ 
Then this vnfoztunate Ladie vnderſtanding the ſebleneſſe „ 
of hir ſubiccts fozces, and the cffed of that which they had „ 
declared vnto hir, and feling in hir ſelfe ſuch impolſibilitie »» 
to accompliſh the demaund of the gyant,that p accepting of ,, 
it would be moze greeaous vnto hir then fo receiue p death, „ 
ſhe remained foꝛ a time in ſo deepe a ſtudie, (being confoun- „ 
ded as it were by hir owne conceits,)that ſhe could neither „ 
giue anſwere vnto them, noꝛ pet fo declare any thing of bir „, 
minde : But in the end lifting vp hir angelicall face, with a „ 
cherefull and merrie countenaunce, ſhe ſaide after this , 
lo2t.

My renowmed and well appꝛoued knights, it is a verie , 
great thing to perſ wade, nay rather to fo, ce mp owne , 
will to the falfiilling of your requeſtes.

na, wherefo2e J am determined with all ſpede to accepte ,, 
bis offer. Therefoze ont of bande let meſſengers bee diſ- ,» 
patched vnto the king of — al ke and demaunde „ 
| lit. of 
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c of him kruce foꝛ the next day following, to the enkent that 
A may make ſome publike ſacrifice, as well to appeaſe the 
c wꝛath which the chaſt goddeſſes Diana may conceue againlt 
cc me, as to ſacrifice my owne hart,fo2 not fulfilling my vow: 
cc ſs incontincntly without any moze delay the Knightes diſ- 
c patched a meſſenger vnto p king, giuing him to vaderſtand 
«« of all that hadde paſſed, and the determination of thepz 
cc Nuene. The exceeding great comtoz2t that this king did re- 
cc ceue thereat, p time will not permit to declare vnto the, 
«« but with right god accept ation of the truce he graunted to 
c all that was demanded, and mo2ecuer pꝛoffered himſelfe to 
cc be pꝛeſent at the ſame ſacr iſice. The next mo2ning whe that 
c Phoebus with his golden beames did ſcarcelp appeare, they 
ce began to pꝛepare all thinges in readineſſe fo2 the lacrifice) 
«« (which ſince haty beene the occaſion of ſo many inhumane 
cc f(acrifices, ) and in the midde wape bet wirt the Citie and 
ec the Campe of the Sardenians, thep ercded a ſcaffolde all cos 
« Uered with cloth of gold very rich, and vpon the Scaffolde 
«« about the middle thereof was placed a faire table couered 
« alla with a carpet ofcicth of golde,and vpon it a chafindiſh 
ec of coales burning. This being done, there was Uraight 
e Wapes heard a ſweete and harmonious ſound of Tlarions 
c and Truinpettes,and ſundꝛie other kinde of inſtrumentes, 
cc theſe went befoze the people, and next vnto them were 
ce b20u7ht iiftene rammes, all adoꝛned with fine white woll; 
te and after them followed flue Bulls, with huge and mighty 
« ho2necs being all blacke of haire : and after them ther fol- 
te lowed ſiue kine, and with them a certatne number of the

« 11711 their bandes great veiſcits of golde full of moſf 
« pꝛectous and \wete Wine. Then after all this came the 
de beautifull Qucne Arcalanda, apparelled with a _ of 
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tate, being of great and ineſtimable value. And with this „ 
ceremonie they went vppon the Scaffold, where the Mar⸗ „ 
ques placed the image of Diana, behinde the Chafindiſh of „ 
coale that was there burning: and the Pꝛieſtes continued „ 
” Rill ſinging their ſongs, which cuſtomablie thy vſed in the „ 
linke ſacrifices, dꝛinking of the pꝛecious Wine that the twe „ 
knights did b2ing in the golden veſſeits,and all at once they „ 
bought lowe the ſtout and vnfamed neckes of the Bulles, „ 
and the reſt of the other beaſtes by cutting their thzoates, „ 
whoſe bloud they ſpꝛinkled all about the Sacrifice, and ope- „ 
ning their bowels they twke out the inwarde partes, with „ 
the cali on the liuer, and put them vppon the Chafindiſh of „ 
burning coales, 4 with this laughter they did make ſacri⸗ „ 
fice vnto the chaſt Goddelle Diana, and the P2ieſtes fell ,, 
downe flat vpon their bzeaſts on the earth, and ſo ended „ 
their ſacrifice. At the ſight. of this ceremonie was pzeſent ,, - 
the king of Sardenna, & his couſin, his bothers ſonne, both, 
armed with all their armourz4 verte attentiue to this that „ 
J haue tolde you, The Sacrifice ended, this vnfoztunate „ 
Quene commaunded ſilence to be made, and all the com- 55 
pame being ſtilled, ſhc raiſed vp hir lelfe vppon hir fete, „ 

and with a heauie voice diſtilling many ſalte teares, be „ 
laid. 

O molt excellent and chaſt Diana, in whole bleſſed bo- ,; * 
ſome the chaſt and vndcfiled virginnes doe recreate theme „ 
ſelues. Unto thy diuine excellencie J doe commende theſe „ 
my laſt Sacrifices, crauing recoꝛde of all the Gods, that J ,, 
haue pzocured & done my beſt, ꝛ yet ill do, oz euer to bee „ 
thine : foz whoſe ſake O mightie Iupiter, à know not how-,, 
thou doeſt conſent that J by fozce ſhoulde loſe that, which „

And neuertheleſſe if to this J do not conſent and „ 
agre, beholde the vtter ruine and ſoꝛrowfull deſtrucion „

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's ſabiects appꝛocheth, the which pꝛoctedeth onely by meanes 
of my beautie.Db ſacred Diana, is it poſſible that thou dof 
tc conſent that ſo wozthy a Damoſell, deſcended from ſo noble 
ce 4 race,and nouriſhed in this my Count rie, ſhoulde pꝛocure 
cc to ſpot the wozthineſle of hir pꝛedeceſſours, without reſpects 
ce ing mp beaut ie, 02 regarding the chaſt vowe that vnto thee 
cc J made, but that J muſk nœdes violate my ſelfe againſt all 
cc humaine nature. Mell, ſeeing it is ſo, J am content, and be⸗ 
cc ſech the to receiue the ſolempnitie of this my death, which 
c J offer in lacrifice vnto thy Deitie: fo2 me thinke there is 
ce no reaſon, that one vnfoztunate Lady as J am, (ſhould bee 
cc the occaſton,that (ach a noble Ringdome as this is, ſhoul de 
ec be bought to ruine and decape. Oh my louing ſubiects, by 
c you J am conſtrained to ſurrender my ſelfe vnto him, who 
ce cannot chuſe bat intreate you ill, and indamage mp Conn- 
c trep, which thing is confrarte to all our expectations : in 
«« conſideration wherof, J am here conſtrained with my own 
« trembling hand, to cut off the loziſhing b2zaunches of theſe 
cc my dayes : ſoꝛ this J\weare vnto pou my deare t faithful 


« ſubiedts, that J had rather offer my ſoule into the ſociet ie c 


ec ſacred boſome of Diana, than to peld my ſelfe vnto this de- 
cc foꝛmed figure. And thou Ring of Sardenna, p greateſt ty2ant 
« amonalk tyꝛaunts, beholde hære J pa ld vnto the my body 
cc to vſe accozding to thy will and pleaſure, requeſting onely 
ce this one thing of the, (if ther be any pit ie o2 mercy in thee) 
te conſidering that thou iniopeſt that which thy hart deſired, 
« that thou ſuffereſt theſe my louing ſubiects to line in peace, 
«« wherfoze come now J ſap, and receiue that which is thine. 
« And thou O chaſt Diana, accept likewiſe that which with 
« ſo much blood J offer vnto thee. And in finilhing this ſoz- 
« rowfull ſpeech, (hee dzewe out a faire and bziabt ſhining 
tc { wo2d, which lhe had hidoen ſecretly vnder hir gowne,and 
ce putting the bilt vpon the ſcaffolde, (little loked fo2 of all 
cc thoſe-that were p2eſent)ſhe ſodainly thꝛewe hir ſelfe vpon 
« the point of the ſaid \ wo2d, ſo that not all that were ther, 
ce could deliner hir,fo2 p point paſſed thzough hir bodie in ſuch 
cc (ozt,(as thou doſt ſe herre by this figure poztratured) — 
I ing 
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d2ing hir ſoule to hir tuition, vnto whom the offered hir ſa- »» 
crifice. bat ſhould J here declare the lamentable ſozowes »» 
and pitifull lament ation that was there made fo2 this vn 
bappie miſchaunce, committed in the fight of all the people, »» 
A ſay it was ſuch that the wodes eccoed,and their pitifull »» 
ſh:ikes aſcended to the heauens: but none was moze galled »» 
with griefe, then the affiicted Giant, who roſe vp, and like a »» 
man diſtraught fomed at the mouth,x roaring with hozrt- »» 
ble cries like an infernall creature,in great furte he ruſhed »» 
amongſt p people thzowing them downe on euerie ſide, till. 
de came vpon the ſcaffolde, and appꝛoching to the dead body »» 
of the damoſell,he toke hir in his armes, and with a terri- 
ble and fearefull voice he ſatd.

Ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe to the indgment of all men, although {oz a time 
they do neuer ſo politikelꝑ delend and make reſiſtaunce a- 
gainſt their emimies, pet in the end they (hall be dꝛiuen to 
peelde and to render themſelues: fo2 that in two battaptes 
which the people of the Jland haue had, the diuelich Opaunt 
bath had p vinozie,ſo p now they remaine in great keare, 
foz that y ſtrength of theſe t wo tyꝛants, is incredible to be 
tolde. Now here (gentle UAnight) J haue occlared unto thee 
that which thou ſo greatly didſt deüre to know, requcſting 
the to returne back agatne,p way that thou didſt come, 1 
to keepe thy (elf from freling p euent of this expꝛelled eu l. 
The noble pzincs Which with ſtrange attenlion gauc care 
vnto this (02rowiall Prꝛieſt, being fully determined to ad- 
nenture his lile fo2 fo violate this crucil and wicked cu- 
ſtome, anl wered, not accoꝛding to the counſeli the which he 
gaue him, but accoꝛding vnto bis conragious determimatt- 
on,) ſateng. Friend, where is (J bcſ@ch'the) the abiding of 
this vnmercikull giant, x which is p way Þ icadeth thetyer. 
The old Pꝛieſt replicd, Vis Caltle is two leac ues diſtaunt 
from this temple:but what (hal it auatle the to know the

Wherfoze to vonder ſtand what they were thep 
ſtaid their faik.4 the pꝛince illued out of p chappeit, waer te 
foand fire knights. ar med W very god's ſtrong armo2, who 
were alighting-\ro the ir dozles to enter mito chappei. but

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when theſe knightes eſpicd the P2ince ſo well p2opoztio- 
ned and of ſo god diſpoſit ion. c with his armour of ſtrange 
deuice tontrarie vnto theirs, then one of thoſe ſire Unightes 
which ſeemed to haue moze aut hoꝛitie then the reſt.ſaid. 
Oh knight, what infernal fur ie hath hardned the to aduen⸗ 
ture hether, anowing þ cuſtome which is vſed here. But it 
ſemeth vnto me that rather ignozance is p occaſion heere⸗ 
of moꝛe then any other thing, wher foze J am content to let 
thee depart againe vpon condition. p thou leaueſt with mee 
thy armour and thy hozſe(1f it be thine to giue)foʒ that they 
do greatly delight me. This valiant pꝛince diſſembling bis 
anger, with a verie merrie 4 ſmiling countenance made ans 
ſ were. 

Pau haue ſaid true, that ignoꝛance hath bꝛought me bether, 
fozy Jam a ſtraunger in this count rie, neuer bnderſtod 
that any ſuch cruelty hath ben vſed herre till now, that this 
god olde man hath tolde me. But to giue thee my armour 
A am not determined at this time,fo2 p J am not accuſtos 
med to trauaile without it. And as foz my hozſe, J do inſure 
the that he will let none take his back but my ſelfe,there- 
fo2e it were beſt thou aſ ke ſome other thing. foz Þ in this 
I p2etend not to accompliſh thy requeſt. They vnderſtãding 
the woꝛds which the P2tnce aunſ wered vnto them, one of 
the ſire knights pꝛetending moze hardineſſe then all þ reſt, 
replted.J will ſee how thou canſt vefend thy hozſe,and with 
that he went to lap hand on the ho2ſe bzidle, which be had 
not ſo ſone p2offered, when pᷣ fierce hoꝛſe opened his mouth 
and with great furie be caught him by the ſhoulder, 4 lifte 
dim vp from the ground, + in his fall he all to trampled & 
troade him in peeces,4 ſo ſlew him. At the which this no- 
ble Pzance could not refraine from laughing, and merrily 
ſaid.

The the noble P2ince with 
a pleaſant ſemblaunce ſaid. am afraide that if in this ſoꝛt 
Mkraile w my hozſe, he will in the end deliuer me fro 
all danger of p lofſe of my armour. Then this other knight 
hearing thoſe wo2des, which he toke to be a great rep2och 
bnto him, being almoſt ouercome with anger, in a great fu 
rie and rage he dꝛew out bis ſwoꝛd, 4 flouriſhing it about 
bis head, he ſaide. The great out rage which thy hozſe bath 
bere done, (as I beefoze ſaid) thou ſhalt ſpedely repay with 
the loſſe of thy life, and vttering theſe wo2zds, be [mote the 
Pꝛince vppon the helme ſo vehemently and with ſuch cou- 
rage, that the very ſpar kes of fire ſpꝛong out, t fel burning 
to þ groũd. This noble pzince fœ ling p blow not loked fo, 
determined that p miſerable knight ſhould not go vnpaied 
foʒ his god der de, leaſt he ſhould pꝛaiſe himſelfe foꝛ doing it, 
bat with great anger and fury be ſtroke the knight ſuch a 
blow a little aboue the waſt, that it almoſt parted him in 
two peces,ſo that be fell downe dead on the ground. Then 
the otber th2& knights ſer ing this terrible and vnmercifull 
blow, made no tarrieng, but all at cnce fell vpon p pꝛinte, 
doubling their blowes to bz ing him to his end, that it was 
wonderfull to ſee, but this wozthie knight, who little eſtæ⸗ 
med of ſuch daungers, ſfroke one of them ſa harde vppon 
the head, v he cut him downe to the b2caſt,q he fell downe 
dead vpon his other companion.

30me this noble Pzince made 
mall account, but let him goe,p old pꝛieſt of whom we ber⸗ 
fo22 ſpoke, was pꝛeſent 4 beheid all that bad happened, and 
meruailed verie much at the great pꝛoweſſe ofthe vnknowe 
en Knight. And this noble Paince ſceing himſelfe cleere of 
them that would haue done bim w2ong,retoarned vnto the 
pꝛieſt and al ned him ik hee had anye thing that he might 
eate, 4 requeſted him to let him haue it, {o2 that he hunge 
red and had great nede therof. Then this Jeff gane him 
ſacy meate az he hadde fo2 bimſelfe, ſtill per( waling the 
P2iace fo2 to returne againe the ſame way he came, and not 
to put hinycif:,intothar ſo daungerous and terrible an ad- 
neut ure, but this beropcal pzince made litle reckoning of bis 
requeſts, but giuing him great thanks fo2 p god enfertains 
ment be gaue bim, he toe his leaue of him, + went 8 ſame 
wap which lead towards the caſtle wher the giant dwelt, 
trauailing by litle 4 little with. an eaſie fote pace, he anone 
bid a (t1ht therof,and perceiued that it was verie fapꝛe to 
behold, and walled about very ſtronglp, which be beheld nok 
lon t, but that he heard a Trumpet (ound with meruailous 
(wet melodie, and at the ſound thereof ther [oked aut of a 
window a gpant, being a pong man of great & large bignes, 
E comely in all parts acco2dingly, bis face was very irekull 
to loke on, but not ili fauoured, but rather ſemed to be adoꝛ · 
ned with a ſeuere kinde of grauitie. This Gpant loking 
that way where this noble Greelce was, he aſked bim with 
a high and migbtie huge voice. 
Knight, what doff thou here ſo ſecurely ſieke, and what 
« wouldlt thou haue, not reſpecting this my vnfoztunate and 
* vnhappte cuſtome, but without any frare therof thou aps 
te pꝛocheſt hether, pꝛeſent ing thy ſeif of thy own fre will to bs 
* lacrificed.)5nt this wozthy Greeke in the meane time that 
« the Grant ſpoke thcſe woꝛdes did contemplate himſelfe in 
* peholding the huge making end the great ſtrength that 
did appesre be badde by the pꝛopoꝛt ion of his members.

{by his comelie pꝛopoꝛtion, and by the deuiſes that ber bad 
in his armour he ſeemed to be a ſtraunger) with a familiar 
countenance he ſaid. 

J would ſomewhat replie vnto theſe thy woꝛdes, but 
becauſe thou ſhalt not ſay ſpeake like a Thʒuſh in a cage, 
I will referre it till ſuch time as J am with thee in the 
fielde, if thou dareſt to abide my comming. And ſo without 
anie moze ſpeaking he withdzew himſelfe from the win 
dow, and with a terrible voice be called fo2 bis armour,in 
the means time this nobleGreeke didperuſe his harneſſe m 
all parts that it was well, ſoz it was nedefull,as bereaf- 
fer you ſhall heare.

0 rie rich armour of fine ſtele, and vpon his right ſhoulder a 
fo great club barrcd with pꝛon of a huge weight, and at his 
| girdell a verie binge and b2oad \ wo2d, and about his necks 
| there hanged a rich and ſtrong Shielde, whereon was 
poꝛtraitured the ſame deuiſe which bee ſaw on the Alter in 
the Chappell. In this demeanour,bee ſhowed himſelf to be 
v.iltant,and with a gentle countenaunce bee came towards 
the place wheras the Knight abode. All this, tde noble and 
touctedus Grecke did ſtedfaſtire beeholde, and pꝛaied God 
that ot his mercie he would aboliſh this euill cuſtome that

The „ 
beropcall p2ince diſcretly marking with what ſober aduiſ- „ 
ment he deliuered theſe ſpeaches, with no leſſe mildeneſſe, re⸗ , 
turned vnto him this anſ were, ſaping. Fozaſmuch as I wil,

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c« ling an an wer, oꝛ diſdainful by den ping thy requeſt, bnder; 
« ſtand then (O King of Sardenna)Þp J am a Grecian bozne, & 
«c named the Knight of the Sunne, ſonne vato the renowmed 
« Tmperour Trebatio,and bꝛother vnto the invincible Roſts 
cc cleer, whoſe courage as yet was neuer quailed in fight ,net- 
ce ther hetherto hath my hart bene vanquiched by any fozce ; 
« (0; although as pet J pane detracted time, by menes of this 
ct my conference, it haty not bene fo2 any conceaued ſeare, but 
« the onelp griefe of my tonſcieuce. vohich is not a litle aftlic- 
« fed with ſozrow,to ſœ ſo woꝛthie a perſonage as thou art, 
4 ſo imgidully to lead thy lie: admontithing thee friendlpe to 
«: fozſakeThy tozmer wiciicdnelſe,and to revoke the abhomt- 
c table ſentence of thy frowarde will: 4 ſœing J baue both 
« anſ wered thy demaund, ? thou vnderſtandell my deſtre, 3 
4e would faine be certified whether thou wilt accept mee ſoz 
« thy fricnd,o2 defic me as thy for: that either by thy ſubuer- 
e ſion we may fauourably conclude,o2 by thy perſiſting, pꝛo- 
« Leede to the combat: fo although foz thy ſake 4 chiefly wiſh 
ce fo2 peace,yet foz mine own part, J am indifferent. Great is 
« the ioy(aunſ wered the Gpant, ) that J conceiue at the ſight 
cc of thee, whoſe woꝛthineſle 1s ſo much wondꝛed at thꝛough · 
ce out the world, and to the end J may both trye thy famoug 
cc ſkrength, thou fele mp renowmed fozce,J accept the bates 
tc taile,with this condifio,that if by thee J be now vanquiſh- 
ce ed, J will not onelp in my armour blaze fo2th p honour of 
te my conquerour,but foꝛ euer htereafter A wil ſubmit my ſelf 
« Willingly to thy commaundement: and if my fo2tune be ſo 
«c friendly 5 J ſubdue the, thou Galt in lat iſtaaion leaue vn⸗ 
« to me, y thing thou molt likeſt: which is my life aunſ we- 
c red this noble Pꝛince, as a due reward foz my weakenelle. 
« That were much moz2 then J would willingly requeſf(rs- 
te plied the Giant): but if, (which indede is doubffiull) thou

him: and alſo fo2 that J neuer ve in anpe batfell to fight „ 
with aduantage. Mher with, with no lefſe agilifie then cou- „ 
rage he left the ſaddle, and dꝛawing out his \wozd, ccura- 
gtoully he ſaid: Giant pꝛepare fo2 thy defence, foʒ be holde 
me readie to beginne the fight: and therewithall hee gaue 
him fo furious an onerthwart blowe vppon the walk, that 
the ſparkes of fire fell burning to the grounde, and the 
fkrength of the ſtroke conſtrained the Giant, to ſtagger ſide 
warde,thze& o2 foure lkeppes,deceining him fo2 that time of 
the daungerous blowe, which with his peylant clubbe hee 
had pꝛouided to indaunger the Pꝛince. But when he kelte 
this courſe intertainment, his cholar double increaſing, ber 
lightly recouered, and lift ing his clubbe aboue his head, her 
determined to repay the Pꝛince with ſuch vnreaſonable ins 
tereſt, that at that one blow her would end the battaple: 
(which in deede if in the deſcending, it had lighted on the 
Greek, it had not a little indaungered him.) But the no- 
ble Pztnce being of no leſſe p2oweſle then erperience , 
and nothing vnacquainted with ſuch \kirmiſhes, hauing 
an eye to the maine, by the nimbleneſſe of his dodie made 
wape foz the blowe, which without harming him, felt to 
the grounde with ſach terrible furye, that it cauſed a re- 
ſounding Eccho, in the wodes and mountapnes there ads *' 
iopning. 

The valyant Knight of the Sunne, greatlie milliking 
ſo monſtrous a weapon as that clubbe was, determined 
(with as much ſpede as poſſiblye he might) to delpuer 
himſelfe from the daunger thereof,and'befoze the Gyaunt 
coulde reconer another blowe with the ſame, be ſtrake a- 
gaine at his handes, with ſo great fo2ce and incredible fu- 
rie, that he cut his heauie clubbe a ſunder, and mozeoner 
if be had followed. his'blowe, both clubbe and handes had 
fallen to the ground. Then when the Giant remained with 
no moze the a peard of his club in his hand, much meruai⸗ 
ling therat,be thꝛew the reſt at him with ſuch rage, that it 
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whileled in p aire, but the knight percetuing the fronchon 
to appꝛoch,ſtepped aſide and let it paſſe by, and cloſing with 
him, with the ſtrength of his herculine arme he Croke him 
ſuch a blow vpon the thigh that the harneſſe bꝛake all to 
peces,although they were exceeding ſtrong, and wounded 
him vpon the thigh, which wound although it were not 
much, pet the aboundaunce of blod that ranne from it 
did greatly trouble him. The Gyant lceing bimſelfe ſo ill 
intreated, with a wonderfull and out ragious furp, gaue ter · 
rible g fearefull ſhꝛikes, and out of his helmet iſſued fœoꝛth a 
thicke ſmoake, and ther with bs dꝛew out his huge 4 bꝛoade 
ſwoꝛd, and chꝛouded himſelfe under his ſtrong ſhelde, and 
began with great furie to redouble his ſtrokes vppon the 
knight, the which the noble Pꝛince with great nimbleneſſe 
defended him from. Now here began y bꝛaueſt 4+ beſt fought 
battaile that euer was ſeene betwene two Knights,fbere 
might you behold the whole ſtrengtb and valiantneſſe ot gi- 
ants, ther might you perceiue all þ pꝛoweſſe of knighthod, 
W cuery policy vſed in armes, ther might pou ſee how theſe 
two knights p2clſed one vpon another, and pꝛocured one to 
hurt another, and alſo to ward the cruell blowes, p the one 
beſtowed on the other :there might pon view the ſparks of 
fire like lightning flaſh from their terrible ſtrokes, and the 
peces of harneſſe flaing in the aire,haning no compaſſion 
the one of the others paines,but each one ſeeking to haue 5 
vantage of his enemie, traueſing ground from one place fo 
another, that it was right wonderfall to beeholde, and how 
like to ramping Lyons they endured foz the (pace of two 
bours,whithout receiuing any reſt, neither could it be perce- 
ued that any of them both did faint, but rather the longer 
they fought, the moze their furie kindled and their ſtrength 
augmented, of the which the Gyant much meruailed, x fœ⸗ 
ling þ great fozce of his aduerſarie which was befoze him, 
was not a little amazed, but that which moſt greeued him, 
was, that be could not faſten one blowe to his contentment 
boon his enimie, foz which canſe her beeganne to exclatme 
againlt his Gods, but eſpeciallpe againſt Mars, foz 25

be was perl waded, that her was deſcended rom Yea« 
uen, to make the combat with him, whereby fo Wozke his 
deſtruction. And therewith his kurie double increasing, with 
an inkernall anger he multiplied his blowes with fo great 
haſt and ſtrength, that he cauſed the Orteke, to beſtur him⸗ 
lelle from one plate to another to make his defence: buf 
he as one which was not idle, but by theſe meanes p moꝛze 
inkllamed, letting ſlip the bꝛidle of all patience, his valiant 8 
heroycal courage double increated, and his ſtrengths light⸗ 
neſſe did ſurmoimt in ſuch ſozt, that vnder his harnelle in 
moꝛe then ten places he hurt the Gpant, and although the 
wounds were not great, pet the blood that iſſued ont, was 
bery much. Then the Siant ſeeing himſelfe in ſuch a pickle, 

thꝛeb his ſhielde from him to the ground, and with both 
his hands toke his great cutting (word z heauing it aloff, 
hee let it fall wich ſuch wonder full kurie, that it was verie 
ſtraunge to beholde. But this politike Prince ſeing on 
which part this terrible blow would fall, determined not to , 
receiue it, but with a light leape didcleere himſelf from the 5 
fall therof,the which fell to the ground with ſo great and 
terrible hait,that the halfe of it entred into the earth, 4 by 
reaſon that the ftroke was given moze of anger then of 
cunning, by p great ſtrength that he put to it, he could not 
kepe himſelfe, but was fozced with the ſtroke to fall with 
his bꝛeaſt vpon the pomell of his [ wozd, Yee was no ſoner 
downe bat the Sonne of Trebatio gaue him another vpon 
his helme, that it founded as though he had ſtroke vpon a 
bell, wherwith the Gpant fell flat to the ground, greatly a- 
Uoniſhed, and almoſt beſide himſelfe. This valiant Grecke 
when he lawe him in this traunce, laide faſt holde vpon his 
helme, and with the exceeding ſtrength that he ſet to it, her 
pulled it from his head. The Giant which was then ſome⸗ 
what recouered, caught holde vpon the ſkirt of his harnelle 
and pulled the night to warde him with ſuch ſtrength, that 
be was not able to make reſiſtaunce, but ne&des be muſt go 
whether his ſtrong arme carried him. Then gladlyp would 
this noble Grecke haue defended himſelfe from this perill, 
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but he in no wiſe could, fo: ſtumbling vppon the pant hee 
lighted on his bꝛeſt, in ſuch tumbling ſozf, that hee fell on 
the otherſide of him, x ſeeing himſelfe ſo ouerthꝛowen wout 
any power in himſelf to pꝛouide fo2 help, he gaue a loud cry 
 ſaid.D Jeſu Chꝛiſt the ſonne of God deliuer me from this 
daunger,ſo inconfinently as ſone as be was af the ground, 
with a light e valtannt courage he roſe vp againe, pꝛeten⸗ 
ding not fo ſhew any pitie oꝛ fauour in this fight, and re⸗ 
turned to the Giant whom he found on fle and ready fo 
dekend himſelle, and appꝛoching nigh him, becauſe he would 
thew the greatneſle and valiant ſtomacke that he& had, hee 
ſaide. Ualpant King, take to thee thy helme, fo2 that J 
will not that foz lacke therof thou doeſt loſe the ſurmoun- 
fed valour of thy hart. The Gpant which had pꝛoued by 
experience the great pꝛowelle of his ſurmounted ſkrength,t 
againe ſing this noble curteſie in offering him his helme, 
with an humble and merke voice he ſaid. Ualtannt Pzince, 

J pꝛap the tell me if it be true, that thou art he which at 5 
beginning thou ſapdeſt thou wert, oz whether thou art the 
God Mars, which is come downe from heauen to deſtrore 
me, and to make my ſtrength of no eſftmation. This wo2- 
thye night then placing the point of his [word vppon the 
ground, and leaning his arme vpon the crolle of the hilte, 
not making any outward apperaunce of wearineſſe that he 
had in this bat taile, with an amiable countenaance he ſaid. 
e O Ring, if thou wouldeſt acknowledge the great cruel- 
ce tie which thou committeſt, and the (mall reaſon which thon 
« halt to execute it, and how greatly thou doeſt erre and art 
« guerſckne, in thinking p thou ſerueſt thy Gods in maintai- 
« ning and defending ſuch extreame tyꝛannp, thou ſhouldeff 
cc do much better, 4 lo returne vnto p knowledge of my God, 
« who is the true creatoz of heauen 4 earth r all that therin 
« is. Then 5 Giant replied vnto him & ſaid: Df truth (gentle 
c Knight)thou knoweſt well how fo extoll thy God in whom 
ce thou dweſt beelene, but how ſhall J know that this thy 
« God is ol moze godneſſe and vertue then my Gods, Unto

purpolſe, and perſ wade him to leaue of this euill cuſtome, t 
not continue in it any longer. And mozeouer to giue oꝛder 


 bnto all bis knightes and Gentlemen, that thep kollow no 
moꝛe this wicked race, but commaund them ts return vnto 


their owne Countries, and to remaine ther in the god go» 
nern.ing thereof, with his brother Tramarando.And the like 
Words he ſpake vnto his own knights that were there p2e- 


ſent at that time, and when the valiant knight of the Sun 
heard theſe woꝛds, which pzoceeded from the Gyaunts hart 


without any diſſimulation, he receiued fo great pleaſure 
therin,that incontinent he thꝛew his ( wo2d to the ,n ound,

This dolozous Knight could not pꝛoccede fozwards with 
this muſick beegunne, by reaſon of a Damoſell,which was 
in that place vnknowen vnto him; and therefoze vnloked 
foz, who with a ſofte and milde voice ſaluted him, and 
this Knight refourned hir agame the courteſte ſhe offered. 
Then this Damoſell right ſozrowfullp ſaid. Jt doth well 
appeare fir knight that thou doeſt not know bow nere 
thou art vnto the perill of death, conſidering that ſo with- 
out all care thou art publiſhing theſe thy paſſions of loue .

ce nacria, whole happie daies, which in times paſt it had, are 
cc now abated, and the great felicitie therof is turned to con- 
ce fyſton. Then this Domoſell did relate onto him, all the 
© Whole ſto2y that you haue heard, which the olde Pꝛieſt told 
ce vnto the Knight of the Sunne his Touſin: buf the great 
« ſoʒrob that he receiued in the hearing of ſo great crueltie, 
ce conſtrained a few ſalt teares to fall from his epes, from

Mell, J mape „ 
ſay,that as Grecia may bꝛag hir ſelfe of moſt excellent, wiſe „ 
t learned men which it hath bꝛought vp. euen fo mailt thou „ 
complaine, that againſt the hath bene foſfered two terrible „ 
and abhominable tyꝛants. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes: he ,, 
dew nigh the gates of the Citte, wbich foz feare ot the tru- 
eltie of the Giant, they kept ſhut,+ faking hold at the ring 
thereof 
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kherok he began to knock, which he had not ſo ſone done, but 

v tifring vp his eies, he beheld to deſcend from abone ont of 

a 94:warke a great fre one which was caſt down by the 
hands of a Gentlewoman, which came ſo ſodainly,y be al- 
mo:7 had no time to deliuer himſelfe from receiuing p fall 
therof, & if the lightnes of his hozſe had not been the quic⸗ 
ker, he muſt nedes haue taken the blow on his head, which 
wauldnot haue fallen out well with him.

is it that thou wouldeſt haue,foz J am he whom thou doeſt 
ſcke fo: that which J would haue anſwered Don Eleno, 
is, that thou doeſt leaue this diuelliſh cuſtome which thou 
doelt here mainfaine,fo2 that a Knight of thy dilſpoſttion 
manner ſhuld rather occupte himſelf in bzcaking theſe euil 
cuſtomes, then in maintaining them,fo2 theſe be not wozks 
of a knight the which thou doeſt, but of an infernall diuel, 
therfoze much meruell how thou vſing ſo much cruelt ie, thon 
doeſt liue with ſo great eaſe and without care. Come 
ther koꝛe thou fy2ant and arme thy ſelfe, and 3 hope thou 
alt hære pay the tribute of all theſe euils which thou haſt 
done, foz it is not reaſon that ſo dinelliſh g cruell a man as 


thou art ſhouldeſt line. Theſe reaſons did litle trouble this 


Opant, neither made he ante reckoning of them, but with 


bis accuſtomed ſobzictie,he anſwered. 


Piſcrable Knight,thou doeſt not knowe how here thou 
doeſt Ceeke thy owne death in demannding battaile of me, 
therfoze returne againe the way thou cameſt, ſoꝛ thy tẽ der 
age and ſmoth face without a bearde doth moue me to vſe 
this my vertue and curteſie with ther, and conſider ing that 
thou art a ſtraunger and not of this Count rie.

It is not this that J doe ſeœke, 
but to accompliſh this which J haue folve the, and if my 
woꝛdes are not ſufficient to cauſe thee fo leaue this which 
thou doſt exerciſe, J do belene that my (wo2d will ere long 
compell the therto,foz either J will die the death oz elfe J 
will depziue thy bodie of that dampnable t accurſed ſoule, 
and ſend it whether as thou haſt ſent manie a better then 
thine is. To theſe wozdes this Tctcreo aunſwered nothing 
at all, but withdzew himſelfe in great haſt from the wins 
dowe,and called foz his armour, the which was all blacke, 
and ok a verie faire c frange making, be was with a trice 
armed,+ being on bozſe backe, the great and pzincely — 
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pallaice gate was opened, wherat ilſued out this Sardenian 
with a gentle and demure countenaunce,and after him fois 
lowed a page with t wo ſpeares in his hand, of p which Le- 
tereo toke the one, and ſent vnto the Pꝛince the other, who 
ſtanding in neede accepted it. and without farther reaſoning 
they turned their hoꝛſes about with ſuch courage x quick» 
nelle, that the like hath bene ſeldome ſeene bertwerne two 
nights. And whe each of the wer come into their appoin= 
ted place,they ſet ſpurres to their hoꝛſes with as great fozce 
as the thunder in the aire, and meeting together in the mid 
way with their ſpeares, their ſhocks were fo terrible that it 
was wonder to (&,fo that not one ot them failed ot his blow, 
but iopned in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the ſtaues (although they were 
verie ſtrong) bꝛake, and the ſheuers of the ſeperated them; 
ſelues in the aire with great violence, and pet the valpant 
knights both remained in their ſaddles, no moze moued then 
a rocke by the lea ſide. But when either of them behelde the 
little harme they had done in this their iuſt, they both with 
their woꝛds in their hands returned their bozſes, and ba- 
gan to ſtrike ſoertreamely the one vpon the other, that their 
bodies felt the foꝛce of their armes, and although their har 
nclſe was nat cut, pet it could not be but their fleſh ſhuld re= 
teiue damage. In this ſoꝛt trauailed theſe two knights moꝛe 
then an houre, without knowledge of any aduantage, but 
either ok them were inflamed with anger to ſ& his aducrſas 
ry to indure ſo long, and the knighthe courage of each of 
them did moꝛe t moꝛe increaſe, and their exceeding cholar 
was luch, that y battaile began to be moꝛe terrible then at 
the firſt. But this furious Tctereo ſomewhat feeling, and 
therekoze by experience knowing the (ſurpaſſing ſfrength & 
valiant courage of his enemie, although he did not greatlye 
meruaile at it, pet it did cauſe him to be moze furious, and 
being incenſed in luch ſozte,that with both his handes her 
twke his ſ woꝛd. and ſtrake at him ſuch a ſtroke vppon the 
helme, 5 the blow ſounded th2ough all the fields, 2 made an 
ecko in p mountaines,that by the waight therof the Dacian 
knight was colkraincd ſomwyat fo incline his head downe» 
1 O. warde 


The ſecond part of the 


warde and remained a while withont his remẽbꝛance, but 
bis hozſe being ſcarred with p terrible ſtroke, gaue a great 
leape towards the one ſide, by the which hee deliuered his 
maſter from the ſecond blow, which Tefereo thought to 
haue beſtowed on him. The Dac ian night being agame re⸗ 
couered, and not a little abaſhed at this blom, ſetteled him⸗ 


ſelfe in his ſaddle, and thzowing his ſhield from him to the 


ground, hee toke his ſwoꝛd fall in his hand, and ſtroke Te- 


fereo ſo terribly vpon the helme, with his { wozd {ome what 


flatling,(by reaſon whero!,the fozce of the blow ſomewhat 
abat ed, it lid downe vpon bis lefte ſhoulder,) that it con- 
ſtrained hum to ſtonpe fozwards with all his bodie, and if 
he had not claſped his armes about the hozſe necke, hee had 
fallen downe to the ground, and with the foꝛce of this great 
blow, the hozſe was conſtrained alſo to bow his fo2e fte, 
who with a ſodaine 4 furious fozce roſe vp againe: wherat 


this noble Dacian warriour, with great halt pzicked his 


hoꝛſe with the ſpurres, pꝛetending to make an end of this 
cruell battaile, with his (econd blowe! but it fell out con- 
frary, fo2 that Tefereo comming agaime to himſelfe, as 
fierce as a Lpon, thꝛuſt fozward againſt his aduerſarie,p20s 
curing(ifit paſſed not his power)torepay againe with intes 
reſt, that which he had receiued. Now here bergan a new 
their battaile, and their fozces multiplied in ſuch furious 
ſoꝛt, that all the mountaines and vallepes, were occupped 
with the noiſe of their terrible ſtrokes. The courage was 
ſo great of theſe two knights,y many times they loft their 
wits, with the weight of the terrible raps which they rece- 
n2d one of another. Then this Pꝛince Don Eleno ſapde to 
himſelfe, that if all the reſt of the nights with whome her 
be ſhould haue battaile, were of no lelle pꝛoweſſe then this 
pꝛeſent night, that he feared quicklie to be diſgraeed: and 
on the other fide, Tetereo found himſelfe very ſoze troubled, 
and law that be was in ſo great diſtreſſe, began to muocate 
bpon his Gods foꝛ aid.

N was full thz&houres,y theſe noble 
knights thus contẽded together, e vet ther appeared not in 
the any kind of faintnes, but by their behamo2,ther ſtregth 
ſcemed ſtill moze and moꝛe to increaſe. Then this heropcall 
Dacian net accuitomed to find ſuch reſiſtance, began to fo2- 
get al patience, as one ouercome w anger clalped his \wozd 
faſt in his hand, 1 being ſet led in his ſadle, he ſtroke p giant 
ſo hard in p midſt of the helme, z with y heauines ot p blow, 
he was info2ced to fal backwards vpon þ cruper of his hoꝛſe 
without any remeb2ance,x with p great ſtrength the pzince 
put to this blow,his (wozd flew out othis hand, hanged by 
the w2itt band, which while he recoucred, Tefcreo returned 
to himſclfe, 4 with ont ragious anger (pꝛoncked by Þ great 
paine he felt, with both his hands he ſtrake ſuch a blow vn- 
loked foz at Don Eleno with the halfe ſwozd vpon the vi⸗ 
ſour, in ſuch furious ſo2t,that it berraued him of his ſight, x 
glancing wile it deſcended down vpon the head peece of the 
hoꝛſe, but by reaſon of y firft blow p laſt had ſmall ſtrength.

Her was no ſoner down, but with great lightneſle the 
Dac ian knight leapt from his hoꝛſe, and ſtept to the Gpant 
to vnlace his helme, Which while hee was a doing, he 
beard a voice which ſaid. Do not kill him knight, do not 
kill him, and turning his head about to ſe who it was that 
ſo diſturbed him, he perceiued it to be his couſin the Knight 
of the Sunne. (This was the great noiſe of harneſle, that 
the night of the Sun heard towards bis left hand, as bes» 
foze 4 haue folde pou ) So when Don Eleno had pulled of 
the Spants helme, he withb2ew himſelfe apart, and his co-

There were many knightes pꝛe · 
ſent that would very faine haue offered themſelues to this 
enterpꝛiſe, but hear ing the pꝛetence of the Emperour, theꝝ 
= not in _ wile v g.09 u, but _ ſilence. 
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Then this dutcheſſe began to tell them of all 5 ſucceſſe that 
happened vnto hir knights by the knight of Cupied . Unto 
whom the Emperour ſapd: that Knight is one of them fo 
who J will commit the charge of pour combat, and J am 
right gladde that the ſeruice he ſhall doe you in this enter- 
pꝛiſe ſhall bee the occaſion that you thall fozget this anger 
that you haue ag ainſt him. So with theſe and like reaſons 
they d2ew neere the Citie, whereas ſtraight- way thep ber- 
gan to pꝛepare all thinges in a readincſle fo2p departing of

The empꝛeſſe toke the-both in hir armes 
and with many bitter teares ſhe bleſſed them, and returned 
the againe vnto Arcana, willing hir that ſher ſhould dꝛeſſe 
them, put all thinges in oꝛder to ſend then to the nurſe, ß 
which the did with great diligence, wzapping and ſwadde⸗ 
luͤngthem by in very fatre and rich clothes, accoꝛding to the 
beſt guiſe p thee cou! d, although ſhe were but litle acquain- 
ted in ſuch like matters. She had not ſcant lx made an end ol 
\ waddeling them, when that vpon a ſodaine with a greate 
rumour, as it ſæmed vnto the Empꝛeſſe and Arcana, one of 
the walles of the chamber wher they were did oprn, wher⸗ 
at did enter a Serpent, very hozrible and fearefull to be- 
holde, from whome there pꝛoccded greate flames and 
ſparkes of fire,who ſtaied not, but went ſtraight vnto the 
place whereas the two little Infantes were, and at two 
mouthfulles be ſwallo wed them cleane vp, and ſo with- 
ont dving any moze,harme oꝛ making any longer tarrp- 
ing retourned ont of the Chamber the ſelſe (ame ware 
that it came in, leauing the Cmpzcſſe in lo great feare, as 
ta ſuch caſes is required. 
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And being in this great traunce ſhe loked towards y place, 
wher the Serpent went out, and (hee ſaw enter in thereat 
an olde man, which came with a ſtaffe in his hand, whom 
ſtraight way the knew very well to be the wiſe Artemido- 
ro, who with great courteſie ſaluted the Empꝛeſſe ſapeng: 
cc Madame, take you neither care, paine, noꝛ grieſe of p which 
ec is done, neither trouble pour ſelfe foz pour childzen, fog 
« that there could bee no mo2e done, then that which is 
« done: fo? all is conuenient and neceſſarie fo2 the eſtabliſh⸗ 
te ing both of pours and their god foꝛtune. And moꝛe J doe 


cc cort iſie pon, that p time ſhould come, wherein you ſhall re- 


ceiue moze iope and comfozt, then nowe it docth canſe 
anguiſh and ſozrow. And thus without anie mo2e reaſos 
ning he returned and went out againe af the place wherat 
be entered, and he was not ſo ſone out, but that p wall clo« 
ſed againe as enen as it was befoze,x no ſigne of opening 
could be ſœne. After that he was departed the empꝛeſle hir 
mayde remained reaſoning & meruailing at this ſodapne 
t ſtrange caſe, i after they Had conſidered of manp things , 
they determined bet weene themlelues to keepe all verie ſeo 
cret, till that by oppoꝛtunitie were offered them, what they 
ſhould dw. 

The Pꝛince Brandimardo of whom FX told you of, was ſo 
inflamed with the fire of Cupide, which kindled in him tho= 
rough p loue of the poung quene of Lyra, whoſe name was 
Ardililora,p he could finde in himſelfe neither reſt noz top, x 
his paſſions were not ſo ſecret, but that this young quene 
did perceiae the, # ſpared not to repay him againe with a 
kinde of honeſt and ſingle louc. Df whom we meane to de⸗ 
clare moꝛe in the pꝛoceſſe of this hiſto2y,and of their won- 
der full acts which thep did: fo2 you (hall vnder ſkande, that 
this young Nacene,being a hozſcbacke g armed in hir ar- 
mour, pꝛoued another Claridiana,as (hall be rebearſed in 5 
furious battaile bet wenne the Greekes 4 Africans. And you 
ſhall mozeoner mark, that all you that hauc hearde in tte 
pꝛoceſſe of this chapter, was ozdained by p wite men, which 
I onely note,foz that thoſe which walt read the lame, may 
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the better vnderſtand the hiſtozie.

«« not in the Coutt,fo2 the which J am very lo2rie & conceine

out remembzaunce & cleane beſide themſelues, but Clar i- 
diana neuer moucd hir countenaunce, but was very quick.

4 ing ths gyant in ſo great fu- 
rie, the cried out and ſaid : Dh holpe God deliver theſe mp 
knights fro all euill, fo2 he aroſe vp ivith ſach ire from the 
ground, Þ a great mountaine had not ben able to make a» 
ny reſiſtaunce againſt him, if it had not happened, that in þ 
ſme extremitie there ent red into p hall that gentle 4 valt- 
ant giant p king of Sardenna, who vnderſtading þ contempt 
of p other giant, how much he had miſuled þ emperoꝛ with 
his pꝛoud ſpeeches in p hall, be was very greatip incenſed, 
v the emperoꝛ ſhuld vaderſtand p great lone Þ he bare vnto 
bis ſon,p knight of p Sun, like a furious lion he attempted 
the battell befoze p emperour could be ready to make p al- 
ſault,q lifting vp a great club which he had in his band, hee 
ſaid.D thou foule diſũgured monſter, far moꝛe p2ond the ap- 
pertaineth to the oꝛder of knighthod:firlt befoze Þ app;oneſt 
thy ſtrength with any other, thon ſhalt f&le y fozce of me. 
The great diſoaine p was in this Giant whoſe name was 
Buſtrafo, ar gued j be lit le cſt&med þ other, but wok repip⸗ 
ing any anſ were, they began to floziſhw their gret « nngh- 
tie Maſes, that the greate noiſe of the Coperour,ncithcr 
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the ſhꝛikes of the Emip2elſe and hir Ladies, woulde ſuffice 
to malic them withbvzaw themſclues p one from the other, 
but terribly they let fail their heante 4 mightie blows one 
vpon another,tyat their ſtrong helnics were b2uſcd, 4 they 
tacl:ned their heads onto their bꝛeaſts.

two, as it did appeare by the terrible & outragious ſtrokes 
that they beſtowed between them, fo2 W the great ſtrength 
and the ſound thereof, p whole pallace did not onely ſhake, 
but alſo the whole citic:in this ſozt they continued a great 
while without taking any bꝛeath, 4 all the flw2e of the hall 
was full ot hoales, with the heauie blowes that had ſcaped 
by. Thus they long continued without knowledge of any

and parted it in two.peces, and with an infernall fur ie, it 
deſcended on his helme, and hurt his head, but þ waund was 
not very great, vet the blow reſted not, but glauneing on ;; 
harneſſe, tell to the ground whereas it made a great hoale? 
but in the meane time this new connerted King, was noee 
dle, neither did his aduerſary eſcape his paiment foz the 
blowe paſt, but hauing bis ſharpe cutting '\wo2d rayſed on * 
high. he diſcharged it w luch erterding fo2ce vpon Buſtrafo, 1 
who receiued it vpon bis ſhie io) the: with pgreat nrengtoy of {| 
therof, it parted it in peces, and dutended vpon his helme, 
taking away with it all Þ it touched both of the harneſſe x 
fleſh, which fell tagether to the ground, ſo that Bultrafo re⸗ 
mained very ſoꝛe burt. And when hee ſaw his owne bloud; 
the battaile beganne a new to kindle in ſuch (o2t,that ina 
very (mall time, each of W ſoze hurt inſundzy pla- 
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The ſecond part of the 


ces,wherout iſſued ſo much bloud, that all p ball was ſpzin* 
kled therewith. This fierce Buſtrafo ſcœing bimſelfe ſo ill 


intreated, his anger fill moꝛe increaſed, x gaue the Sardeni- 


an ſuch a blow vnder the waſt, that he he wed his hard har- 
neſſe, and part of the ſwo2zde was ſheathed in the flclh , 
wherwith be was very ſoze hurt: ſo with the anguiſh and 
terrible paine that this Sardenian felt, he gnaſhev his te&th 
together, and with great fary he ſtroke at the hand of Bu- 
ſtrafo, who well knowing the waight of his blowes, ſtepped 
a fide, which was the occaſion, that the whole fozce of the 
blow could take no effect, but with the poynt of bis word, 


he cut him on the vitoz, and it deſcended to his bꝛeaſt, and 


ſo downwards, inſomuch, that it deuided the harneſle, and 
hurt him verye ſoꝛe, from toppe to toe, by meanes of which 
wound, he ſuffered great griefe, eſpecially being in the place 
where it was. 

The deeds which in all this time chaunced vnto that va- 
liant Roſicleer, wæ will here declare, and leaue theſe two 
Giants, with their perillous, and well fought battaile, till 
ſuch time as occaſion doe ſerue to goe fozwarde with the 
ſame.You do remember, how that wee left Roſicleer with- 
in his inchanted boate, ſapling on the depe (cas, vnder the 
pꝛotection of Neptune. And ſo they trauailed fo2 the ſpace of 
ſiue daics,and as many nights, without ſeeing any thing, but 
the ſtarrie firmament,+ the furious wanes of the ſea, with 
out knowing whether they did ſaile. an the ſirt day of their 


navigation, they beheld comming towardes them another 


great Foyſt who came with no lelle fur ie, then their boate 
ſapled,and:the courſe thero was direced right with them. 
So when they dꝛewe nigh together, the Foyſt paſſed by ſo 
cloſe, that they might well ſer and diſrouer who was therin 
and they perceined within the ſame a damoſell who ſeemed 


to be dead, and by hir ſtode a monſtrous Giant, and by the 


maſt of the Foyſt there was tyed a terrible Gziffin, which 


cauſed great feare in them that beheld it. 


The Foyſt made ſuch great way, that Roſi lea badde 
no time to leape into ann cauſed hun to be very ſoꝛie 
— 
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and he was p moꝛe incẽ ſed, foz that he could not be thꝛough⸗ 
ly certified what this aduenture was 4 what the ſtrange» 
neſte thereof did ſigniſie, and with the anger that hee hadde, 
he began to curſe all inchauntments, and all them that vſcd 
it: but all this did pꝛofit him but little, foz that in a ſhozte 
time it ſailed out of ſight. And loking about him, hee ſawe 
two ſhippes, which were in a great ſight, and verie fiercely 
the one aſſaulted the other, to whome the boate wherein 
the Pꝛince was, direced his way with ſo wifte conrſe, 
that he almoſt had no time to put on his helme. And with 
theſe two ſhippes was another boate which by the fozce ol 
armes was bzonght in ſubiection and overcome by ß other 
two ſhippcs,and all the people were flaine that waslin hir, 
ſauing a fewe which had withdꝛawen themſelues into the 
pope of the barke fo2 their defence, amongſt whom there 
was one of a verie great and excellent ſtature, who with 
ſtrong and mightie blowes, cauſed all thoſe that appzoached 
vnto the place where her was, to withdzaw themſelues, but 
by reaſon that they had beene very long in this batt aile, and 
that they had troubled him very much, her could not choſe 
but be verp weake and wearp, in ſuch ſozf, that if it had in- 
bured long, her muſt nerdes haue finiſhed the fight with his 
death. 

After that Roſicleer had well behelde and noted the 
great ſtrength g flerce courage of the knight, it ſemed vn ⸗ 
to him to haue knowen hun, and viewing the deuice that 
be hadde on his armonr, hee knew that it was Zoylo 
the Tartarian, and ſtraight wap without any moze tarrieng 
be leaped info the ſhippe, and beeganne to lef them know 
the ſtrenath of his ſtrong arme,foz in ſuch ſozte he beſtur⸗ 
red him, that at the firſt blow hee cut off helme and head, 
of one of his enimies, and not being content with this, 
be began againe fo ſtrike firſt on the one ſide and then on 
the other,ſo that there was not one that was ſo hardie to 
abide his terrible blowes , but when his aduerſaryes 
ſaw his faric, there iopned moze then thirtie of them 
1 * to aſſault dim. but amongſt them there 
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was one who ſamed to bee the pꝛincipall of them all, 
ſa ide. Retourne pou all back againe and make an ende of 
that, whch weake and ſimple women would long fince haue

The 
Peince bnder{tod by them that were in the chip, that this 
was he which did gouerne the,he ſtroke ſuch a blow at his 
right arme, that he cut it cleane off ſo that arme and word 
| fell downe vpon the batches of the ſhip, who ſæing himſelte 
| ſo ill int reated, with a great noiſe and pitifull ſhzike he en- 
tered in amongſt bis people, and cryed fo2 help and ſuccour, 
| but afl was in vaine, fo2 that y-Nephew of I'tberio ſtroke 
"| hun ſuch another blow vpon the helme, that be parted helme 
31 78 And head in two perces, ſo that he fell downe dead: but when 
bis company law this, they altogether fell vpon him with 

terrible kurie, thinking to make and end of him, but be rece- 

ued them in ſuch oꝛder, that quickly he made the to vnder 

ſtand y ſtrength of his victoꝛious arme, foꝛ he neuer ſtroke 

blow but either hee ew one, oꝛ felled him to the grounde, 

which was the occaſion that their hartes fainted, that not 

one of the which remained durſt appꝛoch, neuertheleſle they

enimies not able to make any reſiſtaunce, but like miſer a- 
ble people determined rather to ſubmit themlelues toy mer; 
cie of that new come Knight, then fo the fozce of their 
owne armes, & falling all downe at the fete of Roſicleer, 
they craued pardon of him foꝛ their offence, and mercie foz 
their ltues, the which he ſtraight way graunted, and ſapde: 
It is great curteſie, pea, and no litle charity ſhewed toward 
the euill man in puniſhing him, if that her pꝛetende to goe 
fozwardes and perſeuer in his naugbtie life. Qeuertheleſſe 
if you will pꝛomiſe me, that from this daie fozwardes you 
will amend your liues, g leaue this naughtineſſe, that you 
ſhall not alonelp finde in me this which you do aſke, but al- 
ſo true and perfect friendſhip at all times and in all things 
that you haue ne&de ol, to the which they did all willinglye 
ſweare they woulde perfozme. This being finiſhed, the 
P2ince and the Tartarian embzaced one another, with great 
loue and friendſhippe, and Roſic leer aſked of the Tartarian 
what was the occaſton that bzought him into ſo great perill 
and daunger of death. The Tartarian ſaide, that by fozce of 
an aduenture be departed the emperours court, ) but he did 
not declare the effect) and how comming in that (mall ſhip 
he was taken with thofe rouers, who bzought him into that 
great diſtrefle that hee had found him in. Then Roſic leer 
_ thꝛew his armes about his necke,4 with great loue 
aid. | 
Foꝛtune dealt but frowardly to bzing ther out of Con- 
ſtantinople in ſuch a time, foꝛ to leade the vnto this peri!l, 
and ſo beganne to teil him of all that h had paſſed in the 
Countrie of Greece. And when he heard him name the La- 
die Tetigliaſa, he Chaked like the leaues of a tre and ſayde. 
Oh foꝛ Gods ſake my Lo2de, let not my eares heare the 
name of that thing which my heart darth ſo much abhozre 
and deteſt. Foz heare J doe i weare vnto the, that liuing 
J will burie mylelfe in this Sea, rather then to abide that 
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At the which wazdes the Pꝛince was berie ſoꝛe krou⸗ 
bled, but a certaine aduenture which chaunced him at that 


berte ſame time, cauſed him to fozactte this his troubled 
minde. 


¶ How the king of Tire gaue an aſſault to robbe the ſluppe 


where the Prince was, aud how the ſame King was ouer- 
come. Chap. 10. 
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— D deinlp amongeſt the knights of thoſe ro⸗ 
uers that had eſcaped from the handes of 
the Pꝛince, there aroſe a great tumult and 
I. chowting, with terrible ſhzikes, calling vp⸗ 
on their Gods foz aide and ſuccour, and the 
— Marriners in great haſt beeganne to vn- 
grapple and loſe their ſhippes the one from the other, and 
with as great halt as they could they hoiſed vp their ſailes, 
fo2 to flpe away and eſcape from the perill which they ber- 
* held verie nere at hand. But when Roſicleer ſaw this tu - 
1 multeous crye, with a very angrie voice her ſayde. What 
noyle is this amongeſt you captiue people 2 What ſodaine 
feare is this that is come vpon pou, that with ſo great haſt 
you pꝛepare pour ſelues fo runne awaye. Loꝛde aunſ we- 
red one of them, great reaſon wee haue fo make all this 
haſt which we do, foz you ſhall vaderſtand, that there aps 
pꝛocheth nigh vnto vs either dꝛeadful death oꝛ cruell impꝛi- 
ſonment. This noble and valpaunt Pzince loked about on 
euerp ſide to ſe what the occaſion ſhould ber that ſhould 
cauſe them to wozke this fact : and ſtraight waies hee dil- 
conered a verie faire and rich Gallie which came towardes 
the place where as they abode, with thepz Sailes aloffe 
and a pꝛoſperous wind, ſo that the Gallie in a manner ſcæ- 
med to flye vppon the water. Roſic leer without any alte 
ration aſked them. ſaping. 
Tell me who is it that commeth in ponder Gallie, that 
bath put pon in ſo much feare.Ualyannt Knight (ſaid they) 
there commeth in ponder Gallte the king ol Tire, a mighty 
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 Mirrour of Knighthood. 54. 
and ſtrong giant being a rouer, we are not able fully fo cer- ,, 
tifie pou of his great ſtrength t defozmitie, but of this wee „ 
are allured, p the very gods in heauen do feare him, his life „ 
and cuſtome is to rob all p euer he doth mete,+ if it ſo fall „ 
out that any doe make reſiſtaunce againſt him, her ſtraight „ 
commaundeth them the point of the [wozd with extreame „ 
craeltie:ſo here gentle knight iudge whether we haue cauſe „ 
oꝛ no to do our endeauour foz to auoide this great danger. „ 
The pꝛince hearing all this which they of the Chip told him, 
began to make himſelfe readie to the battaile, and laced on 
his helme, and put all things in verie god o2der, and when 
that all was readie he ſayde vnto them that were with 
bim. 

O you people of little courage & ſmall ſtrength, J ſ& well „ 
you are all vaſe minded, and that there is no hardineſle in „ 
you,but onely fo vile matters, get you downe and hide you „ 
in the pumpe of the ſhippe,foz J will not conſent that anye „ 
of you ſhall run away, neither (hall your cries excuſe me of „ 
this battaile, and ſo with a lowde voice he commaunded fo „ 
beare vp the helme, that the ſhip might run right vpon the „ 
Gally.The 1 artarian ſeing that they pꝛetended to giue the ,, 

enterpꝛiſe, commaunded thoſe that were with him ſtraight. 
waies to put his veſſell in very god oꝛder, of the which it 
had great ne&de,ſo with as great hall and \ wiftneſle of ſaile 
as was poſſible,they pꝛocured that the Shippe and Gallie 
might iopne both together, and in verie ſhozt time they 
were come ſo nigh each to other, that anp man might well 
diſconer and perceiue all that was in the Gallie of they; 
aduerſarie. This valiaunt and woꝛzthy Roſicleer ſawe the 
great Gpaunt where he ſate in the middeſt of the pwpe ok 
the Gallye in a Chaire, where they verie plainelp ſawe 
his counfenaunce was ſo terrible, and his bodie ſo great, 

that all thoſe which were pꝛeſent with Rolicleer Were as 
kraide to beholde him. And when the Gyaunt bnderuode 
that thoſe which were in p (hip would not alonelp bekende 
themſelues, but alſo offend their enimies, bis rage was uch, 
that in great halt be aroſe and * a mighty volce he called 


fog 
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fo2 his armour, vttering theſe woꝛds. 
«« © you people moſt vnfoꝛtunate from whence hath com this 
« hardineſſe vnto you,fo offend the Ning of Tyre, bnderſtan- 
cc ding and knowing, that J am not onely feared of men, but 
« alſo the Gods in the high heauens dotremble at my name, 
ic and deſire to haue my friendſhip. Then Roſicleer anſwered 
« and ſaid. Make thy reckoning, that thou haſt ſaid enen as 
ce much as nothing, foz of my ſelſe J ſpeake, that J am none 
tc Of the Gods thou nameſt, neither know J tbee by thy name 
« thou telleſt, noꝛ pet dw Jdcſtre thy friendfhip,no2 any others 
cc that pꝛactiſeth the like wozkes, as thou doſt, neither dw 1 
cc eſtetme thy thꝛeatnings, noꝛ pet thy furious coũtenance, ne · 
e ther can thy great body put me in any feare. And with this, 
he commaunded the marriners fo graple the ſhippe 4 Gale 
ley together very ſtrongly, Which when this fierce Bing 
. ſawe, with great anger he aroſe out of his chaire, and not 
tarrpeng to lace on his helme, would haue entered into the 
ſhippe: but Roſicleer percetuing his pꝛetente, thꝛuſte him 
with ſo great foꝛce with both his hands vpon the bꝛeſt, that 
hz made him fo fall backwardes into his owne galley, and 
laid. Stand back thou infernall creature, take the fo thy 
armoꝛ, what, doſt thou think that thou meeteſt with ſuch as 
thou art wont to d, to feare them with thy diueliſh coun ; 
tenaunce: Thou ſhalt haue nde both of armour e bandes, 
fo; to deliner the from the puniſhment of the tit Judge, 
whole reward ſhal now be executed vpon ther, foz thy vniult 
wozkes, and cruell cuſtomes, wherein thou haſt long con- 
tinued. 

There was neuer ſerne amongſt ſauage beaſts ſo much 
anger, as at this reſiſtance appeared in the Giant, and with 
the madneſſe of his hart, he dꝛew out his might te and hea⸗ 
uie ſ woꝛde. wherewith hee wonlde haue ſtroken Roſic leer, 
but this vallant knight with great diſcreation epped on Þ 
one ſide, ſo that his blowe was diſcharged in vaine, onelye 
it ſtroke vpon the ſide of the hippe, and it fell with ſuch 
great krength that it cut the ſhippe downe, euen wird the 
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This noble Greeke was nothing at all idle, buf ha- 
ning his rare and pzecious Swozde, which Qucne Iulia 
had ſent him, in his hand, he ffroke a terrible and fcrte 
blow at the Gyauntes face, but by reaſon be was ſo karre 
off, hee could not reach it, but that the point of his ſharpe 
Swoꝛd onelp paſſed thꝛougb his chekes, but if be coulde 
haue compꝛehended moꝛe of his head with that blow, he had 
made an end of the battaile. This furious Gpaunt when 
he ſaw his bloud befoze him, he gaue a terrible groane, and 
therewith toke his bzoad \ wo2de in both his handes, and 
with blaſpheming and curſing his Gods, he lift it vp foz to 
ſtrike this valtaunt Greeke, who ſeeing it to deſcende, de- 
termined not to receiue lo doubt full a blow, but with great 
and ſingular wiſedome deliuered himſelfe from it. The 
blow was ſuch that if it had not doubled in the mapne 
ſaple which ſome what diſtur bed it, it had ben ſufficient to 
haue denided the Shippe in peeces. This valiaunt and mar- 
tiall Pꝛince, which with great diſcreation and aduiſe- 
ment ſuſt apned this battaile, had alwates a verpe god epe 
to the Gyaunt, who foz to vnloſe his Swoꝛde, where it 
was faſt in the Shippe, was infoꝛced to put his lefte hand 
to holde faſt by the ſhippe ſide, whereat Rolſicleer troke 
with ſuch kurie that the Gyants hand remained faſt fo the 
Shippes lide,deutded from the arme. But when this terri⸗ 
ble and fierce Gyannt ſaw himlelfe lame, and that he bad 
cleane loft his lefte hand, hee began a newe to curſe and 
blaſpheme his Gods, and pꝛocured to hurt this Greke by 
all meanes poſſible that hee could invent, but he pꝛouided 
ſo to the contrarie, that not one blow which the Oyaunt 
ſtroke ſhould either touch 02 hurt him, in ſuch ſozt, that at 
laſt when this furious e outragious dinell triving to firike + 
this Greeke Knight, was d2iuen to ballannce his bodye, 
thercbp to reach at him, this Knight let paſſe the ſame 2 
blowe euen as hee did all the reſt of his blowes, and in 
paſſing by be gaue him ſuch a cruel! b!owe vpon the right 
arme, that he cut it off almoſt by the elbowe. 

And when this miſerable king ſawe himſelke with⸗ 
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cut hands, he gaue a great cry and rozed like a furious bul, 
and therewith he claſped humſelfe to the maſt of the galley, 
and with great e ile he pulled it out of his place, and in an 
in ernall rage, he would haue entered into the ſhippe, but 
Roſicleer with his handes once againe thꝛuſt him on the 
bꝛeaſt in ſuch wiſe that he was conſtrained to fall downe 
vpon the (ide of the galley, and by reaſon of his hugeneſle x 
great waight, he lighted with the one half of his bodte ouer 
bo:d : and becauſe he had not his hands. he could not helpe 
biunſelfe, but tumbled with his head fozwards, into the 
deve 1 wide Dea, wherein being d2enched, he finiſhed his 
milerable and vnbappie daies. Then thoſe which were of 
his Gallie, ſæ ing this his wzetched end, and fearing theyz 
owne miſfo2tune, in a meruatlous great haft vngrappeled 
the Ship, which was done with ſach ſpede, that when Ro- 
ſicleer remembꝛed himſelfe,he had no time to offende them, 
noꝛ to do them any moze harme. Then thoſe which were 
in his Ship and had behelde this ſhozt and victo:ious bat⸗ 
taile, beganne a new fo fall downe at bis fete 4 moſt hum- 
bly craued pardon fo2 their fozmer feare. Then the P2ince 
turned towards the Tartarian, who all the time of this con- 
flit, was beholding his excellent and mightie ſtrength, and 
much mernatled at that which he had ſeene, and aſked of 
bim what her badde determined to doe. And the Tartarian 
anſ wered, that he would in no wiſe depart from his com- 
maundement, and being in talke, they vpon a ſodaine ſawe 
two ſhippes, which ſemed vnto them, that they were in a 
great fight. Theſe P2inces were meruailous deſtrous fo bs 
with them, to vnderſtand what they were. So this valy- * 
annt- Greeke, tourning to the Tartarian, he ſaid, Pꝛince of 
Tartaria followe mæ, and in great haſt he leaped into his 
Boate, and be was no ſoner entered there, but that it be 
ganne to make waye like a Thunder bolt in the aire, ſo 
that it ſæ med ſparkes of fire flew out ot the water, in ſuch 
ſozt that the Tartarian hadde no time to followe him, buf 
by reaſon of the ſwiltnelle, ye _ quickely lolt the ſight of 


him. | 
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Do fo2 that it is requiſite, let vs leaue this Tartarian⸗ 
who was very ſozrowfull bemg left alone, and tommaun⸗ 
ded the marriners to make way with his ſhippe, towards 
the other two that were a fighting. So this valiaunt Roſi- 
cleer ſayled on in his inchaunted boate, not without great 
ſo2zrow,fo2 that vpon a ſodainc he had loſt his per fect friend: 
ncaertheleſle foz that he did bnderſtad that he was car ried 
to conclude the things that were mozefo2 his contentment, 
be was d2luen fo coinfozt himſelf, with that which molt hee 
loued.©9 with theſe great thoughts, bee ſailed two dayes 
without any aduenture wozthy the telling. But this third 
bay very carely in the mozning, at ſuch time as Appollo 
ſhewed abzoad his gliſter ing beames,they diſcouered land, 
whether the barke with terrible furte made away : and it 
ſemed vnto him to be a very (mall Fland, where they arri⸗ 
ued,neuerthelefſe by the pꝛoſped of y riuers, it appeared to 
be a place of great delight, and full of meddowes and other 
greene fieldes.@0o by the reſting of this barke a grounde, 
Roſicleer vnderſtod that ther be ſhould goe a land, where- 
foze he deſcended out of the barke, and after him came his 
god hozſe,and to the end be would trauell in moze lafetie, 
be mounted on his backe. and loked round about him, if hee 
could diſcouer any way o2 path. But not farre from the 
place whereas he was,he beheld very faire and ſumptuous 
buildings, wher with he twoke the way that led him thether, 
and being nigh ther vnto, he ſaw y it was old z ancient buil- 
ding. and as he went round about it a while foz to beœholde 
the lame. he ſaw h ouer the pꝛincipall gate, was this ſuper- 
ſcription wꝛitten. This is the famous and auncient Temple 
of the goddes Venus,from whence the noble Paris of Troy, 
ſtole the faire Queene Helena: this is the Iland of the mother 
of that cruell Cupide, the greateſt ſower of diſcord in all the 
world. This valiant Knight did very much content bimſelf 
in beholding that old and ſumptuous Temple, the name 
wherof was ſpꝛed thzough all the wozld,and left not anye 


thing, neither without noz within, but behelde it fully fo his 


peru⸗ 
ling 


contentment. Alter that he bad ſpent a little time in 


if 
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fing this he put himſelfe in a ſtraight way, which was not 
farre from a fote path thereby, wheras he ſaw a man that 
was cutting of wode, of whom he al ked what count rie it 
was, 4 who was Lo2d of if. This man perceiuing that hee 
demaunded ſomwhat of him, was not able to anſ were him, 
but made ſignes vnto him p he was dumbe; # mozconer, 5 


he ſhould returne backe againe, giuing him to vnderſtande 


that it he did pꝛoceede fo war ds, he ſhould finde great perill. 
This noble Rolicleer ſapd then to himſelfe, J do not know 
what (hall chaunce oz happen mee : not withſtanding, ik a 
thouſand that had their tongues ſhould fell me, (pet would 
J not do it, no2 leaue off to follow this my pꝛet ended pur - 
poſe ) much moze thou, whom J cannot vnderſtand. And ſo 
without any mo2e tarrping, he tourned vnto his new ber- 
gun iournep, and at the going vp of a hill, her beheld a Ca⸗ 
ſtle of a mightie and ſtraunge bigneſle, which was edified 
vpon another hills ſide, He was a god mile from it, when 
he diſcouered it, and ſo iournping thether ward, hee had not 
franailed far re, when he found himſelfe in a faire, bꝛoad, # 
ſmoth wap, whereinto when he ent red, he ſaw certaine fo». 
ting of ho2zſes, which appeared not to be made long beefoze, 
but that lately they had paſſed that wap: the which fotings 
be followed, although hee found other faire wapes, and as 
much occupied as that wherein he was pet foz all that, be- 
cauſe he would ſe what ft ings they wer, he would follow 
that way and none other. ſo not very farre from that place 


wher be was, be heard(althoagh it was ſomwhat diſtaunt 


from him to his ſeming)a great ruſhing of harnelle, e the 
moꝛe he trauailed fo2zwards,y moze plainer his eares wer 
occupied with this martiall muſick. Till in p end, dꝛawing 
nerer,he percctued it was a notable4 well fought battaile, 


foꝛ which cauſe he pꝛicked his hozſe onwardes the faſter, in 


ſuch ſoꝛt, Þ at p going down from a mount ain, into a fapꝛe 
# b2oad plaine, he beheld at the fot of the caſtle ver ie much 
people and amongſt them Giants. all which were in baf- 
taile againſt one onely knight,of a meruailous great «4 well 
n20poztioned ſtature all armed in ruſlet harnes without any 
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other deniſe thereon, who with his \wo2d in both his hands 
made a meruailous 4 cruell flatghter, fo2 that at his fete 
ther lay many of the knights dead and alſo of the Gyants, 
not withſtanding they did trouble him very much, ſo that he 


was bꝛought to a very ill palle,foz he had hewing,x ſtrike⸗ 
ing on him mdꝛe then fo2ty knights & two great Gyants, 


it was a thing of great admiration toſehowthe knight did 
beſturre himſelfe beholding himſelfe ſo beſet, pet foꝛ all that 


ther was nothing loked foz of him but death. Somewhat 
on the one ſide a little diſtaunt from the battell, he ſaw a 


Damzell ot a meruailous & excellent beautie, who w great 


ſoꝛtowcomplained hir ſelfe. This valiaunt warriour ſeing 
what this knight did fo his defence, and by his might pe 


pꝛoweſſe appeared to be of high eſtate,he deſtended and left 


his ho2zſe,4'with a quick pace he pꝛocteded fozwards with his 
'C wo2d in his hand, pꝛetending to aide and helpe that one 


knight;ſeing he had ſuch nede therof. Befoze J pꝛoctede a- 
ny farther in this batfaile,J will(althongh it bee ſomewhat 


troubleſome to the reader) declare the reſt of y terrible bat · 


taile that was bet weren the two gyants in the great hall of 
the Court of the Emperour. You haue heard how we lefte 
theſe two Gyants Buſtrafo and Bramidoro in great conten· 


tion of the battaile,cach one of them endeauonring thfſclues 


to winne the:victo2y, although of each part they denyed to 


either other the ſame. He that ſeemed to be moſt froubled in 


this battaile, was the Sardemian King, and with the thicke 


bꝛeath that pzoceeded from his impacient hart, his face was 


inflamed with the beate thereof. The which his aduerſarpe 
perceiued, g like a terrible and outragious Tiger, he lifte 


vp his mightie ſ woꝛd, letting it fall w ſuch fur ie as though 
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fire hadde fallen krom heauen. The king ſteing that by ns 
meanes hee could eſcape it, lifte vp uke wiſe his ( woꝛde, to 
ward that terrible blow : but by reaſon that that ot᷑ the gi· 
- aunt Ba(trafos was of better ſtæle, and of moze ſtrength, be 
tut the i woꝛd of the Kings in two pieces, and the blow de 
ſcended vpon his ſhoulder, and did a little hurt him When 
this Ring ſaw that bis (too 8 1 
"ad : mes 
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ſomewhat amazed, yet fo2 all that, he loſt not his knightlye 
courage, but with a valiant hart pꝛeſſed to his enimie, and 
with that litle that remained of his ſwoꝛd, he ſtroke Buſtra- 
fo, vpon his helme ſach a blow, (that if it had bene with the 
whole (word, he had cleared himſelfe at that time of this 
daunger ) pet it was not of lo ſmall foꝛce, but it cut ef one ot 
bis cares, and carried away a pece of the iaw bone. This 
Giant Buſtrafo feling bimſcife ſo ſoze hurt with this terrt- 

ble blow, pꝛetended to repay him with double intereſt (the 
which if it had chaunced to take cffect) it had made an end 


of his dates:but this new conuerted Knight, ranne in vn- 


der the blow of Buſtrafo,ſaying : O Jeſus,kepe and defend 
this thy new conuerted ſeruaunt. And fo iopning together, 


they embzaced one another,wheras began a meruailous x 


ſtrong w2aftling, wherein they continued a god while pꝛo⸗ 
uing their ſtrengths, and pꝛocur ing the vickoꝛie, the one ouer 
the other, till at the laſt both being not alittle weary, they 


place to another, without loſing their holde, in this ftrife 
Buſtrafo his helme fell from his head, by reaſon that the la» 
ces wherewith it was made faſt, were cut in peces,ſo that 


his terrible and mightie face was plainelp diſcouered. But 


they ſeeing that this wꝛaſtling did lit le pꝛofit them, vnloſed 


themſelues: but the king was the firſt that roſe vp, as one 


tgat hewed himſelfe to haue the beſt ſtomacke, and ſeeing 


that all Buſtrafo his head was bare, in that he wanted his 


helme, he bent his armed fiſt, and ſtroke him ſach a blowe 


vpon his fozehead, that his bꝛaines flew out, and his eyes 
- farted ont of his head, and there this vnfoztunate Opaunt 
kell dead to the ground. The King ſeeing then ſs god a ſuc+ 

ce cęſſe in his batt aile, fell downe vpon his knees to 5 ground, 

te and lifting vp bis eves vnto heauen he ſaide.

bꝛeaſt, with letters of liucly bloud, this Cpitath. I am Herca 


the Kings daughter of Cimarra, violated and ſlaine by No- 
raldino King of Numidia. And thou knight that this preſent 
ſpectacle ſhalt viewe, I doe deſire thee, that if thou doeſt goe 
forward this way, let it be with great courage, for to take ven- 


geaunce on his crueltie, for that I am not of my ſelfe able to 


lee ke reuengement. This emperour,who had wel conſidered

when her ſaw his time, with a meruailous and infernall fu · 


rie deſcended right downe, but when the Emperour ſawe 


that he deſcended with ſuch fur ie, hee cauſed the Ladpe to 
chꝛowd hir ſelfe bnder an old houſe that was there at hand, 
and hee couered himſelfe with his ſhelde, and hauing his 
\wo2de in his hande at that time as the Gꝛiffon deſcended 
with ſo great violence (that it ſomewhat feared the Empe⸗ 
rour) not withſtanding be lifted his ſhteld foz to receine that 
terrible blow of his clawes, which fall was with ſo great 
fozce,that he pulled the held cleane from his arme, but this | 
valiant warriour ſtroke him ſuch a blow with his ſwozd, 
z be thought he had cut him in two peces,but pet he found 
his feathers to be ſo harde, that he had done him no barme, 
t although his hard feathers did defend him, not to receiue 
any burt with the l woꝛzd, pet could it not be but hee muſk 
nedcs kerle ſome griefe by the greatneſſe of the blowe, fo; 
that with a græuous ſhzike he mounted vp into the apꝛe, 
giuing a thouſand tournings. When the Emperour ſawe 
bimſelfe without his ſheld-which that infernall Birde had 
carricd with him into the atre,and let it fall downe againe 
a great waies diſtant from the ſame place wher he was, if 
made him to haue alwaies a very god and diligent eye, to p 
griffon to marke when he would diſcend, who ſtraight way 
began to deſcend, vnto his thinking with much moze furye 
then af the firſf. And loke enen as the Cagle when ſher 
bath caught a Uiper, doth pꝛocure to pull off hir ſkinne in 
ſcriking hir vppon a harde ſtone, whereby to ſaue hir ſelfe

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fafetie to deuoure bir pꝛay:euen fo did this Griffon flying 
here and there from one place to another, to ſe where hee 
might lay holde on the Cmperour, without receiuing ſuch 
lpke harme as beefoze he did. And as by fozce of the was 
ter the Mill carrieth the one about with great furie, euen 
ſo this woꝛthie warriour beſtowed himſelfe foz to defceride 
him from this farious beaſt, yet hee could not doe ſo much, 
but that he muſt needes receiue ſome of his terrible blowes, 
and his \ wiftneſſe was ſuch in riſing into the aire, and fal⸗ 
ling downe,that hee could not faſten one blow on him with 


his ſwoꝛd, that he did hurt the Cmperour with bis clawes 


ſometimes on the armes and ſometime on the healme, but 
yet could hee neuer haue any faſt holde on him to do him 
barme, fo; that he neuer ode ſtill, but mouing here and 
there, ſhunning his blowes,x cuen as a furious Lyon, who 
in the time of pe is moleſted and troubled with ſmall 


beaſts, cr ping on him in all places, which be feling W his 


mouth, ſnappeth here and there on euer part rounde a- 
bout, ſo long, til in p end being thꝛoughly incẽſed, at once they 
pay foz all the iniuries that they did him: euen ſo this valls 
aunt Emperour vſed himſelfe with this terrible Gziffon, 
flouriſhing with bis word: round about on euerie fide, a - 
waiting oppoztunitie at one time fo requife him fo2 all the 

ſozraw that he did him, but in the ende ſ@ing that it did 
little pzofit him in doing this, be ſodeinely bethought him of 
another remedie, which was to knerle downe with one of 
bis knees on the grounde, that when the Gziffon ſhoulde 
deſcend moze lower to hurt the Cmperour, that then with 
as great lightneſte as he coulde,h& would riſe vp, and with 
moꝛe caſe ſtrike him, which he pꝛeſently dtd put in p2actiſe. 
Do this terrible G2iffon deſcended downe, and with one 
of his ſharp clawes he claſped faſt holde on the Tmperours 
healme. Then the Cmperour ſœing this fierce Gziffon 
now to diſcend down moze lower then he did befoze at other 
times, he thought it not god to be idle at anye time, but 
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7 he ſecond part of the 
his fwo2d right vp with the point, and by reaſon that her 
was faſt with his clawes vpon the helme, he could not loſe 
himtelfe fo quickip, but that the Emperour did hurt him in 
ſuch ſoꝛte, that hee thꝛuſt all his ſwoꝛd into his bellie. And 
when the Srickin felt humſelfe ſo ſoꝛe hurt, he pulled with ſo 
great ſtrength, that if the helme had not left his head, he had 
pulled the Emperour vp into the aire with him, which wold 
not haue fallen out well with him, but God was ſo pleaſed, 
that in that time the laſes with the which it was made kalt 
bꝛake. This Griffin feeling himſelfe pearced with this moz- 
tall wound, cut through p aire, as a whirlewind, with great 
and terrible thatkes, but ſtraight he fell downe dead to the 
carth,foz that the wounde reached vnto his hart.

Then 
this valiaunt warriour beſoze the Gpaunt had time fo res 
couer and lift vp his heauie club againe, ſtroke him on both 
his armes ſuch a terrible à furious blowe, that he cut them 
both oft, and they fell to the around. When the Gpant ſawe 


humſelfe ſo ſoꝛe ar aped, like a rauening Wolfe he ranne to 
him, and would haue imbꝛaced him, but the Cmperour with 


bis accuſtomed knight hode gaue a th2ult at his bꝛeaſt, that 
by the great ſtrength thereof her thzuſt his ( woꝛde cleane 
thꝛough bis bodp, ſo that the point came out at his back al- 
molt the halfe word, wherewith the Gyant gaue ſo great 
a fall to the earth, that if ſemed a whole Towꝛe had tum» 
bled downe. When the Emperour ſaw this god ſucceſſe 
he had againſt his enimies, and in ſa ſhozt time, h knelcy 
downe vpon his knees, t gaue thankes vnto aur Lo2d Je- 
ſa Chꝛiſt foꝛ the vinozy,tn onercomming t wo ſuch infernall 
monſters as they were. The faire Ladie ſœing the Cmpe- 
rour in battaile with ſo diue lliſh a monſter, ran and fetch- 
ed his helme which p Gꝛiffon had carried away, e bzonght 


it vato him with all the (pede that might bee. The Empe - 
rour who perceiued the great care which the Ladie had, -- 
the diligente (he vled to help him in ſo great nerde, hee gaue 


hir heart ie thankes, and tone his helme, and put it on his 


head and made it faſt, and when he ſaw that ther was none 


to diſturbe him of his entering into p Caſtell, bee went vn 
to the doze wheras he found the Opant lying along af the 
thꝛeſholde, and entered in thereat , and lead this faire 
Lavye with him by the bande, fo2 that ſhee woulde nes 
uer leaue him, and ſo they enk red in at the Caſtle gates, 
without finding any to diſturbe them, 4 paſſed on full thep 
tame vnto a faire large and great hall, wheras by tert aine 

indowes berp ſubtilly deviſed from the toppe thereof 
they recetued light, and in the middeſt therof was a ſtatelie 
bedde adozned all with blacke clothes, and vppon the bedve 
was the perfec figure of that Image of Chaiſfall; which 
they ſaw inthe middeſt of the high waye. The @mperour

Oallepe, and whey the Emperour badd well peruſcd 
his armbur, her ar med himſelke, and foke. the ware. which 
lead vim fowardes the Caltell, leaning on the right band 
the famous Temple, which from karre bid.ſhew. the great 
-: lumptnoufnclſe thercof,in the gate whereof they did diſcos 
ner and ſe an armed 6 ight, who contemplated bimſelke 


in beholding the Wi nelle of that night. Gut the Empe⸗ 
rour had no gare 4a knowe who, jt was, bat with great 
paſt*they went foꝛwardes on their way, e when they dzew 
nigh vnto the Caſtell, it ſcmed vnta them ta be the fairclt 
that ever they had ſa ne, and as the Emperour p2oc&deb to 


goe bp the hill towarde the Caſtell, ber heard one which 


with a great voice ſapde. O thou night or the Dinell oz 


of death, goe no fartder vp. but tarrie a little, ſoz by bir 
which thou doeſt bzing with ther J doe vnderſtand thy de⸗ 
maunde, ſtap a while and J will be ſtraigbt way with the, 
fo A thinke that thou baſt already repented tþy —_— 
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dether. The Emperour who heard theſe woꝛdes, would ve- 
ry faine haue ſcene him who lpake them, and lifted vp bis 
eyes towards the Caſte ll, but he coulde bæholde no bodie. 

But he tarried not long, when that out of a narrow waye 
comming downe the hill he ſaw a great Opant, ſhaking in 
his hand a heaute S peare, and when he came to the place 
whereas the Emperour abode, he ſapd. night, tell me, art 
thou the Emperour of Grecia 63 anyof his ſunnes, The em⸗ 


perour anſ wered' and fayd, J am bee (who by the helpe of 


God) may fruſtrate thy foꝛce which then haſt done vnto this 
ZDamolell. Then the Gyant ſaid. O miſereble w2zetch, how 
thou art decetued, what doeft tyouthinke thy felfe ſo ſtrong 
and to haue ſo much ſtrength ko doe that alone, which all the 
woꝛld is not able to vndoe, and with great anger fo2 the 
woꝛ des which he heard the Emperour ſpeake, he toke his 
Speare and did leuell it in his hand, and thzew if at the 
Emperour with ſuch fur p, that the aire did found ther with. 


the Cmperour made his defence and reteined it vppon bis 
elde, and the point flidde in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it glaunced and 
bꝛoke in two peeces. When the Emperour lawe that bee _ 
thzew it at him dart wiſe, her toke his Speare faſt in his 


hand and firming himlelfe in his firroppes he raiſed vp his 


bodpe and thzew his ſprare againſt his enunie with great 
ſtrength, who would haue recetged it vpon his ſhtelde, bur 


the furie was ſuch wher with it was thꝛowen, that it pear- 


ted both thzough his ſhelde and likewiſe the body, that the 


bead was ſ&ne come out at the Gyauntes backe, the which 
terrible blow beetna ſ&ene by them which were in the Cas 
ſtell, was the occaſion that there aroſe a great vpzoare 
therein. The Emperour gane thankes to God fo2 this ſhozt 


victo2te, and fourned himſelfe vnto the Page which came 
with Lidia, and bad him take the Speare ont of the Grants 


body and bzing it vnto him, fo2 that it was whole, which 
p:eſentiy the Page accompliſhed. Pee-hadde no ſoner re- 
cetaed it, but hæ ſawe p:eſently to defcend out of the ſame 
"_ mY another r _ dag Opanirt, which leemed 


ce 
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fo be no lcſſe furious then the firſt. Vee came mounted on 

a very ſtrong and might ie hozle, (fo2 h had nave te be of 

a great ſtrength, in that he vid-ſuſtaing the carriage of ſo 
mightie a monſter as the Gyaunt was) and when be was 
come whereas the Emperour abode, hee laked whether the 
other Giant were altogether. dead oz not, but when he ſaw 
there was no life in dim, and that by that onelp blow hee 

* was llaine, he ſaid : Js it poſſible mightie bꝛother, that a 
** things vile as this is,hath had power ſo quickl;c to flap 
„ thee. And fourning vnto this noble war riour, hee ſaid: Tell 
* me Knight of lo wonderfull a courage, what diuell hath 
1 „ bzought thee hether, to do vs ſo much harme, as the Gods 
„ thamſclues were not ſufficient to haue done. The Emperoz 
: replicd The Lady which thou (ceſt here,b2zought mehether, 

© to deliuer and ſet at liberty a Knight, which without all 

© reaſon thou doſt kepe in thy Caſtle, and which with great 

e treaſan thou bꝛoughteſt hether, Ok truth J tell thee Gyant, 

af c (hat it fcemeth verie cuill in ſuch Knightes as thou art, ta 
© commit ſuch outrages,fo2 that nature bath not beſtowed on 

** thee theſe well pꝛopoztioned members, noz giuen thee a bo- 

© dy of ſo might ie a greatnefle, fo; to exerciſe it in doing of 
* ſo great w2ongs,as you do daily pꝛadiſe. I therefoze do des 
© ſire the, by p honour which Jowe vnto the ozder of knight- 
hade, and fo2 that thy diſpoſition doth greatly content mee, 
that thou wouldeſt make (atiſfation vatothis faire Dame» 
** (c:l,the which onelp A am come to demaund of the, e likes 
«* wiſe that thou wouldeſt apart thy ſelfe from theſe wicked 
© cuſfomes:other wiſe,beleue this of a certainty,thaf euen as 
** thy bzother was laine with ſo ſmall a blow, (not being by 
© mp weake arme killed, but onely by bis great tiranvy cons 
founded) (0 likewiſe if thou doſt pꝛetend to lead this tiran⸗ 
« nous life, as thou haſt hetherto done, beeleeue meer the like 
« death will happen vnto the Tourne and repeate that once 
« againe which thou haſt faid (aunſ wered the Gyaunt ) per - 
« haps thy woꝛds may winne me to do ſomewhat of 5 which 
« thou dol requeſt me, although not altogether.Yaſt thou ms 
& in dertflon than vile beaſt (ſaid y Cmperour)thou re” 
ere 
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onder ſtkand that 4 know better how to baſtow my word 
vpon thy bones and fleth,then againe to declare that which 
thou doſt demaund, ſoꝛ that 3 dw l my rcaſons do lit le a- 
uaile, and that J vtter in vame my ſpeeches unto the thou 
ſhalt ſone ſe that the char pneſſe of my Speare ſhali bee no 
Icſſe bitter vnto the, then it was vnto thy late bzother : & 
in ſaping theſe woꝛdes thep retourncd their hozſes the ons 
from the other, like the [wift winde. and when tyep wers 
one ſtraight againſt the other, both of the ſtroke their hoz⸗ 
ſes with the ſpurres, and bare their ſpeares very lowe, in 
ſuch ſo2t that neither of them fapled of their blowes, the gi⸗ 
ant ſtroke the Empe rour in the middell of the ſherlde, and 
by reaſon of the great ſtrength thereof, the ſtroke glaunced 
on the one ſide, and the Speare ſpꝛong vp in the aire with- 
out dwing any harmc.but the Emperour chaunced to ſtrike 
him vnder his ſheelo where he was a little open, ſo that the 
point of his ſpeare entered into his belly, and if his Speare 
bad not ben ſo:newhat blunt, with the blow he gaue to the 
other Gpaunt, he had at this time finiſhed the battaile, but 
with great haſt both of them laide hands on their ( wozds, 


and tourning their hozſcs ther beganne a cruell and ſierce 


battaile. The Giaunt with the great paine that hee had of 


the hurt which he reteiued felt himſelfe very ill, ſo that dis 
anger did the moze increaſe, 4 traueſing bis bozſe from the 


one part vnto the ol her, pꝛocured by all meanes to hurt the 
Emperour, who was not at that inſtant idle, but accoz ding 
vnto his accuſtomed valiauntneſſe auopded his blowes, and 
ſmote at him (ſuch furious and heaup ſtrokes, that ha made 
the bloud to follow in what place ſo euer he chaunced with 
bis ſ woꝛd to hit, and with the great paine that the Gyaunt 


felte, there p20ceeded from his helme a very thicke and hoe 


ſmoake, his furie and anger was ſo much to (& himſelfe bee · 
e ſo many blowes, and not one of them could hurte his 
enimle,he th:ew bis ſheldefrom him to the earth, and toke 
bis ſwoꝛde in both his handes, and very fiercely ſtroke bis 
bole with his Spurres, which made him to leape the- 
ther whereas the wozthie — was, and without 

ay 
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The ſecond part of the 


any defence her froke him ſuch a blow bppon the healme, 
that hee made him to decline his head to the mane of his 
bozſe, and being froubled with that great and cruell blow, 
bis ho2ſe carried him a while here and there about the 
field. The terrible and fierce Gyant would haue giuen bim 
the ſecond blowe,but her could not, foz that the Emperour 
was come againe to himſelfe,and beeing ſetteled in the ſad⸗ 
dle, he firmed his \ wo2de faſt with both bis handes,and be« 
ing incenſed with great anger and furp, inſomuch that fire 
flached ont of both his eyes, her ſtrake his bozſe with dis 
ſpurres, and thꝛuſt himſelfe foꝛ ward, ſaping: Tarry, tarry 
thou faryoas bea(t,fo2 that J meane to revenge mp ſelfe of 
the blow paſt that thou gaueſt me, and withont delay ſend 
thy dampned ſoule deſeruedly to the diuell of hell, and ther - 
with he ſcroke the diuelliſh Gyaunt ſuch a blowe bpon the 
helme, that be made it ſound like a bell, and be without anp 
remembꝛaunte fell downe backwards vpon his hozle crou+ 
per, the blow was lo terrible and deliuered with ſo greate 
rength, that the blond ſfarted ont both at bis eyes & at bis 
noſe. And as the emperour would haue turned to haue ſtro- 
ken him againe, he heard one with a great noiſe that called 
aloude and laid: Stand ſtill vile knight and bold thy hands, 
except thou wilt die the death. The Cmperour lifting vp bis 
bead to ſ& who it was that with ſo great arrogancy thzeae 
ned him, beheld another giant which deſcended downe from 
the Caltell,of a greater ſtature, and ſeming to bee of moze 
ſtrength and fury then the other two, which by reaſon of bis 
greatneſſe was faine to goe on fote, fo2 that there was no 
| bozle able to beare him. When the Emperour ſaw a thing 

ſo monſtrous comming towards him, he ſaid with an angrx 
voice: Curſed be that euill and dinelliſh generation from 
whence ſuch monſters doth pꝛoc er de, if it pleaſe God J will 
doe mp belt to abate this thy courage, and in this time the 
Gyaunt was come to himſelfe and roſe bp againe,and was 
pꝛepared againſt the Emperour, who ſœ ing bim ſo nigh , 
with purpoſe fo ſtrike him, toke the aduantage, and ſtroke 


firſt, with ſuch an ouerthwart blowe, that by the fozce 5 
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of it cut his thzoat,neck and all, ſo that the head fell downe 
to the earth, and the body allo like the cozner of a great ca- 
ſtell. This other Giant ſeeing his bzother dead in ſuch ſozf, 
cryed out reuiling his Gods, and with blaſpheming of all 
creatures he deſcended downe the hill, and dze w out big 
buge and mightie \ wo2d,p2cliing towardes the Cmperour, 
with ſuch kurie, as commonly the fierce Lyon doth after his 
pꝛap, which being wel perteiued by the Cmperour,he avot-+ 
ded a litle on the one ſide with his bo2ſe, 4 lighted in great 
haſt,and with bis accuſtomed courage he went to meete the 
Giant, wbo was ready with his (wo2d in his band, 8 tame 
t ſtroke at the Emperour a mighty blow, which he recetucd 
bpon his eld, that did then deceiue bim, g by reaſon ther- 
of it fell downe vpon his healme. and made him tope with 
both his knas on the ground, loſing ſomewhat of his ſight 
by fozce of that furious blow. The Cmpercur leing that it 
was not then time to ſleepe, and that the Gpant bad his 
\ wozd duer him to ſtrike him againe, he being ſomewhat 
troubled, ſtepved a ſide and clæred hunſclf from the fall ther · 
of, x therewith pꝛeaſed to the Grant befoze he could againe 
recouer his terrible ſwoꝛd, to beſtow on him a blow cozes 
ſpondenk to his rage, and ſtroke him vpon the arme, but by 
reaſon that the emperour was not wholp come to humſelfe 
of the fozmer blow be rccetued,he could not repay him with 
bis whole ſtrength as his bart deſtred,o2 as he would if hee 
bad ben come to himſelfe. notſhithſtandung it was not ſo lits 
tle, but that his ſ woꝛd cut his arme to the bone, wher with he 
was fo ſoꝛe hurt that he could not lift his ( woꝛzd from the 
ground, with the paine whereof the Giant did fexle himſelfe 
verie ill, and was conſtrained to change his ſ woꝛd into his 
left hand, with the which he ſtroke blowes verye much out. 
of oꝛder, In this time the @mpcrour ſtroke at him ſo terri⸗ 
ble e thicke, that it did almoſt amaze him, t when the Gp+ 
ant ſawe himſelfe ſo ill int reated, he began with a terrible 
voice to call fog belpe of his people from the Calfeil. Te 
which beeing 
Timmperour,þeſaid:no thou traitour neither the Ccength - 
A. ii. noz 
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noꝛ thy Gods, no2 thy people ſhall deliuer thee, buf thon 


ſhalt die by my hands, and therewith be (ſtroke at him the 
faſter and with mo2e courage, but within a ſmall tune afs 
ter he ſaw deſcend:ng from the Caſtell another might ie gy= 
ant, and in his company moze then fozty knights, who with 
great ſhowting deſcended downe the bill, the which being 
ſene by the woꝛthy Trebatio,he was perl waded certaincly 
that there be ſhould dye. And although hee was ſomewhat 
w2arpof p great trauaile which had paſſed, yet he pur poled 
to fell his life very dære, determining that they ſhould pate 
well foz it hafoꝛe he loſt it. Then all theo which deſcended 
from the Caſtell did compaſſe the Empcrour rounde about, 
and ſtroke him on every ſide without mercie 02 pit ie, whos 
ſoeuer bad bene ther to haue ſcene this wozthie warrioar, 
ſhould baue had nuſt occaſion to ſaie that there was the va- 
litant Emperour Trebatio, the flower of all kntghthode, fo 
that he alone defended himſelfe againſt bis einunies, in that 
great crtremitie,and it thoic giants had not ſo pꝛelle d vpon 
him. he had eſtæ med y other knights very litle, but it were 
the gyants that did moſt trouble and molcſt hun, neuerthe- 
lefle he that did come in the daunger of his blowcs, might 
thinke himſelfe bewitched oz to haue evil! foztune,foz eit ber 
be was ſlaine oz elſe maimed, oz beaten downe to the 
ground, but pet all this valour that be vſed little pꝛofited 
bim,crcept hee did firſt pzocure to dclfroy theſe two dinel= 
lich Gpauntes, who th2ough their might bꝛought dim into 
great per plexitie, making him ſometimes to decline with 
bis hands to the earth, and at other times alſo to ſtagger 
bere and there. And theſe ſhameleſſe people by the impoz- 
tunate noiſe af their Loꝛdes, pꝛocured on cuery ſide to burt 
and moleſt the Emperour, and with the ſame noyſe there 
deſcended fr the Caſtell moꝛe then thꝛa ſcoꝛe perſons, bee 
ſide them that were there beloꝛc. But when the Empe rour 
Trebat io ſam himſclfe ſd euill intreated and beſet on cucry 
fide rovnd about, her called vppon the name of God, and 
dellred him of pardon, fo2 all bis ſinnes,and that be would 


haue mercie on þis ſoule,toz that be thought verily there 2 | 
en 
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end his !ife and therewith be encouraged bimfelfe a nc, 
gathered luch ſtrength to his dart, that what with tbe wit 
. — he had, and the great anger be concemcd, be gaue 
vato the Giant (who bad called toꝛ ſuccour) ſach a terrible 
blow vpon the waſt, that fo2 ail rhe great fo2ce of his ar · 
mour it had almoſt parted him in two pate ,Fwber with ber 
Lell dead at his ft. And at the very lame inftaunt he ſtroke 
dne okt the knigotes ſucd another blow vpon tbe helme, that 
be deuided both it and his dead down tohis ſhoulders. The 
other Gpant when he ſaw ſuch mernailous biowes began 
to erciaime out againſt Mars, reutting him, that he had ve; 
ſtowed ſo much ſtrength and fozce on one knight, to declare 
ſach pꝛoweſſe as ther the Emperour de wed. The rel of the 
knights were ſomwhat atraidt of that which they bad ſæne 
done. and durſk not pꝛeale ſo nigh as beto2e they div, pet by 
reaſon of the great feare they has ot the gtant, they did not 
let greatly to moleſt and trouble hun, e they pꝛeaſed vpon 
bim in ſuch wile that he wared'weacy.ſo that his g bart 
and noble cotirage wold litle pꝛeuaile him, but that de mult 
nedes bee auertome and llaine. Te ſad and ſozrowfait La - 
dy Lidia when the ſaw the Emperor in luch great perpler- 
ity, with crolling aud w2nging hir hands, arid with bitter 
weping ſhe laid. 

W molt unhappie and viicoztonate wrtch that 1 am, tf »»

« mi gytie eſtate, thou muſt receiue the death. Here J do make 
a v3w, that be foze death doth depzine thee of this great va- 
« laue an ſtren gth, to deſtrop mp lelfe in recompente of the 
« great wiong that J haue committed againſt ther. 
Tuns valiaunt Roſicleer which at that time God and cod 
koꝛtune had bꝛought into py place,. did cauſe hir to ceale this hir 
 ſazrawful lamentation. If you do remember, this is þ bat - 
tell J tolde you of, whereas J lefte Roſic leer beholding the 
great wong 4 outrage that ſo many did agauiſt ane onciy 
knight. And likewile he did conũder the lur mounted pꝛow- 
ella whith that one knight vſed, and becanſe he was armed 
with contrary armour, de could not know who it was, and 
mich meru ling at tyat he law without any moze farrp» 
ing, de ligyted from his ha2ſe © laide hand on his l word, 4 
with great facie and anger he p2eiſed in amongſt theſe falſe 
knights, ind the fleſt that he did incounter with, was 5 diſ⸗ 
02d:nate Gant, co whoin he lent ſuch a blow vpon the leg 
that ho cut it a ſunder,z with the fozce thereof he hurt the 
other legge by the knee, in ſuch ſo2t that he muſt nedes fall 
.to the ground, not being able by any [ſtrength to ſuſtaine oz 
'belpe bimſelfe. The Spaunt ſwing, e ts his paine feeling ſo 
fur tous a blow, crped with a loud voice, ſaping: U2on them 
valiant warriours,fo2 they are of no fozce,no2 ability to re⸗ 
fit, at which noꝛſe the Emperour tourned his head aſtde, 
©: and ſaw2 wjereas the Gpaunt lay all along on the cacth, 
'by fo2ce of that molt terrible and cructl blow. Alſo hee 
awe how this noble Knight beeſturred himſelfe amongcfl 
the reſt of the Gpauntes Anightes, which was a valpaunt 
"fag5i to bee ſcene, wherfoze bœ remained a god while in be- 
52 ding and viewing hun till at the laſt be knewe him 
to be his woztyy anne, euen that renowmed and inuinci⸗ 
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"toy and tomkoꝛt which this wo2thy Emperour reecfiicd in 
ſeeing him, and eſpeciallp at ſuch a time being in great nee 
and necellitie, fo2 of long time befoze that her had not ſcrne 
hin, neither had he thought euer to haue ſeene hum after that 
time any moꝛe, if at that inſtant he bad got come vnloked 
foꝛ, in Þ hee could not choſe but to haue bene llaine by thoſe 
bat varous and bnciuile people. à hen gathering vito him⸗ 
ſelfe new ſtrength and courage, he pꝛeſſed in amongſt ſhoſe 
falſe and wicked knightes, in luch ſozt that they bereganne 
to runne a wave, as well beecauſe thep lawe their Lozdes 
and Caytaines llaine, as alſo fo2 that thep could not in 
any wiſe abide the terrible blowes of the Prince. So theſe 
two valiaunt warriours beſtur red themſelues, that they 
were conftrained in hope to laue their liues to turne their 
backes, and toke the way vpe the hill towards the'Caſtell, - 
but this valtaunt Roſicleer followed them with ſo great 
lightneſſe, that bæ foꝛe they came yalfe way vp the hill, hee 
had ſlaine the greater part of them. Then the reſt which 
ſaw themſelues ſo euill intreated, tourncd altogether and 
pꝛeſſod on him in ſuch loꝛte, that by their fozce thep hadde 
almoſt conſtrained him to tumble backwarde downe the 
hill, at which he was meruailoullp wzotb, and therewith 
like a tonragious Knight dee pꝛelled amongeſt them with 
ſo mach furie, that with cutting off armes and hears; her 
made them lelle then they were by the one halle. The Ems 
perour by reaſon of his great wearmelſle and trauilz- which 
her fatained, remained at the'fwte of the hill whercas the 
ficſt incounter was, but when he heard the moaning and rn- 
ſhing of the people, her tone the wape vp the hill with ſa 
great light nelle, as though the baftaile had but then begun, 
and after him followed this fatre and beautifull Lid, but 
when the emperour came in ſight, he beheld how the pꝛinte 
with great courage followed after thoſe w2etched peple eu 
to p gate of the Caſtle, foꝛ they thought to ſaue themſelues 
if they might by any meanes get in at the gates, pꝛetending 
to make it faſt vnto them, but this valiant Greeke purſued 
them vo ſo great ſwiltneſle that they had no tune to ful.

ic me, with great reaſon 3 map call-the my foztunate ſonne. 
*«* not fo2 that thou wert bozne in a god date, but alſa that 
e loue did caaſe ſo great affection to the mother, of whome 
bath pꝛocæded ſacd fruite as thou and thy bꝛother. Roms 
of this wozthtc P2ince what hall J (aye, that with vcry 
jave be was almaſt beſide. himſelfe when be heard bis Fas 
ther the Emperour (peabe, foz by the ſounde.of wy A 
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de did know bim. 0 ſtraigbt way tbe Emperour pulled of 
dis helme, mberewith this valiaunt Roſicleer was fully re- 
ſolued and without all doubt. Mhen be ſaw the maieſtie of 
his rig ail countenaunte, and his beard adoꝛned with ſoine 
royglt white hates, dus face ſomewhat high coloured, by te- 
ſon of the great trauaile he recetued in bis late battailes in 
the which be (ſhowed his great power, and the pꝛowelle of 
te pꝛogenie from whence be did p2ocede : his ſonne bow + 
ed yowne his knees to the earth, and lifted vp the viſour of 
bis healme, and kiſſed the Emperours hands, bathing them 
with the teares, that fell from bis eies, which was fo2ced 
by bis bact,fo2 the great toy which he reteiued, The Em- 
perour toke him by the hand, t raiſed him from the ground 
with great ſoue. If 3 ſhould bare declare the ret of the ex- 
tremitiea, that paſſed in this their topfutt mt ing, it Gonld 
be very tedious vnto þ bearers,therfoze J do remit it vnto 
ſuch a father, whole lot it is to haue god childꝛen, therwith 
their like heip in necefſitie. 0 without making any moze 
delay the Tmperour would haue deliuered out of pꝛiſon þ 
Knight of this faire Lidia, the which being vmderſtove by 
them of this Caſtle, they ftratght way bought hun befoze 
the emperour,wtith many ot ber moe. which were perfakers 
with him in the ſuccour of the Lady. Cheſe Anigotes aito-= 
gether gaue great thankes vnto the emperour, ſoꝛ þ friends 
ſhip hee had ſhewed them, in helping them out ot this their 
terrible impꝛiſonment. And thus they remained in great iop 
and pleaſure, as well the Cmperour toꝛ the ſight of bis ſon, 
as alſo all thoſe which: were pꝛiſoners, foz the god ſucceſſe, 
that they bad but eſpecially and aboue all the ret, was the 
toy of Lidia, mhich with the contentment that ſhee rereined 
to ſ& bir Brenio in hir company, ſathat ſhe was almoſt ra⸗ 
niſbed of hir wits : bat in the count enaunce of the Knight, 
it appeared by his outward cho that be receined no plea⸗ 
ſure: the which being vnderſtwde by this faire Lidia, not 
uno wing tbe cauſe: wherof'1t ſhould: pꝛoctede to moue him 
there vnto, all hir great io and delight, was tourned inte 


deſpaire. 
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Then the Emperovnr commaunded thoſe of the Caſtſe, 
that they ſhould nine him ſome what to eate,andlikew!ſe to 
all the reſt which were teken out of pꝛiſon: bnto hun lo: 
the great trau ule which he had paſſed in this battaile, and 
vnta the rect, ſoz that they had great need therof. Do it was 
ſtrataht wap made reado, and that in very god ozder, and 
thep all ſate downe together, at the Emperours table. So 
wen they bad almoſt dined, and that thep were well refre⸗ 
ſhed the @moercur tolde vato Roſicleer, who that King 
- wits with he had ſenc in the waggon, t the occaſion there= 
vol: fu the which hee deſtred him that no other aduenture 
ſhould be the occaſion to let him, but to goe 'Tratght vnto 
Conſt untinople, and to take in companie with him Brandi- 
wmardo, t pꝛocure that the Ladp might be reffozed againe 
undo hr king dome, vſing all your diligence to giue hir hun 
: to-wife : loꝛ that the noble Pence is wozthye orf no ſmall 
bonotar. And here my ſonne J dw pꝛoteſſe vnto thee, that a 
„moe beautiful Lad pe in all inp life J haue not ſœne, but 
oncly the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana. Alſo if that foztune do fo 
„ſerue, that thp brother the Knight of the Sunne, tome ko 
at hole part s, thou ſhalt will hun. that he do not moue noꝛ de; 
part from thoſe parts, foꝛ any kinde of aduent vre that ſhal 
ſucceede, t ili ſuch time as J doe retourne, foꝛ that now af 
this pꝛeſent J cannot retourne, oz that J haue ſ woꝛne and 
igiuen my w2d So there he tolde vnto them all the hiſto - 
„rp ot that vafoztunate: Herea : at the which all they pꝛeſent 
receiued great ſoꝛrow, ſauing onely Brenio, which ſeemed 
that he receiued neither pleaſure no2 toy.@0 when the boꝛd 
was vopded, Roſicleer toke his leaue of the Emperour his 
father, and leaped vpon his hoꝛzſe, and · tone the wap which 
led hin whereas he left his voate; He was no ſoner entred 
into it but it hegan to make way; and lailed with ſo great 
wiktneſe, that the third day he art iued at Conſtantinople, 

wb reas at this pꝛeſent we will leaue bim.

and that (he could not demaund to knewe' 

the occaſion, by reaſon of the company that was ther: lo lye 
was daiuen to palle all that dap with bitter lozrowes, and 
angaiſh of minde and without ali comfoꝛt, til uch time as 
the night appꝛoched, thinking p when ſhee was alone with 
bim whom ſhe loued moꝛe then hir ſelfe, fo al ke of him the 
occaſion of all his patne. Thus hir deſire being bzought to 
pale, this falſe Brenio did vncloath himſelfe, and the time 
that hee was making vnreadie, hee neuer leckte weping, till 
ſacy time as hee was laid in his bed. This faire Ladye lea- 
ning with bir bꝛeſt vpon the bollter,toyned hir hands with 
ps, and ſaid.

Oh what paine and ſozruw was in the | 
bact of this faire Lidia, when the ſpate theſe wozdrs vnts | 
bir vagratefull Brenio, and pet not one of all hir (ozrowrs | 
was (uff:ictent to cauſe hun to ſhew any kinde of comfozts | 
vato hir. Mlith theſe and (uch like crrremitics, the niabt | 
paTed away, and when the light neſſe of rhe dap bad ent red 
in at the windowes o the chamber he aroſc from his bed, 
and like wire this (02rowfull Lady, which bad paſſed a'l tue 
nixbt, witu beauie wæpings, and ſo2cowfull ſighes. without 
putt ing of hir clothes in ſuch ſozt the went out and follows 
ed him. 

The G nperour was then riſen and readie. and was puke 
ting all things in oꝛder that was necccfarte to pacifie and 
make quiet the people ot the count rie: the which was done 
with arcat eaſe, when it was knowen that their Lozos wer 
dead, whom they did without all meaſure hate, foz that they 
were ſo great tyzants: and foure great Cities, beide many 
ether fatre townes and villages, did peelde and ſurrender 
themſelues vnder his torifdicon. The Emperoar canfcd: 
them to{weare to reteiue Roſicleer as their true Lo20,and 
they to be bis faithfull ſubie cs. and with them like wile alt 
the whole dommion, the which they did with a verpe god 
will: and the Emperour appotrited a gouernour among 
them, to gouerne ali the land. All this being finiſhed, and 
that the:Jland was in peace and quietnefle, he commanded: 
to make ready two gallepes, the one fo2 the faire Lidia and 
bir Breiuo, and the other fo his owne perſon, fo; that ba 
would depart fo; Africa. Ss all things was pꝛouided pꝛe- 
ſentiy in god oꝛder. and being readie, the Gmpcronr com- 
maunded the faire Lidia to inibarke hir ſelfe, and to tcarrie 
with hir bir Knight, who ſtraight wape went abo2de the 
galley. and commaunded the marxiners to take their courſe 
towards Spaine. Likewiſe the Emperour did take dis feaue 

ol all them of the Caſt le: who foꝛ bis noble cuſtomes and 

valiaunt Ratahthode, after t hat they nnew wie der was, 

they both feared and loued him with all Chetr hearts. —

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wen he was imbarked in the galley, he commaunded the 
marriners to take the wap towards Atrica. 

Nhat is he that could ſignifie by any reaſon the ſmall 
contentment and iop, that the faire Lidia reteiued, tn bebol- 
ding the ſad and melancholike countenaunce that bir Bremo 
continually ſhewocd: who without ſpeaking any word, lap- 
led on till they found themſelaes in the Ponticke ſea, wher⸗ 
as continuailp it is accuſtomed with bis fur ie, to terriſie 
thoſe, which do niutgate that way. So there aroſe a migh- 


tie and great tempeſt, which was ſuch, that it cauſed the gal⸗ 
lep to tumble and toſſe from the one parte to the other, in 


great pirill and daunger. Thus they remained th2e& daies, 
thz&e nigbts in this great danger, e the fourth dap ther wer 
dꝛiuen a land, at a (mail Jland vninhabited that was called 
Rees. This Jland was hid in the ſea very farre from ane 
land, and was poynted with very great rockes. Ther ther 
came to an anker with their gallep, and fo2 to refreſh and 
eaſe them(clues of their great tranatle which they had pal; 
ſed,they went a land, and commaunded to raiſe bp a fave 
Went which they bꝛonght with them, and therin they made 
a bed, whereon Brenio lape downe to eaſe himſelfe: and 
this faire Lidia leaned on the bed (ide by him, and was ſom . 
what in quiet, fo2 that (he ſawe that the ſadneſſe of hir 
knight was a litle abated. And by reaſon of the great paine 
and dolo2 that (he had receiued, and the vnquictncſle in the 
tempelt v and againe foꝛ the contentment the had to ſe hir 
knmigyt in better quiet, hir wearicd body required ſome reſt, 
in ſuch ſo2t,that as (he was leaning on the beddes ſide, ſhee 
fell a leepe, This falſe Bremo when bee ſaw hir at reſt and 
in a ſound fleepe, in great ſecret he aroſe from the bed, and 
went vnto the waters ſide whereas be had left the gallcy, 


and entering therein, he commaunded all thoſe that were a⸗ 


land to imbarke themſelues, and to hoiſe vp the ſailes, and 
wold not by any meancs tarry,fil that the ſeas were calme, 
but rather did pat hunſelf in p perilof theſe forious wancs, 


then to iniope the wætneſſe of this faire Damoſell : and 
lefte hir all alone, in this deſolate and vnpeopled Jlande. 
| Dh. 
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Oh Neptune that gouerneſt the ſeas, let loſe thy furlous g 
outragious waues and ſinke ſo vnnaturall and inhumame 
a kmaht,and ſuffer him not to line, that vncourtcoufly did 
leaue this louing Lady in this diſtreſle, who fo2 his deline⸗ 
rie had put hir ſclfe in all this trouble. This ſoꝛrowfull lae 
dy ſtiil lleeping, dꝛeamed. that there was a great and fierce 
wilde man, which ſtod befo2e hir, with a very ſharpe \ wozb 
in his hand making as though ha would kill hir, and ſhe 
was ſo troubled with the great feare that ſhe reteiued, that᷑ 
ſhe gaue great ſhikes, and called vnto hir Brenio foz aide E 
ſuccour, and as the thought, with his handes he ſtopped his 
cares, fo2 that he would not heare hir, and ſemcd that bee 
would not moue himſelfe in any reſpea. This dꝛeaming la- 
dp ſeeing this, determined to make hir owne defence ſo well 
as the could, it ſeemed vnto hir that there appeared bæfoze 
bir a Centaure, which laid, feare not faire damſell foꝛ J am 
come hether to aide ⁊ ſuccour the: pet foꝛ all that, this wilde 
man did not let to ſtrike hir vpon the bꝛeaſt, and as it ſees 
med to hir, hir bꝛeaſt was all open, and how that the Cen · 
taure put his hand into the wound, and pulled ont hir hark, 
and thꝛew it at the wild man, and ſaid. Take vnto the this 
part, ö without all conſideration loued a man, which with 
ſuch ingratitude bath rewarded hir. So ſtraight at the ſame 
inſtant there appeared a Knight, which likewiſe lapd holde 
on the hart with the wilde man, « they two ſtriued great 
ly betwene themlelues with much contention, who ſhould 
pall the hart out of the others handes : but in the end, each 
o: them remamed with bis peece in his hand, and the heart 
parted in two So the pece which remained in the power 
of the wilde man, tourned into a harde ſtone, and tyaf pete 
which remained in p power of the knight, tour ned info red 
blond, + being in this great perpleritic,this ſozrowfull Ka; 
dy did awake, thinking to haue folde this terrible dzcame 
vnto vir beloued Bremo, but ſhe found him not in place, and 
taurning bir face to the other part, to ſe if ſhe could ſe him, 
bat thee could neither behold him, no any other perſon, of 
whom he might inquire. {herewith che leaped from = 

o 
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bed, and with a loud voice, ſhe began fo call foz hir Brenio 
but all was in vaine. So with a wilt pace ſhe went dowry 
to the waters ſide, thinking to haue found him there. But 
at hir comming thether, he found neither bim noꝛ any othcr 
per ſon, neither the galley which bzought the thether. Then 
ſhe loked to ſea war ds, to ſœ if ſhe could diſcouer any thing, 
but the could ſe nothing but water, which wes ihe occaſion 
that ſhe made great lament at ion. And being very boarce 
with the fcrrible Ch2iks which (he gane,ſhe went vp vpon a 
litle rock which was nigh the waters ſide,from whence ſhe 
did diſcouer the galley, in the which was bir vnlouing Bre- 
mo, whereby ſhe perceined plainly how ſhe was decctucd, E 
bow the beſtowed hir affection, whereas was nothing but 
falſhode : although befoze time ſhe could not perſ wade w 
dir ſelfe, that ſo great treaſon remained in his heart. The 
great ſoꝛrowes and lament at ions which this fozſaken La- 
dy made, was ſufficient to moue the ſtones vnto compalll- 


on. Thus being weary with lamenting, hee late hir downe 
| bpon the little rocke, and leaning hir ch&ke vpon hir white 
hand. ſhee fell in a great ſound, in ſuch ſozt, that in a long 
ſpace (hee moued neither hand noꝛ fte, but when ſhe came 
Aàgaine bato hir ſelfe,ſhe began a new to make great lame- 
* fation,and did publiſh hir paine with terrible ſhaikes,ſay- 
ing: Why was J not dzowned in the Sea, that the fiſhes „ 
| therof might haue tozne mp body in paces, o; elſe to haue „ 
| bene deliuered into the handes of tpzauntes, to haue vſed „ 
their fy2anne againſt me, that my heart might not haue „ 
felt this ſoꝛrob, neither mine epes haue ſene this cruelty? „ 
O vnhapbie chaunce, oh crucll foztune, why diddeſt thou „ 
not make me to palle this bitter and ſozrowfull life in my ,, 
childhode,in ſuch ſozt, that it hadde conſumed mer. UUher⸗ „ 
| foze did the Gods permit and ſuffer mee to live fo long, „ 
it had beene farre better that J bad died in my Cradell,and ,, 
not to liue fo ſœ my belle in this great affliction with» „ 
out all helpe : O pou mountaines, O you wilde beaſtes, „ 
O you deepe ſea, ther is not in you any ſence to hinder mer, „ 
bud that J may publiſh here the great diflopaltte of that ,, 
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kraptoꝛ, who is the cauſe of all this my harme. O cruel] 
and ingratekull foztune, I ſœ that here plainly without all 
pit t ie, thou doſt dꝛiue me to the death, and although p fault 
be others, pet thou doſt apply the paine to bee mine. And in 
this ſozt, with great griete, the ſoꝛrowfull and vnkozt unate 
Ladp did tozment hir lelfe. 

Do like wile, by reaſen of the great tempeſk and toꝛment 
of the lea, (whereof we befoze ſpake) there arriued nigh the 
ſam? place, a knight, with no lefle daunger, then the others 
that landed there beloꝛe. The Pilot ſeeing that Acolus had 
ſhut vp the windes, and made faſt the gates in ſuch ſozte, 
that the ſa -le beate againſt the maſte of the gallep, that 
thep were conſtrained by the fozce of oarcs to retourne a- 

gaine to ſea. Fo2 that they did ſee all the ſea-faring tokens, 
that the weather would be troubleſome 2 they did percelae 
it alſo by the Cornefa, alſo by ſ&1ing the Dolphins, teaping 
and plunging in the ſea,moze then they were accuſtomed to 
do. Theſe and ſuch like tokens the wiſe Pilot did conſider 
off, who deſired to take part wheras he might defend him- 
ſelfe from that terrible weather loked foz. So with this 
great deſire they ſtroke the water with their Dares,+4 with 
great fury they tozinented their armes, to get to the land: 
but the fatall Quœne Atrapos, would not conſent there vn⸗ 
to,fo2 that at the houre when the troubled Mone, did extend 
bir beames vppon the face of the earth, and vpon the large 
and depe Sea, then the winde Boreas began to blowe his 
blaſt, ſo that it conſtrained them of the gally to bzing their 
ſaile to a bow line, and to ſtrike it very lowe, which made 
the velleil to tumble & roll from the one parte to the other, | 
in ſuch ſozt,that enery time of hir tournmg, all they that 
were in hir, thought to bee dꝛowned. Then the marriners 
thought god co ſtrike and amaine theyz ſaple, the which 
they did in great halt, and laboured to p2ofit themſelves 
with their oares and by the (trength of their armes. But 
in the ende, when they ſawe that neither ſaple noz oarcs 
would p2ofite them, they committed themſelues vnto Co), 
and lefte the Galley and all their gods vnto his gracto! 
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7 will, and the furie of water, which beganne pzeſently fo ins 
y *reate them in luch ſoꝛt, that it gaue them plainly to vnder- 
ſtand of their deſtruction. This was the Galley in which the 


Emperour departed in, at ſuch time as the Ladie Lidia did 
take bir leaue, wherein be tone but (mall reſt, alwaics la- 
bouring to aide and helpe whereas moſt necellitie required, 
in thꝛowing out water which troubled them very much, be⸗ 
ing dziucn by thoſe mightie waves into the Galley. Thus 
were they toſſed and tumbled all the night, loking cuerye 
houre fo2 death, at length the Sun appeared and ſhewedhis 
golden kace, wherby he did declare the crucll ſtoꝛmes 4 tem- 
peſts which was paſt, and likewtie gaue lhew of that which 
wos to come, bp reaſon that it was darkned vpon a ſodaine. 
and ſhewed a heautc chere: lo the windes began fo ariſe 2 
blew mo2e and moge, and the waues mcreaſed and role of a 


| | great and huge height, beating vpen the gallep with ſuch vis 


| olent fozce,that being taken betwene two billowes, the gal- 
lep bzake a ſunder in the middeſt. Thele ſo e rowtull marri- 
ners which vatill that tune had trauailcd and fought with 
| the wind and lea to defend their gallep e fo ſave their liues, 
wo re now conſtrained to ſtrive with death, and indeaueur 
with all their ſtrengthes by ( wimming foz to come fo the 
hoare,but all Hae not ſerue fo2 their defence,foz waxing 
weary by the great ke o2ce ofthe waters, being able no longer 
to indure, thep veelded themſelucs into the handes of God, 
and their bodies to the fury of the ſea, wher in they fiarſhcd 
theyꝛ liues, the Emperour T rebatio being holpenby p migh- 
tie hand of Sod, vpon whom he alwaics called in his hart, 
deſiring fo deliuer him from lo tert wle a death pꝛaieng him 
foz the merits of that mightꝝ mediatoꝛ Jeſus Chziſt, that he 
would ſuctour and defend him, who of his wonted mercye 
beard him, c would not permit that he ſhonld periſh, fo2 Þ be 
laid hold of a boꝛd witch was bꝛoken from the Callep, and 
made himſelfe faſt therto, though it were with ſome labour, 
neuertheles this diſtreſſed Emperour thought 5; the end or 
his daies were at hand, koz y the mightie waues kept him a 
great while vnder the water, 1 when he diſtonered himlelſe 
M.  aloff, 


The ſecond part of the 
aloff,ther came another great waue which Croke him with 
ſuch violence,y it thzew him vpon the ſhoze,almoſt withont 
any remembꝛaunce, whereas J wilbleaue himamongſt the 


ſhingles which were at the lea (ide, t of all that n 
J will tell you heereaſter. 


How the Emperour when hee was recouered of the weari- 
neſſe which he receined by the great trouble of the fea, he 
ttauailed in the ſame Land, and low hee met with certaine 
knights,with whom hee had battaile, and what happened.

ſelk, oz that he wold not loſe the path wher into he had ent» 
tered, ſo he laid himſelf down onder a bꝛoad pine tre, wher

And berlerue me it is vnto me, 
no ſmall piealure and contentment, that this my firſt grant „ 
hou.d ge ginen unto a knight of ſo noble valour as vau are, „ 
let it be therloꝛe what it ſhall be, A will graunt it vnto you. „ 
| And 
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as now N reſoning in this manner, they were cut off from 
all my peopi the comming of the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, why 
kdelele, the "ading by the hand, the Lady Ohuia, who came 
"from hir clofet;whercas being together. they heard of the 
newes of the arriuall of the P2ince, If Roficleer did re. 
ceiue great pleaſure when he did ſee Oliuia, (vnto them that 
haue reaſon t diſcretion of vnderſtanding, J leaue the con. 
ſideration(: ſo likewiſe hee did much meruaile, at the great 
leanneſſe of Claridiana, foz the which hee was very ſozr pe, 
and with ſome reſons he did comfozt hir, as one that knew 
all the ſecrets of hir heart . All the whole Court receinch 
great top and pleaſure fo2 the comming of the Pꝛince, and 
all the Knights and Gentlemen came to viſite him. And be · 
inz dinner time they lat downe at tbe table, and at the end 
ok the dinner, when that all was taken vp, they did deter⸗ 
mine and thought it god, that out of hand they would p20+ 
cure to giue battaile to the Gyaunts,vſurpers of the king · 
doms of Lira, and that the Qneene and the Dutcheſle ſhould 
remnae in the Court: and with this concluſion they com- 
maunded, that foz the next day, ſhould bee made ready, all 
that ſhould bee necefſarie foz their tourney. In the Court 
was made great lamentation and ſo2o0w,fo2 that the p2ince 
wold ſo (one depart, 4 leauc it without any knight of eſti⸗ 
mation 02 accompt to be made of: fo2 that they were all de- 
parted in the Queſt and ſeking of tbeir Lo2d and Empe⸗ 
rour : whereas J will leaue them: And the P2inces Roſi 
cleer & Brandimardo going onwarde in their voyage, lefty 
Empꝛeſſe with the gouernment of hir Empire, and in hit 
company the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, and the Quene of L.

defence of the po2t Palato, and the ſumptuous citic of Sina, 
are two very faire Jlands, the one o&them is called Trapo- 
na, a very great Jland and plentifull of all things, wherein 
raigned a knight of great fame called Delfo, which was not 
far re off from the other Aland, named Argumaria, being like 
wiſe bery aboundant of all kinde of vittailes, 3 very ſtrong 
and was gouerned by a Gpannt called, Gedereon Brandem- 
bul, a very fierce man. His power and ſtrength was ſuch, 
that he was not onely feared of them of the Jland, but alſo 
of all other Kings and Anights, boꝛderers and confines vp- 
g hon his land. Yee was fifteene cubites in height, and his 
ld face very furious and wilde, and his ſtrength ſarpaſſey the 
power ok men. And aboue all he was very cruell, and had 
al bſarped that land of another Gpant, who by lineall diſcent 
ſhould haue had the gouernment, whole name was called 

Galtenor. This was hee, which in a Serpentine figure ente⸗ 
red into the chamber of the Emppeſſe Claridiana, and Cole 
away hir t wa childzen, foz that hee did know by his arte 
Pagicke(in the which he was very cunning and expert) 
he could not recouer his Jland,but by meanes of the poung 
lonnes, wherof the Empꝛeſſe ſhould be deliuered. Foz which 
cauſe he did ſteale them away in the fozme as J haue tolde 
you, J lay the t wk young childzen newly bozne. Then this 
Galtenor, hauing theſe two pong infants in his power, tra- 
nailed onward his tourney, and ouerpaſſed all Greece, be 
came vnto the vttermoſt parts and confines of Arinenia. 
And appꝛoching vnto a Caſtle, by reaſon that the infants 
were out of quiet with hunger, he vſed the effect of his arte 
and did inchant all them that were within the Caſtle, and 
depꝛiued them of their wits, ſauing onelp one Ladp, tha 
was newly b:onght a bedde; whoſe childe ſtraigbt yr q 
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wwhome, hee did commend: the two infants. And as at that 
tune this laire Lady was not ſyff:cient to giue them both 
ſack foz lacke of mille, he did by his arte likewiſe pzonidg 
a Lianes, which had newly whelped,and a ſhe Goat, which 
did helpe hir with their milke, to the nouriſhing of theſg 
two infants. Gyis Lady j02 the refreſhing of the Infants, 

did al ke licence to vaſ waddle them, which being graunfed 
vato hir, ſhe vnſwaddeled the young infant out of his rich 
clothes wherin he was, and in making cleane of his littly 
bodie, with a fine linnen cloth, ſhee ſaw on his bzeaſt, a ve« 
rp ficric- lpea re; at the which ſhe was arcatlp amazed, e fo; 
this occaſion thep gaue him to name Claridiano, of x b ſpeart: 
and the other tafant they called Roſaluira. $0 in this o2der 
as J haue told you, wer theſe infants nouriched two yercs, 
with theſe their nourſes,and cucrie daye moze then other 
their exceeding kaireneſſe and beautie increaſed,ſo that they 
ſcemed to be heanenly creatures. This Gpant did determin 
not tg depart from that place, til ſuch time as they came vn 
fo age, io2 that the country did like them very well. Se 
they were there ſire pres without remouing from thence 
to an other piace, in the which tune theſe Jafantes were 
ſa great o? body that they læmed to be of a doſlen pœres ol 
age. Clarid ano was of a meruailous and faire beaut ie, but 
the infant Rolaluira was without compariſon, moe then as 
nie humane creature. Then Galtenor ſœing Þ it was time 
to carry them unto Frapobana, he cauſed by his art to be 
bꝛought a Chariot, which was dzawen by two great Gri⸗ 
pgons, and ther in he put the childzen,gnd alſo their nourſe; 
fo; that the childzen did cry pittifullp fo2 their nourſe, and 
the nourſe likewiſe hed many teares, and began to tozmet 
bir ſelfe, when they ſhould be carried awape, and fo being 
in the Chartot they trauailed, and left beehind them Arme⸗ 
nia, and the faire and white Albama, the great ſea of Caſ- 
pro, and likewiſe Marmantina, the Gran Taue ria, with his 
ſur mounted leas, which is leperated from P great ſea, they 
paſted likewiſe by Armenia the great, and came vnto the 
wi ſpzing of Earle, which dolh begin a bundzed — 
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boule, and gaue hir a dilh of milk and ſops of bead, and the 
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front Damaſco, & is compalled about with/two faire cities, 
$ one of the to the Caſtward called Teroſolima, & the other 
is ſcituat ed to the Ponents,called Sabioſca, Pere he tauſed 
his waggon to deſcend fo2 to eaſe themſelues, and that the 
chiidzen ſhou!d fake ſome refreſhing : the which was done 
to the great contentment of them all : and being ſomwhac 


weary of their iourny, the'Gyant fell a l@pe, and ſo kike- 


wiſe the nourſe, who was called Formiſa with Claridiano n 
hir armes, who alſo was a llæpe, but Roſaluira was awake; 
and being apparailed with very rich apparell of white Da⸗ 
maſ ke, all ſpotted full of Jewells of golde and pearſes her 
deſcended out of the Maggon, and with bir fatre pellowe 
haire, which ſeemed to be gold wicrs,all hanging down be · 
hinde on hir back, garniſhed about with very rich iewells, 
t without all feare ſhe went vnto the riuer üde, the which 
was beſet on enery ſide with very faire Dzxchards and gar⸗ 
deines, and all the felds garniſhed with diuers kindes of 
lwerte flowers and arene hearbs,which ler ued fo; the lee 
ding of many ſherpe that were nigh at hand, feeding by the 
riuers ſide. and ſhe receiued ſuch tõtentment, in theſe ſwert 

delight s, that befoꝛe ſhe was aware;ſhe was vers far from 
the place, wheras hir bꝛother and the reit were a flepe. 

There was nigh that place a ſhepheard, which kept cer⸗ 

faine ſh&pe,z4 with that exerciſe he paſſcd his like (although 

with great miſery) and in a poꝛe and very little cottage, 
who ſeeing that Infant all alone, and ſo gallantlye adez - 
ned with rich apparell,he dzewnere the place whereas ſhe 
was, and loked round about him towards all parts, fo ſ& 
if there were any that came alter hir to (&ke hir, oꝛ if ſha 

had any keper : but when he (aw that there was no body 

be toke hir by the hand, and the childe followed him with 

a very god will, alwates:loking' him in the fare. The 
Dheapheard ſpaks vnto hir in the Tartatian fongue, and 
the childe ye vnto him in the Chaldean fongue, and al- 
ked of him ſomewhat to eate, with a ſmiling countenance $ 
this Chepheard vid partly vnderſtand hir x lead hir vnto his 


childe 
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childe being a hungred did eate it with a very god toll. The 


chepheards wite who was ſomewhat diſcrete, ſœing thy 
great riches, that this infant Rolaluira had about hir, ſaide: 

| Yiaſband, I do be:eve that this child is of lome high-lignagg 
as it doth appcare by his apparell, and ſurmounted beautp. 
It ſhall be verie well, that we do kepe hir berc till luch 
time as we do know what ſhe is. Fo2 in kœping and ma- 
king much of ſuch a faire creature, cannot choſe but redound 
bnto vs great p2ofite. And ik it fo fail out, that wee cannot 
learne noꝛ know what ſhe is, with this riches p ſhe bath a+ 
bout hir, we may bꝛing our ſelues out of all trouble, and be 
moꝛe richer then any ſhepheard in all this Country. This 
ſhepyeard recetacd great iope with the finding this childe, 
acknowledging all that which his wife had (aid vnto him, 
to be very god and well ſpoken:and lo in great ſecret thry 
kept hir eight dates, mainfaining bir in the beſt wile they 
could, with (ach meates as they wer accuſtomed to eate, al. 
waies hauing a great care, at all times when he went to le- 
roſh luna, to demaund if there were any mquirie foz ſuch a 
childe, although he beleeued foꝛz a certaintp, that hee was of 
ſome ſtraunge Count rp, by reaſon of hir apparaile, and dife 
ferent language, which was an occaſton that they put in 
2actile their determmed purpoſe: + laping all feare apart, 
they toke from hir, hir rich apparell, and put on ſhepheards 
appareil, as was accuſlomed amongſt them, wher with thts 
childe was as well content, as with the other: and vnder 
that courſe raiment, ſhe did diſcover ſo great and ſurpaſſing 
fatren:i[e,p Diana was almoſt aſhamed to extend hir ſiluer 
beames, wheras this poung feminine ſhepheard did walke, 
who alwaies carried in hir yand a lit le ſhepheards croke, 
and following the ſhæpe wheras they did fed, many tunes 
with hir golden haire about hir ſhoulders, being of ſo great 
beaut ie, that the gliſtring beames of Appollh paſſing tho- 
rough, appeared to haue no vauntage of it. T olde ſheap · 
heards wife did very well int reate hir, and made as much 
ok hir as the could, fo2 that thoſe ie wells was the occaſion 
ot their great wealth And againe this ſhepheard was = 
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ſoz when hee ſaw himſelfe rich of money. pet would he not 
begin to vſe his wealth tw ſpe&dely, becauſe ha would not 
giue any to vnderſtand of his ſodaine riches, but by little x 
little he did imploy it in buying moꝛe ſh#pe, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that became to bey richeſt ſhepheard in all that P2onince, 
accounting and eſtxming of that childemoze then if ſhe had 


ben their owne daughter. Now let vs returne vnto ß Gp» 


aunt that we left leping, who when be awaked and found 
miſſing the infant, was verie ladde, and toke a boke, and 
beganne to make his accuſfomcd coniurations to know 
where ſhe was become, but he could not come to the know- 
ledge of hir no2 any thing touching hir, and when her (aw 
tgat he had not ſo much learning to know where this in- 
fant was, he called to remembꝛaunce the wiſe Lyrgandeo 
and Artemidoro, bi e uing ſurely that one of them had car · 
ried hir awap, and deing in this belefe,be ſtraight wapes 
without anp moze farrieng went into his Magon, and be 
gan againe to trauaile: but the great ſozrow and lamen · 
tation that Claridiano made foz the abſence of his ſiſter was 
verie greuous to heare. Likewiſe the Purſe Formiſa did 
beare him companp with many teares and ſozrowful ſighs, 
but the Gpaunt cauſed them to holde their peace, and did 
confozt them in the beſt manner he could, and ſo trauailing 
he left behind him the riner Euphrates, the kingdome of Sy- 
ria and of Babylonia, the great Kingdome of Media, the 
Gran Tartaria, and the high mountaine Mafarpicoronas, in 
the which Alexander did ſhut vp the Centaures. Likewiſe 
bz paſſed other great mountaines, riuers, and kingdomes, 
which J do here omit fo2 to anoide tediouſneſſe. So long

c god friend, where hath beene lane a thing of ſo great beau. 
«c fie and of ſo fapze and perfect pꝛopoꝛt ion, it is not pollible 
«« that amongeſt humane creatures ſhould be any ſuch, but 
«c rather ſome of the Gods hath deſcended from abone,# hath 
c ingendered him. And here J doe ſweare, by that which J 
cc doe owe bnto the deſeruing of the mightie Apollo, to haut 
ce him in poſſeſſion, t fo intreate t intertaine him as though 
« her were my owne proper 4 nafurall Lozd, and thinck un 
te lelfe in this doing to be the molt happieſt King in all the 
«« World, and thou my friend, in the meane time p2ocure te 
« kfepe thy perſon from the moſt cruell dogge, whom J do! 
tc think is feared of the high thꝛone of the ſupernal Gods: ont 
« thing ther is which onelp doth gretue me e put me in great

The 
Ring fourned and gaue the childe agapne to Formiſa his 
Nurſe,vatili ſuch time as he came to the btanclle and ſta» 
ture to exerciſe himſelſe in learning and in feats of armes, 
the which her didde in ſo thozt time, that it put them in 
great admiration that did teach him, fo2 that in leſſe then 
the (pace of thꝛte pres h was ſo expert in both of them, 
that thep neuer heard in times paſt of any ipke vnto him. 

Mozeouer, in ſpeaking of all manner of Languages, he 


Has fo per fed, that it ſæmed how that all his lyft time hæ 


bad bxne bzonght vp in the place where epther of all the 
Languages were ſpoken. His vnderſtanding and pollpcie 
was luch in all manner of things, that not oncly the ling 
but all others were perl waved that bee was the ſonne of 
fome of the Gods, by reaſon whereo! thep did ve him with 
lach reuererice as though hee hadde bene a thing ſent vnto 
them from heauen. And when he came to be twelue peeres 
olde, hee was of (ach greatnelle, that hee ſeemed to bee t wen⸗ 
tie yeeres olde, his height was acco2ding vnto the might .- 
neſſe of his members, which were erceding wel pꝛopoꝛtio- 
ned: perticularly he ſhewed in his coũtenance a great gra- 
uitie and ſober dilpoſition, ver ie little talke, but when ber 
ſpake, it was with great diſcreation, and his wozds £-rie 
well placed, verie full of hunnlit ie, and if at any tyme bee 
were angry (as verte ſeldome bee was) it was in ſuch ſozt, 


that being blinded therewith, bee reſpcaed nothing . The 


wile Artemidoro (avth, that if this auger doth pzocede of 
baſe things it were a great vice, and that it would over» 
adow and darken all other vertues that a man was in- 
byed withall , but he ſapth that it dyd not come vnto him, 


but by fo much fo2ce of the beart, and that it was alwaieg 


accomyanied with realon, which dyd nothing at all hurts 

bim, but rather dyd the moze exalt his dedes, and if 

it dyd channce at any fyme that he were angrie, in loking 
on them that were pꝛeſent hee put them in great feare. 

Berſides this, bee was tery pitiſull, foz that many

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fimes, hearing talke of anye terrible cruelties, he would 
werpe foz the compaſſion he had thereof. The king which 
cuerie dap did ſe his mtghtineſſe and vertues moꝛe & moze 
increaſe, thought himſelfe very happie to haue in his power 
ſo pꝛecious a iewell.

This is that which J denie, aunſwered the Pꝛinet 
vnfo theſe woꝛds, and with a high voycc, he ſapde, Knight 
whoſocuer thou art, come fo2th and defende this great lie, 
which euen now thou ſycakeſt, fo: it hal. not be anſwered 
with any other thing, but with the loſſe of thy 1 2 o their 
barks were jopned one with anather, which the p2ince le» 
ing, be went and would haue leapt into the other boat:but 
bee was diſtur bed by the tomming fo2th of a ver te well ſek 
Knight againſt him, being ot a god pꝛopeat ion, who bad 
beard the woꝛds which the P2ince had ſapde, and foz to ſex 
who it was which ſpake them, he came from vnder the hat- 
ches of the har ke.

together, the witch was done with a trice, which can(.d the 
one to iopne fat to the other, and (p without any moze 
wo2ds bætwene them, they both dzcw they2 (wozds, and 
the Emaht with the greue armour twke the aduaunt age, 
ſtroze the P2ince ſuch a blow vpon p healme, tbat he made 
him Cope, and firme his band vppon the ſhip boꝛzd, and in 
great haſt hæ dou led another with lo great ſtrenath, p bee 
Was almoſt aſtonied. and it made him to retoile backwards 
fwo paces, that hee had almoſt fallen downe.

And when hee came vnto himſelke, 
t felt that her was freſhlp wounded, der did delight himlelſe 1 
with the yeolow hapze, the which ha had in his hand, and | 
conſidering with what pe it was pulled of, and allo cal- | 
ling to remembꝛance hir complaint, be did plamelp perceiue 
that the occaſion of all this bir ſo row was louc. So with |

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thy ſoxrow and payne, and to wound my ſelfe in beholding 
thee . This kapze Lady gaue care vnto the words of this 
night, bela uing that he would haue giuen hir ſome god 
newes,fo2 the mitigating of hir ladneſſe. but ſhee perceiued 
that be was a ſtraunge Knight,ſhe lifted vp hir head, and 
with w&pina eyes the laid. Gentle knight, it nip love haus 
bene the occaſion of this thy ſoꝛrow which thou doſt ſhow, 
J do deſire thee to depart,fo2 in me thou ſhalt find no other 
thing but that which only J deſire, that is, death. Foz what 
lone can thepbane,that fo cruelly are fo2got ten, what poſlt- 
bilitie is there of help in them, that are without all hope. 
With ſo great griefe Lidia deliuert d theſe and luch like re- 
ſons, that p ouer mach anger ſhe had, cauſed hir to retaine 
bir wozds, ſo that ſhe could not ſpeake, but gaue a maruay- 
tous and ſozrowfull ſhzike, that the ſtonieſt hart that euer 
was, would haue beene moued with compaſſlon. This god 
Dacian, ſeing at that time there was no remedy foz bis 
euill,by reaſon of the great pame and griefe, that the fay2e 
Damoſell ſeemed to ſuſfaine,colfrained bimſelfe by deſcre- 
tion to ſuffer a while, conſider ing p time did gtue eaſe vnto 
all things: ſo hoping in time to haue help of his diſcale , 
and turning to talke vnto Lidia, bee requeſted hir that ſhe 
would ſhew him lo much fauour,as to declare vnto him tbe 
cauſe of all this hir ſoꝛrowé and paine.

Then in the end of 
relating this heauie hiſfo2ic, the faire Lidia held hir peace, 
and remained ſilent with wonderfull ſadnclle. This treu- 
bled Dacian wholly pelded bato his new griefe, replycd 
What furte, what cruell, and what a bardcned and ſtonie 
heart had he, that a beaul ie ſo fat re ſurpaſſing, could not 
moue him to pelde.

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Then the fay2e Lidia, wyo well vnderſod from whence 
thele greeuous t ſozrowfull ſpaches which the Bnight tad 
ſpoken pꝛoc c ded, pet not giuing him to rnderſtand that ſhe 
bad any knowledge thereof,ſayd. Sir hnight, J render you 
great thancks fo2 the ſozrow which peu ſ&me to recctue at 
my griefe, but if you be a knight of cllimation as by pour 
per ſonage it doth appere ycu ſhould be, here 3 doe deſire 
pou bp þ hono2 vou owe vnto the oꝛder of knighthod,to per- 
fozme two requeſts which J ſhall deſire thee. The valpant 
Eleno aun(wered : J doe not onely Lady grant bnto this 
which pou do demand, but Jam wholp ſubiect to pour ſer- 
nice, and will not refuſe to do any thing that pou will com- 
maund me. Well, ſeing it 1s ſo, lapde this fapze Lady, J 
fir ſt requeſt thee to carry me from this ſolit ar ie land, wher· 
in I baue receiued lo much wꝛong. and there with te aroſe 
vo, and ber ganne to deſcend from that little mountaine tos 
wards the waters ſide, at ſuch time as Phoebus finiſhed his 
accuſtomed courſe. 


Of all that happened vnto this faire Lidia and to the 
Prince Eleno, atter they departed from the lrttle mouu- 
taine whereas they met.

and diff: lled from his eies many ſalt and ſozrowfull tcarcs, 
and lift ing vp bis cics vnto heaven he remained in this caſe 
a great while without any remembꝛaunce. This ſozrobw⸗ 
full Ladie did well here and vnderſtand this werte and 
chærelull ſong, but by realon that all hir minde was 3 5

Brem is delitate muſicke had no Frength to re⸗ 
moue on? to? of hir loue. In this ſozt as you haue heard 
they paſſed all the night till the moꝛning, fo the day being

land. The Deince without anie tarrieng twke hir by the 
band and lead hir into his Galley, wherein they were ſcant 
both well imbarked when that the Galley began to ſhove 


{-om Hoare,and to faile with ſuch ſwiftneffe that in a ſmal 


time they were in the deapth of the great Sea, as though he 
which did gouerne it had bene the wiſe Arctemidoro, who fo2 
the deliuerie of this ſozrowfull Damolell had o2dainecd all 
this that pou haue heard. This Lady was very much ama⸗ 
32d fo (& hir ſelfe carried away in that manner, end durſt 
not aſke the pꝛince any manner of queſtion,fo2 that he was 
berie ſadde and penſtue. Likewiſe the Pꝛince Eleno conſide- 
ring the great ſoꝛrow and trouble that Lidia recetued, durſt 
not ſap any thing vnto hir, ſo in this ſo2t they trauapled 
all that bay and all the night, til the next day that they diſs 
coucred lande, without ſpeaking one worde, the one fo the 
other, and in a ſmall time the Kart came ſo nigh the land, 
that they might diſcouer a very fapze and well towzed ci 
tie the which was adoꝛned with a verie fairc hauen, full of 
meruailoug great and ſtrong chippes.

4 nod way from them two Foiſtes, in battaile together the 
one with the other, : determining fo goe vnto them to ſee 
what it ſhould be, the valtant Roſicleer leapt into bis gal. 
lep, which was carried another way with fo great furp, that 
Zoilo was dꝛiuen to remaine, s he departed in great haſt. Do 
this Tartarian Zoilo remapning alone in his ſhip,direded it 
towards them that were in battell, and came onto them at 
ſuch time as they had great need of his (uccour,foz that they 
were oppꝛelled by the ſame ſhip of the rouers that met with 
bim, and they were tn a meruailous great fight, but with tbe 
aide of the Tartarian,they aſſailed the in ſuch ſo2t,y if they 
had not peelbded theſelucs to mercie,tbey bad ſonke them all 
in the ſea.4 taking all their oths they made them to ſwear 
that they ſhould leaue that euill e naughtie life. Then they 
all entered into p hip wherein the Tartarian was, with de- 
termined purpoſe to pꝛocæd fozwards whether their ſoꝛtune 
would carrie them fo2 to get them fame, e to increaſe their 
bonour. So the wether collrained them to artue in the pozt 
of Numidia, whereas pou haue beard tolde, in that count rie 
tbey did coſtraine all knigbts that ther did ar iue, to \weare 
bnto them to aide and help that traifour their Lozd. Theſe 
Princes would not be (wo2ne ercept firſt they wold declare 
the cauſe wherefoze,and herevpon they multiplied wo2ds, 
wo was the occaſion of the cruell battaile,which p pꝛince 
Elerio dpd ſ& being in his Galley. So it ſemed bnto him 
to bee a ver vnſemely thing e bnequall , ſo many againſt . 
thze knights onelv, who accozding vntothe great and woz- 
thie feates which they dyd, they gaue the lakers on to vn-

a terrible blow on him that he did firſt met, that ha made 
bim in two peeces to fal! to the ground, lo that in a (hozt 
time by his furious entering was knowen the great pow- 
er of his arme, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that wher ſoeuer he went be made 

a bꝛoad wap. and with ſmall trouble he io ned with p thz& 
— who when thep knew of the help that was come 
bato them, ech of them recouerednew ſtrength, and did p20- 
cure to doe ſtraunge feats,becauſe the other ſhould haue no 
aduauntage of them. And they very much meruailed who 
that knight ſhould ba of ſo great p2oweſle,fo2 p the blows 
which he ſkroke might well bee knowne from all the reſt, foz 
if it had not bene by the armour that he woze, thep would 
haue thought him tw be one of p ſonnes cf Trebatio. Theſe 
foure knights kept ſo ged o2der in they? fight againſt their 
enemies, that they gaue ouer to fight with them, and began 
to ſhowt and crie againſt them, ſo that they were conſtrat- 
ned to goe and ſeke their enimies, the which they found to 
be no god reme die, foz that they did intreat them euillp at 
their backs, and being very angrie herewith,they deter mi⸗ 
ned to put themſelues amongeſt the thickeſt of them, which 
did not fall out well with them, foz that there was of them 
together moze then ten thouſand,the which this valiant E- 
leno ſ&ing,be thꝛew his ſheld at his backe, fullye incenſed 
with anger, and with his ( wozd in bis hand all aloft, hee 
p:cffed vato that part whereas moſt people were, and the 
firſt he met withall,be parted him in the middeſt, and the 
ſecond bee cut off his head, and ſo went fozwardes cutting 
and wounding now one and then another, with ſo great 
furie, that there was none that durſt abide bis blowers. Ts 
there any doubt that whileſt this P2ince was thus froue 
bling e moleſting his enimies, that the other the knights 
which were with him did ſtande by and loke on, no not ſo, 
but fo2 to ſociate his wozthie actes, they wꝛought ſuch 
wonders in armes, as the repozte would ſeme almoſt in · 
creadible vato the heacers, in ſtriking ſuch terrible blowes 
P. ui. that 
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that tbey ſemed fo be no humane creatures. Thep didfight 
with ſo much courage that their enemies wer conſtramed to 
witbdꝛaw thẽſelues back, it was a great trouble vnto theſe 
knights that they were a fote, foꝛ if they had bene on hog(- 
backe all foure together, withont doubt verie quickly they 
pad made an end of p conqueſt, ſo being in this conſlia they 
ſaw come foꝛty of the citie a great number of knights, and 
befo2e them came a well pzopoztioned Opant, armed with 
verie fapꝛe t rich armour, who with great haſt came vnto 
the place whereas the knights were, and when he ſaw ths 
great harme which was there done, with a terrible g fear= 
fall voyce be (ayd. 

Oh immoztall Sods, is it poſlible that foure knights bath 
done all this har me, 5 a thouſand ot very god knights are 
not able to doe, and is their ſtrength and pollicie ſuch, that 
not one of the haue receiued any hurt. O wzetched knightes 
what had pou rather to die in my power then to ( weare vn⸗ 
to ſo tuft a demaund as they haue aſked of you in p behalfe 
of the king Noraldino. Then Lyriamandro who hearde the 
woꝛds which the Gyant had laid, aunſ wered. There is not 
one of vs, that foz the feare of death will lweare vnto any 
thing. but firſt we wil know if the cauſe be tuſt,becauſe wee 
will not fall vnto any crime of that which (hall be contra- 
ry vnto the oꝛder of knighthod.So then J do perceiue ſaide 
the Gpant, that vou do not purpoſe to l weare in any thing 
except it be firſt declared vnto you what it is, and the occa- 
ſion thereof. To the which anl wered Zoy lo,. no. Weil ha rs 
Iſweare vnto you by the high Gods (ſaid the Gyant) that 
I mp ſelte alone will bꝛing vou all to that ſta e, that you 
would willingly [ weare, but then you ſhall haue no time. 
And therewith her dꝛew ont a b2oad and aliſtering [ wozd 
and flouriſhing therewith hee pꝛeſſed oz war des, then the 
Pꝛince Eleno ſtepped fozth and requeſted the other that 
they would let him alone with p gyant, the which altbouah 
it were aga nſt their wills, pet they conſented to it, and the 
other putting themſclucs all on the one ſide, thep b ganne 
_ their moztall battaile. The Gyaunt with the great 

lur is 
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| furie heꝛ had, did diſcharge bis blowe, but it was in vaine» 
fo2 that the ÞP2ince did let it lippe by in ſuch lozt, that be 
could not ſtiitke him, and in putting the blow aſtte, be cut 
the ſayde Gyaunt vppon one of his legges, and made a 
wound, which although it were not great, pet there ranne 
out of it very much bloud. When the Gpaunt did feele him 
ſelfe hurt, and that he ſaw his bloud ranne downe,bedid ſo 
Kindle in ire, that he let his ſhelde fall to the greund, and 
laying holde on his great and bzoade \wo2de, with both 
bis handes hee lift it vp, and ſtroke at the Dacian, thinking 
with that one blowe to haue finished the battaile, but the 
Paince fo2 that he was nimble & light did pꝛocure ſtraight 
wales to clere bimſelke from the fozce therof the which bee 
did in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the [woꝛde fell downe to the ground 
and by reaſon of the great foꝛce and fur ie wher with it was 
diſcharged, the gyant was conſtrained following bis blowe 
to fall likewiſe downe vpon the earth. Here the Dacian was 
not idle, but with both his hands ſtroke him vpon his ſtrong 
helme with great courage, and although bee could not cut it 
at that time by reaſon of the hardneCle, pet it aſtoniſhed him 
t bꝛought him out of his remembꝛaunce. The Opant which 
ſaw himſelfe in this perpleritie, with great furie in the belt 
manner he could, tumbled himſelfe on the one ſide, and pꝛo: 
tured to ariſe vpon his feete,but it was not poſſible foz him, 
foz that he was tozmented with great and heauie blowes, 
and fo2ced to fall downe agayne vpon the ſande, but pet as 
ſone as he could, hee tourned once againe and fozced him 
ſeife to ariſe,but he could not do it with ſuch ſped, but firſk 
be muſt pꝛoue againe the ſharpe edge of the Dac ans \wozd, 
who ſtroke him ſuch another terrible blow vpon the helme, 
that it pe&elded,+ hee cut bis fleſh. The Gyant did feele him 
ſelfe verp ill with that blow, and with the great furie and 
anger which be had. he ſtroke at the knigbt a terrible blows 
Which was in ſuch ſozte, that by any meanes be coulde not᷑ 
ſhift himſelfe from it, but muſt nedes receine it vp; on his 
belme, the which was with ſuch fo:ce,that it made him to tall 
dawn to ß ground, but this knight w great lightues tabled: 
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The ſecond part of the 


himſelke away vpon the lands, and in a trice he was on his 
fate ataine,and went towards the place wheras the Giant 
was, with full pꝛetence to ſtrike him ſuch a blowe, that hee 
ſhould not be able to make any moe reſiſtance. The Grant 
when be ſaw him comming would baue ſtrohen bim, fog 
to diſtur be him of his blow, but he could not, foꝛ that this Da- 
cian froke him ſuch an ouerthwart biowe, that lighting on 
bis kote, he cut it cleane off, and the Gant channced a blow 
on his helme, that it made the kn!ghTFo tumble on the ſand, 
the avant ſeeing him downe. would haue turned to haue ſtri⸗ 
ken him againe, but he could not fo2 the lack of his fœte, fo: 
when he thought to firme bis fete on the ground to pꝛeaſe 
foꝛ wards, he could not make a ſtep, but gaue a terrible fall ts 
the ground, and being ſo2e troubled with the wound of his 
head and other wounds, he pelded vp the Ghoſt, and ſent bis 
ſoule to whom it did appertaine. The Pagan people whcn 
tgep ſaw their tout Captaine dead, with great ſhowts and 
ſh2ikes thep pꝛeſſed altogether vpon thoſe foure knights, but 
they found the neither daſtards noz cowards, but they gaue 
them well to bnderſtand p they were of great valour. Then 
they iopned themlelues together backe to backe, and ſtroke 
ſuch ſtraunge blowes vpon their enimies, and with ſo great 
fo2ce and fur ie, that he which had recctued one blow would 
not turne to them againe, w great feare they were ſo ſcar» 
red. Pꝛince Eleno being incenſed with anger, at the fall that 
be receiued by the blow of the gyant, it cauſed him to claſpe 
his ( wo2d faſt in his hand, and with double furie he p:cfcd 
amongeſt bis enimies, that vnhappye he might thinke him 
ſelfe that came to the receit of the firft ſtroke, foz that with 
an oucrthwart blowe, he cutte his head cleane from his 
ſhoulders, and returned vnto another, and ſtroke him vppon 
the waſt, ſo p it had nerc hand partcd him in two paces, 
fo with ſuch like blowes & feates of knighthod they made 
them to retire. And at the ſame time they ſaw comming 
fozthof pᷣcitie a great number of knights t gentleme, u hich 
they iudged to be about fire thouſand in an armie, and all on 
boꝛſ backe. At could not be cyoicn but p this valiant P2ince

Eleno ſhould haue ſome feare, ſ&ing ſo many knights:not - 
withlkanding. with a loude vopce, and with great courage 
he ſaid.Crceilent t valiant tnights,now is the time,(moſt 
noble & ſtout war rioꝛs) that wee (how the great ſtrength t 
courage of our heartes, by a plaine teſtimoniall in leaving 
our bodies as ſacrificed vato thepz wills and our bloud to 
bee ſpzincklcd ab2oad, receiuing mo2e iope and hononr in 
our deaths,fighting in our ewne defence, then to giue con- 
ſent vnto our enimies in ouertomming vs. Net withſtand- 
ing, this pong warriour did not fo2get bunſclſe,but rather 
with mo2e furious blowes hee p2clſed on his enimies, and 
wozking ſuch terrible feats, that it is very wonderfull to 
be heard: and ſo without all hope of their liucs commit- - 
ting themlelues vnta Sod, they did pꝛocure by all meanes, 
to cut off and make leſſe their enemies, killing them in ſuch 
ſozt, as it ſeemed to mans capatitie impoſſible. The quan- 
titie was ſo great, that by reaſon of the bloud that ran from 
tbem, the water on the ſea ſide was made red, and loſt his 
naturall colour, and being in this conflict, there appꝛoched 
all that great companie that came f@2th of the Cit ie. And 
beeſoze them all ther came a knight armed with very faire 
and rich armour,all gylded, and ſomething of a god ffature 
and bigneſe of body r he had on his head a ropall crowne: 
who when he came vnto the place whereas thts bloudp bat- 
taple was, hee commaunded all the people to ſtand aſide, 
with a ſeuere votce,ſhowtng great humilit ie, he (aide. Uali- 
aunt and woꝛthy Knizhts, whom Jupiter delt nd and kepe, 
I feele my (elfe very ſoze troubled in ſeeing nights of ſo 
great valonr and wo2thinclle as you are, to be indued with 
ſo much crueltie againſt pour ſelues, and one ly foz not i we- 
ring an oath, (conſidering you haue chaunced vpon this ad- 
uenture) wherby pou.ſhould make defence againſt ſo great 
treaſon againe me pꝛactiſed, of traitours, which one ly by fi- 
rannie p2etend to take away mp kingdome from me. To 
the which words. the valiant Pꝛince Eleno made anſ were, 
and ſaide. If thou haſt iuſtice on thy ſide.as thou ſaiſt thou 
nee doe. * conſent to ſuffer ſo vyle a cuſtome 
D. v. in 
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in this your Count rep, conſtraining all trance kinghfs by 
foꝛce to ſweare vnto pour defence, the which by tuſtice and 
o2der of knighthod they muſt do it of their owne free wil, 
ik you giue the to vaderſtand the truth thereof. To whom 
the King anſwered and ſatde.Gentle knight, all this which 
bath veene done, was nener by my commandement,but by 
this my captaine whom thou haſt here Nlaine.And toz that 
did vnderſtand p great harme which he did,x that with- 
out all reaſon, J am come hether to remedy it: fo2 which 
caaſe J do deſire 4 p2ay you,to let the furte of pour ſtrong 
armes to ceaſe,# to paciſie your ſtout cour ages, and to take 
in god part, to come # reſt pour le'nes with me, the which 
vou map do with all ſecuritie. And here à do pꝛomiſe you 
to hold and kepe my faith and woꝛd the which J doc giue 
bato pou: and then wil J declare vnto you all mp trouble, 
whereat you will not onelp take great contentment to 
ſweare that which J ſhall requeſt pou: but alſo J beeleue 
that you will of pour woz2thinefle fake the demaund to be 
pour owne acco2ding vnto the great right and Juſtice, that 
A haue on mp part.

Then the Pꝛinte Eleno ſ&ing how 
that ali things were fintſhed,he determined to goe fo his 
faire Lidia, but wh the Bing knew who ſhex was, bimlelfe 
did beare hum companie, and toke hir out of the gallep, and 
bꝛought hir a ſhoꝛc. All that did berholde hir, dyd meruaple 
at hir great beaut ie, being mixed with ſo much ſadneſſe. So 
the king toke hir by the hand and bare hir companp, t ill he 
came vnto the Citie, x carried hir vnto his pallaite, which 
was very rich + great,. foꝛ this king was one of the migb · 
tieſt pzinces in all Alrica. So ſtraigbt way it was cnet 
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ded ko make ready dinner,fo2 that it was very nedſull,the 
which was accompliſhed very ſumptuoullp. When thep (af 
downe to dinner,thep pulied off their helmes, which beloze 
that time they had not done: g when the Peince Eleno had 
pulled off his healme, all the reſt did thinck verelp, that it 
had bene the valiant Knight Rolicleer, (ſoz that as J haue 
told you)he was very much like him, complaining toꝛ that 
he had kept himſelf ſo cloſe, without ſhewing what te was 
in ſo long time. The P2tnce with a ſmiling countenaunce 
did put them out of all doubt, in ſhowing them who be was 
of tge which they remained very much amazed, fo: al that, 
if he had had a little moꝛe beard, they would not haue bele⸗ 
ned . very well content & pleaſed that 
he had ſuch knights in his company,e told vato the a great 
circumſtance of treaſon,cleane contrary to that it was, ap- 
plying all p tnturie to be offered vnto himſelf, mingling his 
tale with counterfet teares, which cauſed theſe Knights to 
giue credit vnts his woꝛds in ſuch ſoꝛt that they div ſweare 
onto the King all that he would demaund, of the which this 
traiterous king remained greatly contented, and ozdaine d 
fo; the very fapꝛe t rich chambers to eaſe thſelues, with all 
ſeraice nzedful,e like wiſe fo2 y fapze Lidia, foʒ be lodged hir 
in the Queenes chamber, i cauſed many Ladies and Daing< 
ſels to come and beare hir companie, and to ſerue hir in all 
that was neceſſary,fo2 that he percetucd how the pꝛince E- 
leno did receiue great pleaſure therein.

might enter into the Citie, the which was ffraicht way 


done. And the Qubene b2ought with hir the Cmper eur, and 
made him to ſweare to ba hir frue pꝛiloner, and not fo de- 
part from thence without hir will and le aue. So the qua ne 
toke the Empercur by the hand, z in th's ozder they went 
out of the Pallaite. The Carle of Mod;que when fe faw 

this, 
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this, could net choſe, but reeetiue great critſe, ef ke did die 
emol for that hee conitdcred that in ſuch extiinmtic, ſo 
vallant a Kmaht was nadkfull, and io altogefher tler unte- 
red inte the Citie. The Qvane was very gallant end plea- 
ſant, wbercat all hir ſubnes retewed great delight, end i 
tue chicfe ſtræœt of the Citie there was errard the Zmagts 
of two tzughts, made all of ffene,of a maruelous gd pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛt ion, and they had auer them a courr like a Tabernacle, 
very rich and well wꝛought, beet auſe the water ſhould not 
fall vpon the no2 any other thing to hurt them. As lone as 
the Cmperonr ſaw their figurts, he knew that the one was 
the Image ot his ſonne without reading of the-ſupercrepti- 
on: but when he came nigh vnto it, bee red the lame, which 
ſayd. Thus is the great Prince of Grecia, calied the Knight of 
the Sunne, reſtorer of the auncient æingdome of I inact in, and 
the abater and breaker of the ſtrength of the moſt ſtrongeſt 
Gyants in all the world. And going a little farther ;hee fa 
vpon the other Eniaht this Title: Prince Eleno of Dacia, 
couſin vnto the mòſt valyaunt Sonnes of Trebatio, the well- 
ſpring of all our quietneſſe. Upon this he lohed with great 
affection, and earneſt deſire to fee his perfen perſonage. Che 
Qutene dpd well vnderſtand the great tope that tpe Em- 
percur recemed, in beehon!ding the ſigure of his ſonne, & of 
bis bzothers lonne: foz which cauſe ſhe commanded that to 
be told publike ly, which was (poken in ſecrets then centred 
info the Quienes pallatce,and the Cmperour was carryed 
into a verp faire and rich lodging, wher as by foꝛce he muſt 
bee ſhut in, to make as ik hee were p21foncr,fo2 that the no- 
bles of the Rcalme, would not conſent that hee Mould goe 
abꝛoad at his will. The third date following, this bꝛaue 
Bramarando with all his knights, came befoze the walles of 
the Cit ie, and ſpꝛead abꝛoad their Ancients: and he- himſelfe 
bpon a ſierce hoꝛſe, dꝛew towards the walls of the Citie in 
great haſt. e& was armed with very ſtrong ar mour, 7 bad 
at his neck hanging a very rich bo2ne of Juozie, and when 
be came fo p gate of the Cit ie, her lift vp the viſour of his 
bealme # (et bis hoꝛne vnto bis mouth, e began to ſound it 
with 
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derp ſtrong'p, to the end that the knights of the Citie ſhuld 
tome thcther to heare what be would fay.&0 when p ſome 
of them. ſuch as were nere at ha appꝛoched, be (aid. O = 
ron nights of T:nacria, whom the ſoucreigne Cods con- 5» 
found, that accozding as Jam infozmed, bp peur counſell, J, 
cannot iniop as mine owne that laire Gurrolilea, What do 59 
pou, that you come not fozth withrour armo2 againſt ma ? 2» 
and ſhew pour ſelues if you Le as valtant to oucrceme, as »» 
politite to giue counſel. Some ot the nobles of the court. tid 
well heare wyat this Dagan did lap, and ftraight wap, thep 
went vato the Qucenc,foz to ſ& what was bolt to be done 
in this caſe, to whom the aunſ wered. Py kriends, pou do „ 
well lee and vaderſtand, how little knowledge J haue in „ 
ſuch matters. beeing but a weake and kratle wonan:in ſuch „ 
à caſe as this is, vnto vou it belongeth to take counſcll. oz „ 
that pou. are knights, and together pou map cTabiiſh thats: ,, 
which is conuenient, foꝛ berin XJ haue little knowledge and ,, 
can ſap almoſt nothing: and with this (hee helde hir peace. „ 
Theſe Carles, ſeœing that withgreat reaſon the Duane hay 
gnſw2red them, they would argue no farther with hir, but 
talled a counſell. At which tune, the King the ſecond time 
did ſaund bis hoꝛne, fo call them againe tobearken vnto his 
ſoeach: and beeing atteadant vnto that which he would ſap, 
be vttered theſe wozdes. O vile I inacrians, what dw you, 
why come pou not fozth with pour armour. Hob is it,; pea ,, 
are not aſhained to hide pour ſelucs from one onely En:ght; „ 
which calleth pon. Yeere J do pzomile pou, that pour high ,, 
wilis and deepe diches which vou haue about pour Cittie, „ 
ſhall lit ie pꝛofit vou, but h̊ pou ſhall all die in my hands „ 
vile knights. And if amongſt you ther be not one that is a-, 
bie to make his partie god in the fic!d with me alone. Then , ö 
come foꝛth t wo, oꝛ thꝛe, oꝛ foure, oꝛ ten, 102 that altogether 
J will dziue pou out of the field: and if theſe tenne be not „ 
ſlufficient, then come pou all foꝛth together ſuch as arc able ,, 
to beare armour : fo2 here A do ſweare vnto pou to make , 
you dye litze cowards:but I tae you to be ſuch, þ pou will, 


not put me to this trouble, but kœp your ſelues in Em 
he 
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The Carles did heare all that was ſpoken, at which wozde 
they were very moch gricuct, but bercauſe ther knew tue 
ſtrength of the Alrican, thep feared much his nrie, but pet 
ſhame would not (affer them to beart the tozce ot theſe 
woꝛ des, but did determine to cor out end take the aduaun⸗ 
tage which the Pagan did otfer them. So amengii them all 
they choſe ten of them that were moſt ram: who were, 
the Carle of Mod que, and a ſonne of the Car les, a valpant 
poung man, being of fewer pres, then hee which the Em- 
perour llew at the marble ſountame, and Fabmiano of He. 
na, and Robio of Yſcla, and other fire choſen Knights. So 
when they were armed and vpon bo:(cbacke, tyep opened 
the gate of the Citie, and they went out into the fieide, all 
verp well hozſed. So when this Bing of Mauritania ſaws 


them, hee let coe his hozne, and put downe the viſour of 


bis healme,#eallcd o2 a great ſpeare, which ſtraight waye 
wis giuen him by a Knight of his, and with creat arrogan- 
cie,be went towards the place, whereas this faire company 
of the ten Bntghts abode and with a loude vepce bee lapde 
that thep might heare him.TWho gave you counlel to make 


rcſiſtaunce againſt my fur ic, fo2 that pou can finde no other 


thing therein but death. Then Don Rubio aunſ(werred, 
none other: but onelp fo abate thy pꝛide, therfoze take thy 
choice of the ficlde, foꝛ heere J defie thee to the death. All 
this while Bramarando ſtode and beeheld him with a terrt- 
ble loke,and ſeinx him vic ſo great nimbleneſie,he thought 
him to ba a god night, 4 giumg a fourne vnto his hozle, 
be put himſelfe into his place, and beœing both readpe, they 
ſpurred their hozſes together, c ranne one againſt the other, 
in the midſt of their cout ſe they met. e neither of them mil · 
ſed their blowe, in the which incounter this gentle Rubio 
fell downe to the ground, and the Pagan ſomwhat ſtopcd 
in his ſaddle, and his ſpeare remained whole, and ſtrapght 
wap he put himſelle in god oꝛder. But when be ſaw that 
all the reſt which remained, did pꝛepare themſelves to makt 
1 could not refraync but with a loud voice, ha 
alde. X 
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O vile cow2rds and dekamers of the o2der of knighthod, 
come hefhcr Unto me, cuen all of pon, fo: 4 do no mo2e ei- 
eine of pou, then of one onelp Bntght { and lo ſpurring bis 
boꝛſe, be rain? againlk them, aid they did the libr and at 
oe time he recetued the tncounter of flue lpeares, albeit bee 
moucd nothing at all in his ſaddle; but he did incounter the 
Baron of Monflee in ſuch lozt, that the ſpeare paſſing tho- 
rough his bodie, he lell downe dead to the ground and there 
with be turned about his hozſe, with wonderfull lightnes, 
and dꝛew out his ſharp cutting (wo2d,and pꝛeſſed amongſt 
the reſt, whereas began a meruailous and terrible battails 
Then the Knights of I inacria pertceiuing that they muſt 
either die 02 ouercom,tyrp began to lap about them on cue» 
ry fide, with ſo mach furie,p it was ſofictent to haue bew- 
cd an anficlo in pæces. Pet fo2 all their fozce, they did not 
ſeme to moleſt him any whit. But be which did che w him 
ſelſe moſt valiant amongſt them all, was the Marques of 
Modique his lonne, and next vnto him was the Marques of 
Nondeli, and Don Fabino. But this ſtrong African layd a- 
bout him ſo valiantlp, and with ſo great furie, that be aſto - 
med thẽ, inſomuch p with the great furte her had, out of the 
biſour ot his helme. pzoceded a thicke ſmoke. At this time, 
be thzew his ſha ld on his backe, and toke his ( wozde in 
both his hands, that wboſocuer he mer, hee ſtroke him with 
ſuch terrible treng(h and fur ie, that helme and head be cut 
in two parts. The Carle of Mondcli was not at this in- 
ſtant vnoccupied, but with his word faſt in both his hands, 
he ſtroke him on the one ſide of his helme, which was verpe 
fine metall, that he made it ſound like a bell, which cauſed 
him to turne vp the white of the cye, and bee was almoſt 
beſide himſelfe. Ve had ſcarce giuen him this blowe, when 
likewiſe p Carle of Modique gaue him another, that made 
bim to decline his head to bis bꝛeaſt: wherewith Fabinio 
gaue hun alſo another blow, which berefte him cleane of 
bis remembꝛance, inſomuch that his hoꝛſe caried him round 
about the field, euen as one dead, with his armes hanging 
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The Bnightes of Tinacria with great furle did follow 
bim,to ſ& it they coulde make an end of this their battatle, 
but ſtraight way bx came to himſclie, and ling how they 
bad co:mpailed him about, and conftoering into what great 
vert'l they had brought bim, he recouered againe his t wozds 
the which hang by the w2titt band, and tourning about his 
ba2ſe he roared like a wilos Bull which dad beene bapted, 
and pꝛelled onto Fabinio, and ſkroke him ſo furious a 
blow, that he carried awap both his herlde and healme, 
with a great part of his head, and he tell downe dead to 
the earth. Then the Carle of Modique tozthwith ſtroke the 
Mauritanan ſuch a blow on his armes, both oi them were 
wounded,vat moſt of all the right arme, fo2 that the fozce 
of the blow was moꝛe on that ſide then on the other,wher- 

with this furious African ſging him within his reach, with 
Dis left fiſt he ſtroke bim vpon the viſour of his healme lo 
great a blow, that without anye remembꝛaunce hee made 
him to ſall backwards vpon tye crouper of his hozſe.Then 
the Carle ſtroke at him an onerthwart blow bppon his 
bealme with ſo great fozce, that be made the ſparkes of 
fire to flpe out, the which did grieac him verie much and as 
one deſperate, hee lift vp his (wozde with great furie to 
ſtrike the Carle, who with verte much nimbleneſſe put him 
ſelfe on the one ſide, and cauſed him to loſe his blow, at the 
which he was verie angry, and flouriſhing with his lwoꝛzd 
be chaunced to light vppon the waſt of one of them, and 
cutting him in t wo peeces be fell downe dead to the ground, 
and not reſting with this, but continuing his ſurte, he liſted 
bp his ſharpe and cutting (wo2d,and ſtroke anotber a blow 
vpon the left choulder⸗ whom ha deuided downe to the gir- 
dle. At this verie ſame time the valiaunt Rubio of Y (cla 
was come to himſelfe,and recouering his bozſe be lcapt vp⸗ 
pon his backe with exceeding great lightnclle, and 1opned 
bunſelfe with the fours knightes which remained of all the 
reſt, and there he beganne with great furie ſtriking on the 
Pagan in lundzie places, and the Carle of Modique 4 Mon- 
deli likewilſe did mu'tiplie their blowes in great halt. — 
the 
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the which the Pagan was ſo furious, that without all pati- 
ence he began to rcdovble his ſtrokes, and robe the Carle 
of Mondeli vpon his heaime that b&@ made him fail to the 
ground verie ſoze hurt, and voiding bloud oat of bis mouth: 
pet this blow was not giuen {0 much at his caſe, but he 
mutt nxdcs recetae fo2 it foure blowes, which had almoſt 
depꝛiued him of his wits. Pere Rubio of Yicla beganne to 
multiplie his blowes with ſo great haſt, and therewithall ſo 
mightilp, that he put the Pagan into great ext remit ie. This 
furious king tourned fo2 to rike him a blowe at his piea- | 
fure, but the mmbleneſſe of this Tinacrin was ſuch, that 1 
many times he made him to loſe his blowes, at the which * 
this Yagan was verie much amazed, but beecanſe he could | 
not Erike him at his will as he intended hee determined to 
leaue him and fo returne vnto the reſt, and at two blowes 
be ouerthꝛew two knights, the one ſtarke dead, and p other 
verie ſoꝛe woũde d, ſo ther remained no moꝛe but he of Modi- 
que & Rubio of VIcla, t the earle, which turned again to hoz(s 
ba ck, ſo like deſpef ate mt without hope to elcape they ſtroke 
at the furious Moꝛe, but he ſing humſelle moze at liberty, 
began to worke wonders vpon them, cutting them on the 
riaht hand and on the left, in this oꝛder they trauailed moze 
then two hautes, that the ſtrength and valiauntneſſe of the 
Moe was not lufficient to ſubica them. Then this Pagan 
ſeeing ſuch reſiſtaunce he firmed himſelke in his ſtirroppes, 11 
and lift ing vp his ſwm2d on high, her ſtroke ſuch a blow 3 
at him of Modique, that without any remembzance he made 1 
him fail vppon his hozſe crouper, and would haue doubled '1 
that. blow foz to haue made an end of him, but Rubio did 
diſturbe him giuing him ſuch a ſide blow vppon his helme, 
that hee made him to loſe that which he was Kriting, cans 
fing his wonꝛde fo fall ont of his hand, that her could nof 
execute it, and the Carle ſœing him in that plight, ſtraight 
waicg retourned another on his left ſhonlder, which ar@=« 
ued the Pagan verie ſoꝛe. In this time the Carle of Modi- 
que Was cvine againe vnto himſelfe, and ſetteled himſelfe as 
gaine in his ſaddle, and being firmed againſt the Pagan her 
Rl. Uroke, 
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'froke him ſuch a blow, that glauncing ber cave him a lit. 
fic wound, wyereout iilued blond. Toe Hoe feeling him 
ſelfe bart,retuincd againſt hun of Modmque, but this light 
Rubio was with him at a pinch, and 'txeke bim another 
blow oa his hyuider, thai h mide him th2inke in all his 
bote, of witch ha made little account, but deſired oenelp to 
goe Into him which had d2awen his bivud, who itke wile 
with great courage bid attend his comming, bautng both 
bis handes ou his (word, lo thep diſcharged they biowes 
both together woc were verte mtghtte and trong, wher- 
with he of Mlodique, all bis healme veing barhed in bloud, 
fell without aup rememb2aunce to the ground, and the furt- 
dus Pagan in {pite of bis hart declined his head to the hoſe 
necke. Then the valiant Tin:crian quickly turned to ſtrike 
bim, and befoze that he could raiſe vp himſelfe againe, he 
itroke him ſo ſtrong a blow,that without all remembꝛzance 
be made him to ſtagger vpon his hoꝛſe, Þ bee lacked verye 
uuttie to fall to the ground. The Tinacrian ſeœing him in this 
traunce,neuer leit ſtriking him vnt ill (ach time as hee dyd 
ſee that hee beganne fo come againe to himſelfe, and know- 
ing that his power was not ſufficient to make reſiſtaunce, 
ha tourned his ho2ſe head and with all haſt rode towar des 
the Cit ie, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that when the Poe was wholpe 
come againe vnto himſelfe, the T'inacrian was in ſafet pe, 
wherein he did wiſely, foz if hee had farricd, it could not 
haue fallen out other wiſe but that he muſt nerdes haue di- 
ed by the handes of the cruell Pagan. Then the Moriſco 
king ſeeing all the field cleere and without trouble, hee felte 
bimlelfe to be ver ie ſoze bexed with the ſpadie blowes 
which the Tinacrians had beſtowed vpon him, and comman⸗ 
ded to carrie thoſe knights which were aliue from the reſt, 
bato the tent wheras he ſhould be, and he likewiſe went to 
take his reſt & eaſe, foz that it was verie neceſſarie æ ned- 
full, and was quicklycured of that ſmall wound which he re⸗ 
ceiued. And as fo2 them of Tinacria, he willed 5 they ſhould 
pꝛonoũte their healths with many remedies,+ intreat them 
bonourably, foz that her knew verie well what they were.

UI; hen tho Dagan heard that it was ha. whole fame was 
ſo much ſpoiten of in all the world, and no leite feared, with- 
ont any moze tarrying, hee deſied him to mo27all bat taile, 


aud without any moꝛe wozde3 ther tour ned their * 
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and not ſtapeng fo2 the ſound pf trumpets, they picked the 
wity their (purs , and with great violence in the nudſt of 
their courſe, they b2aie their ſpeares ſo eaſilye, as theugh 
they had been made of Canes and neither ofthem recetucd 
any harme, noꝛ once muted ane of the ſadole, and tourning 
tbeir ho2tes about, they laid hand on their ( wozds. The Em- 
crour of Greece did ſirſt ſtrike the Pagan king lo tir rible 
a blow, that he ty2zew downe to the groid a very rich mir- 
rour which was vpon the creſt of bis helme, baning in it, 
the Image of Mahomet, and it was with ſuch Erength, tbat 
it made his teeth chatfer in his head. At this blow the Þa- 
gan did not meruaile, but rather gratificd his courteſie in 
the lyke ſozt, but the Tmperour byd beare it off with hi 
chield, and it cut off one co2ner thercof, and deſcended vponn⸗ 
his helme, with ſuch fozce, that it made hun bow his head.. 
At the which the auncient war riour, twke ſo great aunger 
and w2ath.that thꝛowing his ſhield to the ground, her twke7 
bis ſwoꝛd in both his hands, and ſtroke ſuch a blow at his 
aduerſarie that if it had not bene that he dib defend it very 
well with his chield, with that one blow he had finiched the 
battaple: but pet his thield was cut in two peces, and 
the blow glaunced from his choulder downewards, 4 ligb⸗ 
ted vopon the Pagans kn, whereas it made a wound, foz 
that the bloud gaue tetemonte thereof. This fierce P@2e, 
when be ſaw his owne blod, with great fury be tþzew ft6 
him the reſt of the ſhield that did remaine in his hand, and 
froke ſucha cruell blow at this heropcall Cmpercur vpon 
bis helme, that it gate a great and meruailous ſound tho- 
rough al the plaines and flelds. The ſurmounted fury wher 
with this tirrible blow was diſcharged, was the occaſt= 
on, that he without any feeling fell downe vppen the hozſe 
necke with all his body. When the pagan ſaw him in this 
caſe, hee pꝛocured to giue him another blow, but by reaſon 
of the Emperours ſtoping, be picked his hozſe with his 
ſpurs, and with a little remembꝛaunce bc held himſelſe faſt 
ko not falling. His hozle with great lightneſſe lept on the 
one ſide, whereby this valiant Trebatio was clcare of that

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blow. And when her ſaw himſclfe ſo euill tnfreafed by that 
Pagan, he recoucred agatne bis i woꝛd, and clafping it (aſt in 
h's Alt, he dilcharged vpon the Poe io ftrong and tirribica 
blow. that be mabe bim without all remmib2cnnce to fall 
backwards vpon the hoꝛzſe ci upper, & there iſlued out of his 
helme very much bloud, which pꝛoceeded out of his mouth 
and noſe, + lung him in this traunce, hœ laid, J \wearc by 


God, ing, that thou haſt lmall remembzance, but tarrie a 
little, and J will make the remember thy ſelte better, and 


giuing a turne vnto his hoꝰſe. thinking to cut of the Pagans 


bead, his tourning was with ſuch great haſt, that his boꝛſe 
doubled in ſuch ſoꝛzt that he (et to the ground with the Em- 
perour on his backe, neuertheleſſe with great lightnes with 


out putting his fofe into the ll ir rop, he lept into the ſaddle 


againe. But pet it could not ber ſo quickly done, but 5 this

4 bal ue with 
the alliſtance of my God, beefo2e that night Toe come, to

manp times he was without any feling. Chus tbrp conti⸗ 
nucd foure bourcs without any reſting of themſciucs, but 


wounding one another. UWhe th's ſur ions pagan ſaw,tbat 


he could not bing to paſſe his pꝛetence, but that he was in 


great perill to bee onercome, he ftroke ſuch a blow at the 


Emperour, that with the mightie ſtrength wherewith it 
was ſtroken.be made him to [oe his remembaunce, and 
foꝛced him to ſfope vato the hoꝛſe necke, and atter that,t & 
ſtroke his ſecond blow vpon his backe, that the great noiſe 
that it made, was the occaſion that the Empereur tame a- 
gaine to himſelſe. And her was not ſcarce ſetled in his (ad- 


dle, when he lift vp his [word, intending to ſi rike the Moꝛe 


a mightie and terrible blow: the which when this African 
beheld, knew the great ſtrength wherwith it came, with 
meruailous pollicie het put it aide, and made him to lle 
bis blow, t at the ſame time flovriſhing with his word pe 
diſcharged ſuch an ouerthwart blow vpon his thꝛote, that 


iet the harneſſe bad not ban fo2ccd by Magicall art, the Em- 
perour had ben in great perill. Oh what great anger and 


fury dyd this mighty Trebatio fœle, to ſee himſelfe ſo ill in- 
treated by that furious Moꝛc, and ther with ber raiſed him 
ſclfe bp in his ſtirrops, and ſtrake at him in ſuch great halt, 
and with fo great ſtrenath, that it ſeemed that the the bats 
taile was but new begun. But whe this Mlauritanian ſaw 
that the Emperour had not loſt any of his ſtrength,but ra- 
ther that it was moze increaſed, with a terrible and ſcares 
full voyce hee ſapde. 

O M:homer, what is this 2 fo2 that J ſe, that if all 
the ſtrength of Mars were here together, it were not ſuffi⸗ 
tient to make reſiſtaunte againſt this night: and in (ay- 
ing theſe woꝛds, her dyd pꝛocure to offend his aduerlacpe, 
With tirrible and kur ious blowes. 
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Amon: them all, this Mauritanian chaunted one vpon the 
Empc roꝛs helme, that he made him to gnaſh bis teeth, wher 


bath, without anp remembꝛaunce, be fell bpon p hoꝛſe crup- 


per: in ſuch loꝛt, that the hoꝛſe being ſcarred with the blow 
bogau to run, and carried the Empercur in that traunce, a 
god white atont the fi Id. The ore bad weil thought at 
that time 5 he had finithcd his work, and with great thouts 
t chziks he followed bim, but all his thought was in vaine. 
Joꝛ 5 the Emperour recouered 4 leticd hunſclife in his lad · 

el, and when he ſaw himſelte ſo ill intreated, ther was ne- 
ner Tiger of Hircana, no: any other wilde beaſt fo furious 
as he was at this time, wich his great anger Vea,hee was 
ſs vexed with hunlſclfe, that with the madnelſte thereof, bee 
cruched his teeth together, and tourning his hoꝛſe about a 
great deale lighter, then at any other time, he firmed well 
his \wo22e in his hand, and lifting vp bis might ie e ſtrong 
arme, went whereas this Moriſco king was, who in þ like 
ſoꝛt came towards him, at that time the Cinperour neither 
remembꝛed life noz death, no2 any other thing, but to take 
reuengment on his enemie, pꝛocuring to b2tng him to cruell 
death, and ratſinz himſelke vp a god ſpan in his ſaddle, bee« 
ing firmed in his ſtirrope, he ſtrake inch a blowe, that at 
the fall of his mightie tutting (word, the ſparkles of fire 
flew into the atre, and it lighted on the Pagans healme, ſo 
that all the (tr ength thereof did little p2oate bun, but tg 
tut his head and all downe to his ſtomacke, that this pagan 
fell dead to the ground the Which being ſane by his knights 
thep cane a meruatlous and lamentable ſhout and crp, and 
without vüng any mo2c curteſie, they altogether put their 
ſpeares im their reſts, ind went againt this ſtrong warrt- 
pur, all on hoꝛſe backe, but here the mirrour of all knight - 
hd did abide their comming with his accuſtomed courage, 
hart:al theſe Moꝛes made their encounter on him together, 
t many of the bꝛake their ſpeares, but foz all that he moued 
no mo2e then if they had runne againſt a tower. The Em- 
perour ſceing their villany,begun to reuile them w ſhame⸗ 


kull words, and retourning towards them, he made them to 


runs 
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runne away lyke byle cowards. Unhappie was her that he 
ſtro:te,aithough it were but with halte a blow, fo2 it made 
him that he had (mal m:nde to returne againe,Vat by read 
that tyey were very (o2rowfull and angrie fog the lolle of 
their king,many of the dyd ſtrike at him on every ſide, pꝛo- 
curing to defend themlelues, & not to come nigh his ter; g- 
bie blowes. The Emperour then remembzing that if he did 
not pꝛocure to come wyeras the pꝛiſoners wer to let them 


, at liber tie, that it were poſſible p they would intreat them 


tuill. NAherfoꝛe be put himſelte among the thickeſt of his e⸗ 
nimies, wounding and killing all that he found in bis wap, 
t all that he could ouertake, although his armour were as 

pard as Diamonds, pet he could not eſtape from the death ſa 
in this ſoꝛt in ſpite of all the pagans he came vnto » kings 
tent, and ſæing that there iopned together much people to 
make reſiſtance at the entering, it gaue him the moze deſire 
to enter into the tent, not knowing p the Tinacrians were 
there pꝛiſoners. The Mauritanians with all they2 powers 
they had mad reſiſtance, but their ſcrength dyd little auaile 
them, fo2 in (pite of them all the Cmpcrour went into the 
Tent, whereas ye met with the Carle of Modique, and the 
Carle of Model, who were put there in pꝛiſon. At this p2e- 


ſent time Don Rubion of Tmacria when he ſaw that the 


Moe of Atrica was ouercome,and the great villany of his 
kaights,he made great haſt to goe out of the Citie, # with 
eight hund2ed knights, all very well armed, thep pꝛeſſed on 
their enumies with ſo great loꝛce, that they made them loke 
better about them, then befoze that time they did. hen the 
Emperour (aw the diligence of this knight Rubion,he p;c- 
cured to ſet the pꝛiſoners at libertie, the which thing beeing 
done, hee lapde vnto the Carles ſonne of Modique. Gentle 
knight, this ſuccour doe pou receiue ꝭ pour honourable fa- 
ther. in recopence of the great griefe which J cauſcd you fo 
receine, E without ſpeaking any moze woꝛds her returned 
bntothe battaile which was very much increaſrd,but when 
bx came amonalt the it was quickly bꝛought to an end,foz 


by reaſon that they had no gouernour to gouerne —_—_— 
| that 
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that the fury of þ Greeke was not to be ſuffered,thep durſt 
not abide,but with great ſhame they began to run away, 
When thoſe of I inacria dpd follow them till they came to 
the ſea ſide, killing and wounbing all that euer they could 
tome by. So when the Cmpcrour law that all this conflict 
was bꝛought to a god ende, #4 that the valpant Rubio was 
by him, he called him vato him + ſaide. Py friend, goe and 
tell pour cHiſtres the Nucene,thaf J requeſt hir to pardon 
me,to2 that J do not retourne againe into hir Citte, fo2 J 
was ſo ill receiued the firſt time, that J haue no will fo re- 
tourne the ſecond. And mo2e, I deſire hir of my part. that the 
dv int reate better, & glue better infertainment vato ſuch | 
knights as J am, then ſhe gaue vnto me, leaſt ſhe get vnto 
hir ſelfe the name of a wꝛathfull Quene, and be accounted 
as one ſubiea vnto hir owne opinion: s of all other things, 
if any thing doe chaunce, let hir thanke none but hir elfe 
fo2 that ſhe hath ban the onelp couſe therof. And mo2eoner, * 
J do deſire hir not to trouble hir (elf in ſending to ſeeke me, 
foz that J ſay,not hir power alone, but all the power in A- 
frica is not ſufficient to retourne me agapne into ſo great 
ſtraights, as once ſhee had me in.

In ſuch ſozt it dyd wozke in him, that he did not onelp loſe 
and fo2get the loue which he had to Lindabrides, but alſo, if 
it had not bene fo2 the great fozce of matrimonpe, and foz 
the pawne that he received of Claridiana, hee had lykcwyſe 
fo2got hir, and had bzought hir as far out of remembyance, 
as hee did the Lady of Tartaria. And this water dyd not one⸗ 
ly cauſe foꝛgetfulneſle, but alſo it foꝛced him to repꝛehende 
bimſelfe, ſaveng. Dy fle without any vnderſtending that „ 
ſo long halt had thy hart ſubieded vnto a Ladpe, that is a »» 
ſtraunger vnto thy Religion, intreat ing tb not as a man „, 
that doth pzocede from a hiah and noble generation: but „.

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„Oh baſe and groſe vnderſtandung, in what didſf thon ſet the

„tenſtramed the, tonſidering the great valour of the ropall 
„Emprelle, and with what liveralitie the bath ſurrendzed all 
„bir kingdomes, and hir owne perſon into thy hands. Thele 
t ether like complaints be made againlt humſelfe, without 
taking any Nepec oꝛ reſt, but was ſoze troubicd with this 
thought, till ſuch time as the moꝛning came, and that Phoc- 
bus with his golden beames conercd ail the earth, then bee 
toke his bo2ſc with a moꝛe lighter har, and clœrer of all 
thoughts, then at the time he came thether:loꝛ that he bad 
as clcane foꝛgot Lindabrides, as though hee hat neuer ſeng 
hir. S0 all that dap he trauailed in that wiivernefſe, not 
knowing which way to take: and had eaten not hing, ney- 
ther had he any thing to eate. the which did trouble him ve 
ry much. So when night dꝛew on, he diſcouered a heard of 
tattell, which were there fading in the wildernelle, and de⸗ 
termined to go towards that place wheras the hrard men 
were, who receiued hun very well. This knight did aſke of 
them, if they had any thing fo give hum to eate,fo2 that bee 
was very hungrie: the heard men bad him that be ſhould 
alight, # that they would giue hun of ſuch as they had foz 
theſclues. Do he alighted g dyd eafe with a very gad wil, 
and ſo god a ſtomacke, as one which had not his heart noz 
minde occupied with the cares of love,and there with thoſs 
heard men he paſſed all that night, till it was moꝛning. So 
when it was day one of the heard men dyd bꝛing him into 
a verp great q occupied wap. to whom he gaue great thanks. 
Then the knight toke that wap fozwards, which led hun 
towards Prouince, intending to ſe if he could meet with his 
friend, and dyd determine to trauaile thereabouts, to ſee if 
Fo2tune would bꝛing him that wap: her had not trauailed 
far, when tha? her diſcouered another wap, which dyd croſle 
ouerthwart the ſame wap, in which her was. And ſtudyeng 
with hunlelfe which waye ta take, it was tolde hun that 


it 
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it was the way which led ſtraight vnto Paris: of the which 
be was verp toyefull, e remayned a while, thinking which 
way he might fake foz to finde Tefereo. And being in this 
muſe, he heard towards his right ſide a great ruſhing of ar- 
mour and armed knights, and caſting his head on the one 
ſide, hee law that there was about ten knights which came 
running towards him with their ſpeares very low, calling 
bim traptoz: as ſone as the knight of the ſunne ſaw them 
pee put downe the biſoz of his helme, and lapde hand on his 
woꝛd: and at the ſame time, h beœheld on the other ſide, as 
many moe knights armed, which made towardes him as 5 
other dyd. In the ende hee was compaſſed rounde about on 
euer y ſide with foztie knights, which all crycd out ſayeng, 
kill the traptoz,let the traptoꝛ dye, of the which the Pzince 
dyd greatly meraatle. Do altogcther they (et vpon him, E 
ran at him with their ſpeares, and ſtroke him all at once, 
pet fo2 all that, he mued no moze in his laddle, then if they 
had made their incounter againſt a ſtrong Tower: but at 
the paſſing by, be ſtroke one of them vpon the viſour of his 
helme, that be cut half his bead a ſunder, and he fell dead to 
the ground. All the reſt retourned with their hozſes againſt 
the P2ince, ſome with theyz \ wo2ds in their hands, other 
fome,whoſe ſpeares remayned whole, ran at him agayne, 
what on the one ſide and what on the other, they made a 
very fierce 4 ſtrong incounter, as of thoſe which were the 1 
whole choyce of them that were in the Citie, onelp fo kill 1th 
him. UUben the Prince ſaw himſelfe ſo incloſed on cuery 4's 
lide,his wzath and anger began to kindle in him, inlomuch 3 
that he toke his ſwoꝛd faſt in his hand, t ſtroke ſuch blows, 5 $+ 
that whoſoever he chaunted to hit, was epther apne oz 
maymed. 

At this pꝛeſent time arriued in thoſe parts af the Sea 
ſide, as J haue told vou, Brufaldoro: and this was the bat- 
faple, wherein be ſaw ſo many Knights agaynſt one cne- 
ly Kmght . This Moꝛe dyd ſtand and beholde them, and 
was verye much amazed to ſe& the power of one Knight, 
wha bzought lo many as they were, into ſuch great diſtres, 
which 
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which made them fo repent and were very ſo2ry that ener 


they began that cnterp2iſe,but by reaſon that they were all 
choſen Knights, they would not but aſlault him very ficrce- 
ly, which was the cccaſton of their farther harm # ecſtruet- 
on, toꝛ that the P2inces ire did ſo mach inert ale, that it cau- 
ſed him to doubie his blowes, in ſuch ſoꝛzt, that ſome he kil- 
led out right, and ſome her Wounded, that in a ſmal tune be 
left not one vpon his hozie, but all b:ought vnto the ſtats 
thit they could malic no rcliſtaunce, and when the Paince 
ſaw hümſel e at mo2e libertp he demaunded what was the 
occaſion of this ſo ſodainc conflict, lo one of thoſe Knights 
wh:ch was very ſo2c hurt, tolde him how that thep were 
Unightes ba longing to the Cat le of Prouince, which lay in 
waite fo2 him to be rcuenged of p death of his ſon, foz that 
the whole circumltance of p battaile came vnto his knows 
ledge. So the P2tnce left them, and would not ſpeake any 
woꝛd moze vnto them, but bis intent was fo get bim ont of 
the Count rp. ſoꝛ that ha well vnder ſtod that neither be noz 
Tefereo ſhould haue any god intertainment at they2 hands, 
and when hee would haue departed, there came vnfo him 
Brufaldoro, and dy d ſalute him very curtcouſty, the P2incs 
dyd returne him his ſalu? ation, and had a great pleaſure fo 
be hold his cod grace and gentilit ic. So the Mauricanian be- 
gan firſt to ſpeake and ſapd. Gent le and valiant knight, the 
firſt bone o2 gift that euer J dyd demaund ſince the tym 
that J was bone, is this that J will af ke of the, and the 
occaſion which vath dꝛiue mee to aſ ke it. is conſtrained by 
the great valour and pꝛoweſſe which J hate ſane in tha, 
ſare it is an eaſie t hing on thy part to bee ſulfillt d, 2 there - 
foze J do deſire the to graunt mee my requeſt.

bon, but ſo many as y wilt al ke of me. Tyat which J wil 
alke ther, ſaid p pagan, is not to put thy perſon inany peril, 
no, noꝛ Þ thou (halt mone thy hozſe one fot out of the place 
where he ſtadeth:but that thou wilt with thy valyant band 
giue me þ oꝛder of knighthod,# arme me knight,the wbtci 
thou maiſt do, withouc any doubt oz ſcrupuloſity.

put themſelnes befoze them, and would not ſuffer them to 
giue any? ſuch aide, but did ther great wonders, ſtriking on 
euerp ſide, in luch ſo2t,that now one t then the other they 
made them to recoile backe. The ſtrong and furious Eleno 
did but little harme with his word, neither made he ante 
great reſiſtaunce, the Giant with a little haſt as might vee 
went to help the Numidian king, à with a reaſonable pace 
be went toward the place whereas the bing was, (but foz 
that reaſon would not conſent that (ſuch as he is ſhould be. 
holpen) with the haſt that hee made, his hozſe ſtombled, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that hoꝛſe and maſter fell to the ground, of tbe 
which he was verte ſoꝛe hurt and bꝛule o, as it appeared by 
bis low riftag bp againe. The vallant Sardenian with great. 
pollicie pꝛotured to bing to an end his defire,beſoze that a« 
ny did come to diſturbe him, and being lighted of his ho2le 
he made haſt fo rhe ung and laid: Thou trattour,it hall 
lit le pꝛofit oꝛ pleſure the to call foꝛ help, foꝛ j in mp bandes 
thou halt leaue this thy trartterous ſoulc, who doth delerue 
to luffer ali tne emils that may be, t therewith hae ſtroke 
bun luch a blow vpren bis healme, and with ſo arcaf 
farie, that he mode hein in leite of bis hart fo kncele with 
both his knes vppon the carth . $50 when the Sardenian 
perteiued him to bee in this caſe, with great valiaunt nelle 
he ſtraight waics ſa!ve holde of his hralme with tis left 
band, and pulird it clcane from his head, and with his right 
band he (mote Tim luch a blow bppon the hc ad, that te 
parted it in two pœces, and imme diat lp he fell downe dead 
fo the ground, t lwitng about to l whether his þozle were 
gone 
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gone 02 no, bo& found that he was nip at hand. Then her 
toke the dead king and made him faſt vnto the ſtiroppes of 
the laddle, and with a frice hee lcapt vpon his hozſc, and ſo 
without anpe help of his ſtirroppes, hœ made his hozſe ta 
runne, and ſo D2ew the ing after him thzoughout all the 
field. The Gpaunt would haue ſuccoured him, but all was 
in vaine. In this ſozt went Tefereo d2awing the King af- 
ter him berkoꝛe all the knights that were there p2eſent and 
ſapde : Kntahts, what doe pou meane to be lo (til 2 Why 
doe you not vpholde and defend this trapterous King, in 
whole ſtrength was all his confidence? Berhold now wher 
he hath receiued the papment,that ſuch cuili wozks as bis 
deſcrued,and therewith he rode round about the fie d as he 
did befo2e. The Emperour when hee ſaw that this fact was 
ended, would that his couſin Don Eleno, and the Pztince his 
ſonne ſhould leaue theyz battaple, which was betwane 
them beegunne a new, and thep were giving one another 
terrible blowes, but not with ſuch great fury,fo2 ti at they 
dyd know the one the other, other wiſe it would haue gone 
il on both parts. The Empercur put himſclfe bætwane 
and ſapde. 

Oh knights,ceaſe pour battaile and harken vnto my 
woꝛds. Eleno which was ſtill kindled in w2ath, hadde ng 
reſpect vnfo thoſe wozds, nepther would he part, but like 
aman diſtraught from hemſelfe, bee doubled ſuch a blow 
bppon the vilour bf the Emperour, that te made him loſe 
the ſight of his eyes, The Emperour who was very ang rie 
and not a little grieucd, at the (mall regard that he had 
If his woꝛzdes, would pꝛelent lp haue reuenged the blow, 
ut that he was diſturbed by the Gyaunt, who pulling off 
his helme went towards the place whereas theſe th2& woz- 
„ were, and with a heauie and troubled voice 
A lap de. 

Here mee O noble Emperour and pou wozthie Knights, 
kaſe this pour controuerſie and ſfay pour vnweakencd 
| 2 till ſuch tune as J haue vttered that which J will 
; Then the Emperour with his accuſtomed matze 
U. v. nelle 
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nefſe ſarde. Noble king what is it that theu tanſſ demand 
6! me, that J would not wiltinglyp accompliit 2 To whem 
be anſwered. Wielt,ſa ing it ie ſomy Lozd.J doe defire peu 
to returne vnto pour tent, and fake pour eale, and to leave 
off th s, and ſuch like tontrouerſies:fo that the caule ther- 
ot, my couſin and bꝛothers ſonne, hath taken away from be⸗ 
twane you. And when he had latde thete # ſoch like words, 
be retourned vnto his compantons, and perl waded therm al- 
together to refourne vnto elbe Cittle, fo the which they all 
tonſented, althou; h it was cicane contrarie vnto the will 
of Don Eleno So wien they were centred into the Cittie, 
they ſound that all the people and burgefics therof were in 
great lamentat ion foꝛ the ſoſſe ef their Bing and Loꝛd, ond 
the mo2e,fo2 that his death was fo (hametfull and odors, 
But they reſted not till they came to fhe Kings Pallapce, 
whereas they were recciucd,and were vnarmed, and com- 
maunded dinner to be made ready, whereat thep were 
mcruaiiouſly ſerucd . And when that dinner and all was 
ended, the valyant Cyaunt began to ſprate in this man⸗ 
ner. 

MWoꝛthy Princes, and my Lo2ds and friends, pon do well 
know, and lere vou baue ſa ne, bow that all our trauaile 
which we haue had fo2 to defend this king, hath ben great 
ly againſt our hanours, 1 that neither our thzeatnings noz 
wordes were lufficicnt foz to diüurbe the will of the Cm⸗ 

perour harm: koz that be knew that his quarrel was ve⸗ 
rie certaine ⁊ iuſt, which was the occaſian,that the puniſhs 
ment of this fact in all things hath bern fauonrable acco3e 
ding vn'0 his deſtre. And foꝛ the better verificng of p lame, 
at that pzeſent time you ſaw come in plate. bis woztby ſon, 
accompained with ap b2others ſoune mp ccuſin, that with 
their aide bee ſhould conc'ude to put in erccufton his tuft £ 
true difired renengement: whichbath ben a great repꝛoch 
and ignomp onto vs all, nepther was there in any of vs fo 
much ſozce 02 ſtrength to wilhſtond oz diſturbe him: buf 
after the king being lame, as pon a'l did ſ&, thep tycd him 
to the itirrogs, and dzagged dim theaough all the field. — 
: tha 
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that now vou chall vnderſtand, þ king being dead our oath 
is free, 4 wa at liber tie, neither ſtand wa bound bnte ang 
other thing. 4nd that which we oaght at this pꝛelent to bo 
agreeued at, is, fo2 that wi are out of the grace and auoz 
of our Lo2d the Emperour. Therefoze one of vs bearing bis 
b:others ſonne. ans:ter bis lonnae in aw, and another dis 
bꝛothec in law, and a.l the reſt his dere and infire friends, 
foꝛ thar wee do weil know that he was not the occaũon of 
this gur ond offence. Let vs naw acknowledge our fault, 
and pꝛocure to enter agame ito bis favour and friendship, 
and go altogether and diſcharge our letues, foꝛ that it is no 
ſoame vnto vs to al lie par bon fo2 our faults and offences. 
Here Jhaue declared vato pou my opinion and my will: F 
J p;omiſe pou J am deferamned to doe this, ſo that cuerte 
one map herein do, as beſt (hall pleale him, and as ha (yall 
(a occaſion. The fir ſt that aunſ wered heercvnto, was the 
balyant Tartarian,and ſayre. 

. Excellent king pour counſaple hœ rein doth like me very 
well, and we ought not to fake any other count ile, but this 
onely which thou haſt giuen vs: foz that wee ſ& plainelp, 
tha! it hath pieaſed god to puniſh vs foꝛ that wa would de- 
fend and matnetaine ſuch eurl! and naughtinelle, and withs 
out anp farther counſatie wee dpd (abt: our ſelues by dur 
dathes: therefoze J dwe determine my ſelfe to follow thy 
pꝛetended intention. So like wile th's counſell ſeemed god 
but o the reſt of the knight 3 and M inces, repent ing them- 
ſelues of all that had bene paſt. Don Eleno, who was al- 
moſt confounded fo2 the cont couer ſie that was bet wirt him 
and his Couſin, with an altered and angrpe vopte, he pꝛe- 
ſcatiy replpeb. 

J doe not denn, but that this which hath happened, bath 
ben to dur in' anne as much as may be by the which it is 
knomen Þ we haue not matntained p truth. But foꝛ all that 
J wil! not gine vato the Emperour noꝛ vnto pᷣ reſt ſo much 
gloz1e,but let them inake an end to triumph ouer our baſe- 
nes: fog as {03 my part, wil ficſt dy, e be cut all to * 
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then fo noe and reeld my ſelfe vnfo them, no2 fo any per- 
ſon in the whole world. Let cucry one Toe as he thinketh 
beſt,fo2 that the Dacian PPaince wil not let to be the ſame, 
which his {o2func hath o2dained, #4 therewith he aroſe vp 

from the table, i made as though hee went vnto bis cham- 
ber, but hee did not: fo2 incont inent he called a Lackep of 
his, and armed himſelte, and commanded him very lecretlp 
to carrie his hozſe out of the Citie, and to farrte fo2 him 
therc,x the Lackcy did as the p2ince had commanded him. 
So when hee was out of the Citie,he leaped vpon his hoꝛzſe, 
and tarricd in no place till he came vnto the waters ſide, 
by chance he came vnto the place whercas the backe was, 
that bꝛought his couſin thether, into which hee entered, and 
his lackey put in his hozſe. He: was no ſoner in, when that 
with great ſwiftnelle the barke began to make ſalle,wher-+ 
as we will leaue him till time doe ſerve. 

Now J will rctourne vnto the Painces, who after ma- 
ny reaſonings, determined to goe fo2thwith vnto the Em. 
perours tent. and went vnto the chamber of Don Eleno, to 
per( wade him to dow the like, but when they came ther,thcy 
neither found him no2 his armour,foz the which they were 
very ſad and ſo2rie , imagining ſtraight way what hee had 
done. And ſ&ing that it was labour loſt to goe and ſcrbe 
him, thep themlelues determined fo departe without him. 
And when thep came vato the ſcowtes of the hoſt, it was 
aſked them what they ſought, and what thep would haue: 
The Spaunt (ator vato them: Friends, goe vnto the Em- 
perour, and tell him that b&re are the knights with whom 
he had all his late contention,that are very deſirous to ſpeak 
with him. Do the ſcouts (ent a meſſenger (tratght way vn- 
to the Empcrour. And when her had told it vnto him, be 
commande that they ſhould pꝛeſent ly let them paſſe. 

When the Emperour vnderfiod that rhep. d2ew 
nigh vnto the Tent, with bis mightie courage, and 
with his accuſtomed noblenes, her went out to mate them, 
with his ropall armes ſpꝛedde abꝛoad, ano lo by one and. 
one he louingly imbzaced them all, and allo deüced * 
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that there might ber no communication of that which had 
paſt, koꝛ that it would be the occaſion to diſturbe their toye 
and mirth which they ought to vſe together miert ing by ad- 
uentuce together in ſtraunge Countries, ſo hee caſt his eye 
aſide to ſ where his couſin the Prince Eleno was, but whe 
be could not ſee him,bee aſked fo him, and it was told him 
all that had paſſed, g the doloꝛous end of Lidia, foʒ the which 
they were very ſozrowfull, but eſpeciallp the knight ok the 
Dunne fo2 that ha loued him very much, and if the Cmpe- 
rour his father had not diſturbed him, he would haue gone 
to haue ſought him. Like wiſe the great iop & contentment 
which the Gyant receiaed in ſing his couſin Tefereo, was 
no leſſe then Tefereos to ſæ his vnckle, ſo that the delight of 
all of them apparantly appered.Jn this ſo2t they paſſed a- 
way the time til it was night without feling any paine of 
their paſſed trauaile.The next dap in the mozning the king 
of Cimarra dyd ariſe, meruaylouſly richly apparelled, with 
roabes of cloth of gold, and went vnto the knights,giuing 
them to vnderſtand that bee was moze contented & in qui⸗ 
et then any other king, in that be was reuenged in ſuch ſoꝛt 
as you haue heard. This god king neuer cealed in giuing 
thanks vnto the Emperour foz the great curtcſie which bee 
recctued at his hands, and ther they gaue o2dcr that all the 
whole camp ſhuld returne vnto their owne country,fo2 that 
which they came fo2 was concluded, t that their departure 
ſhuld be in ſuch ſoꝛt, p the people ſhulo not doe any harme, 5 
which was ſtraight way accompliſhed, e they appointed foz 
king ouer that countrie a valiant knight, of whom wer wil 
intreate in the third part of this hiſtozie. So all the people 
of p King of Cunarra without giuing any occaſion of anger 


©? harme, bp the wap which they went, came vnto the place 
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ber as they left all thepꝛ fleete of ſhips, and there they im- 
barked themlelucs, and committed they2 Sayles vnto the 
winde, which they found laudurable and pꝛoſperous, and 
bꝛouagt them quickly vnto Cimarra, whereas the Bing dyd 
— ne them fift ene dates, although they were vnwilling. 
At the eade whcreof they determined to depart their way

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| wards Grecia, and commanded to fraight a verp faire ſhip? 
| | ſo taking their icaue,and fhipping theniſelurs, they bad a 
pleaſuunt and peateabie winder, which bzought them vnto 
the hauen Puco m. Grech, whereas they went all a Loarct 
and all of chcm tote hoꝛſe ſauing the great Epaunt, who 
| trauailed on tot fo thep twiie thep? wap towards Conſtan- 
| | 'tinople, And when they came within two mites of it, nigh 
1 vnto a great houſe of pleaſure, whereas the Empꝛeſie was

af that time. Jn the middeſt of the way, they ſaw two 


i knights,which were in a very great and wel foughten bat; 
WW taite. MAheras we will leaue them, lo to tell you what the 
Moriſco, Bing of Mauritania did, in the place whereas ws

& How that the two Empreſſes went for to recreate 
themſelues vnto a houſe of pleaſure, and what ha 
pened vato them in that journey. And how the 
King of Mauritania found them in their paſtimes, 
and knowing who they wete, hee would haue laid 


hold vpon the Empreſle Briana. Cap. 27. 
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751 Cefoze in the hiſtoꝛie, it you do remember; 
the fierce oe Brufaldoro came vnto the 
place whereas a company of Ladpes and 
) Fs damſells were, whereas he ſtaped to lake 
and bebold them: and with them were ſit- 
— ting knights of a god diſpoſition, and well 
popozttoncdb- At which time as we bergan to intreate of 
them, J did not tell you who they were: but now you ſhall 
vndorſtand, that they were the two Empreſſes of Conſtan- 
tinople and Trapiſond, who were come vnto that houle of 
pleaſure fo2 to recreate themſelues, which was very nigh 
vnto a faire dil age. And the occaſion of thts thep2 going 
{w2th,was the great eſta med Queene of Lira, (of whom till 
nou our hiſtozie hath made no mention, no2 of hir ſurpaſs 
« ing excellencie, but bath referred them till time dyt ſerue.) 
bv being many times with the Cmpꝛeſſe Clarichana, 
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beard hir fell of ſome feates of Anighthode that had paſ- 
ſed by hir, the which the Qucene with great contentment 
gaue care vnto, imagming within hir ſelfe to bee of as gad 
diſpoſit ion, haue as mich ſtrength as lh ,vra,and rather 
moze: and knowing that hir Frength was much; the pur⸗ 
poſed very ſecretly to pꝛous hir ſelfe. and taking this place 
(whether as they went to recreate themlelues) to bee very 
fit foz to perfozme hir will, with all ſecrecie in the world, 
ſe commanded that hir at mour (which Lirgandeo had pꝛe- 
ſenfed vato hir) hould be carried thether, which was kul- 
Eiied & done by the damolells, oz that they all had a great 
delight to pleaſute & ſerue hir, he was of them ſo welbe- 
loued and hir excelient vertues deſerued no lee. So when 
they were come duto the houſe of pleaſure, ſbæ went fozth 
to recreate hir ſele with two Wadies towards a fountaine 
ſomewhat ont of the way, whereas the Empꝛes & bir La- 
dies were ſet downe. And foz that the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana 
did bndecſtand,(whether by hir owne imagination, oz that 
Lirgandeo had aduiſed hir) that in ſuch place commonly doty 
fali out ſome adurntures, (hee commaunded fo giue bnts 
bir, hir armour, which thee cauſed to ber bzought vnto that 
| bouſe £ and whilſt thee was arming, came the Moꝛe Bru- 
faldoro, thether: who ſaing fo faire a company, had a great 
deſire to know Who they were, and comming vnto a dam- 
ſell which was thereby,fpcating with great cour teſie, bee 
lapd. Damoſell let mee obtaine J pꝛay vou, ſo much fauour 
at pour hands, that pou will tell me who they be that are 
in this fapze company. This Damſell ſcœing that with (a 


great curteſie and god manners he did requeſt hir, being 


a knight of ſa god diſpoſition, (he ſapd. Sir knight, they bee 
the Empꝛeſle of Grecia and hir Ladyes, which are come to 
this place to recreate themſelues: and haue b2ought bether 
foz their ſauegard theſe well p2opo2tioncd knights. Mhen 
the Moꝛe vnderſtod that there was the Empꝛelle of Gre- 
cia, tger entered ſtraight way many things in dis imagina- 
tion, ind many thoughts troubled his minde till ſuch time, 
as pee determined to doe that, which J will tell rou. 
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So with a determined purpoſe he tame vbnfo the place whey 
as the Cinp:ciſe was: and without ſaping any worde, be 
the hir by the arme, and with great strength lift hir vp, 
till hee bad hir on his ſaddle bow beeſo2e him, and tourntng 
his hoꝛſe about he toke his wap towards that place, from 
whence he came, with purpoſe to imbarke bhimſelfe againe, 
in that Ship in which hee came thether,and ſo to carrie hir 
away : but the nopſe and ſhzikes of the Ladyes and Da- 
moſclls were ſo pitifull and lowde , that there came vnto 
them the knights that were diſperſcd ab2oad in the fo2reſt 
and other plates. And when they came, and ſaw all that had 
palſed,fhep altogether followed the Moe, ſo faſt as they; 
bo2ſe could run: and in a ſhozt time they came foꝛ to take 
away his botie, ſo that whether her would oz not, hee was 
daiuen to let hir goe, foꝛ to defend himſelf from the blowes 
which the Knights lapde on him, who on the one ſide & on 
the other, began to ſtrike fiercely at him: but hee made no 
moꝛe reckoning of them, then the huge and mightpe Nocke 
doth of the troubleſome waues of the ſeas, beating againſt 
it continually. Caen ſo were the blowes which the Gꝛeke 
Bnights ſtroke vpon the Pagan, who ſeing himſelle hinde 
red of his purpoſe, dꝛew out his ſwozd, and ſtroke one of 
thoſe Knights ſuch a blow vpon the ſhoulder, that her cut 
him do une to the girdle, ſo that be fell downe dead to the 
ground: and not content here with, but beegan ſo to ba ſtur 
himſeife, that in a lmall time, he ſeperated them all, ſome 
llaine 4 ſome verpe (02e hurt 4 wounded. In this time, that 
theſe knights were in their battaile, the Cmpzcſſe Claridi- 
ano was armed, and ſet vppon a might ie ſtrong hoꝛſe, and 
came with great pꝛe, and ſapde. Oh inkernali Pagan, what 
diuell was that, which made the ſo bolde with thoſe byle & 
wicked hands to come and take holde of the Cmp2clle:and 
in ſayeng theſe wo2ds,the dꝛew out hir [wo2d, and ſtroke 
him ſuch a blow vppon the helme, that ſhee made him bow 
bis head vpon his bꝛeaſt: but ctrayght wayes the Pagan 
came to himſelke, and firn;ing his fete in his ſtirroppes ha 


made hir anl were, with a blow no lelle furious then that 
| a 
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that he had receiued. Do ther began one of the beſt fough- 
ten battailes that ever was bet wane two lamiahtes.Thg 
Cinpelle when the ſaw her lelfe cleare out of the hondes 
of ihe Moe, got on the one ſide, and (ate downe vppon the 
grene heacbs and did veheld the battaue. All the Ladres g 
Dinzſells when tbep (aw hir at libertie, ranne voto the 
place Whereas (he was, and in mall time thep bad com- 
pled hir with a milde lament ation. At the lame time out 
of the thickeſt of the Jro2rift came fazth a Unigtt very 
well armed, with arene armour, alt fo be (potted with Kil- 
lies, and his (halve of the ſame manner, but in the m.dtelt 
thereof was painted a hand which lame d to be in lake of 
water, dolding in it a Lilly flower. And as te law that fu. 
rious bat tale, he went uno on of tbe Loca, and with a 
gratious caurteüe hee demaunded the occaſton ther of. The 
eff d thereof ſhe tolbe, and declared vnto him which was 
the knight that was in the Cinp:efſe defence. At thts time 
the battatle was ig kindelcd, that with the inricus blowes 
that were giuen, it had bene ſufficient to haue cut a rockin 
peces. This ſtrong Tinpctſe-was la wzathfull, that hir 
battaile was moze goucrned by y2e then by pollicte, and 
with the great choller that the had, thee (fi oke the Pavan 
ſo terrible a blow, that ba fell downe vpon his ho2le nech, 
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without any remembꝛaunce and with the ſound of that ters 
rible blow the hoꝛſe was ſomewhat (cared,in ſuch ſozt. that 
he carried his maſter a while about the field. Tue Empꝛes 
x following hum with hir light hozſe, thintzing that (he hadde 
© made an end of the battaile, when that in the midocſt of 


bie courſe, the Moe carne to himſelfe againe, and with. 
madneſſe. he fomed at the mouth, and beginning ko vle b's 
accuſtomed curſings againſt Mahomet. And recoucring bis 
\ wo2d, taking it faſt in both his bands, hee went towards

fbercof.it depꝛiued him of his light, and after that he ſtroke 
4 another blow on tye other ide, that the PWae was not able 
5 fo make ans defence, but that he fell downe vpon his hozſe 
11 bead. The Mie being kindeled with great madnelle, to 
fe two ſuch mightie blowes giuen him, and he not able to 
make any defence, when hee was come to bimlelfe.he went 
againſt his aduerſacp with his { wo2b faſt in both his hands 
who was in tbe ſame loꝛt tarrping fo2 him: 4 thep ſtrate 
bothtogether ſuch terrible biowes, that both o them were 
conftrained to imbꝛate their hoꝛſe neces fo; not falling: 
but ſettelung themſelues again. they cecoue red their ſwoꝛds, 
and pꝛeſſed the one againſt the other, as commonlpe the 
wilde Bulls doe in their figbt, with the like pre theſe two 
topn:d together. making one of the moſt perilious batteils 
in the word, ſtcihing one another whereas they might do 
moſt harme.

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Jt was ſo much without pittpe, and with ſo furious 


w2ath,as though it bad bene two Lyons, and gtuing luch 
notable blowes, and battering of the copper and pꝛon with 
ſuch great noiſe, that it did not onely glow in the earcs of 
thoſe Ladies and the reſt that were lorking on, but the 
mauntaines there about were moued with compaſſion and 
pirie,to ſe their great crueltie one toward another.

that it made a mernailous noyſe. At this pꝛelent time ap-

Lv gaudeo 
ſæ ung that (hee dvd know him, aide: Mot hic Latic,feare 
pou nothing in this tourney, fo2.by mer 5; ſhalt ber carricd 
whereas thy fame ſhal be exalted, til ſuch time as the bzare 
Lyon doth rob thy hart, « thou remaining ouertome, (haif 

duectome one of the belt kmghts in all the wezld. And ma- 
king an ende of theſe reaſons,he vaniſhed awar, ſhe knew 
not how: And although the Quane remained ſomewhat 
pacifie>, with that which Ly rgandeo had ſayd?, pet fo all 
that, thee deo not let to thinke 5 and mals of his pat 
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that bery much: ſo ſtraight wap came to hir remembꝛanee 
the dur ious battaile of the Pagan, and like wiſe (hee conſide 
ted of the fury of the knight of the Emperiall head, and le 
ing that thee could not overcome them, he remapned verie 
ſozrowfull,and litt ing vp hir eres vato heauen, with great 
re cher blalphemed agapnſt hir gods and blamed much the 
wile Lyrgandeo foz his negligence, but when the called to 
remembꝛante the words of Lyrgandco, and what bee had 
ſapde, che altered hir mind: and chaunged bir thoughtes, 
and beganne a new to conſider of the ſharp cutting c wo2d 
of the Mauritanian, which moze centred into hir heart, then 
the wilde Boares:twoth in the dainty bodie of the fapze A- 
donis. Jn this manner this ſolitarie Queene of Lyra dya 
nauigate foure daycs,t was fo penſiue in thought, that il a 
fozgot and had no remembꝛaunce to refreſh hir ſelfe in ca/ 
ting. but the wife Lyrgandeo had alwates a great care that 
ſhe ſhould bee ſerued verie daintelp, not knowing who did 
ſerve hir. So the fift day very carely in the mozning ſh& 
diſconercd lande towardes hir left hande, and the barke in 
great haſt and with verie much (wiftneſle made bir ware 
thether. Sher went (o faff, that almoſt ſher had no time t0- 
arme hir ſelfe bæfoꝛe that the Barke came vnto the ſhoatt, 
where ſhe might moſt at eaſe diſtmbarke hir ſelfe, acco:- 
ding vnto the will of the wiſe man. do when they were at 
the ſhoare, ſhe toke hir hozſe by the bzidle and went a 
lande, and without putting hic fete into the Stirop, ſhe 
lcaped into the Saddle, and guided hir ſelfe into a narrow 
way, all garmiſhed with tres of diuerſe ſozts, whereas ths 
chirpiag birds dyd make they? accuſtomed ſonges without 
feare of any man to moleſt them. Amongſt the which tres 
there dyd not lacke the Sallowes, nouriſhed by Alciades, 
noꝛ the arene Lawzell,ſo much cſtemed of gliſtering Ap- 
pollo, no: the ſ weet Myrtle Tre hallowed by Venus, no3 
the high Cypzes , ſo mach regarded of Cupide, noz the 
barde Dake, la much deſired of Mars, noz the Pine apple 
tre, which Jupiter dwth c auſe io flouriſh. Df all the which 


this migytie Quene did læle ano had gi eat delight, 1nove- 
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ing it to bee the habitat ion of the Gods, foꝛ that the t; unne 
with his gliſtering beames dyd pallc thꝛongh thoſe grane 
and pleaſaunt tres, without any let oz hinder aunce of the 
he auens, by reaſon of their cleerencſſe, with a verie ſoft and 
pittering winde, chaking all thoſe greene leaues, which dyd 
make ſo { wet a nopſe that it (emcd rather celeſtiall then 
terreTUriall,and a thouſand little bꝛokes which ranne bpen 
the enamelled ground, making fand2y fine wozkes and de 
uiſes, by thep2 croked runninges and tourningcs, and iope⸗ 
ning one water with another, with a very gentle meting, 
not making any great noyſe. This fapꝛe Ladie being ra- 


- tiiſhed at the ſight of this celeſtiall habitat ion, had not any 


regard at all, whether that hir hozſe went in tbe right way 
02 not. And trauatling in this ſozt ſhe went fozwardes 
till he came into a meruailous great and wide medow, 
being of ſo great fapzeneſſe, that J am not with my penne 
able to paint out the erceliency thereot. Whereas was fer- 
ding both wilde and tame Hartes, adoꝛned with their great 
and cragged hoznes, Likewiſe the furious wilde Boare, the 
umple Connes, and the enuious Beare, with the fierce Ly- 
on, altogether were feeding with ſo great friendſyippe , as 
to the contrarte by Nature thep are enemies. The Ladye 
was in ſuch a dump to le and beehoide the great difference 
that was,x the great loue bet wæne theſe wilde and tame 
beaſts which were there pꝛeſent, that ſhe did not caſt vp hir 
eres to ba hold a very fapꝛe and ſumptuous Pallaice which 
was in the middeft of the meddow,and vppon that ſodayne 
light Chee fell in a muſing and dump, as commonly the bhuſ= 
band man doth when he gocth into the wilde fieldes and 
tragged mountains to ſ&ke bis ſimple ſhepe which he hath 


lo d, oꝛ as one finding himſelfe in a royal cit ie, all garniſted 


with rich citizens, of exceeding god behauiour, ſtaieth at cues 
rie doꝛe & co2ner of p ſtræte, muſing at their ſtrange oppa ; 
rell, bæing different from that which bee hath berne ba foze 


in his owne count rie: euen ſo was this Quene onercome 


in hir owne conteite, and amazed in bir unaginat ion, to les 
lo ſtraunge loue, cleane contraric vnto Nature. 8

The wiſe Lirgandeo doth warte,fo2 that her would not put 
p reader in adinur ation, be wold not tel all which be wigtt 
of this ſtrange wort manihip,but part thercof,which is re · 
quiſit to. this our hiſto2z1e. Towards that part of the pꝛinci- 
pal gate, and right befo2e the pallace there appercd t welug 
pinaclies oi ſo great and inighty height,that the pyzamides 
of Aezypt were verie low in compariſon to them, in (uch 
ſoꝛt, thit whoſorucr would lone on them. was cant abie 
with his ligut to comp2ebend the height, and they were all 
made ot diff. cent coulours of ſtonc;downe below vnder the 
tow2e there was an arch. with a gate, which leemed to be of 
Liumond,and all was compallcd about with a great moet, 

being of fo great drapth,that they thought it to ceach toy 
m.ovcit of tue earth, 4 it was almoit two hund2cth paccs 
bꝛoade. and euerie gate had his dzawne bꝛidge, all made of 
boꝛds very red, which ſeemed as though they had berue all 
bathed in bloud, and on the vtter parts of all this,ther was 
a piller of Jaſper Conc, at the which there henged a ho2ne, 
which ſeemed. to be of a Diamond all wzought full of pꝛe· 
cions ſtoncs of a ſtrange wozk,the which was of great va- 
lour,4 garmihed with chames of goto that were made fal 
bato it, whereat hung a Parchment as whifs as the inow, 
herein was witten certame Grecke Letters which wer 
all red, and reading of them, che ſaw the wo2bs were thele. 


At ſuch time as the great matrone increaſing with hir ex- 
cellencie the tame ot the Greeke bloud, with a turious lound, 
that blowing of this horne he ſhall be accepted-with great cõ- 
tentment of the eg yptran ( but wich braiding and rewling at 
one time or other And ging hope ot thot which is certain, 
he (al come co inioy ot che ture time to his perpetual tame. 


Ib neo fo2 fo erplaine the miſterie of this ſpech,put in 
tuery demaund the expoſition,dcclaring what it was, with 
the title in toe Greeke tongus, and foz that the reader may 
tde better vaderſtaad it, he bath declared them in p vulgar 
tongue. 20 when the excellent Lady bad read it, he * 
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fo b&holde the ercellencie of the wozkmanſhip of the hoꝛne, 
and the great riches thereof,and taking of it in hir hand, ſhe 
ſaw that round about it, there were certayne letters, which 
being read, che foũd it to be thus: In ſounding of me the gate 
ſhillbe opened to thee. The which when ſhe vnderſtode, 
without any moꝛe tarrying.ſhetoke that rich hoꝛne and ſet

And in the middeſt of the Court ther was a 
verie fapze tre, whole boughes were ſpꝛead all abzoad, e 
it was of great riches, fo2 that the boughes were, ſome of 
golde,and others of very fine ſiſucr,q4 cnamelled with great 
ſubtiltie, and wyen ſhe appꝛoched fo it, the better to ſe the 
riches, ſhe {aw in the bodie thereof a table which was all 
of golde, wherein was ingraued this that followeth.

This wort hie 
Qusene did finde great alter af ion in hir ſelſe to heare ſo la- 
mentable a voice, f let ting go the bzaunch out of hir hands, 
ſhe loked about to ſ who it ſhould be that ſpake thoſe 
dolefull wozdes, but ſhe conlo not obtaine to the ſight of a- 
ny one: and-fo2 to pꝛoue and ſœ if it would againe ſprake, 
che toe the bzaunch once moze in hir hand, and pulled it 
with double furte and with ſo great ſtrength, that almoſt 
the remained hanging by it as ſh& was on hozſebacke, 
wherein ſhe got lit le honour,fo2 that the did no mo2e then 
at the firſt time.

Therfoze 
get the hence, 4 let me alone with this my ſo2zrowfull ad⸗ 
uenture, foꝛ that ther be many moze beſides thy ſelle which 
doe toꝛment me, # let this content the, that by thy arme x 
am all bathed in bloud. This valpaunt Qneene who was 
attendaunt vnto all that was ſpoken, ſhe did perteine that 
the ſound of the voice came fw2th of the bodie of the tre, 
and nat being then certified who that ſhould be which 
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ſpake. he al bed, Who art thou, that in ſo monſtrous a fi- 
gure had requeſted me to haue compaſſion? Thou ſhalt vn; 
derſtand, that by pꝛouing at thy bzauich, J well boped to

Ou do well remember, bow that the wozthy 
A Roſicleer, and that gallant and new Lever 
ws \ Beandimundo, traualled by lea, towardes ths 
oF kingdom of Lira, to make baitaile with tho 
Opants that had bſarpcd the kingdome, The 
time t winde was ſo pꝛoſperous vnts them. 
that in a ſhoꝛt ſpate they arriued, ⁊ toke land in the hauen of 
the great city of Lyra, without any cont radigion. And when 
" they were a tand, they determined to (end a Page to de- 
maund ſafoconduct of te Giants, giuing them to vnder ſtand 
of their comming. This gatlant lover would na des ba the 
mellenger, and therwith mounting vpon a verp faire boꝛſe. 
he entered into the Citie, antaſtaped not t ili he came vnto 
the Pallaice of the Gpants, but went al king wher there a- 
diding was. And ' fraight wap tyey were giuen fo pnder⸗

waues, not reſting till F come into thoſe concauits, wher as

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foꝛge, fo; fo animate his artificers with his rough and haſfy 
ta nns, that hey 927 with moꝛe furic mone and rite 
thoſe reſtielle hammer 3, pon the laboured and well beaten 
Anũeld. at that tunc did the mightie & pꝛudent Pallas ſp2cad 
nbzoade hir Ereanicre(with a peaceavie biat,hoipcn by the 
freſh Fauonio o2 welt winde) ouer the great and renvowined 
land of Lrapobana, the het dptali ſonne of that renowmed 
Altebog02 Enight of the Sunne, nephew unte the magnam⸗- 
nous Cmperour Trebatio,being in tbe ſamt (as it was told 
pu in the firſt part of this hiſtozie) who was nouriſhed and 
Leonght vp vnder the power of the Ling Delfo, excelling in 
ul beautie and faireneſle, ſo much as euer nature bellowed 
on gage humane creature.there lacked nothing in him but 
variy the knowledge of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. foz in hat h was 
bought vp amongel? agans be knew him not. Wa was 
ſo 1nducd with vertue and mightineTe of courage, that the 
wile Lyrgandeo thought it beſt to hold his peace and to be 
in quict,referr ing himſelfe undo bis wozkes, as in the pꝛo- 


celle hereof pou ſhall under ſtand, tberfoze J will (ay litt le 


at this time, but onely he was one that God hab indued with 
many graces ⁊ god giits,that the Pagans did account hun 
to be one of their Dods, The King Delfo did make ſo much 
of him, that ho would not at any time let him depart one 
minute from him. De bꝛought him vp with great maieſtie 
vakeill he came to fourfœne peres of age, and at that time 
whoſoeuer had loked on him, wold haue tudged him fo haue 
ben ok moꝛe pœresſ(accoꝛding vnto the high ltature of his bo⸗ 
die, ) koz ther was no knight, although he had bene a gvant, 
that could be equau wilh hem, but onelp in his height, but al- 
ſo he was ſo weil {ct 4 knit, à double membꝛed, tonkoꝛma- 
ble. at which time this great giant vſarper of p great Arg; 
naria (When h ſaw him(lci{fe lo migbtie a Loꝛd) his p2ide lo 
much increaſed, that hee was not content with the Jlande 
which with lo great peace ? quictnelſe he did polleſie,butk co⸗ 
net duſneſſe intreaſed to much in h m, that he like wile would 


be loꝛd t ruler ouer other ſings pꝛinces whoſe countryes 


were adlacent, wherloze he determine dto take ints his pow- 
er 
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er the Jland of Trapobana, à had ne {wncr thought thereon, 
when ſtraight wues he would pat bus deſtre in pꝛactile, ta- 
hing fo2 bis quarrel» he had demed eheir tribute which they 
were wont to pay him, x ſo without anpe mo2e counſel he 
comaanded to call vnto him a bother of us, a mightpe gy- 
ant{although nothing fo ſtrong as he himſelfe,) 4 when he 
came bejoze him, with a p2zoade and terrible borce.and witg 
a great maleſtie he ſaid: Bruno, take vnto the two galicics, 
+ let the be meruailouſip well farnifhed;3 go then by tozce 
of wind, ſmiting the ſailcs,4 likewiſe by gad gunerument, 
that they may make þ better diligence fo2 thy navigation, - 
being holpen w thoſe knotgy oares,to cut by force thole da p 
Waters, not taking any reit, till ſuch time as thou art a lad 
at Trapobana, oz wher ſocuer the king Delto is, vnto whom 
without any'hamilitic thou Hail ſap from me: That ſ&ing 
his hardmelle hath bane ſuch, to denie me that which the 
Sods if they did reigne 02 dwell on the earth) were boũd fo 
giue me, it he doe not now lend it me w a new confirmatt- 
on of his ſubiegion, that by the omnipotent Iupiter J doe 
weare, to giue hun ſuch cozrection, that when it is heard 
26ughout the world, they hall ail tremble 4 hake. This 
Dagan t pouthfull giant without any moze tarrieng pe- 
pared fo2 this his departure. Ot all this that had paſt was 
Galtenor Aduert iſed by his learning. hauing wel vnder od 
the whole ſecret, it moved him in great haft to cauſe a cloud 
to deſcend out of p aire, into the which he did put himſelfe, 
wherin he was carried in verp ſboꝛt time to the Cittie of 
Trapobana. and without giuing knowledge to anye perſon 
be went vp into the Bings Pallaice, whereas he found the 
Bing 4 the Prince walking vp and downe in ths hall, tal- 
king ok matters of pleaſure, who with the god entering 
& Galtenor hadde their iope and deſight doubled. The 
Bing ſhewing great mirth and pleaſure, did aſke him, 
laping: What is the occaſion of pts pour comming, my 
gd friend, vnthought o2 vnloked foz, it cannot be without 
{ome new and ſtraunge thing. In the meane time while lt 
the King was ſpeaking theſe 12 ſuch lyke wozdes,

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Galtenor had the P2ince in his ar mes, who reteiued ſuch ioy 
to (& his great beautp. faire bodie, and go diſpolltton, that 
he was blinded ther with, and hauing the Pztnce Cluricla- 
no in his armes he fo2aot himſelke that hee was be foze the 
king, and the king ſœing him in that traunte, pꝛocured to 
tate him out of his acmes, then he like a man awahking out 
ot d llunber, retourned vato the king anÞ laid. Molt migh⸗ 
ty Lord, the great contentment that J do receive at plight 
of this pong wan, hath canſed me to lozget to be in tp pre- 
ſence, and 4 did occup'e my lenſes in luch lo2t, that 2 con'd 
not doe that which Jam bound by duct p to do. O ling thou 
maiſt account thy ſelſe ſoꝛ happy.foz that thou haſt obtatucd 
ſo much fauou , as to being vp lo gentle à youth, won hie to 
be had in as much ceucrence as the mightie lupiter, x tur- 
ning vnto the king be fad: Ther commetha mellenger fi em 
Arglinaria, with a mellage nothing profitable, there oꝛe cod 
king, it do:h tand por in hand io2 fo make in a rcavinelle 

All pour power, and to ſuffer the furious war that is o2del- 
ned agaiad you. Here my Lozd, J doc ceriifie the that if 
had ben the mo2e to haue bene feared if then haddeſt found 
thy ſel e witnout this poung man in thy companpe, who is 
the flow:ec of ail men. The king when he heard thele newes 
could not but reteiue lome aiteration,and it was in ſuch ſozf, 
that he was conſtrained to fit dswne and talk with Galte- 
nor, and iapd:  [ wearc by God my fricnd,feing it is ſo, let 
poar diſcreation remedpe that, which myne is not able to 
compꝛehend that we tail not into the power or lo cruell an 
enmy.Claridiano who was very atfentatue vnto that which 
G.ltcnor had told vnto the king, and hiticwiſe vato the ans 
(were whichp ing made, kner ed downe on both his knes, 
and wit great humiipe ha difiied the king to graunt 
him two things, de which he wold aſke, the which the king! 
by the tounſell of Galtenor did graunt, ano did lift hin vp 
from the ground imbꝛaſing him verie loutngly. The p2ince 
Claridiano feeling that he had graunted it bim, be ſa be: 
p Lo2d, the ficſt thing that you (all doe fo2 me, is, 
{hat zou glue bunte me eathwith the ozder of Kaighth "— 
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and the ſecond is, that yon do giue me licenſe to an were the 
meilenger of Argmaria. It græued the Bin; very much, foz 
that he had graunted him thele two things, foz that he did 
well uvnderſtand his intent: but ſeeing that he could doe no 
other wiſe, ge was contenkf. Great pleaſure receiued Galte- 
nor, to le with what god grace, Claridiano did aſke theſe 
t wo things of the Ring foꝛ to put away part of that diſ- 
contentment which they ſhould receiue at the meſſengers 
hand, he told vnto them ſome pleaſant and topfull deuices. 
So ſtraight way it was acco2ded, that Claridiano ſhould 
that night watchin his armour,the which was giuen him by 
Galtenor. They were all white and beſpangled with twin» 
kling ſtarres of gold, and his ſhield was allo all white, and 
in it one onely Luzcro, which did occupte all p whole ſhield, 
all garniſhed with ſine pear les, that it made them that did 
lohe on it, almoſt to loſe their ſigyt. the bꝛightneſſe was ſo 
great that pꝛaceded from them, and they were ſuch, that no 
Lo;d in all the woz!d had the like. When this famous 
youth was armed with them, the delight was ſo much, 
that the king Delto receiued to ſee him ſo well ſet and ſo 
nallat;that he could not refraine but diſtill ſome ſalt teares 
from his eyes foz very iope, and ſaid. p bꝛot her bere J 
do deſire the ſouereigne Gods, that they make me ſo jopfull 
with thy god toztune, as J am now at thy ſight. The pzince 
did watch in his armour that night, and the nert day with 
great ſolemnitie, he was armed Knight, and gaue that day 
many 2 great gifts. In the afternone was o2dained great 
Juſtings and daunces of all ſozts, ok very faire Ladies and 
damoſells, which the King had tommaunded to come toge⸗ 
ther foz the ſame effect. But they who did moſt participate 
of all theſe pleaſures and paſtimes, was the heropcal pong 
man, and his nourte, whom hee koke to bee his mother. So 
that tn the ings Pallaice, there was no other thing but 
feaſtes and paſtimes, tarrping foz the CEmbaſſadour that 
Huld come: and they of the Citie had care in the foztifieng 
of the ſame, as well with vicgalils,as repatring the wals, 
and putting all the people in god oꝛder, in ſuch lozt, that 
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within eight dapes they found within the Cifte ten thous 
ſand,knights,mernailoafly wel appointed, at the which Cla-- 
ridiano did recetne great contentment. The ninth day ak- 
ter that he was made Knight, there was bought newes 
bow that the meſlenger of Arginaria was come a land: of 
the which the ling being aduer t iſed, hee late hunlelfe in his 
ropall ſeat abiding his comming, being accompanied with 
very rich and well eſfemed knights, and on his right hand 
was Claridiano, and on his left hand the baniſbed E ing 
of Arginaria, and being all in this manner as bath bane 
told vou, the Emballadour Bruno entered into the hall with 
a furious countenaunce, and without humbluig oꝛ making 
any kinde ok renerence, be dꝛew nigh bnto the Ring, d with 
a wzathinll voice hee ſalde: Bing, what dineil was that 
which put it in thy head, fo denie that tribute that thou 
wert wont to giue vnto my might ie bzother,and then doeſt 
not onelp dente it, but J ſeœ that thou makeſt thy ſelfe in a 
readinelle to make reſiſtaunce, ſoꝛ the which herre J do tell 
the, that ther is no puniſhment that can make ſat il faction 
of thy boldnes and folly,not withſtanding if thou wilt cleere 
thy ſelfe better then tho ouermuch pꝛide doeth deſerue,oive 
mee ſtraight wap double tribute, of that which thou art 
bound to pay, but if thou doeſt if not, bp the might ie Gods 
X { weare to the.that he will take of the 4 thine reuenge- 
ment, with ſuch rigoꝛz that the mightie Gods (hall tremble 
when they lee it. All this hea ſpake with ſo great pꝛide and 
w2ath,that it made them all to quake to ſœ bis furious de» 
meanour,ſane onely he to whom all the honour of night. 
bod belonged, who did lit le eſteme his vnreaſonable and 
pꝛoude wo2des, but with great ſobzitpe hee aunſ wered. 
They doe not deny any thing which they ought fo2 to giue 
onto this t pꝛaunt whom thou docſt name fo2 thy Bꝛother, 
and although he did ioſe the land that heœ docth now pol⸗ 
ſeſſe, pet ſhould her loſe nothing that hath bene his, foꝛ that 
with tpꝛannpe her bath vſurped the ſame. Therefoze with⸗ 
ont any moꝛze tarrping get thee hence and tell thy bother. 
that the king of Trapobana will not onelꝑ detaine from _ 
& 


— — 


the fribufe which hee doth not noz ener did owe bim, buf 
allo with armed arme he doth pzetend to recouer againe all 


that which without reaſon he hath receiueds carried away, 


and he doth giue him to under tand, that he will not reſt till 
ſuch time as he doth th;uff him out of Þ Jland, which with 
ſo great tpꝛannpe he dotg poſlſeſſe, t from which he depziued 
my father Galtenor. So w this ant were thou maiſt returne 
vnto him who ſcnt ther hether,wont any hope of other. The 
giant tod x did behold him very much . with a fearfull coũ⸗ 
tenace his eies turned into a ſanguin coulour, e laugbing oz 
(miling in manner of mocking, be ſaid: J ſ& without any 
out ward pꝛofe, but onely by t hy foliſh wozds,that thou art 
bat a young & new made knight, as luch a one J will ct» 
teme 8 intreat thæ:e ifmy comming hether were not moze 
foz a meſſenger, then foz a warriour, foz this thy boldneſſe 
which thou doit che w, J would vſe the in ſuch ſoꝛt, p thy an- 
ſ were ſhould litle auaile the, t pet Jſhuld remaine ſatiſfted 
of all p anger which thou haſt cauſed me to haue. The pꝛince 
Claridiano when he heard that with ſo great dildaine he was 
reuiled, with as much anger he went towards him, F with 
an altered voice be ſaid: By all the Gods that are in heauen 
A ſweare vnto the, it J did not donſider d reſpec the curte- 
ſie which is due e ought to bee ſhewed to Embaſadours, J 
would bereaue the of this thy bꝛaue rie, in ſuch lot, p when 
thou art befoze ſuch a king as now thou art, thou ſhouldeſt 
bꝛidle thy tongue, euer after haue in remembꝛaunce þ pu- 
niſhment p J would giue ther, but not reſpecing thy follie, 
but onely mp eſtate, J will ay my ſelfe from cozrecing of 
this thy ouermuch pzide.The wꝛath of this Gyant was ſo 
much. whẽ he heard himlelk ſo reuiled, p he could not by ame 


meanes refraine bimſelfe, but lapd hand on his (wozd,and 


went towards the P2ince Claricdliano, and thzeatened him 
with a very migbtie and ſtrong blow,itriking at his hrad. 
The p2ince when he law the blow comining, retired with a 
light leape,which was p occaiton y be failed of his biob, £ 
by reaſon of þ great ſtrength wherewith it was (troke,tie 
C9250 tell out of his hands, and die w gong the flwze of ite 
Z. iu. great 
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great hall, the Pꝛince without dꝛawing bis [woꝛd, with a 
krice iopned with him, enter ing in at his left tde,4 with his 
fiſt he ſtroke him lo ſtrong #4 mightie blow vpon the mouth 
that if his hand had ben armed, it had ben the laſt which the 
Gpant ſhould haue receiued, pet fo2 all that it did {a much 
barme that his tœth fell out, eauing bis mouth all bloudp, r 
with the great ſtrength of the blow! made hum to fall back- 
wards on his backe, and with the great patue which he kelt, 
he (cantly knew where be was. This Paince when he law 
this, ſtaied without doing any moe harme toz p ye would 
not diſgrace p king. but put hunſelfe on the one ſide the king 
did ſhe w himſelfe verye much greued fo2 Þ he was an Em 
baſſadour,foz if it had not ben done by him which dio it, woa 
ſo euer els ſhould haue done it, would hardly heut eſcaped W 
out puniſhment. And foz to appeaſe p mellenger he aroſe out 
of his ſeat and did help to take vp the Gpant, and lok ing to- 
ward Claridiano,he (aid: Bꝛot her, would Þ this thing had 
not chaunced by thy hands, koꝛ that all this har me which you 
haue done vnto Bruno, is done vnto me 8g not vnto him. Thẽ 
this valiant pꝛince ſaid: Bold pour peace my Lo2d,fo2 thoſe 
bncurtcous meſſengers, t ſuch as doe digrelle 4 goe fro that 
which they are cõmaunded ſhould not alonely be intreated 
in this ſozt, but alſo loſe their liues, haue their tongucs 
cut out. Bruno did complaine him very much of the griefe, ? 
ſeeing himſelfe without teeth and ſo diſhonoured, he blaſphe · 
med againſt his Gods, but this inninctble Gerke made lit le 
account of any ſuch thing, but turned himſelfe toward Bruno 
# ſaid: Now mailt thou turne in p diuels name, tell thy 
brother the pꝛince of piide, that he doth commaund to plats 
ffer and cure thp teth,fo2 that from hence thou goeſt well 
cured ot thy great follp. Allo thou ſhalt tell him of mp part, 
that as J baue hurt the with the ſtrength of my fit, ſo J 
will vſe him with the warpe edge of my \ wo2d, gouerned 
with the (elfe lame arme that vnto the hath done this da- 
mage. And J doe heere hope in ſuch ſoꝛt to ſearch that pzoud 
bodie of his, that all the wozld map take an cnſample by 
bim and his pzide. Bruno, who was at the point of 1 
| | 
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with the great paine he felt, vnder ſtod all that was ſpoken, - 
and without making ayyc aun( were, he went out of the 
K:ngs Pallaice, and returned vato bis galleres where bee 
was cured, and put his ſaples into the power of the winde, 
aͤnd in a verp Mot time be ariued at Arginaria,and went 
a ſhoàare, car ring ali vis face w2apt and bound with bonds 
and rowies or lpnnen cloth.$ his mouth all to be pla:ſtred. 
In this ſozt he went and pzelented himlelſe befo2e his bꝛo- 
ther, and laide: J haue giuen typ Emballage vnto king Del- 
fo, as thou haſt commanded me, and to giue mee anl were 
there aroſe vp a new and pong Knight, whom J do beleue 
and as J haue p2oneo the ſame, that he bath in his body all 
the infernall ſtrongth, and in his fiſtes all the Legpons of 
diuells that are in hell, as it dyd appere by the great fury 
where with ber hurt mee, p he dyd not onelp ſtrike out my 
teeth, but alſo thzew mee to p ground as though J had been 
a childe. The pꝛoud Grant the Bing of Arginaria, when hee 
heard all that his bꝛot her had ſapd, with a terrible blar ing 
nopſe (that he made all the pallaice to ſhake) ſapd: O vile 


toward, and is it poſſible that with fiſtes lyke a vile villaine 


he made ther to fall, in ſach lozt, that thou dyddeſt kiſle the 
ground with thy mouth. Bruno anſ wered;: Bꝛother, 3 doe 
Cweare vnto theo by the high Iupiter. that if thou hadſt pꝛo- 
ued as J haue done the ſtrength of his fiſtes, thou wouldelt 
not reuile me in this ſoꝛt. And here J dwe gie thee fo vn- 
derſtand, y he ſaid, à bad mee in his part to teil the, that if 
from me he yath taken away mp fo2e teeth,y he wil not 
onelp take away thine, but alſo thp double teœeth and thy 
lpfe. But when this Arg marian Bing heard this, hæ aroſe 
bp + went from him with ſo much wꝛath and anger, that 
be ſ&med rather a diuel then a man: and without fattng 
any farther counſel, hee commanded to allemile all his peo⸗ 
ple togethec, and that they ſhould be called with all y ſped 
that poſſible might ba, and when they were came all toge- 
ther, he found that there were two thouland hoꝛſe men and 
fire thouſand fot men, a made Captaine gencrall over the 
two Gyants & brothers, were "m—_ of one land, oyning 
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bnfo his Jland, called Biſperia. And he commanded them 


to unbark themſelues with 40 when thep were 
all iwvarked,he comandcd to anker, and to com- 


mit their ſailes vnto p winde, tde which they found pꝛolſpe - 


rous, and bzought them vnto the Jland of Trapobana, and 
without any impcdiment 02 diffurbance of them of the J⸗ 
land,they went a land, & rapſed vp there tents, and pitched 


their campe. This ficrce King baing mounted vpon an Ele- 


phant, went with great care and puruſed all his people, and 
put them in very god o2der : ſo all was appar ant and kno- 
wen vnto them of the Citie. The Bing of Trapobana fea- 
red much his fierce and cruell aduerſary,and ſo like wiſe did 
many of them that were in the Citie: but pet that coura- 
gious pouth did feare him nothing at all, noz eſteemed him 
any thing, but rather did defire the houre to ſe himſelfe in 
battaile with him, ſoꝛ to make ſatiſfacion with his dædes & 
wozkes,of p which her was in debt vnto his Loꝛd. At ſuch 
time as the camp was pitched, and all in god ozder,the ra; 
dtaunt Phobus had made an ende of his iourney,leauing in 
his abſence the ſadde and darke night. So when time came 
that he beegan a new to take his accuſtomed courſe, and to 
ſhow his ſhining face,diſperſing his glittering beames oucr 
all the Iland, the King of Arginaria called vnto him a trum- 
petter, a with a furious voyce he ſapd. Goe thy waies vn- 
to the Cittie, 3 in ſuch ſo2t as thou thinkeſt beſt ſalute the 
Ming Delto, and tell him on my behalfe,that without any 
tarrping oz taking farther tounſell, h ſend mæ him, who 
did int reat my bꝛother Bruno ſo euill: and if not,J ſwears 
vnto him by the high Jupiter, that J will doe ſo much that 
bis body (hall be made meate vnto dogs. The trumpetter 
when he had well onderſtod his meſſage,taking libertie of 
the accuſtomed pꝛide of bis Loꝛd, went with great arrogan⸗ 
cie vnto the Citte . The Scowles when they ſaw him, let 
enter into the Citie,+thep carried him ber oꝛe the king, be- 
foze whom when bee came, without ſhowing any kende of 


humilitie hz ſapde. The Gods confound the perſon 4 tate »- 
and bzeake downe the great pzide t power: 5 dzedful . 
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of Arginaria,my Loꝛd, doth ſend mee vnto thee, 5 when thou 


haſt heard my imbalſege,fo2thwith thou ſend vnto him that 
vncurteous knight and of ſmal valour,who with his pond 
hand, ſtroke out the feeth of his welbaloued bzother Bruno, 
and thou mult ſend him p2iſoner & bound beefoze his ropall 
pzeſcnce, that he may gtue him the puniſhment, that this 
great boldneſſe doth delerue. When this vatiant C laridia- 
no heard the pꝛoud wo:bs that the CEmbaſſadour bzoughf, 


and with what arrogancte her deltuercd them, be was al- 


together without paticnce, & hauing no power to refrapns 
his wzat h, he went vnto him e ſayde. Verre J doe pꝛomiſe 
the godman b2abloz, to giue thee anſ were acco2ding as p 
doeſt bing the.umbaſſage,z it is great reſon that we make 
thy body to fl-e at large, as thou doſt cauſe thy tongue to 
runne af libertie, and p:ocure out of hand that thou maiſt

Bing durlt ſpeake a wozd vnto him, all p time he was ar- 


ming. And wh be was armed, he turned his face vnto the 


King, 2 ſayde. Wozthie Bing 4 my Lo2d, haue a god con- 
fidence in the Gods, and in thy iuſtite e right, that J ſhall 
be hee, 5 ſhall take away from ba foꝛe thæ, this pꝛoud ene- 
me of thine. And without anp moze farrping he demanded 
foz a hozne, ſo ſtraight waye, there was one giuen bim of 
luorie, verp rich, the which was calf about his neck, and de- 
(cended the ſtaires out of the Pallaice, where he found a ve- 
ty fapꝛe t great hozſe meruailous wel ſurniſhed, light ly he 
lept on bis back, & with a reaſonable pace hœ rode his wap 
towards p campe of his enimie Galtenor the god king of 
Trapobana followed bun, being armed vw very rich armour 
and 
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and commaunded that all the people ſhould be in a readi - 


nes. So they put themſelues in a place, wheras they might 
well (&;all that Claridiano dyd.

O cruel! and tpꝛannous, Bing, what 
doeſt thou thincke by thꝛeatnings to ſhow thy fury, come 
fo:th,and take to thee thy armour,fo2 here doth tar ry and 
abide thy coming,he that ſt rok out the tæth of thy bꝛother 
Bruno, and he that not long ſince dyd teach thy Cmbaſta- 
doꝛ to ſpeake, whom thou lenteſt this dap with thy pꝛoude 
meſlage. The dogge Cerberus when hee was made faſt with 
Alcides leaſb, dyd not ſhe bw himſelfe to furious, as dpd this 
terrible Gpant at that pꝛeſent, and riſing vp from yp place 
whereas hee was ſet, ge turned vnto the Image of lupicer, 
bnto whom hee had done great ſacciſices, 2 ſtretching ſozth 
bis rigoꝛdus arme, he twke it from the place whereas it 
was ſet , z thꝛew it out of the doze of the Tent, in ſuch ſozt 
that bee made it to Uy into the atre,moze then ten fadome, 
with wpich it fell into the ſea, and he ſapd. Get ther 1 
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thou God of little valoꝛ that being honoured of ſo valiaunt 
a man as J am, thou wilt conſent that ſo vile a man (after 
that he yath angered me ſo much) ſhuld put himſelfe with ſo 
great pꝛide befoꝛe my pꝛeſence. And not content with this, 
but with the lame furie hee toke a great club, and what on 
the right ſide, and what on the left he thꝛew downe all the 
Images of his Gods that were there, and bzoke them all 
to pæces. One of the miniſters that alwates did afſilt them 
in their ſacrifices,fayd with a bold courage.

giants legs. Tbe Prince whe he ſaw bim in p extremity, E 
5 he could not ar iſe, hee leap fro his hoꝛſe w great lightnes: 
f did heip dim to take out his leg krom vnder the Elephant: 
lnewile her dyd help tum to ariſe vpon his fate, and ſayde. 


Ode not thinke Grant, that thou chalt baue ang occaſion

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fo pꝛaiſe thy ſelke, in ſaying that by a diſgrace J did ſubdue 
thx. Cherefoze now doe what thou canſt do, foz fo defend 
thy ſelie. The Grant without any cölideration of the cur⸗ 
teſie ſhowed him claſped falt his bꝛoad \wo2y,ſtrtking a ter. 
rible and fearcful blow at the pꝛince, who by leaping on the 
one ſide, cauſed him to loſe his blow, 4 fepping on the other 
ſide, ge gaue him ſuch a ſtroke vpon the walte, that the har. 
neſſe bꝛoke, and his ſwoꝛd hid it ſelfe in the Gyaunts fleſh, 
and hurt him very ſoꝛe, whereat ran out very much bloud, 
When the Giant ſaw the great damage that her had done

And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes 
the Pꝛince p2eſſed to the Gpant, and ſtroue at him lo ſtrong 
a blow vpon one of his thighs. p his ſtrong armour did fal⸗ 
cifie, and he made a lit le wound, out of tye which ifined very 
much oloud. When this infernall monſter kelt himſelfe thus

doe now lacke a ſharp and pꝛompt vnder ſtanding, foz to ſet 
foꝛth at large, and with l weete and delicate reaſoas that it 
might be delightfull vnto the readers, the great courage and 
ſtrength which that ſtrong warriour did ſhew,. z the great 
halt and ſpæd he vled againſt his furious enemie, laping on 
him with that great mace, which al wales oppꝛelled him with 
thoſe great and beanie blowes, in ſuch ſo2t,that it hurt and 
wounded him verpe much.

burting the one the other;# eachof them ſhewing the great 
outaelſe,frength,and courage of their harts,and wer both 
kindeled in ſo much wꝛath 4 ire, that moze by Crength then 
by pollicte,they defenved theſclues,citber of them pꝛocuring 
to ouercome his aduer ſary. Oo at this time the fierce Giant 
ſtroke his enimie ſach a terrible blow, which chanced glance. 
ing vpon his healme, and deſcended downe with ſo great a 
ſound vpon his left ſhoulder (that if it had not bene by tbe 
great vertue which his armour had, bing made by p wiſe 
unchaunter ) the har dneſſe of the tele would little haue pꝛo⸗ 
ſited, but that he ſhould haue cut him, with all that part of 
the bodie da wne to the waſt, neuert heleſſe the ſtrength of p 
blow was ſuch, and put him to lo much paine, that the 
Pince felt bhunſelfe to bee verte euul thcreof, inſcmuch 
that it dep21ued bun at that time of his ſtrength, that be 

Aalit. couly 
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tould not lift vp p heauie mace fo: fo ſtrike the king of Ar- 
ginaria. His paine and griefe was luch, that his aducrſarye 
dio perceiue his weaknedc, which cauied him to make moze 
baſt in WUriking of the P2ince, with ſich forieus blowes, 5 
it made tius new knight to retire from bim, da wing after 
bim that heaup maſe with bis right hand. Wito at this time 
ſhould haue ſeene the countenaunce of the king of Argina« 
ria, and the king Delfo would well haue iudged their great 
trouble of mindes. This warlike knight was verpe much 
froubied with that great griefe, inſomuch that many times 
he thought ta haue imbzaced with the Gyant and wzallled 
with bim. which certainly be would haue done if tbe griefe 
had continued, but he felt tyat p paine detreaſed. which was 
the occaſion that bee went dalping with tbe Gyant, who w 
battie 4 terrible blowrcs followed ſtriking of him, but when 
the Pzince felt himlelfe clere of the paine,and that he was 
able to lift vp bis arme, he tobe the maſe in both his hands, 
ano (ctled his feet verie ſtrong on the ground,t kept in his 
bꝛeath, Þ he might with moze (frength diſcharge his biow, 
detaining it till ſuch time as the Dyants blow was ſtroke, 
which was with ſo great ſtrength, that falling on p ground, 
the \wo2d entered into the earth moze then halfe of it, 2 if 
was the occaſion that the Pꝛince had better time, foʒ to exe 
cute his mightie and determined blow, and diicharging if, 
with two of the balls of ſtæle which hung at p maſes end, 
be let dꝛiue ſuch a blow on the Gpaunt, that he made him 
to (tope with both bis knes on the ground, 4 ſeing him in 
that plight,he ſtroke at hum another blow, which was vp- 
pon bis beime, which gaue ſuch a ſound, as thougb it had ben 
ſcroke vpon a bell: wher with he fell with all his bodie fo 
the ground, 4 tretched out his huge members, making no 
moꝛe moving, and when this new knight law that be mo- 
ned not, he pulled of bis helme, and perceived that the blow 
was ſuch that it beate out bis eyes and tbe bꝛaynts out of

his head. tat the poung Pꝛince gaue thankes vnto the 


Gads,fo2 that he had no perfect knowledge of his deſcent, 
$702 any light that be was acþzillian,t taking vp the * 
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he laid it on his ſhoulder, and with great quietneſle he went 
bato the Citie, 4 ſtraight way there came vnto him Galte- 
nor, the king Dclto,witha great number moze of knights, 
that had ben beholding the farious battaile, who did imbzaſe 
bim with ſo great top and lone,that J am not here able to 
expꝛeſle it, and did requeſt him, that he would goe and lye 
downe,fo2 that they iudged be ſhould be very weary. He was 
ſo much impoꝛtunated by ſo many knights, that be could do 
no otherwiſe but goe take bis reſt, 8 lie downe, wheras he 
was cured x healed of ſuch blowes as he bad receined,which 
was black t blew, and there was miniſtred vnto him ſuch 
ointments as did nutigate the paines and griefes which bee 
bad receiued. Do all thoſe which came w tbe Gpant when 
that they law their Loꝛd was dead, they receiued no ſozrow 
no; griete therat,fo2 they could not ſuffer his great pꝛide x 
euill conditions,fo they did not onely abhozre. him, but they 
did deſire, b hee might die a naughtie death, & make a ſhozt 
t euill end. And in this ſo2t as you doe ſe, the intreating ok 
this Gyant of his ſubiecs;ſo are all them that be of ſo great 
pꝛide intreated in all the wozld:he was ſcarce dead when 5 
all thoſe of the kingdome of Arginaria were very topfull to 
ſx it ſo come to paſle,4 were nerie deſirous to yeeld bp vn. 
to Galtenor, his r igbt 4 inheritance, and ſent ſtraight waies 
Cmbaſſadours to the Citie, whereas he was, pꝛomiſing to 
giue him peaceable ent ring into the kingdome, as vnfo their 
naturall king & Loꝛd, and iuſtly diſcharging themſelues of 
all wherin they were found guilt ie. The meſſengers were 
meruailouſiy well recetued of Galtenor, 4 with great lone, 
and he did accept their offer. Do it fell out that in one dap, 
was the Gyant Geredeon king and Lozd of Argjnaria, and 
in p ſelfe ſame day was Galtenor with great contentment 
vnto all the people of the Jland. And when ber ſaw him» 
ſelfe that her was Lo2d of that which be ſo greatly deſired, 
he ſtraight wates diſpatched mefengers foz his kingdome, 
in giuing them fo vnderſtand of all that paſſcd, in the 
Which they did reiorce verye much, and with ercebing 
great god will they reteiued all thenewes whch was ſent, 
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and were as glad ok the death of Geredeon,as they were of 
reſtozing of the kingdome vnto Galtcaor, In few dates al⸗ 
ter was Claridiano come againe to bis ſtrength, and made 
whole, which was ſo great 10p and pleaſure vnto the Bing 
Delto, that vato tis iudgement, he needed not fo deſire ang 
other thing. So when the mellengers were returned p tber 
ſent vnto Arginaria,thcy did determine, oz that all the coũ⸗ 
try (you's be! put in goed oꝛder that Galtenor ſhouid depart 
fo; that part out of hand, who did pꝛocure to carry with him 
Claridiano: but the Bing Deito would not conſent vnfo it 
by any meanes fo2 the which the king Galtenor went away 
greatly diſcontented. And when be came vnto his kingdome 
they recetued him with great pompe and honour,and with 
gi eat deitght to ſa& their naturail Lozd,and ther was none 
tgat made any reſiſtance agaunſt the receiuing of his poſſeſs 
ſt2n;fo2 that one ſonne which the Gyaunt left and his bꝛo ; 
ther Bruno, were gone into the Jland of Veſpeia, ot whem 
in the third part of this hiſtozie ſhall be tolde vnto ou. And 
mow it is neceſlarie to leaue the Bing Delto, and the King 
of Arginaria, with the great delight of their victozie, and (0 
returae vnto the noble Emperour, whom wee lefte with 
bis fartons and weil foughten battaile, in the firſt part of 
this bone, with the king of the Garamantes, who had gt- 
uen the emperonr ſo great a blow, that he left hun without 
feitng.1But when the emperour was come againe vnto him 
le lte, ge turned about his hoꝛſe with moꝛe fury then the Lts 
ons in the waine of the mother Idea, when that with a fu; 
rious rage they moued againſt that ſozrawhull Atis in p; de- 
ſert mougntatnes of Phrigia. In ſuch ſozt went this fiercs 
Empcrour with his C wo2d all aloft, and l roke him ſuch a 
terrible blow vpon the (ltelb,tbat par ting it int wo faces, 
iopnt ip with tye delme and head, he fell do one dead to tro 
ground, the which did grive the Emperour very mücp, fog 
that be could not perfozme that which he had pꝛomiſed vnto 
bim. So when this was finiſhed, the Emperour xeteurncd 
'biito bis pallatce, whereas hee was rectiucd vaik axeat lo 

lcumicis oi inſteuments, and vnarmedby the Timpe _

C Although J alwaies purpoſe foſeperate my - 
5 ſelfe in my diſcourſes,fro the frauds, which 
£2 that moſt cruell Venus doth manye tymes 
V ve, accompanped with the deceiptes of bir 
ſonne. yet am J conſtrained to ſpcake ſome 
thing tberof,and to leaue the ſtcut 4 ſtrong 
Mars with bis ſwoꝛd in his hand, tour ning my pen fo2 to 
tell vnto you hir cruelties and diſogdinate cuſtomes . Yor 
dwe wel remember of the amozous wzath that the Quene 
of Tinacria bad againſt the Emperour of Grecia, and what 
in that furious rage ſbæ dyd oꝛdaine, s how that ſhe com- 
maunded a fapthfull damſell of hirs, to carrie a letter vnto 
the Emperour of Grecia, who made lo much haſt that ſhee 
ariucd at Conſtantinople, at ſuch time as the bat tel bet wæn 
the Emperour, and the king of the Garamantes began. nd 
when the ſaw the vnhappie end of the King, ſhe receiued 
great griefe, being inloꝛmed of the occaſion of all the bat- 
tell. and wherefoꝛe it was made. Do with this griefe, foz 
that night (hee went and toke. bir lodging, whereas lhe re- 
maimed till p nert day in Þ mozning,at ſuch time as p Cm- 
perour was with the Empꝛeſle, and many other Knichtcs 
in great iop 4 paſtimes, t talking of the occaſion of the bat . 
faile that was y day befoze.At that time ent red the quencs 
damſell with a ſeuere countenaunce, e without making any 
reverence, (he went vnto the Empe rour & ſaid, Emperour, 
much moze valiant and mightie. tvan loya!l and taithſull. 
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the vnhappie qutene of Tinacria,doth ſend me vnfo fhe that 
thou maift read this letter, and therby vnderſtand the great 
tpꝛannp without all reaſon that thou didſt vie againft bir, 
The Emper6ur with an amozous ſmiling dyd reteiue it, q 
ſarde. Thou art welcome, t foz the letter of the queene, the 
Trceipt thereof doth giue mee great delight,to know and vn- 
derſtand of hir highncſſe.And therewith hee opened the let.

him. The couragious Cmp2clle with a ropall ſtomacke F 
great diſccetion,diſſembling his gricfe in the belt wiſe ee 
could, commanded hir body to bee caried out of the pallaice, 
and in the court ot the pallaice ſhe conimanded to be mate 
a rich tombe, in the which (he was buried: there was made 
hir pꝛopoꝛtion, which did ſhew what chaunced vato p dam- 
(eli ; and about the tombe was wikten an Epitath, which 
did declare the occaſion of hir death. All the time that this 
damſel was a burytng,the Emperour ncuer came foꝛth out 
of his cloſet, nepther would her haue come fozth when hee 
did,+ if it had not ben by the great impoztance of the Em- 
preſſe. Whereas now wee will leave them,foz to tell you of 
the chances and aducntures which hapend vnto the Prince 
Eleno,the time that be trauailed in the world, p which foz 
that hee was as noble as waritke,x of great ſtrength, it is 
not reaſon, that bee ſhoulo paſſe ſo long without making a- 
ny ment ion of him. You doe well remember how he went 
out of Numidia, with one onely Page, putting himſelfe to 
ſea, in that inchaunted barke of the Knight of the Sunne. 
Ha was ſo heauie and ſo2rowfull foz the death of his Lady 
and Yifſtreſſe,that hee was clcane changed, # appered not 
to ba hun that he was wont,neither bad hee ſo great wil- 
dome to gouerne himſelfe. In thts manner bee trauaplcd al- 
moſt a whole pœre, and never could mæte with Brenio,vn- 
to whom he was commanded to giue the letter from Lidia, 
neither could hee heare in any place whercſocuer hee came, 
where he might goe to ſ&ke him: in which his trauaile, he 
did not let but to mete with ſome aduenture, the which, 
with great honoz to his per lon, he finiſhed. Pet fo2 all this 


he could haue no caſe of his ſozrow 4 griefe, which bꝛougyt 


him in ſuch per plexitie, that it bee had not cõſioered p great 
loſſe of his loule many times he would haue ſlain himſelfe, 
Do it happened p one mo2ning very ear lp, the bark had put 
hir ſelſe a ground. giuing him ta vnderſt and. that it was re- 
quiſtfe there foz to goe a lande. The Pznce who was 


very deũcous therof,quickly went a ſhoart, and after =

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his pa ve, who as pon haue heard, that by reſon of the great 
bait that thc bark mabe, he could not returne a land to Nu - 
micha. Vis name was callt d Fabio, who was to bis ma- 
fer ſuch companp that many times he would conifo2t the 
Prince, when hee was mot? troubled with verp comfoztable 
words aud perl waſtons,and did ſerue him with great loue 
and fidelitie. The Prince and his Page bergan to trauaile 
a fate with an caſte pace thꝛough a narow 4 ſtcaigbt path, 
and with a meruailous 4 diltgent cyc, h& dyd ba hold that 
countrey,and it ſa mid vato him, that he (ould know it, and 
that befoze that time be bad palled by that wap: but the 
fir me lout that bee had to Lidia, was p occaſion that it was 
out of his remembꝛante. So with this ſozi ow ha tranay- 
led, till ſuch time as Phocbus had palled the fourth part of 
bis iournep, whe that being wery with the long wap, t the 
great waight of his armoz, he was fo2ced lo take ſome reſt 
E eaſe, vnder the frech q green mirtle tres, whole leaues did 
bath theſelues in a faire 4 clerc fountaine, whereas be be- 
gan a new to haue in remembꝛance his fozmer paine,4 com- 
plapning of Foztune, her publiſhed his great griefe, making 
ſhow of the great ſoꝛrow p he felt, although he was we- 
rp of complaining, c ſa ing himſeiſe ſo without all remedy, 
he called foz his lute, foz 5 Fabio dyd alwapes carry with 
him, 4 taking it in his hands, onely to giue ſome eaſe vnto 
bis tozmented hart, hee began to ſing theie verics lolloweng.

His Page Fabio dyd tauſe him to leaue off his ſinging, 
foz with the grrat attention that be gave to heare his ma- 


ſter, hee likewiſe heard a lamentable (ound, which ſeemed to 


be of a Lady. Like wiſe the Prince, when bee had ended his 
wart Muſic ke, dio hearken to heare it: and giuing a very 
attent iue earc,that although (he did complaine with a low 
 boice, yet bee might heare that the ſound of the vor te, came 
kwꝛt h of the thickeſt from amonall thoſe tres:and without 
any moꝛe farryting, bee (eff his lute with his Page, # went 
that wap from which he thought the voice came, the far - 
ther he went, the better hee might heare that weak 4 fable 
bopce. Still hee went fozwards, till ſuch time as bee might 


lee who it was that made that lament at ion. And he ſaw that 


it was a very fay2ze Ladp, that was bound vnto a tre, all 
naked to the (kin, (hee had all bir hayze ſpꝛed abzoad vpon 
hir naked backe. The Punce came vnto hir, and bæ foze 
that ha ſayde any word, hee ord vntie hir, and cut the cozds 
wherewith ſhee was bound, and tote a gowne which was 
there of the Ladpes, and couered hir delicate and white ba- 
dy. The Lady was very much athamcd to ſæ hir ſelfe 
loſe and at libertie: 4 ſitting downe vnder a grene Dake, 
the Prince aſked of hir who he was, that without reſpect 
df his owne honeſtie and honour,had left hir in that ſo2t. 
This fapze Lady ſapde: Knight , thou ſhalt vuderſfand 
that Jam Daughter vnto a verp god night and Gen⸗ 
tleman, whoa was LOR D ouer the Caſtles of the belt 


n all this Countrey. Pep Fathers name was Coſdros, 
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» h& was one of them that was llaine by the handes of Bar. 
„ marandus, whom afterwards the Emperour-abs-[ly 
„ in battaile. So J remained all alone,very much made of,

„ great griefe that he recctued fo2 my loue, he dped, & at the 
„ houre of his death,. he neuer left naming of, Felina the cauſe 
„ of all my harme, At ſuch time as he dyed there was a bo- 
„ kher of his pꝛelent: and bearing him to declare the cauſer 
5 of his death,thers kindled in him lo much anger and wzath, 
„ that be bare vnto me a perpetual hat red # dyd pꝛocure to 
„ haue amends fo2 the death of his bzother. So it hapned on 
„ à time, that J went out of the caſtle without any miſtruſt, 
25 in the copany of other two Damſells, at which time J was 
„ ſfolne away by him, and other foure nights, who bought 
„ mee vnto this place, which is to my great ſozrow e griefe, 
„ wheras they bound mee in that ſozt as thou haſt found ma 
„ gentle knight, and not content herewith {but foz my moze 
„ paine 4 ſozrow) they left me naked, with greater deſire to 
„ dye then to line, This Lady could not let but aſſociate hit 
tale with great lamentations, wherem this Dacian dyt 
beare hir company, 4 ſapde. Df truth ſozrowfull Lady, foz* 
tune bath vſed w me great liberalitie, to bzing mee hether 
in this time, foz to (et you at libertie from this great caps 
tiuit ie, to make reuengement of thy honour ; and here 1 
doe offer my ſelfe, do giue bnfo the my fapth of Knight* 
bad fo perfourme it, oz to loſe my lpfe. This fapze Lady 
was ſomewhat comfozted with the offer of the knight, and 
gaue him great thanks fo2 the fauoz which be did offer bir. 
An this lost they paſſed the reſt of the night that _— 
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kill ſach fime as the Sun of Tona did ſhe w his gliſter ing 
face, ſpꝛead ing all abꝛoad his golden beamrs, accompanped 
wit g the (wet x roſalike Aurora at which time they were 
all ready a fofe foz to goe onwards on their wap a ſkraighf 
wates they heard amongeſt the thickeſt of thoſe trees a ſtill 
ſound. The P2tnce being verte deftrovs to know what it 
was and comming thether,he ſaw that it was his hoꝛſe, the 
which was b2onghyt thether by ß oꝛder of the wiſe Lyrgan- 
deo,from the place whereas be left him, at ſuch time as he 
did imbarke himſelfe.The Pꝛinte reteiued great delight at 
the ſight of him, and taking him by the bꝛidle, her leaped on 
his back, and went to leke the Ladies Palfraie, which was 
let loſe amongſt thoſe thicke tres, and they found him (@- 
ding in a *aire and grene medow, adozned with many freſh 
and [wet flowers. ©0 bis page leapt on his backe, 4 toks 
the Lady behinde him, and trauailed thzough a narow and 
well beaten path, which bzought them into a bzoad way that 
carried them info a verte great and large platine, at the end

other wile it had colt him the pꝛice thereol, fo it parted his 
ſhield in two perces. The Enigbt returned, and gave him a- 
nother blow, that he made þ ſparks of fire to flie out of his 
healme. Then the D.cian fall of pꝛe, let goe his ſhield, and 
claſped faſt his ſwoꝛd in both his bandes, and ſtroke him ſo 
terrible a blow vpon bis helme, that he cut helme and head 
in two perces, and he fell down dead fo the earth. The other 
ſ#ing their companion dead, all tha together ſet vpon him: 
but this valiant Dacian who in ſuch like adventures neuer 
hav any feare, did receiue them with his accuſtomed furye, 
ſtriking on them both on the right and left hand with moz- 
tall blowes. In the meane time, this afflicted Lady, wben ſhe 
ſaw the Knight dead, which canſed hir diſhonour, like a fu⸗ 
rious Ltonefſe ſhe went towardes him and ſaide. Oh how 
the gods haue giuen thee thy paiment foz the diſhonoꝛ, which 
thou haſt done me: pet the laid. O beanie Felina, what doth 
this reuengement p2ofite thy honour, being loſt, it were ve-. 
ry great riches vnto me, that by p death of him which bath 
robved me of it, it might be reſtoꝛed me again. Db my gods, 
A am in no falt, in the loſing of my chaſtit ie, foz that it was 
violently taken from me, in the thicke fozrcſt. There (hall 
be none able to diſtur be, but that J will execute my fury vp» 
pon mp ſelfe, although J do not deſerne the lame: and in 
ſaying theſe words, ſhe twke the ſwo2d of that dead Kntabt, 
and put the point to hir beat, and thzew hir ſelfe thercon, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that Fabio could not ſuccour bir, although with 
great haſt he would haue done it. The Dacian Knight caſts | 

ing his head on the one ue, ſaw the harme done, he pꝛel⸗ 
ſed foz wards with great furie and p2cfull wzath, and liſt 
bp bis I woꝛd, and ſtroke ſuch a blow at one of them vppon 
his right arme, that arme and ſwozd together fell to the 
grannd, and ſtraight tourned vnto another, and with an, 
ouertpwart blow,hee ſtroke bim on the making faſt of *. | 
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healme,that bead x all came to the ground. Then he which 
remainrd,ſeing the flercenelle of his adnerſary, would haue 
runne away. But the Dacian pertetuing it, bæfoze that be 
could put in exetutton his deſtre,he ſtroke him ſuch a blow 
bpon his helme, that being parted in pæces with the head, he 
made bim to beare company with bis dead compantons. ©0 
when he had concluded this bat tatle he went vnto the dead 
Lady and hauing great ſozrow to ſe hic. he pulled the blou⸗ 
die ſwo2d out of hir body, and commaunded Fabio that in 
the beſt manner he could to make a graue, and to bary bir. 
The Dacian did helpe him all that he could, and being tone 


vato their content ment, he put an Epitaph duer hir, which 
was in this wile.

The great ſozroweg lamentatio was ſuch 4 ſo much, that in 
a great ſpace p one could not ſpeake bnto the other, but af- 
terwards their pain being ſomwhat appeaſed,Brenio began 
to ſpeake t ſap. Oh meſſenger fro hir, with y remembꝛance 
of whoſe w2ong my loule is wounded, ber ing vndeſerucdly, 
of mæ euill rewarded. Tell mer foz Gods loue it thou dolt 
know where ſhe is, ſhew vnto mee hir abiding place, that J 
may go thether,+ giue a diſcharge of this my great fault, in

[wered Don Eleno, what diſchar ge cant thou giue vnto hir 
q alreadie thzough thy crueltpis dead s bur ied:thou ſhalt do 
much better to ariſe & fake vato thee thy armo2,4 defend thy 
elfe from him p wil pꝛocure thy death, to make lat iſfadion 
of the debt, that her without any dutie dyd pay.

dead by his ſide, with a dolozous voice he (aid vnto his page. 


Ab Fabio, wherfoze haſt thou pꝛocured to put remedy vuto 


my body, and conſented that it chould indure ſo terrible 
paine g euill, thou ſhouldeſt haue ſuffered me fo haue died, 
and not fo haue bene the occaſion that now J live dying. 
bauing no moze power to ſpeake,he held his peace. At this 
time he had great nede of the fo2ce 4 ſtrength of his Chzt- 
ſtan courage, foꝛ fo aſſiſt him that he dyd not that, which 
ſhou!d cauſe him to beare company with this dead Brenio. 
Vis Page Fabio dyd very much comfo2t him, and dyd p20- 
cure by all meanes fo giue him caſe : but all that cuer he 


could do did pꝛofit very little, oz giue anp cotentment vnto 


bis payne, fill ſuch tyme as be heard a great noyſe of 
armed knights, which was the occaſion that he came vnto 
bimſelfe,x fo2 that bee would not bee diſcouered, her put him 
ſelfe info p thickeſt ok the buſhes, t with the help of Fabio, 


be carryed Brenio,dzawing him fr the place wher he was, 


and couered him with boughes and leaues, till ſuch time as 
they might haue oppo2tunity to bury him as hereafter you 


all vaderſfand.@0 ther he continued all that night til 
mos · 
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moꝛning, with great ſoꝛrow and paint, lamenting much bis 
bahappy lot, in a place whereas he could not be diſcouerd 03 
heard, not fo any feare that was in him, but onely to baue 
time to lament, weepe bewaile his vnhappy foztune. Then 
at ſuch time as the bzight Apollo, did ſpꝛed abzoad his got» 
den beames,ouer all thꝛ fields and cragged mount aines, he 
did percetne that thoſe which did lodge themſelues nigh vn · 
tothe place wheras he was did pzocure to depart, he let the 
goe, without any deſire to kno who they were, but rather 
being ſtill. did let them paſſe fozwards on their wap, pꝛocu- 
ring to put in erecution his fozmer intent. But fir ſt of all 
he cauſed to bnarme Brenio of his amour, the which was 
'Y acco2ding bnto his paſſion, in colour and all things, and as 
'Y frtrong as a Diamond, 8 made by Art Magicke, with great 
'Y lamcntation he armed himſelfe with them, and toke allo bis 


'Y fhicid, which was all of a ruſlet field, and in the midſt ther · 
dt was put Cupide with two faces, the one was very faire 
and bound with a cloath about his epes, and the other was 
made meruailous fierce and furious. Me continued and was 
ſo lang in arming himſelfe, that he heard a great number of

Brenio, which was very god, with as little noiſe as was 
pollible, tpey went ont of the foꝛreſt into the high wape, 
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3 time as the clare Apollo had paſo 
ISA» fed one part of his tourney, h Dacian Pꝛince 
e415 \ 2 tilued out of the fo2reft,to ſe what it (ould 
BAR G\N & bee, that made all that nopſe vnder the foz 
A reſt five. And there ber diſcovered thirtye 

Knights, which rode beloze a chariot, that 


was dꝛawen With foure hozſes, and therein a company of 


Lgdies 4 damſels, apparailed with meruailous rich robes, 
making great lamentat ion and ſozrow : and in the midit 
amonalt them, ther was a very faire Ladte,who had befoze 
bir two chtidzen ©: and befaze the Chariot rode a Gpant of 
a fierce # furious conntenaunce mounted on a wonderfull 
beat, and after the ſame went another giant, not altogether 
ſo furious as the firſt, y was mounted on a mightte hozle; 
thcie made great haſt to trauaile fozwards.Uhen this vas 
liant Dacian ſaw this adnenture,he was in a great confull« 
on, foz that he found himſelke ſo leane and weake, pet fo2 all 
that. the great valour of his perſon, t courage of bis bart, 
would not ſuffer anye fluggiſhneſſe, but determined to ſet 
them at liberty, and topuntlh ſo great outrage,o2 elſe to die 
in the demaund. And with this determination hee ſaid. Let 
life ſuffer the paine, and let not the honour be blotted with 
co wardneſſe. and peruſing well his armour, he committed 
pimſelfe vnto :God, 4 (ſaed ont of the fozreſt with a l wilt 
pate, at ſuch time as the Chariot with the great haſt that it 
made, bad: paſſed by a god ſpace, and ſefting ſpur res, vnto 
bis hozſe, hee made him to flpe like the winde, and with a 
high voice he bad them tarrye. At which calling, the Gpant 


that was binder moſt loked backe, and when her law that 


it was a Knight that called him, and that he came running 
towards him with great \ wiftnefſe,he ſaid vnto thoſe that 
gouerned the Chariot. Goe and kepe on your wap, and let 
me alone 10 ler what that vnbappve creature would baue: 
ard he turned abant his hozle, at ſuch time as that warlike 
Dacian, was come nigb vnto him, the Ovant ſaid vnto him: 
Knight what haſt is this that tho makeſt. he Dacian an 
ſwered : Jt is to amend if J may this outrage which I 
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ſuppoſe thou doſt vnto thoſe Ladyes,which thou voſt carrie 
away with tbe in the waggon. The Gpant (miling, and 
as it were,ſeming to haue him in deriſion,diſdainfully ſapd. 
A doe tell th& of a truth Unight, that if 3 did not belceue, 5 
folly doth make ther to ſpeake that which thou haſt vttered, 
thou mighteſt well take me fo bee the vileſt perſon in the 
world, to haue ſo [mall courage, to put my ſelfe befoze one 
alone night in this demand. The Dacian did well perteiue 
that theſe woꝛds pzoceded of great pzide & pꝛeſumption, & 
without giuing him any aunſ were, he dꝛew out his ſharpe 
(word, and then without anye moze tarrping, b& ſtroke 
him vpon his helme fo great a blow, that it ſounded lyke a 
bell, and made him to decline his head downe to his bzeaſt, 
But Cratght way be had his payment fo2 the ſame, fo that 
the Giant laid hold on his great and cutting | word, g with 
ſtraunge ſwiſtneſſe, he ſtroke dim vppon the fine and hard 
helme, that he almoſt made him loſe his fœling. By which 
blow, this couragions Eleno perteiued, that it Cod him in 
band not fo be idle, and hauing great feare, that in p meane 
time while they made their bat taile, the reſt would go away 
with their p2ay.and then all bis labour and tranaile chouid 
be in vaine, be let his ſhield hang at his backe, and ciaſped 
his ſ woꝛd faſt with both his hands,4 troke him ſo furious 
a blow vpon bis helme, that the ſtrength therof did lit le p20. 
fit him,foz that it was not able to make any defence, but it 
was cut in peces with the head, and the Giant fell dead to 
the ground, without any moꝛe farping, be followed after 
the waggon, and did pꝛocure fo diſtur be them, that they 


ſhould not goe fozwards on their way. D9 all thoſe p wenk 


with the waggon, were aliabted from their hoꝛſes, re adp to 
imbarke themſelues into a ſmall barke which they tarryed 
foz,to carry them vnto a great and faire. ſhippe,which was 
ther, a lifle farther from the hoze.This Dacian called with 
a loud voice, t (aid. Tarrie,farrye,t doe not thinke,ſo much 
at your eaſe to carry away your p2ap, foz that J hope firſt 
to take away pour lines, a els to be e in 7 delence.

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And when they ſaw and knew that it was the Knight thaf 
remained with the Gyaunt, # ſeing him come in ſuch 03+ 
der, they were all meruallouſiꝑ aſtonted. The other Giaunt᷑ 
which was yet (ill vpon his beaſt, was not alighted, re- 
turned againſt him, moꝛe furious then a Tyger, and vtte- 
ring a thouſand varieties he aſked wher be remained that 
made battaile with him. Don Eleno ſapd: Put᷑ at libertys 
theſe Ladies which thou doſt carry away by foꝛce, and aſks 
nat fo; him: foz be wanting life, bath finiſhed all his enill 
dedcs and woꝛkes, and without tarrylug ro: an aunſ were, 
be lift vp his {wozd, all to bee bathed with the bloud of the 
dead Gpant, and ſtroke at bim ſo terrible a biow, that bes 
gaue him to vonder ſtand very well, de Urength of his migh 
tie arme. The Giant who felt the blow to be very ſtrong 
dꝛe w out from his ſide, a bzoad and heauie word, 4 flroke 
at him ſuch a blow, that almoſt it bꝛougot him to þ ground, 
ie it had not ben foz the great fozce, which be put in firwing 
himſelte in his ſtiroppes, which was the occaſion that in a 
trice he ſetled himſel le againe in the ſaddle, à ſœ ing himfelfe 
lo euill int reated he p2eſſed towards him, and began to late 
on him ſo ſharpe © ſtrong blowes, that he made the ſparks 
of fire flie out of his armour, and although he was meruat- 
loafly occupied in ſtriking of the Gpant, yet did he not foz* 
get to haue alwates an eie vnto pᷣ Chariot wheras p captive 
Ladies were, to ſee if they did pꝛocure by any meanes to do 
them harme oz damage, and he law that they went about 
to take them out of the waggen, and to put them a land, fo: 
to imbarke them, which made him fo make moze baſt in 
bis battaile,and knowing the ſfrong enimie,that he had be» 
foze him, e inc aged with that ſodaine ſight, to ſe them ime 
barking, and that if thep chould carry them to ſea, then by 
no meanes he could neither faudur no2 ſuccour them, he re; 
teiued ſo great w2ath, that he thꝛew his ſhield at his backs 
and toke his cutting ſwoꝛd in both his handes, 4 went vn⸗ 
to the Giant on bis leit ſide. e flirming himſclke in his ſtir⸗ 
rops, he ſtroke bim ſo terrwle a blow that he made him to 
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and fo void at his mouth & noſe great abundance of bloud, 


and without any tarrying be ſpurred his hozſe 4 in great 
haſt he went towards thoſe knights that had thoſe Ladies in 


* keping,t began fo ſfur himſelfe amongſt them, in ſuch ſozt, 


that when they remembꝛed tham(clucs to make reſiſtance, 
ther was thee of them ſlaine then all the reſt iopned them « 
ſclaes together, put backe to backe, made a round circle, 
with their ſwo2ds in their hands to make their defence. At 
this time the pꝛinte kleno had fo2got the great vertue which 
bis hozſe had, but becauſe he wold not p they Chuld kill him, 


he alighted from him, the which was y occaſion that he put 


bimſelle in great frauaile and pirill, notwithſtanding with 
the great anger which he had, hee pzefſed in amongſt them. 
ſtroke x wounded them on euerp fide, without faking anye 
reſt, p it was a wonder to ſer, and he ſo beſtur red e toſſed his 
cutting ( woꝛd vpon them that maͤde reſiſkaunce,v he made 
them to know & fzle his great ſtrength, although that the p 
were choſen 4 baliant linights,x they did not let to intreate 
bim ver p caill,in luch ſozt, that many times they made him 
fo ſtope x tele the grtefe of their blowes: not withſtanding 
the courage t ffrength of Eleno was ſuch, j in a verpe ſhozt 
time he bzought t welue of them to the ground befoze him. 


The marriners which ſaw the great fury that was in that 


one knight, in great haſt put of their barke from the waters 


de, 4 with the feare which they bad likewiſe to bee there 


llaine, retourned vnto their ſhippe, fozeing the barke with 
the great ſtrength of their armes, ſtriking in the water W 
their oares, when they came fo the ſhip they called alcud 
giuing and making a great nciſe vntop reſt of the Unigtts 
that were in the (hip, which was to the number of twenk p, 
that they ſhould come and giue aide and fuccour to thoſe. 
which were a land,foz that ſome of the were ſlaine, 6 ſcme 
bery loze hurts other ſome Canding ſtill in their defence, 
In tho meane time this furious Dacian did ſo behaue him + 


ſeife amongſt them, 4 in ſuch ſozt, p quickly he bad clered 


bimſelfe of all thoſe,if at p pzeſent time y Gyant which was 
befoze aſtonied 4 beſide himſelle, had not come wheras ther 
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were,fo2 being tome againe vnfo himſelfe, and ſaw p great 
perili wherin he was bzought,J cannot noz am not able to 
declare here the great and vnmeaſur able furythe wyich he 
had, and it did the moze increaſe in him when he ſaw {o ma + 
ny Knights flatne s dead, onelp by the power and Crencth 
of that one Knight £ his wzath was ſo great, p be began to 
crp out againſt his Gods, and alightedfrom his beaſt, t toke 
bis ſ wozd into his band, and with a ſur ious pace he went 
towards wheras the Pzince was, but when the valtant E- 
leno ſaw him, be could not bat thinke that he ſhoulo paſſe 
great trouble with dim, not wil hſtanding fo; that he ſaw na 
other thing but death amongeſt thoſe barbarous and rude 
people, he did determine to ſcll his life very dere, 6 had god 
regard vnto the blows which the giant ſhould ſtrike at him, 
and in the beſt wiſe he could he clered himſelte from them. 
In this ſozt went this valiant knight maintatning bis quar- 
rell, t damnifizng his enimies when oppoztunitie did ſerue, 
and alwaies bad a god hope to clere himſelſe of that bat - 
taile, although that there were come a land thꝛe t t went ie 
other nights, againſt who he made his defence at his plea- 
ſure,fo2 that they feared his terrible blowes, and had hurt e 
wounded them in many parts although the wounds wer not 
very great, foz that he could neuer faſfen on them one blow 
to his contentment. At this time ther came another Gpant 
a ſhoze out of the barke, which had remained in vhe ſhip, 4 
with him came other twenty knights,and thirtie men with 
batchets 4 other weapons, which made great baſt to come 
& land. At ſuch time as this warlike Dacian was intangled 
t in vatfalle with p other, this gyant came befoze all p reſt, 
and Troke this night behinde him lo terrible a blow p it 
made hun to bow both his knees fo y ground, but bis migh⸗ 
tie courage witch in luch lyke chaunces alwates reccuercd 
ſtrength with great baſt # a valpant hart, he put himſe lie a 
fote againe, e loking about bim to ſ@ who it was that ſo 
tozmented him, he ſaw that it was a migbtpe and terrible 
Gpaunt, who with a great clubbe was readpe fo giue bim 


the ſecond blow, the Pzince * god aduiſement 15 put 
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bimſelfe a part fro the fozce thereof,and made him fo ſpend 
his blow in vaine, and tote his (wo2d in his bandes, and 
pꝛeſted vnto the Goant befoze he could defend himſelte, and 
troke him ſuch a terrible blow vpon the right kner, that he 
cut it a ſunder in the middeſt. and the heante and fierce Gps 
ant fell dead to the ground. At this time all thoſe that came 
out of the (hip pzeſled on him foz to kill him, but by reaſon 
of their thick 6 mightie biowes, ſo many together, hee was 


conſtrained to fali downe fo the eartb, but when he ſaw him 


ſelfe in this great perill, he did pzocure to kill all Þ ener he 
could of the that put themſelues befoꝛe hun, wich was the 
occaſton that he had ſpace to ariſe vp againe on fote. and ſe - 
ing himſelfe in this great danger, he began to call vpon Je- 
fas Chꝛiſt commit ting vnto him his ſoule, and beſougbt him 
that he would take mertie on it. tberewith he pꝛelled vn · 
to his enimies, and with double fozce he laid on them on g+« 
nery ſide, but all was in vaine fo2 him to mal reũſtance foz 
that p company wgs lo great that did compaſſe him about, 
ſcriking at bun as though they were deſperate men, ſo that 
this god knight was conſtrained to ret ire vnto the ſea fide, 
and to put himſelfe bp into water vp to the waſt, whereas 
be made his backe ſare.y they could not come behinde him, 
ther he made his defence ſomewhat with leſſe trauaile a- 
gainſt them that did pꝛocure to offend him:the gyant which 
ſaw ſo great aflaughter of men committed by one Knight, 
with a furious voice returned vnto the people, and reniled 
them, calling them cowardes, and curſing bimſelfe fo2 that 
he would accoinpanie himſelfe with ſo naughtye and vile a 
gener ation, and ſaid vnto them Enter into the water and 
follow him, foz it ts but one Knight that is befoze you. 
And therewith he put himſelfe into the water, then all the 
reſt foꝛ verie ſhame were conſtrayned to doe the lyke. At 
this time this valtant night ſaw himtelfe in the greateſt 
danger that euer befoze that time in all his life he had berne 
in, x made not anpe reckoning: to liue longer, pet neuerthe- 
leſſe he thought te ſell his lite verie dere, with the death of 


all fach as bi might poſſblye-faſten:one- blow vppon: 
Cc.iui. But 
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The ſecond part of the 


Buk at this inffant came vnto his minde his beloved Lidia, 
and be (aid with a dæpe and pꝛofound ſigh. Ab mp Lida, 
what great delight do J fle in m (cife,bere to make my 
end, and to ſet me at libertie of ſo great (ozrow and care, 
which J do luffer in not ſeing the: but therewith remem- 
being bimſclfe,b& ſatd. Lozd what ts this, what baue J 
laid: J doe do finde my ſclfe at the point to be flainc,4 do J 
now call fo rememb2ance hir, that J know is in the depth 
of the earth. am not J a Chziſlian: It is better oz me 
fo returne vnto the mp God, vata whom J doe commit mp 
ſoule: e Lo2d,foz thy merctes ſake, doe not loke vpon this 
mp weaknelle, but accozding vnto thy great mercie take pi- 


tie vpon mer. And although he was weary,yet was not his 


valiant armes at this time vnoccupted, but rather with a 
ino2e ſtrength hes did pꝛocure to defend himſelke, wozb ing 
ſuch wondꝛous feates, that ſemed euen impollible, but unt o 
them that (aw it. And be recouered vnto himlelfe a new 
courage t foꝛce, in (ach ſozt, that the water of the Dea did 
giue teſtunoniall of bis great pzoweſſe,fo2 that vnto moze 
then ten of them which did parſue him, be gaue the ſea fo: 


kheir ſepulchar: and if if bad not bane fo2 the Gpant tbat 


did trouble him verie much, hee would befoze be hadde bene 
llaine, made that very few of the reſt chould haue remained, 
foz to bꝛag themſelues of their victozy. But J pꝛomiſe pon, 
be was in ſuch plight, that of very febleneſſe he was fozced 
to make his ſtrength. This wear ied Eleno was in this ſoꝛt 
as pou haue hꝛard in great weakneſſe, and voide of all hu 
mane ſtrengtb, although be lacked no courage in his beart. 
At which time ther arriued in great haſt a bark at p ſboꝛe 
ſide, in the which came one alone night, armed with ver ie 
rich armoꝛ, who (ił vou doe remember) was the baliant Ro- 
ſicleer, that after he had made an end of that perillous bat- 
faile at Lira, at the which bee loft the company: of that god 
night Brandunardo. he fall of (ozrow and griefe,returned 
vnto the lea, whereas by foztane he found his light and in 


thbaũted barbe, which with hir accuſtomed ſwiltnes did cas 


re bim, wpereas he ſaw was. made a tearefull ee, = 
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which was this that here befoze J haue fold yon that the 
afflicted Prince did make. So that when Roſicleer ſaw that 


one alone knight with ſo great courage did make reſiſtance 


againſt ſo many, who dyd moleſt him, without all pittir, it 
moued tn him a deſire to help bim, which ſtraight way bee 
put in v2e, + leaping a ſhoze with his accuſtomed courage. 
bee went towards the place wheras they were in battaile, 

t having bis \wo2d falt in both his hands, ber pꝛelled in a- 
— thoſe vile people, when hee ſaw that hee which dyd 
molt trouble the knight, was that furious 4 diueliſh Giant, 
he ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon his left ſhoulder that bars 
neſſe and body altogether be cut downe to the waſf,4 made 
him fall dead into p water where hee was. Yet his fury re- 


ſted not with this. vut ſtriking abont him, at fovre blowes | 


be bzought foure knights to their end. And as the watered 


hearbs oꝛ flowers doth recreate themſelues when thep are 


couered with the beames of the ſunne of Tona, in ſuch ſozt 
dyd the P2ztnce Don Eleno reiopte at the comming of this 
new luccour vnloked fo2 , and therewith reconering new 
ſtrength, with one leap be ſpꝛong out of the water, and put 
himlelfe by the ſide of Roſicleer, and lapd vpon his enimies, 
with great © mighty blowes. The woꝛthy Roſic leer bi ing 
moned with the great outrage that thoſe vile people dyd, 
w;ought ſach valiant wonders,that it was ſo he mer vatled 
at, and vnhappy might be account himſclfe, who chanced to 
receiue a blow at his bande. They made ſo great baſt in 
cutting, wounding and killing of thoſe vile people,that lea- 
ning ſome dead, and other (oze wounded, others running a- 
way to del mer themſelues from the fury of thepꝛ vnmerti- 
full blowes, theſe knights were fre t at libertie of all their 
fozmer perill. This valiant Eleno would haue gratiſied the 
Prince faz his god ſuctour and apde, and went towards him 
fo; the ſame effect: and when hee would haue ſpolicn, hee 
knew that it was Rolicleer his Conſin, by the dcuice that 
be had in his ſheld which was Cupide painted in it, and 
herewith in 8 7 on pulled off his healine , and 
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WMoꝛthy Loꝛd and covſin, if the deuite of your We lde,and 
the great ſtrength of pour perion da no? deceiue me, you are 
Rolicleer ſonne uno the Emperour Trebatioany god vncle. 
The Grecie was very attentiue vnto the woꝛds that Eleno 
ſpuke and when hee ſaw bis face biicoucred and his healme 
off, it ſ@iticd vnto him, that be ſaw the p2opoztion of his 
owne naturail fate, as though be were loking of himſelle 
in a glaͤlte 2 be receiued great contentment at the ſight of 
bim,although be did very much meruaile to ſ& him in that 
palace, and ther with be pulled off his healme, and diſconered 
that ſeuere and fapꝛe face, with great delight vnto all them 
that did ba hold him, and it was the moze to be reiopced af, 
foꝛ Þ they were the one ſo like p other (that except it were 
fo2 the little beard that Rolicleer had) not without great 
dickicult ie they could know, which was the one, and which 
was the other. The two knights could not perſener in 
they; communicaticn,foz that they were diſturbed by the 
lamentable nopſe of thoſe Ladies which were pziſoners,foz 
that ſome of the had their bands bound, 4 ſome both hands 
and fete, and they crped ont fo2 ſuccour and help of thoſe 
Lnights,and fo2 that tbey did ſee them to pꝛolong the time, 
they made p mo2c haſt in crying fo2 their libertte,at whoſe 
pitiful cryes they were conltrained to goe bnto them, e ts 
cut aſunder p coꝛds wher with they were bound. The great 
iope which they recetued when they law themlelues at [p* 
bertie, J do refer it vuto p iudgement and conſideration of 
them, which haue been themlelues in capfiuitp, c afterwar3 
obtained leke libertie. The Lady which bad the two Cþil- 
dꝛen in hir lap, ſeing hir ſelfe at libertie, with great iope 
thereof ſhee chaunged a new coulour, ſo that the bloud that 
entred info {tr face, cauſed hir to appeare to be very faire, 
t with a ſeuere Maieſtie, ſbes dyd ſurrender vnto thẽ great 
thanks, foʒ the godneſſe, which by them they had reconered. 
This fayze Lady did not let in p meane time whilelt they 
were talking to behold the countenance of the two knights 
and in hir owne imagination did conſider that ſher ſaw the 
naturall pzopoztion and geſture of him, whom ſhe carryed 
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 pictared in hir heart: and ſuſpecting what it ſhould ber, hes 
gaue very attentine eare vnto the wozds Which Roſicleer 
bitered, remaining with as great delight of bis curtcſie and 
diſcretion, as when ſhe was wholly peelded bnto the lone 
of bis father: and foz that in the ende of all their talk Ro- 
ſicleer dyd demand of hir who thee was,ſhe could not in a- 
ny wiſe doe other then fell them, x with great curteſie ſher 
auſwered and larde. Wozthy kuights, in whom the Gods 
hath made ſo great equalit ie and likeneſle, you (hall vnder- 
ſtand, that J am Quæne and Lady of this Iland called Ti- 
nacria, who without all god foztune was mocked by 5 falſe 
Emperour of Grecia. Roſic leer, when be heard his Father (o 
enil ſpoken off, could not fake it in god part, pet remeb2ing 
himſelſe that it was a woman, e that ſhee ſpake it with an- 
ger, hee t ber koꝛe accoꝛdingly dpd frame himſelfe to anſ were 
ur, e lapde. High and mightie Ladp, there is no reſon that 
J doe anſ were pou vnto thoſe woꝛ ds, which your troubled 
hart hath pꝛonounced againſt him, that J am ſure, and doe 
right well know, in your ſeruice would loſe bis lpfe, 4 not 
hee alone, but alſo his ſonnes and ſubiects,foz the great god 
will that to you wee baue, as it doth appere in this ayde t 
ſuccour which now wee haue made. And if you do well con- 
ider (high ꝛ migbtie Lady) tbe great ſeruice which the no- 
ble Anight of the Dunne, and ſonne vnto the Emperour my 
father, beeing accompanied with the Pzince Don Eleno our 
Couſin, who is heere now pzelent bafoze the. If as J ſay, 
it were wel conũdered, j ſeruice which they baue done vnto 


the father (hould bes fo2gtucn,if hee haue committed any. 
And if theſe be not ſufficient to make ſatiſfaction, ſake in cõ- 


wcd vnto thee, whereof part of it was done likewiſe by his 
ſonne Roſicleer. And if it bee ſo, Þ ſtil poor heart be harde- 
ned with the deſire to take reuengement. Beærhold hre La- 
dy my head the which J do yeld info thy power, that thou 
maiſt therewith ſet the father at ubertie, from thy furye. 
The Quene þad hir eyes fixed on the Prince, and without 
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pany with the reſt, that which now at this pꝛeſent, was (he-- 
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pauing any power to make reſiſtance againſt ſo ferrible a 
blow: the dyd chew very plainly e clœrelp what (hee felt 
in hir, and giuing a great ſigh which pꝛotaded from p bot; 
tome ok hir hart, hee ſapd: Alaſle foz me, O foztune,canne 
this be true, that that which J recetued fo2 gloꝛp, is conuer- 
ted into a troubleſome paine. So ſhe ſapd no moze, foꝛ that 
ſhe was diſturbed by a great noiſe which a damſel made, by 
reaſon of two men, who when they ſaw p Roſicleer Don 
Eleno were occupied in talking with the quene,thep went 
running to put themſe lues into the bar ke of the Prince, and 
pꝛocured to put it from 5̊ ſhoar, thinking to ſave their lincs 
in rowing away with the Barke. And when Rolicleer ſaw 
them, not hauing any time to put on his helme, he carried it 
in his hand, and leapt out of p waggen, as light as a Hart. 
amongeſt the cragged Mount aines, and in a trice hee was 
with them, pet the wrength of thoſe two men was not ſaffi-- 
elent to launch the barke from the ſhoare, the which Roſi⸗ 
cleer had foꝛgof ten, and fo2 couetouſneſſe that be would not 
taoſe his hoꝛzſe, hee went to diſturbe them, and le apt into the 
Barke: he was no ſoner within it, when that with his accu- 
ſtomed ſwiſtnelle the Bark began to mauve it ſelfe from the 
ſhoare, the which when theſe two men law, they would 
haue leapt into the water. but Roſicleer caught falt holde of 
the one, 4 ſtaide him, but the other hee could not, ſoz that it 
was ſo quickly done.

The like ſo2zrow 
made the Queene (although (he dyd pꝛocure to hide hir de- 
ſtre) pet hir ſozrow was great bæcauſe Don Eleno was 
the firff that did begin the battaile foz to ſet the at liberty, 
thep dvd honour and wozſhip him as a diuine thing. And 
beerewith they determined to returne vnto the Citie,wher- 
as J wil leaue them with the ſacceſle of the qucnes impꝛi- 
ſonment, and the occaſion thereof, foz that hereafter J wil 
declare it, bing now conſtrained to tell you of the 1 
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lelucs , and the occaſionof your high loke is, foz tha

AT O U doe well remember when that the fu⸗ 
rious young man Brufaldoro fled away from 
> /=otbe battaile,not foz any feare that be had, but 
eto finde himſelle in place whereas 
bo: anger to finde 9 p r 
| hee could get but little honour, lpae a whirle 
winde her croſled oncr all thoſe plaines, put 
dimſelfe into the thickeſt of the fozreſt, trauailing in vapne 
his fault leſſe bozſe, and neuer reſted till hee came vnto the 
mightie great river the which befoze be had paſſed, there 


pulled off his healme,and twke water with his handes and 
walhed his face, and dꝛonke thereof refreſhing himſelfe,and 
as he found himſelfe all alone, there came vnto hum many 
thoughts, amongſt all be was greatly græued at the re- 
membzance of that which had paQ,e themoze,foz that a wo- 
man was the cauſe of all that harme,and with great anger 


giuing terrible ſighs he began fo curſe,not alone p houre of 
bis birth, but alſo p quene of Tinacria, accounting women 


to be all the occaſion tbyrof:likewiſe he conſidered the great 
trauaple g (0zrow-that moſt knights doe paſle foz their re- 
ſpects. At that time Phocbus began to withdzaw bumſelfe

dvth ſpꝛing & grow a fapꝛze t pleaſant Roſe. Alſo from that 
vemmous Baliliſ ke, du thep not take a ſtone of an innume⸗ 
rable value: 4 this beæleue of a certeintie, that the euilleſt 
men doth all pꝛocede from pou: Dh wzetches, when you ſee 
your oppoztumtie,what is the Knight that can make reli 
wancc,but is traight ouercome by pou ſo vile and bale cre- 
tures, hecre J doe ſweare to you by all p Gods, that J do 
not honour vou, neither will J reverence pon, although that 
M.ihomet do command me&,fo2 that J haue him in eſtima⸗ 
tion as vple 4 baſe & of no value, and foz the great batred 
which J owe beare vnto pon, if J dpd thinck that my hart 
ſhou!d be ſubica vnto pou, J would pull it out of my body 
with great crueltie, to puniſh my ſelfe & if foz committing 
ſo great folthneſſe/The ſighes of this Pwze were ſo great 
and terrible, that all y wods 4 mountaines did ſound ther 
of; O thou outragious and hardic Pagan, bow ſtrong and 
ſtout dolt thou thew thy felfe, thon (halt quickly know and 
haue thy patment fo2 theſe thy reuiling woꝛds, in ſubiecing 
thy ſelfe vnto them, that now thou dof publiſh ſoz falſe. © 
Ladies and Damſels aike reuengment of ſo cruell an cnt- 
mie, that with ſo many reſons doth reuile you all to naught. 
So with theſe lamentations the which J bane told you ths 
Pagan pailed'away the night till the mozning, that Apollo 
began with his gliſter ing beams fo couer all tte earth, the 
which being ſcene by the Pagan with a trice he aroſe vp, t 
toe his hozſe fog to pꝛoſecute his tourney beegun,e lift ing 
vp bis epes towards the heauens, hee dyd diſcouer hanging 
vpon a high 4 mighty Pyne apple triæ which was nigh him 
the armoꝛ of Bramarani which was put there fo2 a remem- 
bꝛance, as bath been tolde you in the fir ſt part of this hiſto- 
rie. The armour had loſt their coulour, pet foz alli that, if 
did ſhew the great value of them, and loking about, he ſaw 
tue Epitaph which the two bzetheren had made there. _ 
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vnderſtanding the reaſon thereof, it gaue him a farther bus 
ſire to take them downe, without reſpcaing the harme that 
might therok p2zoced,not making any reckoning of p wo2ds 
that were ther mani feſted. And foz that he might the better 
bzing to paſle his pꝛetence, hee vnarmed himſclfe,4 climbed 
dpon the tre, toke them from the place where thep were 
and bzonght them downe, + when bee was berlow, and ſaw 
the armour fo bee god, hee armed himſelfe with them, and 
when he lacked no moꝛe fo put on but the helme, he hear d 
» vopce of a Bnight which lapd. Ber not ſo hardy y Unigbt 
as to vnde this Tropheo, erected by the Greeke Princes, & 
loke well to thy ſelfe foz thou ſhalt dye foz the ſame. The 
Maoꝛe at the nayſe which be made,calt his head on the one 
- ll fide t ſaw that be that ſpake thoſe words was a wel ſet & 
armed Knight but fo2 all this he did not let to make an end 
of arming himſelle, t without ſetting bis kate into the li- 
rop he leapt into the ſaddle, 4 ſetteling himſelfe therein ber 
went towards the demander with his lwoꝛd in his hande. 
Pou ſhall vnderſfand,thaf her which did thꝛeaten him was 
d Tartarian Zoylo, who if you do remeber departed in great 
haſt from the amozous Tigliafa, 4 vnawares entered into 
this wildernelle, and by reaſon of his wearineſſe in making 
ſo great haſt in his trauaile, it cauſed him to bee very dev. c 
hauing great deſire to dzinke her croſſed here e ther in the 
foreſt, at laſt ther apptered beefoze him a very ancient old 
man, who had his bear d and hatre all white with age, who 
did ſuccour him with water, c gaue him a great cup full. & 
je with the great thirſt that Zoylo bad he dzank well therok, 
© tu ſuch time as hee telt himleife ſat ilſied, e returned the cup 
ig Jacaine vnto him, 2 when hee thought to haue giuen thanks 
1g Iſo; his cur teſie ſhewed, her was vaniſhed cicane ont of his 
m fught, ſo that be ſaw him no inoze-F02 pou ſhal ander land 
＋ Itbat it was y wiſe Lirgandeo, which bzought the cup ful of 
o- [water fro 8 fountaine of Merlin, who vnde r ſtanding by his 
it Jinchantmets þ thirſt Zovlo had, bꝛougtt him of the water, 
(oz to mitigaty his dꝛineſſe, increaſing in hum a new dcſire 
eo þ loneof Tigliata. De had cant made an end ol 9 
wpen 
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ivhcn that he felt in himſelle a new thought of loue, and re- 
pent ing himſelfe of all batred palſt,betng ouercome by the 
water, fixed tn that new loue, he determined to returne a- 
gaine vnto Conſtantinople, t crane pardon of the Princeſſe, 
but that cruell Atropos who had his blow readte, would 
not grant vnto him any tune ſoz the lame, neither was the 
wiſe Lirgandeo able to deliuer him from the death. And ſo 
it fell out, that when her would haue made his retourne tg 
Conſtantinople, he chanced to come to that place whereas 
Þramarant dpd kill himſelfe, and whereas Brufaldoro did dil · 
arme bimſelfe,and armed bimſelfe againe with the armour 
of the Tropheo. And the valpaunt Tartarian knowing the 
great harme that would pzoceed vnto them which did p20- 
cure to come vnto the Tropheo, hee would giue aduiſemenk 
vnto him that was ſo bolde to giue the attempt, 5 b& might 
vnderſtand, that it would ber demanded at his hand. And ſo 
hee did aduiſe Brufaldoro in that ſozt as vou haue heard, e 
without any anſ wering came againſt him with bis wo 
in his hand, inuiting him to moztall battayle. Zoylo who 
ſaw bis determination, did pꝛocure to defend himſelfe and 
offend bis enemie. Dh my Puſe, that now J had ſo much 
diſcreation and eloquence foꝛ to ſet out & declare the great 
barme that this day happened in this vnfoztunate Fozrell. 
This valiaunt Tarcarian when his enunie came bnto him; 
ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow vpon the viſour of his helme 
that with the fury thereof her made ſparkles of fire to iſſue 
out thereof with great abundance, and fo bow done bis 
bead vpon his bꝛeaſt. The Pagan dyd returne vnto bim bis 
ſalutat ion. and ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon bis helme, that 
with p great noiſe therot if made a ſound in all the mout- 
taines Now bergan bit weene them a meruailous e feare- 
full battaile, at the great noiſe whereof, foztune willing to 
vſe hir extremitie,fo2 fo amplifie a fartber enill,cauſed the] 
P2incelſe Tigliafa tn the company of bir Ladyes e Dame 
ſels to come vnto that place whereas theſe knights wert 
in battaile,and ſtr aight way he did know hir welbeelor

in great anguiſh with hir ſelfe. Theſe Knights thought on 


no otber thing. but either of them pꝛocured to bꝛing bis ad- 


uerſarpeto his end, riking at each otber ſuch terrible 
blows, and with ſo great fur p, that many times it made ei⸗ 
ther of them to loſe his feeling : and both ling the great 
fo:ce of one another, were meruailouſlie incenſed with an⸗ 
ger. This fierce Tartarian tþzew bis ſhield at his backe, 
that with moze fozce bee might Ctrike and hurt bis emmie, 
and ther with gaue him ſo trong a blow vpon bis healme, 
that all aſtonied he fozced him to fall vpon the trupper of his 
bozſc,who carried him a great ſpace round about the fielde, 
without any feling. But when he came againe bnto him» 
ſelle, this fierce Mauritanian ſet ling bimſelfe in bis ſaddle, 
ſtroke at the Tarcarian ſo terrible a blow, that if it had cha» 
ced on him, it would haue turned him to much griefe, but 
with great diſcreat ion he clared himſelfe therof,in ſuch ſoꝛzt, 
that it was ſtriken in vaine, and with great light neſſe, her 
retourned, and ſtroke the Mauritanian ſo, that be made him 
once againe to fall vpon the crouper of bis hoꝛſe all aſtonp⸗ 
50 ed, & there appeared by the viſour of his helme, the abun⸗ 
dance of bloud that iſſued out of his mouth, and bis hoꝛſe 
being græued with that blow, Eoped with his fozefete to 
the ground, and being amazed, withgreat fury be roſe vp, 
with his great kicking and flinging backwards, de did de- 
kend, p the Tartarian could not come nigh to hurt the Mau- 
ritanian, which was the occaſion that he could not haue anie 
time foz to giue him the ſecond blow, although be neuer 
left to follow him, to ſee if he could make an end of þ enters 
pꝛiſe, which would haue made much of his part, not to bane 
given way that this flerce Mauricanian ſhould haue retour - 
ned to himſelfe ſo quickly, which was in ſo ſho2t time, and 
with ſo great anger, that the ſmoake which came from his 
mouth, ſeemed like a miſt about his belme, ſo that almoſt if 
could not be lerne. Then this furious diuell ſet ſpurres to 
dis hoꝛſe, s blaſpheming againſt his Gods, bauing dis moz · 
tall ſ woꝛd very faſt in his hand, be ran towards dis ent- 
mie, who with out any feare of 1 went fozth to re- 
J. 
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celue him, E when they met together, they diſcharged their 
blowes at once, but it foztuned that the Mauritanians blow 
did ficſt faſten, with ſo great ſtrength⸗ that foꝛ all the helme 
Which Zoylo had was ſo god, it was not ſufficient to make 
defence, but that with p diuelliſh fur y wher with it was dil⸗ 
charged, it bended, in ſuch ſort, t hat it bꝛake all to perces the 
ſcalpe of that bnbappye Tartarian, wher with he gaue a ter- 
rible fall to the ground. Do when the Pagan ſaw dis eni⸗ 
mie on the earth, with a loude voice be (aide: Now (ſhalt 
not thou be he that hall diſturbe mer,. t hat J carry not this 
armour with mee. This ſadde and heaupe Pꝛinceſſe when 
(be ſaw hir [werte and welbeijoued friend on the earth, 
with great ſuſpition what was happened, beganne to wepe 
bitteripe. And as a Lyon who ſæing befoze hir hir young 
L yon euill intreated of the hunter : euen ſo (he leapt from 
bir Palfraye and ranne vnto bir welbeloued Zoy lo, and 
with great ſperd ſhe pulled off the helme from that woun - 
ded head, and with a faire linnen cloth thee wiped of the 
bloud from his moztall face, t when ſhe was certaine that 
it was he that coſt hir ſo deere the ſeeking,and that be was 
without life, with furious madnelle ſhe toze hir attire from 
hir bead, and all to rent hir golden baire, tearing it in pe 
ces, and returned againe and wiped that infernall face, ma⸗ 
king ſuch ſoꝛrowfull lament at ion, that whoſocuer bad ſeene 
bir would haue bene moucd to bane bad compaſſion. Then 
he toke the head bert werne hir handes, and did pzocure 
without doing it any harme to lift it vp, and to put it vp- 
pon bir lap, and ſ&ing foꝛ all this that there was no mo. 
uing in him. che iopned hir face vnto the face of that vnfoz- 
tunate Zoy lo, and with ſoꝛrowfull wozdes ſhe ſaid: Oh my 
loue, open thine eycs and behold me, open them, J ſap, and 
loke vpon this thy Ladpe moſt vnfoztunate, and while life 
remaineth gine mer ſoine content ment, if foztune be ſo fa- 
uourable : Ob my Lozd, ſtrengthen thy ſelfe to loke vpon 
me, wherein J hall reccine ſuch delight, that willinglte 1 
will beare thee company : ah Zoylo and my onely lone, ſa- 
ing that in fozmer time my teares were not ſufficient 22 
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tlaime the in any part, make me ſatiſfaction foz the great off 
trauaile which J haue taken in ſ&@king ther out, come now 7's 
in death and iniop this thy vn ſoꝛtunate louer, and die not 47 
without ſ@ing me, open theſe cies and behold me, giue me 

A p2ay the ſome comfozt : Ab my 'Lo2d, J h now not whe- 
ther in (@:ng ma thou ſhalt receiue paine, oz no,fo2 Þ at a- 
nie time thou neuer delightedf in any thing Þ was mine, 
but now J will gratifie thee in dying with ther, and ſeeing 
that in thy life time J could not reiopce in th. no haue 
any company with the, J will now in thy death ſ@ke the 
and peraduenture thou wilt now haue moze pittie on me. 
Lye P2inceſſe (ozrowfuil lamentations and great we 
pings were ſuch, that ſhe almaſt ſounded. But this diſcom- 
fozted Ladye comming to hir ſelfe and ſaw that bir lone 
made no appearaunce of life, ſhe berganne againe to wipe 
bis face.fo2 that it was agatme all to be bathed wih blond, 
and with hir white hand (hee felt his eies and mouth and 
all bis face and bis bead, fill ſuch time as ſhe thaunced to 
put hir hand on the moztall wound, and when ſhe knew

Triumphing moſt with terror to torment 
The man, that earſt againſt his will was bent. 


When (hee had made an ende of hir ſong, withont any 
moꝛe tarring, with a furious foꝛce, ſhe thꝛew hir ſelfe into 
the water againe, from whence ſhe came, leauing the Pagan 
much amazed: but by reaſon that the fozce of his ſtomack 
was luch, hee determined to let it paſſe,and fo thincke no 

more therof, belauing that it was ſome inchantment, and 
bauing his heart at libertie,with a light courage, without 
putting his fot in the ſtirrov,he leapt vpon his light Loſe, 
and laying the bztdle vpon his neche, her let him goe at his 
Dd. v. owne 
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owne liberty, whether hee would, withont gonerning hin. 
So his bozſe bzought him into a great plaine, where a far 
off he diſcouered an armed tent pitched, which ſeemed to bee 
faire & rich. and by it vnon the grene gralle, ther lap foure 
great Gyants,who had in the midſt amongſt them, a very 
fapze Damſell, who was very heame and ſozrowfull, lean 
ing hir cheke vpon hir hand. The Pagan being nothing a- 
fraid of the Gyants,dpd keepe his way, till ſuch time as her 
came whereas the Gyants were layd, & he came ſo nigh, 
that hee might ſee the fate of the Damſell, which ſ& med not 
to bee any humane creature, by reaſon of hir exceilent beau - 
tp, with bir golde yeolow haire diſperſed all vpon hir back, 
and hir Lilly white hand whercon (hee leaned hir cherke, 
diſcouering hir faire face, with hir eyes ſhut, which ſhowed 
bir wel ſet bꝛowes, krom onder which, diſtilled many teares 
which ſermed to be oꝛiental pearles diſperſed vpon hir fapꝛe 
and white face, and ſund2y times giuing deepe 4 ſo2rowfal 
ſighes, which declared the great paine #4 griefe that ſhe did 
ſuffer. The Pagan when her law hir great beantpe e fayze- 
neſſe, vpon a ſodaine his hart wounded with the cruell dart 
of Cupide, in ſuch ſoꝛt, and with fo great fury, that nothing 
could giue him caſe thereof, but encly death: where with he 
ſtraight remembꝛed, that which of late he heard the Aimph 
to ſing, & conſidering within himſelfe, how hir woꝛds ard 
thꝛeatenings chanced to fall out true, which cauſed him to 
giue a terrible igh,whereat one of the Giants did awake t 
ſetting himſelfe vpon the ground hee ſayd. Dow haſt thed 
beene ſo hardie, that thou dareſt to put thy ſelfe beefoze ve, 
eg wit hont any feare of our great ſtrength,. thou haſt ſhew⸗- 
ed ſignes and tokens of loue. At theſe woꝛds which the Gi⸗ 
ant lpake, this Lady dyd open hir eyes, and when ſhee ſaw 
the Pagan, ſhe could nat refraine hir ſelfe ſo much to hould 
bir peace, but that thee muſt ne des giue a ſigh , whereat 
this ficrce Poze was fully certified that ſhe was fozced by 

tyole Oyants,and with that thought her ſayde. 
-_, Grauntfe, my dedes ſhall beare witneſſe of theſe thy 
p20ud wo, ds: thereloze, foz that the time ſhall not paſſe a- 
wap; 
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wap, and bee ſpent in reaſonings,cne thing J do demand of 
ther, whether this ſozrowfull  waping Lady goeth with 
you,of hir owne pꝛoper god will, 02 clle coſtrained by your 
fozce and vyolence. The Gyannt with great pꝛide put 
bimſelke on lot, and in lacing 4 making lar bis healme, be 
ſape. My ſwo2d ſhall wholly a fullp certifie the, of all that 
which thou dot demaund and in ſpeaking theſe woꝛde, the 
one pꝛeſled towards the other. But the Pagan fog that he 
would not that hee ſhould kill his hozſe, was conſtrained to 
put himſelfe ſomewhat on the one ſide, and lpohting from 
the laddle, hee left his bozſe alone, and lapde hold vpon his 
woꝛd, wher with his entmie ſtroke at hun a mightie 8 ter- 
rtble blow, who with a ſtrange lightneſſe cauſed it to bee 
ſtroken in vaine,in ſtepping on the one ſide, g thercwith hee 
cloſed with the Gyant,and thꝛew at his bꝛeaſt ſo terrible £ 
ſtrong a fopne, that bis armour was not ſufficient fog to 
make reſiſtante, but that the fury thereof muſt be executed, 
t pearced him thꝛough vnto the backe, wherewith p Opant 
gaue a terrible fall to the ground, at which nople the other 
thze Gpants did awake, 1 one of them put bimſelfe quick- 


lp on kœte, and without farr ping foz to put on his helme, oz 


to take his ſheld,but blaſpheming againlt his Cods, he ran 
againſt the Pagan, who abode his comming with ſuch lpke 
tour age, as his pꝛeſumpt ion dyd require. The Gyant with 
both his hands, ſtrok at him ſo monſtrous a ble w, that if it 
had chanced on him, it would haue put his life in great ieo- 
pardie. But this valpant Brufaldoro with his actuſtemed 
pollicie, did cleere himſelfe fro the ſame. The great e bꝛoad 
woꝛd of þ Gpant had not ſo (one paſſed downe, whe p Pa- 
gan pꝛeſſed vnto the Giant, bee foꝛe he had any leaſure to lift 
it vp againe, + with an ouerthwart blow, be ſtrok him with 
ſo great ſtrength vpon the head, that all from the eares vp- 
wardes, bie b2ought vnto the earth, whercwith the Op- 
ant fell downe dead fo the ground, whoſe fall was ſo ter- 
rible and made ſo great a nopſe, that it ſeemed a mighfte 
Towze had tumbled downe : wholoeuer at that time had 
ſane that fayze Lady,might very well haue diſconered —

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great foy that her bart reteiued fo ſe two of thoſe of hir e⸗ 
nume is dead beefoze hir, i did not lot to pzay vato hir Gots 
foꝛ the accompiiſhment of the whole victozy againſt p other 


two which remained. And therewith the other Gyant like a 


furious Lyon blaſpheming againſt his curſed Gods, not tar- 
rying to arme himlelfe with moze armour then at the pꝛe- 
ſent bee had,fo2 that there they were all with their helmes 
vnlaſed & fo2 their heads, her toke hould of a great 4 beauy 
club that was there with both his bands, and p2zclled foz⸗ 
wards with a large place againſt p Pagan, with determina- 
tion to take reuengement of p others death, but this poung 
fur ious Brufaldoro dyd farry and reteiue him with his ac- 
caſtomed courage and daliant neſſe, the fearefull Gyant did 
ſerik at him ſo terrible a blow with his club, that \ winging 
with it in the ayꝛe it made a frarefull ſound, but the Pagan, 
who without all feare did abide the comming of the blow, 
determined with bimſelfe to let it paſſe in vaine, as de bad 
all the reſt be ſoꝛe and ſo it fell out, that when bee ſaw the 
blow deſcended he ſtepped on the one ſide in ſuch ſozt, p the 
club fel to the groũd, with fo terrible a waigbt e trenath, 
that the blow made all the tres that were nigh at hand to 
tremdle. This terrible blow was no ſoner paſſed to p earth 
when that this valyant Mauritanian ſtroke a blowe at his 
armes, which was with lo great ſtrength,. that be cut them 


both off by the wziſtes, and bis hands being faſt to 5 club, 


they fel all to p groũd. The Gpant who felt himſelfe woun- 
ded & lame, would haue 1mb2aced with the Pagan, thinking 
by bis great ſtrength to bane cruſhed him to deatb,but this 
Mauritanian with great valiantneſſe did put himſelfe befo2e 
him, his \wo2d in his hand with the popnt foꝛ war ds, ſo that 
the Gpant (with the great payne p he felt of bis wounds, 
and p great anger he bad in his hart,) without any conſi- 
deration he pꝛeſled himſelfe fozwards,t the Pagan followed 
in his determination, in ſuch ſozt,that the ( wozd entered in- 
to y Opants body vp fo the bard hilts, falling downe dead 


to 8 ground, with no leſſe noiſe then the rſt. Then p fourth 


Gyan which remained, dyd put himſelle on ſote, who * 
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of a greater and huger ſtature and bigneſſe then the other 
which were dead, and faking in bis band a great 4 michty 
ſpeare wh:ch lay on the ground by him. with a terrible and 
fearfull voice he (aide : O thou infernall divel,fo that thou 
canl(t not bee other, ſe ing y haſt lapne my thz& compant- 
ons,foz J tel thee that the gods in the heauens did tremble 
fo; feare of them. Here J doe pzomile thee that thou ſhalt 
not depart without thy reward and puniſhment, neither A 
without taking vengeance of the. The baltant Þwoze who 
very well heard and vnderſtode his wozds, made litt le ac- 
count of his pꝛoud ſpæch, but ſapd: Make an end thou furt- 
81s diuell and come vnto the battaile, delay not J ſap, that᷑ 
thou maiſt beare theſe thy companions company. Then the 


Giant lifted vp his arme aboue his head, hauing faſt in bis 


band that great and might ie Speare, which was all full of 
knot s, with the bark remaining ſtill thereon, à tbzew it at 
him with ſo great Crength,that it made a meruailous (ond 
in the apze,but this valpant Mauritanian was not without 
great care of the coming therof,but with a counter pace he 
pat humſelke on the one fide, with ſo great pollicte, that the 
blow paſſed on the one ſide, and the Speare (fuck faſt in the 
ground, and by reaſon of the great fozce whercwith it was 
thꝛowen.it made if to ſhake as though it would haue flowen 
in a thouſand peces, and turning round lpke a Snake when 
Ge doth make. haſt co goe away from him that would kill 
hir. Then the ſtrong and ſtout Mauritanian being very ire- 
full, to ſee ſo great villanie, he ran vnto the ſpeare, e with 
great ſtrength he pulled it out of the ground, and in thꝛow⸗- 
ing it againe at p the giant, be ſapd: O y furious beaſt, take 
bato thee thy dart. Jt did wel appeere p it was not thꝛowen 
by a fluggiſh arme,fo2 that by reaſon ot the great ſtrength 
ſtriking on his held it pearced it thzongh,yet it did not ther 
remapne, but like wiſe pearced his armour 4 ſhirt of maple 
and neuer ſtayed till ſuch time as it ſhewed it ſelfe at bis 
backe all to be bathed with blood, where with the Giant fel 
downe dead to Þ ground, whoſe fall was ſo terrible, that it

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but fo ſhaue as theugb they would haue fallen dowen, Whe 
Brufaldoro ſaw that the foure Gyants were dead, who were 
the keepers ok that fapze Ladp, œ went towards hir,wtio 
was already on fate abiding his canming. The valraunt 
£53028 did pull of his betme,and dyd diſcouer his face,which 
did pꝛeſent a great maieſiꝑ e ſcucrity,ſuch as his fate dyd 
require, although be was of a great ſtature & bigneſſe of 
bodp,yet his faire face did giue great delight vato all them 
that byd behold it,+ when he came nigh vnto the faire La- 
dy, he kne&led downe on the ground e ſayd: Fatre Lady,J

perſ waſton of the Bing Delto, tvho would not loc bis com- 
panye, putting beefoze him fo2 excuſe his peung and tender 
age, pꝛocuring him to tarrie and not to frie himſetfe in ad; 
acncurcs, fill ſuch time as he ſhould haue the full age of eigh / 
tene veares. This pong Knight thought the time to be ve- 
ry long. which was the occaſion that be was ver ye ſad und

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ni&de of armo;z,berc J do bꝛing it vnto thee, fo; that befoze 
many daies come to an ende, thou ſhalt haue nede thereof. 
Alſo J do bzing the a meruailous pꝛeceious [ wo2d,fozged 
and made by my great ſ kill, ſuch a one as in all the .wozlb 
there is not a better. And this ſhall continue t indure with 
ther, till ſuch time as thou ſhalt be in battaile with the 15a» 
ſtard Lpon, then ſhall it loſe his berfue and valoz, fo2 that᷑ 
thou ſhalt recouer another of no leſſe pꝛice, and of a greater 
fame, topntly with thy þonoz in the acknowledging of thy 
vnkno wen parents, and in that time thou ſhalt loſe all thy 
ſeruice, that euer thou haſt done in the honour of Cupide, 
being in company with the diſguiſed Hinde, although alto- 
gether thou ſhalt not loſe thy great love, till ſuch time as 
by the Goddeſſe Venus ſhall be thzowen at the the African 
launce, which ſhall pearce thy bart cleane thzough. Then 
did he declare vnto him, how be was ftoln out from bis mo- 
thers lap, certiſieng him that be was ſonne vnto the might i⸗ 
eſt Emperour in all the woꝛld: but moꝛe light then this, hee 
would not give him, neither the place wheras his fter was 
loſt, and ther with he toke out from vnder the hatches of 5

This did be ſtraightly charge him to 
kepe,fo; that it was of ſo great vertue, that ſo long time as 
he had it about him ther was no inchauntment that (hould 
hurt him. This ercellent roung Knight would haue ſur 
rendered great thankes fo2 his pꝛecious giftes,but at ſuch 
time as he woldhaue giuen it. Galtenor was departed vpon 
a ſodaine a great (pace from them, who made ſo much 
paſt, that in a verye (mall! time be loſt the ſight of bim.

Gentle Knight 
you ſhall vnderſfand that Jam daughter vnto the King of 
Meſapotama, which is a pꝛouince ſcituated bet wen the two 
great riners.Euphrates and Tigris. Of long time was J of 
bim welbeloued and made very much on, till ſuch time as 
my fathers Court was in great beautneſſe,foz Þ they could 
not heare any newes of a bꝛother of mine, who was pꝛince 
of that R ingdome, whole abſence at this time is very grie · 
nous bnto me. There came from the other ſide of the riuer 
Euphrates. a pꝛince, whoſe dominion was ouer the Pꝛouince 
Paleſtina. He was the pꝛoudeſt and arroganteſt Knight that 
euer bath bene ſæne, in ſuch ſozt, that by reaſon of his flerce ; 
nelle, he was not onely feared of them, who of dut ie did owe 
it him, but alſo of all the Pꝛouinces that toyned with bis 
Bingdome, which extended from that riuer vnto the maine 


ſea of Phornicia,the mount Libano,Gamogenia,and the higg 


and mightie cragged rockes and mountaines Nabatcos.To

nit ie and place conuenicnt, with doloꝛous reaſons he did diſ⸗ 
couer vnto me all his whole har t, but whether it was bis 
il hap oꝛ my froward foztune, J know not, but at ſuch time 
as he bttercd vnko me his minde. it chaunccd that Brande- 
moran had his eares attentiue vato all that was ſpoken be- 
twirt vs, : when he heard that my anſwere was ſuch that 
it cauſed great iop and comfozt vnto Geleroſio, t vnto him 
great paineand tozment, with a miſchieuous hart be went 
vnto my Father the ing, and befoze him he did accuſe mee 
of whw2edome.Uhen the king my kat her beard if, p great 
ire and w2ath which be retceiued was ſo far out of reaſon, 
that without taking any farther connſell,he cauſed me fo be 
appꝛehended, and likewiſe the Pzince Geleroſia, and both of 
vs to be put in pꝛiſon, but after a while when his cholar and 
anger wared colder, he commainnded to call together all the 
nobles of his counſell and men ok honour,who did perſ wade 
with my father, that by reaſon of the great pꝛide and miſ⸗- 
chicnous ffomacke of the Pzince Brandemoran, he might dw 
it of pꝛeſumpt ion, o elſe by the great ili will which be bare 
vndo his contrary Geleroſio, he had raiſed vp this ſlaunder, 
t that they thought it god to be put into p triall of armes.

At the which relation of this ſozrowfull Lady, the 
Prince remained very penſtue,and had great pitt ie on hir, x 
anſ wered,ſaping: Lady, J am very much bound bnfo pour 
highneſſe, that you haue taken ſo much trauaple 8 paine fo 
(exe me&,fo2 that there are other a great number of moze 
balour, that are bound to defend pour great 1uftice 4 make 
pour defence, not withſfanoing,fo2 that it bath ben your ple- 
lure to attribute vnto me Þ honour, here J do pꝛomiſe q ou 
to take vpon me pour iuſtice 4 defence, with the lmall va- 
lour of my perſon, vntill J put mp lpfe in daunger foꝛ the 
(mall experience done in pour ſecuice, J laokcd fo2 ns other 
thing at pour band gentle Anigbt, anſwered the Princeſle, 
and fo2 that thou haſt reconered fo great fame 4 rcnowne 
enely in doing of one great deb of armes, it is not without 
great reſon, that although J haue ban hetherto inſoztunate 
In all my aduentures, pet now J do finde mp ſelfe happp ,. ſoꝝ 
that J haue found luch a woztby Anight to remedy my curl. 
Ce. v. S0 
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Ho dpon this matter there paſſed beefwirt thoſe very ma! 
ny reſons,but the marriners which gouerned p Foiſt were 
greatly amazed, and meruailed very much to ſe the great 
f wiftneCe of the Foyſt,and the great way that it made,be- 
cauſe they knew not the occaſion, but the Pzince dpd well 
vnderſtand how that Galtenor who helped him was the oc- 
caſion of the great i wiftneſſe. In the end of ten dapes tra- 
uaile vpon the ſea, they dyd ariue in a Port 02 Hauen of the 
Nabateos, whereas they did determine to goe a ſhoare, and 
from thence to take their wap vnto the place whether they

ry thero?, and with his word in both his bandes he rokke 
at the Giaunt a mightie blow, which. chanced vppon his 
club with ſo great fo2ce that he cut it a ſunder in the mid» 
dle, this furious diveli when bee ſay that hee had erredhis 
blow, with much moze furie and double ſtrengih he lift vp 
his might ie 'tlubbe againe and diſcharged it at the Gca ke, 
who in the lame ſozt as befoze he cleered himſelfe from the 
fo:ce thereof, making him to ſtrike in vaine that terrible 
blow vpon the ground, and with the great ſtrength where⸗

it did pꝛolit him much. foꝛ ſo ſone as the arrow did ffrike on 
it, it recopled back againe a great wap. at this pꝛeſent time 
did the knight finde himſelfe in great perill and daunger, 
to2 that bee muſt make his defence againſt that inkernall 
monſter, + likewiſe againſt that diaciiiſh and fur ious wo- 
man, who continually aſſauted him with hir arrowes, and 
then be could not pzofit himſelſe of bis fo2ce E ſtrength, but 
onely of his great lightneſſe, (hunning p forte of bis migh- 
thie blowes,ſo by little & little he dꝛew nich vato the place 
wheras the Gpaunteſle was, who haning ſpent all hir ar- 
rowes, ſhe take in bir hand a mighkie clubbe and came to- 
war des hir furious huſband to helpe him. This valpaunt 
Greke found himſelfe in great ext remitie, and with the 
great anger which he had, it changed his cies into ſanguing 
caulour, and was determined to cleere himlelfe of ꝓat in- 
farnall woman and with that purpofe he tourncd s owards 
bir, ang letting hir blow to paſſe bp, he ſtepped in to hir on 
the left ſide. c th2uſt lo terrible a foine at bir bꝛeſt, that his 
lwoꝛd entered in vp to the hard hiltes, and ſhe fell downe 
dead to the ground. The Gpaunt who at this inſtant was 
not idle, ſtroke the Greke luch a monſtrous blow vppon 
bis backe, that he ouerthzew him to the ground as dead, 
without any remembꝛaunte oꝛ token of mmuing the Gyant 
ler ing him in this caſe thzew from him his clubbe, and oke 
the knight in his furious nailes, ano with the great rage 
and wꝛath which he had he would haue eaten him vp at that 
inſt auat. but it fell not out with him as he thought it would, 
fo; that hœ found the armour which hee had on was verpe 
bard, and when the Gpaunt ſaw that his ſharpe tath did 
little pꝛofite him, hœ beeganne to tumble and taſla him 
vp t downe from one place to another, and by reaſon that 
he was not expert in the lacings and buckeling of armour, 
bx did nothing but fumble and tolle him here and there, 
to ſæ if he could finde a place where he might beginne to 
teare him in-peeces. Whoſoeuer ſhould at that inſtaunt haue 
ſene the great affliction of thole two Damoſells, might 
berye well haue iudged in bimlelte the ainguilh and _—

Ah Foztane,tt is now great reaſon fo leaue mœ, 4 not to 

perſecute me anp farther, e if it be ſo, that as yet thou halt 

not accompliſhed thy whole deſire. Oh Iupiter make ſharpe | 

thy cutting { wozd, and fherewith take away my life. Db | 

Mlars, behold that now thy ſtrength doth faile, if thou doeſt | 

permit that this night do periſh. O what woman amonalt 

all women hath bene ſo infoztunate as J: Oh Gods, J do 7 

not know wherfoꝛe you doe thus perſecute me,foz p J haue | 

bene alwates obedient bnto pou, and now ſ&ing that you 

bad giuen me a Rnight foz to be my defence, (againſt p vn 

iuſt cauſe, which was laid againſt me) yon ſhould lpkewiſe 

haue ſuffered me to giue teſtimonie of my truth, and their 

falſe actuſation: Oh thou chaſt Goddeſte, be fauour able vnto 

me. ſeing that Iupiter hath foꝛgotten mee, turne 4 take my 

cauſe vpon th&,and be fauourable, foꝛ that J neuer offended 

ther. Thele and ſuch like complaintes vttered this afflicted 

Pꝛinceſſe, & hating concluded, the Pꝛince was tome againe 

to biunſelfe and recouered his memoꝛie,. and le ing himſelfe in 

that perplexitie, he did pꝛocure by all meanes #4 pollicie to 

cleere . elfe out of the Opants cla wes, and being clære be 

put himſelte on fote, and recouered againe his ſwoꝛd, blaſ» | 

pheming againſt the ſmall power of his Gods, x was mer- F 

uailouſip kindled with wꝛath and anger, the gyant likewiſe | 

recoucred his mightie tlub e ſfroke at the Pzince a migh⸗ 

tie blow, who ſering it comming did pꝛocure to clære him 

ſelfe from the kurie therok, and letting it paſſe,he ſtepped in 

to the Gpant, and ſtroke at him ſo terrible a blow on the 

waſt, that it litle did p2ofit anp defence that he had, but that 

his mightie i woꝛd muſt nerds cut him a ſunder in the mid· 

deſt of his body, and he fell a lunder, each part from p other 9 

dead to the ground. The great paine &f0zrow which thoſe i 

timerous damſels received was not beloꝛe ſo much as their 1 

fop and contentment now was, when they law their mo: - 5 
Fk. ili. 1 e 1 tall 5 i 
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fall enimie dead befoze the,+ neuer reſted in gining thanks 
vnto their Gods,foz the deliuer aunce of their Knight from 
ſo huge and monſtrous a beaſt. Claridiano when hæ hadde 
made an end of this enterpzile,be ſate him downe amonagelſt 
thoſe trees foz to reſt himſelfe, foz that he had great nede 
tyerof,and demanded of them ſomewhat to cate, which was 
giuen vnto him of luch as they had, and when be had eaten 
and reſted himſelfe well, they bergan to trauaile their fo2- 
mer tourney, and fo2 that they thonlde goe bp a great and 
might ie mountaine,they determined to aſcend by little and 
lit le fo: the eaſing of their bozſe, and when they were balfe 
way vp þ night came vpon them, that they were conſtrai⸗ 
ned to put themſelues a part out of the high way amongeff 
the tres, and ther to reſt themſelues all the whole night, ſo 
when the mo2ning was come they followed their fozmer 
trauaile vp tbe bill, it was well none befoze they could get 
bnto the toppe of the mountaine, wheras they did dilconer 
on the other ſide meruailous great and mightte plaines, a 
doꝛned with tres of all ſoꝛtes and great hearbes,and being 
weary of their long tourney bp the hill, they ſate downe to 
take their reſt, t to eate of that which they had left the day 
befoze,and then made an end of all, ſo that there remained 
bebinde no moze victuals,which greeued them verpe much, 
and fo2-that the way was ſomewhat ſharpe 4 raggcd,tbey 
made the moze baſt to get to ſome towne and ther to take 
their eaſe,but their haſtie trauaile was all invaine,fo2 that 
ther was no towne nigh them by a great way, ſo that the 
war which they ſuſtained with bunger was moze greater 
then the battaile of the Gyants,as ſhall be tolde you in the 
chapter following. 


Of the great trauaile that the Graeke Knight had & the 
Ladics for lacke of victualls by reaſon of their long 
iourny, & how they found a Giant, with whom the 
Prince had 3 and flew him, and what order 
they had to help themſclues with victualls. Cap. 10. 
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x T ſuch time as the Sunne of Tona began 
LADA 5 to ſpꝛead abꝛoade his golden haire duer and 
ö e amongelt the greene and frech bougbs of the 
7 7 Y 8] high and mightie Pine apples,Cedzons,and 
Dotter tres, which were in that fragrant 
mountaine, whereas all kinde of (mall birds 
flew round about, recreating themſelues in the beauty of 5; 
dap, and with their well tuned notes, making a \we&te and 
beauenly melodie. At that time the might ie and well ct e- 
med Knight Claridiano of the Speare, the vnknowne P2ince 
of the Greekilh Empire was on hozſe backe with his amo- 
rous compante, and faking the way which they thought fo 
be molt vſed, that they followed, the ladies were mertailonuf- 
lp troubled foz lacke of their accuſtomed & daplp vicualls, 
and could not hide no2 dillemble their great hunger, foz the 
which p Knight of the Speare was very much troubled e 
ſozrowfall. Do in this great extremitle they paſſed all that 
dap, ( franailing in and out amongeſt thole mightie tres, d 
night dꝛew on, and although by reaſon of the Bone it was 
very light, pet vnto them it ſeemed to be very dar k, foꝛ that 
they were verie (oze troubled foꝛ lacke of that which ſhould 
ſuſkaine them, and their faces did ſhew and declare p per- 
plexit ie of their ſtomackes. So they ſate them downe vpon 
the greene & freſh hearbes, ver pe penſine of their extreame 
necellit ie, pꝛoturing to take their reſt that nigbt, but al was 
in vaine,fo2 that their cozpozall neceſſitie would not cdſent 
ther vnto, but without l@ping they walked bp and downe 
all that night, till the next day in the moznirg 5 they tur · 
ned to their atcuſtomed trauaile and iournep.pꝛocur ing by 
all meanes fo ſc if they could find any thing foz the eaſing 
of their ſtomackes, & had their eyes alwayes attendant to 
(> if they might diſconer any village, wheras they might ſa- 
tiſfle their hüger take their reſt, but all did pꝛoſit the ve; 
ry lit le, with this the night came on them, e theſe afflicted 
ladies fell to þ ground w fe&ebleneſſe:Dh what ſozrow was 
this vnto the pꝛince to ſe the in this caſe,being not able to 


help theme parting a little from them, he lamented ſaying: 
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© Iupiter;the mightieſt amongſt all the Gods, thou which 
diddeſt "Cot at libertie thoſe of I rapobana,by any power and 
ſtrength by th& giuen, and (elng it came downe from thy 
eimperiall ſeat, ſhew ine now ſome fauour, and doe not con- 
ſent that J and my companie doe periſh here with hunger 
and lacke of vicualls : Dh Lozd, doe not make anp delap in 
putting remedie in this my neceſlit pe, except it bo thy will 
that we be all meate to the Birdes, and if it be ſo that my 
dedes doe deſerue it, and thou doeſt giue thy conſentment, 
wherefo2ze diddeſt thou put me in fuch eſtate, and wherfo2e 
diddeſt thou appoint me amongeſt other Knightes,to be the 
- defender and vpholder of afflicted Ladies and Damoſels, and 
if it be ſa that J muſt needs die, let me die by the hands of p 
moſt ſtrongeſt warriour in all the woꝛld, and not to dye W 
hunger. Thelſe and ſuch like reaſons vttered this god Gree⸗ 
ki Bnight tall ſuch time as the dap dzew on, 4 comming 
unto the place whereas his companpe were. he found them 
that tyey were very weake 4 feble, but incouraging them 
in the beſt wiſe he could be cauſed them to take their bozſes, 
and ſo did he and alſo Alibernio the old Squire, and tranat- 
led on their way with ſo great feblencile,that they thought 
berily that the Ladies would die by the way. This wozthie 
Greeke was in a great conkuſion, petd id he not let to go firſt 
to one and then to another, comfoꝛt ing them, x made them 
to ride a pace, which they might doe bery well, foz that their 
hozſes were not vnpzouided as the maſters, by reaſon of 
the awdlp gralle that was there in thoſe wodes, wher with 
they filled themſelues every night. The Sunne bad well 
paſſed two partes of hir tourney when they came into a 
great field very plaine,and in the middeſt of it was a little 
mount aine, out of the which there appeared ſmoake to come 
foʒth, which gaue them to vnderſtand that there should ba 
fire in that plate. Then the pꝛinte (aid vnto Al ibernio, pꝛo 
cure to comfozt and incourage fozwardes theſe Ladies, and 
come by little 2 little, foz that J will ride befoze fo2 to fe 
who ſhall be our hoſt this night, and of this thon ſhalt bee 
allured. that whoſoeuer it ts, whether he be pleaſed oz = be 
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ſhall giue vs lodging, and therewith her ſet ſpurres bnto his 
hazſe, & in great halt he rode towards the mountaine, and 
at the fury and ruſhing of the hozſe in his running there a þ 
roſe. vp from the ground a mighty gyant,of ſo great beighf, a f 
f 
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that her ſeemed to be a great tre&,# when her ſaw h Knight 
he laide hand on a mighty great club which he had by him, 
and with great lightnefſe her went towards him g fayde in 7 
the Chaldzan tongue. O vnhappie trauayler, what diddeſt 1 
that think, p heer was no bodyifoꝛ to defend ther this way? 1 
What was it the ſmell of the roaſted Deere in the noſe, 14 
which cauſed thee to make lo great haſt hether. The 4 

Prince when he ſaw him ſtaped his hoꝛzſe and ſayd: Yould | 
thy hand thou furious Gyant and ay,foz that J haue not 
p20cured the any euill, but rather J doe deſire the that-of 
thine owne free will thou wouldeſt giue vs whatſoeuer thy 
pleaſure is to beſtow vpon vs: O man of (mal valovr,an- 
\ wered the Gyant, what doſt thou thinck by craft and ſub- 
tiltie to aduantage thy ſelfeof me: Mell, foꝛ that thou (halt 
ſe how little J doe eſteeme the,tarry a while,foz with my 
fits and buffets J will beate out thy bzaynes, withuot the 
belp of my club. And in ſaying theſe wozdes he thzew his 
beauie club from him, and came towards the Pzince with 
bis lt bent fo2 to ſtrike him, in the like ſozt dyd this noble of 
warrtourz4 foz to ſtrike him at his eaſe he was coltramed T3 
to rayſe vp himleife in his ſtirops, otherwiſe he could not 1 
reach his head, but pet bee lent him ſo terrible a blow vpon 1 
the fozehe ad, that her dꝛoue the bone to the bꝛaines, t being 
therewith amazed be fell downe to the ground, 4 with the 
great fozce and ſtrength that be put to ſtrike that blow, it 
lacked little that he fell not from his hozſe,but incontinent 
be ſtroke him againe the ſecond blow, wherewith hee made 
an end to beate out his bzaynes,and there remayned dead.

payment(wozthy Trapobanian)vnto all the that ſhould re. 
ceiue the& fo2 gueſt, J do not know,noz J cannot bel&ue, 
that they would fake the payne to ſerue them that ſhould 
come after the, J know not what will happen anſ wered 
Claridiano, but J am ſure that J bane ginen this his pay- 
ment acco2ding vnto p intertainment bee gaue ma, ſome- 
what better cheape th? that Gyant which was in p moun⸗ 
taine, who thought with his owne body to haue queſed me 
to the death: but pet J do certeſie pon, that after bis death, 
J reteiued greater battaile, then when be was a liue. Then 
ſayd the Gentle woman that was releaſed out of pꝛiſon, it 3 
bad not feared a farther perill, with the great iope which J 
receiued when J ſaw him fall downe, J pꝛomiſe you J could 
bane laughed hartelp, to ſee how he trauailed to catch hold 
of you. Tuſh, all this was nothing ſayd Antemiſca, nepther 
dyd J cſfeeme of it: but had it not bene fo2 Þ great ſozrow 
which J reteiued, when J ſaw him faſt in bis clawes tum - 
bling and foſſing from one place to another, J pzomile you 
if the perill had not beene ſo great,J could not but haue ro- 
iopced to (& how he rowled him vp and downe, and by reas 
that that the armour was very iuſt vnto his bodp, 4 lyke* 
wile very hard, it was a pleſure to ſe him biting at it with 
bis teeth: and when bee ſaw that all his great labour was 
loff, bee fourned bnfo his fir ſt office, rolling and tumbling

I huld loſe my armo2,J ſhould not ſo quickly get other. it 
they bane ſuch deſire to iuſt, in Nabatea they ſhall find them 
Þ will accampliſh their defire by iuſtite: Curled be theſe thy 
excuſes.ſaid the damlſell;which are ſo much to mon * 
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how ill is Þ rich armour beſtowed en ther, it is not withont 
cauſe J perteiue, that they are ſo whole vppon thy bodie foz 
thou doeſt ſhew that thy warre is moze with wozdes then 
with armes and feates of kuightbod.Let it be what it wil 
ve, aid Claridiano, foz J will not meddle in this iuſt. Mell, 
ade w Knight of (mall reputation, ſaid the damſell, happie be 
thoſe Ladies that doth trauaile with ſuch a keper 4 defen- 
der, and therewith ſhe returned backe to hir company, but 
the Ladies that were with Claridiano made great laughter, 
foz Þ tbey were certifled of the valour of their knight, what 
be was,but Fidelio whe be beard the excuſes of his maſter, 
thought verily that be did it foz feare, and fo2 this cauſe bee 
was very heauie and ſadde, and the Ladies perceiuing, bad 
thereat great pleaſure and ſpoꝛt. So trauailing fozwards, 
they came vnto a bꝛidge which was ouer þ river Tygris, x 
on the other ſide ther was a Tent armed which was verie 
rich, wherein was a KniSht armed which did vefend p pal 
ſage,and ther were let vp againlt a tre a great number of 
Speares,t when the dutchelle with all bir Knights e come 
pany entered the bzidge,ther appeared vnto them a Knight 
of a gentle diſpoſition, who with great lightneſſe leapt vpon 
his hozſe,+ ſent a Squire vnto them to tell them that they 
could not paſſe that wap, but firſt they ſhould confeſſe them · 
lelues to be onercome by the beſt Knight of all p wozld,but 
if they will and vnto the iuſt,he that receiueth the foile to 
loſe both bis hozſe and armour, ſo in a trice they put theme 
lelues in oꝛder, at which time the Pzince Claridiano came 
vnto that place, and when be ſaw that they did make ready 
and addzeſſe themſclues vnto the iuſt, he ſtaicd on the one 
ſide whereas hee might verpe well at bis pleaſure ſes them. 
It ſo fell out, that in t wentie iuſts al theſe twenty Knights: 
were ouerthzowen and fopled, at which the Dutcheſſe recei- 
ned great ſoꝛrow & griefe,and ſent the ſame damſell( which 
the other had ſent befoze)vnto the P2ince,4 when ſhe came 
bnto him, che ſaid : Bnight,cnimite vnto iuſts and trauaile, 
my Ladie,the dutcbeſſe of the vally doth deſire ther, ſoz that 
it was not thy pleaſure ſoz hir knights to ſhew the bounty, 
Cg.ut- that 
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that now at hir requeſt thou wouldeſt make fre this paſ- 
ſage, ⁊ dothat which hir Knights could not. Friend ſaid Cla- 
ridiane, goe and tell vnto thy Lady the Dutchelle, that J 
will pꝛocure to make the way (ure {02 me & my company, 
and will bir highneſſe like wiſe to bꝛing Knights that can dee 
fend hir, as well as thep can with their (coffes know how 
to make a ieſt at one they know not. The damſell (aid: Car. 
ſed be the reaſons i excuſes of ſo euiil a Knight,that neither 
foꝛ Ladieof eſtimat ion, noꝛ Knight of pꝛoweſſe, will be mo · 
ned to vertue, and herewith (hee returned to giue hir La, 
dy the anſ were. So ſtraight wop came fo2th manp men foz 
to pull off the armour of thoſe oucrcome Unigbts, p which 
when Claridiano ſaw, he (purred fozwardes his ho2le with 
bis ſpeare in his hand, ready at all aſſates to the tuff, and 
went towards the dutchelle ſaying. K ady, now will 4 che w 
bato pou, whether J can better kepe my whole armoz, the 
pour Bnights their bꝛoken, g therewith he called vnto that 
Bnigbf which kept the paſſage,that he ſhould make himſelfe 
ready # come to him, and being both let in their places,they 
mouedtheir hoꝛſes the one againſt the other with great fu: 
ry, and in the middeſt of their courſe they met together, and 
neither of them did mille his bow, but met with ſo great 
fozce,that the ſpeare of the night ot the Paſſage was ſhi⸗ 
ur red all to pæces, made the Prince to encline his bodpe 
bpon the ſaddle, but h̊ knight of p Paſſage rece iued p blow 
in fuch ſo2t.,y neither his ſhteld,no2 bis armour could make 
any reũſtance, but p the head of p ſpeare (hewed it ſclfe at 
bis back, wher with be fell from his hozſe dead to p ground. 
The dutcheſſe when ſhe ſaw it, receiued great ioy, although 
the follp of hir knightes was a griefe vnto hir, in ſuch ſoꝛt 
p the laid. Oh what do they delerue, p without knowing the 
balour of a perſon wil haue him in der iſion, foʒ we map well 
conſider that the Gods can beſtow their giftes on pc rlons of 
ſmall valour, at the leaſt onthe Þ haue (mall capacitre foꝛ to 
ble it, foꝛ here you may ſæ this knight, ÿ thoſe knights which 
did beare me company. dæmed þ he did refuſe ᷣ iuſt with the 
of very cowardnelle.t pet * is p partie Þ delmereth 4 — 
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that they might not altogether be hamed: Oh diſo2dinake 
pꝛide, enimie to all vertue, ſuch is it that doth remaine in our 
eſtates, that altogether it doth make vs to fo2get all godnes, 
pet in our ſubieds meaner perſon wee may learne p which 
is requiſite foz our commoditie and honour,and pet we doe 
thinke that all which the Gods doth giue vs, we do deſerne, 
and pet we finde not our ſelues ſatiſfied, At which reaſons of 
the datcheſſe,Claridiano was verp atfentine,# thought well 
ot hir repentance, foꝛ that which bir Knightes had done a+ 
gamſt him, 4 was very well content, c had hir in reput as 
tion to be very honorable, t dꝛawing nigb vnto hir be laid: 
Faire Ladie, here you doe ſee Þ with great reaſon p hoꝛſe & 
armour of theſe your knights is mine, 4 doth pertaine vnto 
me, toz y their experience was ſuch tobe lanched out of fheix 


ſaddles, as alſo to mock t ieſt at trauailing and venterdus 


k inghts, ther foꝛe pour pleaſure may be fo tommaund them 
to be deliuered vnto me, ſoꝛ p they knew not bow to defend 
them. The Dntcheffe was cut off from hir ant were by rea · 
ſon of the comming of a knight w great pꝛide that ſapde: 
The hoꝛſe 4 armour is none of thine, firſt J do gine the to 
vnderſtand p we will defend them with the loſſe of thy life. 
And in ſaying theſe woꝛds he dzew out his [word, e betoze 
that the pꝛince could make any reſiſtance, he cut off one of 
his hozſe legs, and the P2ince percctuing it,befoze his hoſe 


did fall, with great light neſſe he cleercd himſelfe from p lad- 


dle, and lite vnto the winde be went ag ainſt that vncourte⸗ 
ous knight, with his word in his hand, he ſtroke him ſuch 
a blow bpon the head, that he cut it in two parts, a he fell 
dead fo the earth. The reſt of the knights which ſaw thts, 
came vnto him with their { wo2ds in their hands, and foz all 
the tcrping out of the Dutcheſſe a bir daughter to withdzaw 
them, they did compaſſe him abont altogetber,ſtriking him 
with terrible blowes on every ſide: but pet hey found him 


not ſo weake and wir hout courage as they thought, but ra⸗ 


ther with a valiant hart he made his defence, e did intreafe 
tbe in ſuch lozt, that alter ward it grieued the to haue begun 
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the enterpziſe,foz the pzince ſo behaucdhimſclf,thaf at the 
blowes be bzought thz& of them dead to the ground, e foz 
that they were all choſen Bmghts,foz the loſſe o? thoſe that 
were llaine, they would not leaue to perſcuer againſt p mighe 
tie warriour. The Pꝛince when he perceiued that they did 
ſtill pꝛocure to intreat him euilt, wih great ire and wzath 
he began a new to plague them with bis ſtrong and fur p- 
ous arme, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that in a (mall time be made that the 
balfe of the had loſt their ſtrength fo2 to Crike at him, the 
reſt which remained when they ſaw that ther they ſhould 
lake fo2 no other but death,except they made their defence 
betfer,oz elle pꝛocure to kill him, p which ſtraight way they 
did put in v2ze. Then the pꝛince when he percctued that Ctiil 
withgreat fury tbey did perſecute him, he let ſlip his ſheive 
and thzew it ou his backe. and toke faſt holde of his (wozd 
in both his handes, and Croke ſo terrible a blow at him 
which came firſt to hand, that hitting him on 5 ſhoulder, be 
cut him downe onto the walt e be fell dead to the ground, 
then caſting his ( woꝛd about, with an ouerthwart blow her 
ſtroke another on the thzoat, that be made his head fo flpe 
from his ſhoulders, e in p fur ie he bꝛought other two dead 
fo the ground, p other ſire which remained ſæing his dincl- 
lich fury began to withdzaw themſelues. Then the daugh- 
ter of the dutcheſſe ſ&ing the other Knights fo retire came 
vnto the Pꝛince, c with great grace and cuxrteſic ſhe ſaid : 
Ualiant Knight of tbe Ladies, J doe deſire the foz curteſies 
ſake to ceaſe thy fur v, let not the fozce of thy ſtrong arme 
pꝛoctede farther,but let this my deſire 4 requeſt moue thee 

to that which twentie Knights of valour could not obfaine. 
This noble warriour although de was blinde 6 ogercome 
with anger and wzath pet could he not but paciſie bimſelfe, 
ſeing w what humilitie this faire Gentlewoman did de 
ſire him, and without any mo28 replying be did withdzaw 
himſelfe, and leapt bpon the hozſe of the Knight of the paſl- 
ſage,fo2 that Fidelio did take and bꝛought after that y bozſe 
of his maſter was ſlaine, and therewith her paſſed over the 
bzidge, and began to take his tourney Can all 
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them which ſaw ß battaile,bery much amazed at bis great 
p;oelle. Ho they trauailed with great baff, beecanle they 
would come vnto their lodging befoze night, making haſt, 
the came vnto a mans houſe, who dyd lodge them ba ing 
in great feare, the occaſion chall be tould you in the next 
Chapter following.

Then the Prince aſked what 
was the occaſion of that great nopſe, and it was tould him ; 
by bis Hoſt, how that it was to kæpe out two great Gy- ; 
ants, which of late dates dyd vie all thoſe waies and fields, FT: 
dweing all the harme poſſible,in faking and killing all that 1 
euer they might, and they doe carrye with them ſift ene 
knights, foʒ to help them to do all this enill,fo2 which cauſe 

all this count rey ſtandeth in great feare, and dare not tra- 

naile by the waies, and vnderſtanding that many doe come 

this wap, to goe (& the Triumphs & Feaſts a Nabatea, they 

do vile here great pꝛide e arrogancie, carrying away with 

the many pꝛiſoners, as well men as women. &0 when the 
Prince heard this, as one that dyd pꝛocure no other thing, 

but to augment hid honour,and tncreaſe his fame, he ſayd. 

Commaund that the gates map be open,fo2 that J wil ne- 

ner accompt my ſslfe in the number of Kntghts,but that A 

vill cauſe them to leaue of doing ſuch harme, and allo let 

them at libertie,whom they do carry captines,and caſe the 

ofthis great feare in þ which thou art. O foz the luue thou 
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doſt beare vnto the Gods, gent le night, ſapde the Holt of 
the houſe, do not put thele thy tender peres in perill to bee 


llaine, oꝛ car ried away pziſoner by thole furious beaſts. To 


wbome Claridiano anſwered. It will bee rather a ſheme ful 
repꝛoch vnto mp fame, if there ſhould lack in me, that which 
J am bound by the oꝛder of knighthod to perfozme. There- 
foze my god Hoſt, let this ſuffice, that neither pour requeſt 


no2 any others petictons,ſhall perſ wad mee to the tontra | 
rp, but that J will goe fo:th and pꝛocure to abate ſo great 


pꝛide and harme, foz that in making an ende of my dayes, 
in dc fence againſt theſe cruell people, thè haue J perfozmed 
that J am boũd to, haue pꝛomiled to do, therefoze J pꝛap 
the commaund that the gates may bee opened. When the 
Poſt ſaw his determined purpoſe and will, hee commanded 
the gates to bee opened. The t wo Ladies receiued great (0z- 
row and griefe, fo2 that which the knight dyd : but much 
moꝛe was the artefe of Fidelio, although bee was thꝛoughlie 
certified of p valoz of his Lozd,yet he lettcd not but great- 
lp to feare his returne,fo2 Þ the enterpꝛiſe was very daun- 
gerous and doubt full, and would very fame haue gone with 
his Lo2d,but he wold in no caſe coſent therevnto,but wold 
alone goe fozth vpon this enterpzile. do this noble warrioz 
rode fozth with the viioz of his healme vp, and his ſheld on 
his arme, and a mightie cutting (wo2d in his hand, and put 
humſelfe in the middeſt of the high wap, and in a lmali time 
after he ſaw a chartot which was dꝛawen with fire ho2ſcs, 
in the which they brought the Dutches of the Ualley, and 
all the company v remained with hir, who by reaſon 5 they 
wer cuil intreted in p battaile befoze,they bad not ſtrength 
to make reſiſtance, but py they were taken pꝛiſoners by the 
Gpants, and bound very faſt, and put into that Cliariot. The 
Prince at that time did greatly reiopte, foʒ Þ he bad ſo god 
oppercunitte foꝛ to make ſat iſfaction vnto the Dutc hes and 
bir knights of the great harme the which by him they had 
receiued, and beeing ready to the battaile, hee put bimſelf in 
the high wap tarrying their comming.

of. Then the valiant Son of the great Alphebo anſ wered. 
Neither mp folſp,noz pet the truſt which thou laiſt 4 haue, 
bath mouꝛd me, but cnely this th cruelty 4 euill cuſtomes 
woich thou doit vſe, foz that the immoztall Gods are verte 
angrp, that thep haue indued you with ſo mightie members 
and ſtrength, and pou thus implop them, exe rciſing nothing 
but vileneſſe and crueltp.and thercfo2e they do ſend mæ, as 
theie meſſenger, to make mani cſt vato you their great an- 
ger and w2ath,pzomifiag great pantihment, if you do not 
leaue to follow theſe peruerſe cuſtomes which pou do vle, e 
if it bee lo that you are determined not fo leaue this cuill 
tuſtome t amend pour life hœre in their names J doe deſie 
you in moꝛt all battaile.Zhe Oyant with the grcat p2ide be 
had,4 with rhe anger that hee recetued, when hee hearo the 
ſpech of the Prince. the wozds doubled ſo in his mouih that 
he could not make any aunlſ were, but thzew out trom bis 
mouth and noſe great abundance of (moaze, which almoſt 
tote awap their ſights lyke a miſt, and ſpuiring fo2wards

fed, and that with one onelp blow, and there with dzew out 
his I woꝛd, and went towards p Gyant ſaying. Tarry,tar- 
ry thou fur ious beaſt, fo here J [were bnto the by the 
tmmoztall gods, that very quickly J meane to giue the thy 
patment,wbich thy terrible blow doth deſerue. The Prince 
at that time was ſo full of wzath,that be might well haue 
ben counted hardp, that burſt at that time come fo him face 
to face. And whe be came whereas the Giant was,. he ſtret. 
ched himſelfe vpon bis ſtirrops, and ſtrok ſo terrible a blow 
vpon p Gyants ſhoulder,which was with ſo great ſtrength, 
that all that quarter he cut cleane a wap, and thzew him 
dead to the ground: which canſcd great contentment vnto 
all thoſe, that were in the houſe beholding them, The other 
Opant whe ber ſaw bis companion dead, with great wzath 
be commanded the fiftene Knights, that altogetber they 
ſhould aſſault that moztall enimie, who were not flack in 
accompliſhing bis commandement. Oh bnbappy people, if 
pou bad conſidered, how that this young knight bad loſt the 
repnes of his paciente, pou would not haue ben ſo hardy to 
allault him, fo y ſtrong mountaines were not ſufficient to 
make reſiſtance againſt dim, neither would ye baue ben ſo}, 
bold, to giue him any occaſion of offence. This wozthie war- 
riour when he ſaw this his ſhamful allault, without loſing 
any part of his courage, he went 4 encountred them, laping 
about him, ſtriking on the right hand, and on the left hand, 
with ſo much lur p, as a Lyon, when be is compaſled 10 
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with expert hunters, euen ſo he vied himſelf.Thoſe knights 
were ali ffout and choſen Knights,and of the lineal deſcent

blowes,and which made him many times almoſt toloſe his 
wittes, which was cauſed by his great ire 4 w2atb, foz it | 
was ſuch,that he felt in himſelfe no increaſing of fozce: pet | |

The 
other Gyant was mernaflouſly amazed fo ſe ſo incredible a LM 
thing, but puffing and blowing lpke a Bull, bee ſet hand to 13 
bis mightie and great cutting \wozd,and with great fur x 1 
be likewiſe aſſaulted the valiant knight on the one ſide, and 
ſtroke at him ſuch a blow, that her made him to tope t in 
cline his body fo his bozſe neck, but quickly he raiſcd him · 
ſelfe vp agapne, with great light neſſe he clered himſelle 
from the ſecond blow, which her ſaw deſcending vpon bim, 
and therewith be ſtroke two blowes at two of thoſe fine 
knights which remained, ſo that be bꝛought them both dead 
to the ground. The Gyant when hee ſaw ſo much ſtrength 
u one knight,being very much kindeled in wꝛatb, ber com- 
1 x maunded the thz& knights which.remayned, to withdzaw 
o themſelues a part, ſo that the Gyant and the knight mate 
h thetr aſſault together with ſuch terrible blowes,that it was 
bY wonderfull to cr. The Knight with both bis bands ſtroake 
e tbe Gyant,ſo that both their blowes deſcended together, 
| with (ogreat ſtrength and noiſe, that it made a meruailous 
u und thzoughout all the mountapnes. The Gyant was he 
which receiued the moſt harme, by reaſon that his armour 5 
made but ſama! reſiſtance againſt the terrible blowes of the 405 
anight, which was the occaſion that bee was hurt & woun - . 
ded in many places, The Gpant (&ing bis great reſiſtance 
roaredlike a baight Bull, pzocuring with all the power her 
bad to hurt the Prince. Jn this ſozt they indured moze then 
an houre without taking anp reſt, at which time p Gpant 45 
ded fele in himſelfe ſome wear ineſſe, and would with one 1 
low make an ende of this battaile, oz put his lyfe in ieo- 19 
| pardie, Fs 
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pardy,and therwith hee ſtroke with all his foꝛce ſo terrible 
a blow at p Prince, that he made him to fall vpon his hozſe 
crupper,but ſtraight way hee was let led againe in his ſad- 
dle, and ſtriking his hoꝛſe with the ſpurs,he came-vnto the 
Gpant, æt ſuch time as bee had his \ wozd aloff,ts diſcharge 
it vpon the Prince, but hee thꝛuſt at him a fopne at the fight 
of his helme, which was verp large, in ſuch ſozt, p hœ ſtrok 
bim beet wirt both his eies. and the l wozd paſſed thzongh to 
his neck, ſo that the Gpant fell downe dead to the ground, 
which was no ſmall iope vnto all the P2iſoners that were 
in the Chariot. The other thz& knights when thep ſa lu all 
things to goe fo ill on thep2 parts, thep let loſe they2 bozle 
b2idles,and with great hall they p2ocured to hide theſelnes 
in the thickeſt of the Fozreſt. The Pzince made no recko · 

ning of then,but let them goe, and went ſtraight way vn- 

fo the Chariot, and lighted from his hoꝛſe, and went vp in- 
to it fo2 to vnlwie thoſe Pꝛiſoners which were bound, and 
ſapde vnto thoſe Ladies Receine this ſeruite of me, not fo; 
any courteſte that J foũd in pour knights, but fo2 the great 
bounty and vertue. which is in the Dutches and bir daugh- 

ter. The Earle of the Deepe like wiſe anſwered s ſaide.Of 
truth, gentle knight it had bens better that vou had accep- 
ted dur demaund, which wer aſked in the ſeruice of the La- 
dies: foꝛ that ber ing ſubdued by your great valour, wæ had 
not come into ſo gi eat miſerit and trouble in the which we 
haue ſœne our ſelues. Sir Earle anſwered the P2ince Clz- i 
ridiano, my hart is fo cleane bopde of the ſubiedion of love, 
(putting apart my botinden-daty towards them) that by 9 
-duth that J baue \ wo2ne to the o2der of Knighthod,that it 
is not to bee meruatled if J did deny your demand, putting 
fo intercelour that, which my hart was neuer ſubice vn- 
to. Then the Durches with a godly grace (ayd : Pet J doe 
certeſie von · gentle Knight, that at this time you (hall not 
remaine ſo much at your'owne libert p, but that by me vou 
ſhal bee cõſtrained to bee my guide fo the Cit ie of Nuba 
With töõdit ion ſapd 5 Prince, that at the dap of the iuſtim 
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c:pt fo bee your keper and defender. The condition anſ we; 
red the Dutches Daughter, is granted and accepted , but 
pet J mult nedes charge you with another requeſt, which 
J wil aſ ke of you, and it is, that in my name, and as my 
Knight, you will carry with vou a Jewell of myne, and 
enter into the iuſting at Nabrtea, with the Carle in-your 
company. A cannot deny any thingy you do aſke of me.ſaid 
Claridiano, foʒ that you haue power to commaund me,and 
therefoze J do accept, and grant vnto all things that your 


þigbnelle ſhall demaund.And being in this cummunicat ion, 


the Princeſſes that remayned at their Boſtes, came wheras 
they were, and in their-company the knight of the houſe, 
who was almoſt in an ertaſie with the great ioy and plea- 
ſure he had, to ſe the two Dyants t his company dead, and 
requeſted them inſtant ly, that tbep would goe bnto his Ca- 
ſtle to take their reſt: to the which they dyd grant, oz the 
neceſſitie which dyd mwue them.

clawes of thꝛeæ ſpans in length, ſhe came with hir mouth 
open of ſo monſtrous and huge bigneſſe. and defozmed, that 
a whole armed knight might enter in therat, i the bad on 
- bir iawes t wo talkes, which ſemed to be of two palmes as 
Harpe as any nedles, and all hir bodye was covered with 
bard ſhels of diuers colours, and with great fury ſh came 
fozth with hir wings all abꝛoad, the Prince could not but 
receiue ſome feare in (&ing ſo furious a beaſt, but ſeeing it 
was then time e great ned to haue courage and to bee ex- 
pert and valiant fe2 to make his defence,he& toke his god 
cutting { wo2d in bis hand, and ſh2ouded himſelfe with bis 
bard and ſtrong helid,and tarried the comming of that vg- 
ly monſter, and when the furious beaſt ſaw that ther was 
wheron the might imploy hir ſharpe teetb,ſh& ſtroke with 
bir wings, e with bir clawes (hee griped and laid faſt hold 
vpon his bard ſheld, pꝛetending to haue \ wallowed whole 
thts couragious warriour, e faſtning bir ſharpe tuſ ks vpon 
bis helme, which when ſhe found ſo hard, ſhe let go hir hold e 
pulled at his ſheld with ſo great ſtrength Þ ſhe pulled it fro 
bis arme. but the knight ſtroke at bir a mightie blow vpon 
the head with bis \ſwo2d,but could not hurt bir by reaſon of 
the hard ſhels wher with it was armed, though be gaue = 
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no wound pet fo2 all that ſhe felt the blow in ſuch ſozt, that 
it made hir to recoile to the ground, e to fall vpon hir long 
taile. This oppꝛeſſed knight made great baſt to ſtrike hir 
another blow, but he could not, fo2 y; ſhe Mtretched hir ſelfs 
of ſo great height befoze him. But foztune was fo fanoura- 
- ble vnto him, that be might ſtrike hir on the belly, whereas 
the had no defence with ſhells noz anp other thing but fea - 
thers, whereas he gane hir a great wound: but it the blow 
had ben ouerthwart as it was right downe, de had ſorelye 
llaine hir at that time, but pet it was not ſo litle,but that if 
was moztall, wherout iſſued much blond. This great Der 
pent when (hee felt bir ſelfe wounded, ſtroke at the Knight 
with hir baile ſo terrible a blow, that if be had not ſene it 
| comiming,it had beene ſafficient fo haue parted his in pe- 
| tes and by reaſon of the narrownes of that plate, they could 
not apart themſelues the one from the other, but we leaped 
in the aire with ſo great lightneſle, that it ſtemed fo be ten 
paces from the ground, which was the occaſton that bir fu- 
rious blow did not hurt him. bee was ſcant d to 
the ground, when that with both his hands be Krone hir lo 
terrible a blow, vpon thoſe hard ſhels, that it made hir to fal 
with bir bꝛeaſt to the ground : but traight way he raiſed 
bir ſelfe vp againe,and would haue froken ths Knight a⸗ 
gaine with hir vnmercikull taile.

of hir Ecength. Long time indured this great gdauncerous 
wꝛaſtling, e that mferaall beaſt taſt vnto the noble and valt« 
ant bꝛeaſt of the grazke Pꝛince, till ſuch time as he plainly 
perceiued 5 this moniter began to ware faint e fo lœſe hir 
ſtrength: like wiſe it could not be other wiſe but p the pꝛince 
wared ſomewhat weary, not withſtanding be did animate 
binfelfe ſeeing p great weakeneſle of Þ Serpent, which was 
by reaſon of the great quantitie of bloud which came frobir 
wound. e hauing oppo2tunitte he foke his {wozd therewith

Che giant when he beard this, ſtroke with his hand a great 
blow vpon the table ſaying : Dh Gods whereloze did you 
not tell me therof befoze, that 3 with my own hands might 
haue taken the reuengement, curſed be thine (nchankments, 
fo Sthep are the occaſion Þ the might ie foꝛce of my armes 
do loſe the glo2y Þ they do deſerue. All this which was ſpo- 
ken the knight heard, x by their reaſons he knew that they 
were all of the lineall deſcent of thoſe gyants which be flew 
fo; to ſet at liberty þ P2tncelle of the valley, hearing btme 
ſelte ſo bilely ſpoken of he could not indure to ſfand there 
long,fo2 bis cholar did fo cuercome him, y he could not lon - 
ger refraine,but ſet his ſhoulder vnto the doze withſo ter ri⸗ 
ble ſtrengtb, p he thzew it downe tothe ground, at which fal 
it made a ferrible noiſe, which cauſed al the that were ther 
to be greatip amazed, but pet their wonder was much moꝛe 
to ſe that p Anight was at libertie 4 tlære from that vgiy 
beaſt, who they thought had ben dead and denoured by hir, 
dut when they ſaw bim, they all pꝛocured to hide them⸗ 
 fenes and to run away, ſo that the Gyant remained all a» 
lone in that place, 4 rifing vp from p boꝛd, ſtretching him 
ſelfe on his fert, be ſard: O my Gods J do giue thanks foz p 
rou hatie deliuered this vile knight fro p power of p furious 
beaf,that J with my hands may take reuengement of him. 
and in ſaying theſe woꝛdes her dꝛew out a migiſtie ( woꝛd 
which he had hanging at bis fide, 2 went towards 9 painte 
kriaing at bim aferrible blow, frõ Þ which this Grek did 
ere bimlelfe' with his accuſtomed ligyt nelle, f being paff$ 
low he ſaid: Gyant,goe 4 arme thy felfe und here J will 
arp tos ther, by which meanes thou mailt defend thy ſelfe, 
Bh. iii. and 
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and make thy revengement as tby part deſireth, and da not 
t vou thinke that 4 will glozp in p abating of thy tsurage, 
but with the great valour þ which my high minde doth de- 
maund. The Oyant when de law hunſelfc derided and that 
the Knight made keit le account of hum, was with tte great 
anger which he recciucdalmott beſide himſelfe,and ſaid: 

vile and miſerable creature, is it poſſible that the Gods will 
do me ſo great out rage, as to conſent that J ſhall take ar- 
mour againſt tha, and that thou haſt ſo much foꝛte, as fo 
dꝛiue me vnto that ueceſſitie. And in ſaying theſe woꝛds her 
lift vp againe his bꝛoad t mighty i woꝛd againſt the pzince, 
who likewiſe clœred himſelke of that blow as he did of the 
fir, Then the P2fnce ſaid vnto him: Thou defozmed beall 
witbout any humane reaſon, doe not p2ocure by thy great 
pꝛide to (pot oz ſtaine the nobility of my perſon,to cauſe me 
to ſtrike the, without hauing any armour,to make thy de 
fence. The Giant made lit le accompt-of p counſell he gaue 
bim. but rather allalted him with moze terrible blowes. But 
all that euer be did was in vaine, fo2 that the Pzince with 
great experience and lightneſſe cle red himlelle from them, 
and tarried p time, that be might haue oppoꝛ tunit ie to cloſs 
with him, foz to ſhew him the fruits of his fiſts, fog at that 
time he had not dꝛawen his l wozd.

fa; that p P Gyant would not harken vnto hir, bnt followed 
his pzetece bnarmed as he was, againſt him, who althougb 
bee had been armen bis fury would little haue p2ofited him, 
ſo by reſon tbat.Þ other armed knights did ſo much trouble 
him with their blowes, it was the occaſion that the Gyant 
did the moze moleſt him, caofing him many times with the 
fury of theyz blowes fo bow his knees to the ground, the 
wich did conftraine him to vſe all his power againſt them. 
ftriking about him on the one (ide and on the other, that in 
, & ſmall time h ouertbzew ſiue of them dead to the ground, 
pet fo2 all that, the other ſiue which remained did not let to

The other fine knights whe they 
ſaw that terrible blow, they thꝛew their woꝛds vnto the 
ground, t yElded themſelues vnto the curteſie of the Gzerkk 
knight. The old Gpanteſſe when ſhee ſaw bir ſonne dead, 
and thoſe knights yelded,with great fury and terrible ſhzi- 
king ſhe put bir ſelfe beefoze the Knight and lapd: O crucl

And in ſaying theſe woꝛds ſhe 
went vnts the place whereas hir ſonne lay dead, and laide 
bold on his (harp (wozd, and with a trice ſhe th2ult it in- 
to hic body, that none that were ther pꝛeſent dad any timg 
to withd;aw bir from doing it, which being done, hir — 
rable 
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rable ſoule was fcant ont of that vnbappy body when that 
all the Caſtell began to ſbake, and with the noyſe of a ter- 
rible Thunder clap it vaniſhed away, in ſuch ſozt that all 
thoſe that were there pzcſcnt remayned in a plapne field 
without any ligne o: token of Caſtell to bee there oꝛ any 
other kinde of buildinges , fo; that von ſhall vnder ſtande. 
that this Caſtell was made by Arte of Inchauntment by 
fbat olde Miteh. Surely it cauſed great admiration to all 
them that remamed a live : but moze was the griefe 
of the Ladtes which tarried fo2 the comming of the Tre 
when they ſaw that he tarried fo long, and alſo afte 
when they heard that great noyſeof'thunder,at þ bye 
bp of that inchanted caſtle.Jf was no leſffe to bee hn 
at, to ſee the buge and mighty Serpent, and the great Gyant 
with his mother, and the fine knights that were fayne, vn 
- derſtanding that the Prince had made all that deffruton; 
So the fine knights which verlded thẽſelues, gaue p Prince 
fo vnderſtand who the Gyants were, and how the old Gy-- 
antcſſe bad v2dapned that Caſtell foz to take reuengemenk 
on him,foz the death of bir two ſonnes.The Gzake Prince 
gaue thancks vnto his Gods fo; that they had deliverd bim 
out of that terrible ſnare, and gaue the knights free uber. 
tie to depart, and goe whether they would. 

Then the Prince and his company retourned onwards 
fo they tourney, making great haſt in theyz frauayling; 
that they might get out of that great Wowde, bafoze that 
the night ſhouldcome vpon them, whereby they might get to 
fome Towne nigh at hand. And at ſuch time as the gliſti | 
ring Apollo began to hide bis face, and to touer bimſelfe, 
accozding to his accuſtomed oꝛder, they came bnto a fapzee 
Caſtell, wbich was a little without the Made, whereas of 
tbe Loꝛd thereof, they were very well receiued: yet much 
moze royal was their entertainment, and far greater was 
his affection towards them, hen her knew of the deſtraion 
of that inchanted Cafle, foz that he had felt and knowen 
the enconuentence of that ill netghbour-

| with bis accuſtomed gentillity was noiſcd

— 9 damſells, and when he dzew nigh vnto Na- 
—ͤ— there dyd not lack them which gaue the Bing to vn- 
derſtand of all that paſſed.TUhen the king heard of ſomigh- 
tie and valpaunt dedes, and in ſpeciall of that which was 
done in the inchanted Caſtle, and of the furioulneſſe of the 
Serpent, hee comandedtraight 9 men ſhould be ſent thether, 
fo2 to bzing them vnto his pzeſence which ſtraight way was 
accompliſhed,and when the king ſaw, ſo great wozthinelle, 
ber cõmanded that fozthwith foz a perpetuall memozie of 5 
knight. they ſhonld be banged at þ pallaice gate,deſirous to 
know that knight,+ to haue him in his court fo2 to doe him 
hono2 : but they which had moꝛe deſire to ſ& bim, were the 
Dutches of the valley and bir daughter. MAho were at that 
tume come to the Court, and declared the great pꝛoweſſe of 


the Prince, and thought long fo2 the day of the Mriumpbs, 


fo; as then he pꝛomiſed without ſaple to bæ at Nabatca, (0 
the day of the Feaſtes were come, at the fame whereof, re⸗ 
ſoꝛted thether a great number of great valoar e ſtrength. 
Amongſt whome was the Prince of Phoemcia with a godly 
company of noble perſons, + the Prince of Camogenia with 
{any and verp well pꝛepoztioned Bnigbts. 
&ekewile came thether the Bing of Arabia, with preat 
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'no2 & pꝛaiſe, but it fell out other wile, as hrafter you (hall 
vnderſtand. Bo whe the day was come all the Ladies and 
Damſells put themſelues in places fo2 to beeholde y feaſts, 


knight, who was Lo2d of Siria, and armed with armour of a 
'Lyons coulour,accompanied with an bundzeth knightes, all 
apparelled in veluet of the ſame coulour, and paſſed roũd 
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maieſtie, and with no lefle maieſtie came the king of Silicia, 
and a bꝛother of his, who were bofh Opants. So lpkewiſe 
came thether the Ring of Cappadocia,all theſe bee Pꝛouin- 
ces that doth bozder the ene with the other, the moſt part 
of thefe P2inces are vaſſalls vnto the P2ince of Paleſtino, 
all theſe Princes came thether foz to hondur the god King 
of Nabatea,foz that he was berp well ell@med of them all: 
and as they came to honour the King,ſo likewiſe they came 
to pꝛoue themſelues,and fo get fame and name, the pꝛaiſe 
that belonged therevnto. At was (@ppoſcd of all the compa. 
ny the King of Silicia would haue the pꝛoweſſe E p2aple of 
all the reft,fo2 that he was a Giant of very big members, 
although his Bꝛother was taken to bee moze furious, who 
determined not to Iuſt,fo2 p his bzother ſhould get the bo- 


and euerꝝ one p2ocured to ſet out hir ſelfe with the greateſt 
b:anery 5 might be, the great tourt full of people which 
tame thether fo2 to ſ& the feaſts and triumphs. What (hall 
A ſay here of the Daughter of the Dutches of the Ualley. 
who was of ſo great beauty Þ ſhee was noted amongſt the 
all. So the knights began to enter info the place of Iuſt, and 
be which was the firſt that entered was the Pzince of Ca- 

mogenia, who was mounted vpon a very faire and well a- 
bo2ned courſer,hee was armed with black armour all to be 
ſpotted full of Martins, and bzought with kim fifty Knights 
all apparelled with the ſame liuerep, and with great maie 
ſtic be went round about the place, making obedience vnlo 
all the Ladyes and Damſells: after him entered a Pagan 


bout the place, ſhewing great curteſle as þ other dyd, which 
being done, hee ſaw that the P2ince of Camogenia was fa 
rping to recetne him at the Iuſt,+ Craight way they beegar 
to ſeund the inſtruments, giuing to vnderſtand, that tb 
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muſt make themſelues ready. Theſe knights were nothing 


vn willing, but ſpurred their courſers with great ary. The 
Prince of Camogenia made his encounter whole,and ſtroke 


the Pagan without milling any poynt: but the Pagan ſtroke 


the other in ſuch ſozt that be heaued bim out of the ſaddle, 
he fell to the ground, wherewith the Pagan knight remay- 
ned with great pꝛide and gladnefſe. In the meane time that 
theſe two were in the luſt, there entred the knight of Phe- 


nicia, who entred in with great pomp and pꝛide, who when 


he ſaw that the Prince f Camogenia was ouerthꝛowen, be 
put himſeife vnto the luſt. Little dyd pꝛolit bim his great 
pꝛide & arrogancie, 4 out ward ſhow to be a ſtrong knight 
againſt him of Siria,fo2 that at the firſt encounter be overs 
thꝛew him to the ground: in like (ozt dyd hee vle other fif- 
tæne knights of ders Pꝛouinces. o filratght way entred 
the P2ince of Phoenicia, who was a meruailous well pꝛo- 
po2ztioned knight, armed all in white armoz, wzonght with 
excellent knots of gold, and hee b;ought in bis company an 
bund;ed knights, all apparailed in white (atten, and riding 
about tbe place, he ſhewed bis obedience vnto the King and 
all the Ladies. Then be put himſelfe at his ſtanding, fo2 at 
that time ther was not a knight to luſt withall. So ſtraight 
way tbey ſounded the trumpets,at which noiſe the knights 
moued themſelues to the luſt with thep2 hozles, and made 
their incounter ſo ſtrong, e with ſo great fury,y the ſtrong 
Pagan was caſt to the ground, and the like be did to other 
ſire ventrous nights. which entered into p place. Straight 
wap entred the bꝛaue king of Silicia, who was armed with 
gliſtering armour of very fine ſtele, and was mounted vp- 
pon a verp mightie # rich courſer,and bꝛought in bis com 


pany two hundꝛed knights all apparatlcd with rich cloth of 


goulde, accompanyed with great Muſicke of Minſtrelles 
which was a pleaſant noyſe to be heard, and after that he 
bad made the accuſtomed compaſle ond curtcſie in the place, 
he put himlolſe at the luſt. So when .nes wer made, they 
ſpurred their hoꝛſes c made their incounter ſo ſtrog, that it 


was great griefe vnto him, to put humſelfe vpꝛigbt 995 — 
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but the Prince was caried oner his ho2ſe buttocks, car ied 
the ſaddle with him bert wirt his legges, which was a great 
griefe vnto all them that dyd (&@ him, foz that he was wel- 
beeloued of them all. This arrogant Gyant was ſo encou- 
raacd,7 ſo furious,that in a ſmall time be left not a knight 
remaining in their ſaddles on hozſeback. And being in this 
great pꝛyde, there was hard a great noyſe and ruſhing, in 
maner of a tumult in the place. And loking what it ſhould 
be,they ſaw that it was the knight of the Damſels which 
entrcd,who was armed with bis rich and ſtrong Armour, 
all of Purple,full of golden Starres. And beefoze him came 
the two Damſells, which alwapes were in bis companye, 
The Princes of Ieroſolima, tar rped his ſheld, t the Princes 
of Meſopotamia, his Speare. Showing by his perſon the 
highneſſe of his diſcent.Who paſſed by the royal ſeat wher- 
as the god king was in whole company was his ſonne the 
Prince, armed with very rich armour, alſo p Lozd of mount 
Libano, a very auncient Knight and of great authozitp. S0 
one p̊ other (ide was p Princes, the daughter of the king of 


Nabatca, who was the bzyde,a very fayze and comelp gen · 


tlewoman, and with bir tbe Dutches of the vallep and hir 
Daughter. And berhinde them, was the Carle of the depe 
Lake,who was fill very weake of the paſſed battaile,and 
was richlp apparelled with blew cloth of gold. And as this 
knight paſſed by, the knight aroſe vp and ſhowed him cour- 
teſte, The Dutches of the vallep could not refratine hir ſclfe 
but that with a high voyce ſhe ſapd vnto the King, Migbty 
king, this is the knight in whom the gods hath put all their 
power #lkrenath,that his valour map bee moze then theirs. 
This warlike knight, although he heard very wel what the 
Dutches had ſapde, paſſed on, and deſcembled as though ber 
had hard nothing. And when her came to the luſt, hee toke 
his (held and his ſpeare, and pꝛepared himſelfe redy to the 
Juſt, o ſtraight waies being in a readineſſe, thep ſounded 
the Trumpets whereat with great fut p, they moued their 
Courſers, ᷑ nepther of them miſſed they2 blow at theyz in 
counter, but by relon that the Ozecke had great god wil to 

ex- 
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erfoll his fame,b& ſtrok the Gyant ſo mighty a blow, p ha 
duerthzew him to p ground. So the Prince paſſed alongeft, 
w great mageſty, without any ſhow of diſdaine.The people 
with a great ſhout ſayd. The great mighty t royall Agilao 
is oucrthzowne fo the ground ſo that bis mightie fkrengtþ 
hath little auailed him. Then the Pzince of Fenicia, would 

20ue his aduenture with the Grerk, but with great calc be 


was turned to the ground. So all the reſt of þ knights that 


were of any eſtimation, made their Iuſt, but they wer all wi 
great eaſe ouerthzowen to the ground, in leſſe then p ſpace 
of two houres. So at ſuch time as the bzight Febus would 
make an ende of his long iourney,there appearcd to enter 
into the place the bzaue 4 mighty Gpant, bzother vnto the 

king of Silicia, W a mighty great ſpeare in his band, whole 
glyſtring poynt of Stele ſhowed thzough all the field. Ve 
bzought with him but one only ſquper, which bzought with 

him another ſpeare, and without any care of courteſie due, 
be put himſelfe into the plate. And p ſquire which bꝛought 

his other ſpeare, went vnto Claridiano, f ſapd: night, pon- 

der valiant gyant doth ſend vnto thee this ſpeare, and wil- 

leth the that thou doſt pꝛocure to do the vttermoſt of thy 

power beefo2e that the Dunne doth ſet, foz that bee will do 

the like: e likewiſe her ſaith, that hee doth not only deſie the 

in the luſt, but alſo to moztall battaile, To whom Claridi- 

ano, ſaid: Ir iend, go thy waies « tel the giant p ſent the, that 

J do accept bis demand, although it doth græue me very 

much,foz that without any occaſion hee maketh bis defiance 

in time of ſo great iope & pleaſurc, which is done in the hos 

no; of ſo mightie a King, but ſeing his will is moued with 
e great pꝛide, tel him p J am ready to make my defence, x 
alls 5 Choztly he ſhal repent him of this enterpꝛiſe, t in ſay* 
ing theſe woꝛds hee twke pᷣſpeare of p ſquire, put himſelfe 
iu p ſanding: at Þ time be was very nigh þ place wher the 
king was, who heard p anſ were which p Greeke made, foꝛ þ 
which hee receiued great anger,fo2 3 the Gyant in ſuch ſoꝛt 
Yould defie p knight wout any occaſion : but it was no time 
then to ſpeake,but to hold his peace, and pꝛaped * = 
obs 
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Gods fo2 fo take away his great pꝛide and arrogance. At 
this time the two warriours farryed the ſilane to be made 
by the Trumpets : which beeing giuen, thele knights moued 
their couriers, w their ſpeares in their reſts, with ſo great 
pꝛe and deſire the one to hurt the other, that they both fay· 
led in their incounter. The Gpant who was very pꝛoude, 
whe he (aw that he had er red his blow, he returned againſt 
Claridiano,carrieng his ſpeare vpon his ſhoulder, and com 
ming nig bim. vpon a ſodaine and with great fury be toke 
it from his ſhoulder, and ber foꝛe the Greeke could cleer him 
ſelfe, her ſtrake him a mighty blow vpon the armour, ſo that 
bis ſtafe b2oke by reaſon of the fineneſſe of the armoz, and 
made tbe god warriour to double his boty backwards bp- 
pon the Boz2ſe crupper. But when he ſaw the great villany 
Which the Gpaunt vſed with him, his anger increaſed very 
much. taking his ſpeare in p ſame ſozt,hee went towards 
the Gyant and ſayde, Thou furious and pꝛoud beaſt, what 
didſt thou thinck to goare mee lyke as thou wouldeſt do a 
wilde Boare, tarry, and J will make the to vnderſtand, if 
A can make my knottie ſpeare to flye in the apꝛe, and ther- 
with be thzew his ſpeare at him with ſo great fury,tbat bs 
ſtroake him on the bꝛeaſt in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the ſpeare paſſed 
thꝛough his body, and ſhowed it ſelfe at his backe, ſo that 
this Gpant fell downe dead to p ground, and all that were 
there pꝛeſent, were very much amazed at the great ſtrength 
and fozce of this knight. At this time the Sunne had finiſh⸗ 
ed his cour ſe, hauing nothing aboue the Hoꝛiſon but his glt- 
ſtering beames, then the Judges of the feaſtes commanded 
with (ound of trumpets that the Juſts ſhould ceaſe,4 make 
an ende of the day. Do the King deſcended from the place 
where her was into the Court with all his Knights fo2 td 
receine that god war riour, deſired him that hee would ge 
with then vnto his pallaice, to p which her could not make 
deniall. And whe he ſhould enter into the great gate of the 
Pallaice, he ſaw the Serpent, and the beads of the Gyants, 
and when the King perceiued that be dyd b&hold them, be 
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This remembꝛaunce (god u nigbt) q tommaunded lo be put 
here in toy name toꝛ to be a perpetuall memoꝛie of thy high 


and mightie chiualrie. The P2ince ther at would not aun- 
\werewaking as though be did not eſteme it much, foz that 
be had with bunlelfe no pꝛide. And therewith they aſſende d 
vp into the great hall, wher as they were meruailouſly well 
recetued of the Ladies and damſells. Aud leauing Antenuf- 
ca, and Bel:a, with the Bꝛide, and with the Muene hir mo- 
ther in law, he returned and went with the King, wheras 
thep did intreate him with great maieſtie. do he remained 
eight daics in company with the King in bis court, foz to 
take his eaſe, in which time the molt part of py Kings, pꝛin 
ces and Anights were departed,and the King of Sihcia, with 
the dead bodpe of his bzother. Thele eight daies pal this 
Greeke pzince did take his leaue of b King, foz that p time 
to make defence in the quarrell of the P2zinceſſe dzew on, 
the which he had great care therof. Jt: græued the king ve⸗ 
ry much {92 his departure, but ſeeing p be was conſtrained 
therevnto, he would not hinder him, but offered him verpe 
great and rich gifts, but the P2ince would not receiue anp. 
Likewiſe he toke bis leaue of the Qucne, and of the Dut⸗ 
thes and hir daughter who with great ſoꝛzrow did lolemniſe 
his departure. The Ring brought him vnto the fote of the 


ano rich Hoꝛſe, one of the furious that was to bee found in 
all py country. Be was a Kone coulozed, without any kinde 
bf marke, and trapped with very rich trapping of Gold and 
wer pꝛecious ſtones of great pꝛice. Ther came fo2th of the bozſe 
zake mouth two tuſkes like vnto an Clophant, his noſethzills 
lace] Were very large t great, his head very little, his bꝛeaſt ve- 
to ry bꝛoad, well pitched and ſo hard, that no \wozd wereitne- 
dgol ver ſo harp, was able to enter in tberat. So when be came 
zake bnto the foie of the ſtaires, without ſetting fote in bis ſtir 
tho] tup, he leaked vpon the beſt Bo2ſe that ener was. The hoꝛſe 
= = called Zefiro, fo; his great lightneſſe.Whcn he had ta 
den his leaue of all, they depar ted, determining not to (fey 
it any place, till they came vnto e Craight 5 
l. to 


ſtaire, wheras Fidelio was tarieng foz him, with a migheie 
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be ſecond part of the 
ko Meſopotamia, fo; þ it was all one way. Then fhep folo- 
wed on their tourney, till they had paſſed all the kingdom 
of Nabatca, without any aduenture worth the telling. T ike. 
wiſe they paſſed all the mount Libano, whereas they found 
many great and fayze Cities.Alſo they paſſed ovucr the ri- 
ter Iordan, leaning behind them part of Siria, frauailing g 
longſt by part of the edge of Palcſtina, which bozdereth vpon 
Arabia. And paſſed thꝛough Fenicia, without any queſtion 63 
demaund aſked of the, So they came vnto p populus riuer 
of Eufrates, & frauailed a longſt 8 ruers fide, fill fuch time 
as they were conſtrained to go vyon a high 4 mighty moũ 
taine, fro whence they might diſcouer Ieroſolima. All theſy 
coũtries a foꝛeſaid, theꝝ paſſed i trauatled,in little moze thi 
two months, and at that time ther lacked little moze then 
two months vnto þ time appainted, foz Antemiſca to mak 
bir defence. In all this tourney ther chaunced ſome aduen 
fures,but foz that they were not of any great impoztace,J 
let them paſſe, e make no mencion of them. Although p fame 
of his heropcall dedes, was hard into Grecia. And foz Þ my 
authoz wil not ſeme to be tedious, be doth let paſſe many, al- 
though they are wozthy fo be hard, e to giue god example 
bnta all thoſe that do weare armour,to make them bardis 
and couragious in fheir dedes.

This chepheard left off this ſong e playing all af one time 
as one yp made no reckoning noz eſtemed loue,but the amoe 
rous ſbepheard gaue ſo terrible a ſigh it ſounded thzoughs 
out all the field. Then making a heauie ſound, be ſaid : O 
bappie ſhepheard, that lone hath giuen ſo much liberty vnto, 
great is thy god foztune,that thou maiſt frely publiſh thy 
liberty and blame my captinitie.Let the Gods vnderſtand, 
t let it be publiſhed, that J am b2ought vnto that eſtate, 5 
in my (onas t ſonets J doe delight to viter the [wert cons 
nerſation that J haue with my lone. But how much moze 
toy ſhould J receiue, if J could ſing as thou doſt, in ſee ing my 
ſelke at lypberty.

And remebzing himlelfe, he caſt his head a ſide to behold hir 
that was poccaſton of his new harme, but fo2 y the was pal- 
ſed alongſt with hir ſh&p,be could not ſ& hir. Th he began 
to complaine again his vnhappy foztuae,ſaying.Ab beauy 
hart, that in the time p; thou wert a knight e at libertp, thou 
didſt ſubdue and hadſt power to ouercome lo many ſtrong 
warrioꝛs: wher is now thy ſtrength become, wher with thou 
didft onercome the. Art not thou he who did ouertome thoſe 
two mighty giants in Trapobanaz Art not thou be which w 
thy fury didſt abate p ſtrength t courage of p mighty Gere- 
dion: what is become of thy potenſie,wher with thon diddeſt 
bꝛing down p p2ide of þ two Tartaros?what is become of the 
fary tober with thy fiſtes thou leweſt y great giant of the 
moũtaines Nabateazwher is thy ſtrength wher with y did 
win thy mighty boꝛſe Zeſiro, J do (& 5̊ it is all pelded vnto 
a poꝛe t ſimple Paſtora. Oh hart, it doth not greue me, ſoz 3 
Chou art bzought in ſubienis,but only foz yp thou art at 5 wil 
E power of a Paſtora. It is a ſigne p my lignage is not of ſuch 
valour t eſtimatiõ, as J was perſ waded by my friend Gal- 
tenor. But what do J lay, do J finde fault in y deſert of my 
Paſtora. And although J wer of y moſt higheſt linage in the 
wonld, vet Þ faire face is moze then any humaine creature 
doth deſerus. And in ſaping theſe woꝛds, he fell in a ſound to 
kde groũd.

And diſſem · 
bling in the beft wiſe be could, he ſatd.J doe not know what 
ſhuld be y ottaſiõ of a meruailous great griefe which rok 
me to the hart, y without any power to make refiſtance,it 
ouerthzew me to ) groud,tin ſuch ſoꝛt as you faund me, 3 de 
wel beleue, ſaid Antenuſca,y the occaſion of this grief is in } 
bart, a the eies are in moſt fault. Foz if p had not ſene the 
faire Paſtora, thy hart ſbuld not haue felt y paſſed paine. Co 
this Claridiano anl wered not hing at all, ſeing y they vnder · 
ſtode y occaſion of bis griefe. But be made haſt to make all 
things in a readines to go onwards on their iournp, s veing 
all on doꝛſ back they haſted towards Ieroſolina, her the x 
wer reteined w great triumph, mæt foz ſuch woztby pzin 
tes. The old king 4 Queene gaue great thanks vnto their 
gods fo2 y retozne of their loſt daugbter. Claridiano remaincv 
ther in y city of leroſoluma ſixe 2 atix againſt his wil. 
LU. 
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Foz that the new wound would not ſuffer him to fake any 
reſt. which cauſed him to take his leaue of the Bing and his 
daughter, and departed,q toke the way towardes Mcſopo- 
tamia, with great deſire to be ther. So trauailing, they left 
behinde them the Citte of Damaſco, t paſſed by the one ſpde 
of Armenia the great, and lo ent red into the great plaine of 
Metopotamia,and from thence without taking any reit, they 
came within ten myles of the citie of Meſos.

And who ts be that is ſo ſim- 
ple 3 fœle-hardp, to come, and gaine laye my kfurp, the truth 
being on my (ide. Libernio ſayde, it is he that will make 
the to acknowledge thy falſebod, and will make the fozget 
thy fury 4 mightie ſtrength, by vſing of his valiant pꝛowes. 
_— Brandemoran was ſo full of wꝛath, and ＋ rene 
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fparkling lyke fler. he ſapd : If it were not fo2 that J am 
ber foze the ropall pꝛeſence of the king, J would giue tbe to 
vnder ſtand, p thy gray bay2es bad not ſpake w the diſcre* 
tion, which oughteſt to haue. Zhen the King ſapde, Prince 
paciſie your courage, e bee quyet, t thou Libernio returne, ' 
t tell them that they may come when thepꝛ pleaſure is. And 
fo2 y right of my daughter, (it (hee haue any) hte (hall haue 
ſafe conduct to come 4 make hir defence. And if it bee ſo that 
they haue neede of any thing,ſpeake that thep.may haue all 
furniſhed that is requiſit. Ooe thy wates and tarry not,foz 
that J yaue great deſire to (& either mp ſhame o2 honour. 
Fo2 A am in ſuch a ſtap, to ſ my ſelfe ſo diſhonozed, that J 
think it better that J were dead. ah what a godly thing is 
it foz a man to die when he is in ſo great troubles. So Li- 
bernio put in oꝛder his departure out of hand, leuing p king 
ſomwhat content,4 almoſt without ſuſpection of any cuill, 
ſeing that his daughter was returned to defend hir right. 
Libernio whe he had got mourning apparel foz the Princes, 
departed to the place whereas be left them,declaring vntg , 
bir all that hir father bad ſapd, and what paſſed in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence. So therewith they pꝛocured and made haſt, to finiſh 
theyꝛ tourney.And they made ſo much baſt,y befoꝛe it was 
night they came within two miles of the citie wberas they 
reſted al that night, with great deſire that p moꝛning were 
tome.

This fault leſſe lady dyd pꝛoſtrate bir (elf at hir fa- 
thers feet, but Claridiano remained a fot, with ſo great ma- 
ieſtie, as though her bad knowen whole ſon be was. This 
painfu:l 4 weried lady, dyd aſke hir fathers bands to kiſle 
them, but neither the king no2 his daughter could (peake a- 
ny wozd moze. They remapned ſo a great whyle, till ſuch 

time as the ling conftratning his pꝛincelp courage,ſapd. 1 
know not what will fall out,fo2 that J ſæ beefoze mas, that 
which of long time J baue deſired, e pet J do not know it 
ts bee mine. The lady vnder ſtod p woꝛds of bir father, ga- 
tbered ſtomack vnto hir ſelfe c ſayd : J am Antemiſca, pour 
welbeloued daughter, altbough at this time J am abhozred, 
A am (hee who vniuſkly bath gone wandzing, paying ſuch 
debts as JF neuer made,fo2 that J dyd neuer let but to bee 

the lady J ougbt to bee. J am (he that by the valour of this 
migbty e worth war riour, do {tue,4 not by the compaſſion 
that thou haſt had of thine owne pꝛoper daughter. And J do 
thank my gods, that they haue ſo much fauozed me, in giu- 
ing mee his migot y 4 ſtrong arme, fo to defend my truth, 
foz to pumich that euil, the which that travtoz Brandemoran 
dat h lapd e rayſed vpon mer. The bꝛaue Paleſtina,who was 

pꝛeſent at the woꝛds which the Princes ſayd, was ſo full of 
pꝛide 4 pꝛe, hat without any reſpeſt vnto the kings bigbnes, 
be ſayd: Dh falſe adultercſſe,wberfoze wilt thou deny that 
the Prince of Chaldea, had ti verainity,and that with thy 
conſent.

be came to þ ſight of a thing of great cdpaſſiũ © grief,wþcr 
as was done the greateſt crnelty Þ ener was bard don to a 
ny perſon: which was, p in the midſt of p plaine, there was 
two high t mightie trees, a litle diſtace the one frõ thother. 
t in the midſt bet wen them, ther was hanged a man, hauing 
each arme tied vnto one of the trees by the wꝛiſles, and the 
cozds wher with be was boũd, was t wo long 4 ſmal ſerpfts 
the which did not onelyſerne fo2 to tre bis w2ifts, but alſo 
19 their heads they reached vnto his neck e bzeaſts wheras 
they did bite him in ſuch ſoꝛt v they made him full of holes. 
Vis feet likewiſe was tied vnto thoſe trees, w other t wo ſer- 
pents, who ent reated him as p others did. Like wiſe ther was 
bp6 one of thoſe trees, a Uulter,who at ſunday times deſct᷑ · 
ded down, W hir ſharp t hard bill, ſhe picked his belly, ope· 


ned it vnto 8 guts, wheron ſhe fed, which was p occaſion 8 
this buhappy man gaue ſuch terrible ſhikes, Waut reſting. 
At p fate of thoſe trees ther was a lierte ſerpent w wings, 
who was the keper of y tozmentedman. The which ſerpent 


was of mo2e the.rv.fot of length, e bad but two ft, which 
was in p midſt of hir body,4 each fot had fiue clawes, which 
wer great © ſharp.Sbe had on bir head two great boznes £ 
ſharp.x4 gozed with them as a Bull dot h, out of hir mouth 
ſhe had two great tuſks,hir wings ſhewed hir to be of great 
light nelle. And about. rxx.paces fro hir was an armed knight 
of a large t bigh ſtature, he lacked no armour fro the head 


vnto þ lote. e had hanging at his neck by a ring of gold, 


a bery rich 4 well garniſhed \wo2d, who when be ſaw Ro- 
ſicleer, with great haſty large paſe,be came towards him.: 
when he came nigh him he (aide : Tell me gentle Knight, 


what doeſt thou ſceke here in this place of great harme « 


daunger:therfoze returne backe againe,fo2 that thou canſt᷑ 
not finde hre any other thing but death. Roſicleer in the 
meane time that he was ſaying theſe wozdes, her was be 
bolding bis face, fo2 by reaſon that he bzcught the viſez of 
bis Helme vp, hee might well perceive, and did plaineipe 
{& and perfectly know him, tobe the couragious Pzince, 


Oriſtedes, 
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doſt eſteeme thy ſeife of ſo great valour, pꝛocure to overcome 
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' The ſecond part of the 


Oriſtedes, and Roſicleer anſwered him 2 ſard: Thy wo2ds 
ace not agreeable vnto thy perſon t eſtate, wo2thy I royan, 


neither is it fo2 ſuch a knight as thou art, to perf wade ma 


to take this counſel, and to leaue to ſhow my ſelfe of what 


lpnage and blob J doe deſend, lykrwiſe: what Jam bound | 


by oꝛder of Anigythod to doe. The feare of death (hal not 
cauſe me to moue backe one fte. This Troyan dyd laugh 
at that which Rolicleer dpd ſap, f ſayd, well ſg&ing that thou 


mee. And in ſapeng theſe woꝛds, with great lyghtneſſe this 
Troyan leapt in with Roſic leer, and with his ſtrong armes, 
be claſped him about the middle, t pꝛocured by caſting him 
obout to ouerthꝛow him, in ſuch ſozt p hee had almoſt ouer 
thꝛowne himſe lle, but the Prince layde ſuch hould with his 
hands, embꝛaſing the Troyan, that bæt wixt them ther began 
a terrible wꝛaſtling, each one pꝛocur ing by poliſte to ouer - 


thꝛow the other. The Troyan dpd fozce himſelſe by little 4 


little to carrp Roſicleer towards the place whereas the Ser- 


pent was, but Roſicleer perſeuing it, did pꝛoture to make re · 
ſtſtante, vſing pol iſies foz to clœre himſeife from that perill. 


But alwaies he found that tbe I'royans ſtrength did not in- 
creaſe, And by rcaſon that the mighty ſtrength of Roficlecr 
was'ſuch, the Troyan could not by bis fozce make any reſt- 
ſkance,but that he muſt needs be carried out of a compalle 


that was marked, ok iuſt thirty paces from the place wher - 


as the Serpent was. And when that he had bꝛought hum out 
of that compalle, not being able to make reſiſtante, b Troy- 
an fell to thc ground without any fœling.leauma Rolic leer 
fomewhat diſcomfozted. But pet he ſaw that fo2 to goe foz⸗ 


wards in bis ent erpzile, it was requiſite to ioyne battayle 
with the iying Serpent. And without reſting dimielſe, da 


ſtraight waies toke a great and mighty ſpeare, and with a 


valtant courage he went towards the place wheras p Ser- 


pent was, who ſeeing him cõming, and that he was within 
the compaſſe, ſhæ put hir ſelſe on fete, and beating with bir 
wyngs, ſhe gaue two wonder full ſhzikes, and with great 


lightaclle lyke a byzd, ſha came towards W 
on 
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out of that terrible month a mighty thick (moake like bnt o 
a miſt. This valiant and couragious knight when her ſaw 
hir coming he put tbe great end of his ſpears vnto þ groũd, 
t firming it faſt with both bis hands, the point fozwards, 
be tarried hir comming. This furtous ſerpent without mas 
king any account of the ſpere, w the great deſire ſhe had to 
lay hold on p knigbt, put hir ſelfe foʒ war ds with great fu- 
rye, ſo that the ſpeare chanced into one of bir great 4 wide 
noſethꝛills, that almoſt it ranne bp to the bzaines,but if he 
had held the point of the Speare a lifle lower,he bad ginen 
the moſt woꝛthieſt blow in all p world, but pet foz all that 
it did not let to make a moztall woũd. This furious ſerpent 
with the great fierceneſle ſhe had ſhe bꝛake the ſpeare ſo that᷑ 
there remained in bir head moze then two ſpans,therof and 
ther with ſhe ſfroke at the knight with bir nailes ſo terrible 
a blow,that (he ouerthꝛew him, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he tumbled 
on the ground. The beaſt who was troubled and aſtonped 
with p cruell woũd, z againe by reaſon of the great ſ wift+ 
neſſe and fury the could not take any holde of bis armour, 
but paſſed fozwards on, inſomuch that p knight had time to 
ariſe and put himſelfe on fot,and finding by him the tron- 
chon that remained of the ſpeare, be turned : firmed him 
ſelle ther with, pꝛocuring as he did at the firſt to receiue þ 
blow, which be ſaw comming with great \ wiftneſle, e foz« 
tune was ſo fauourable vnto him, that be chaunced with the 
tronchon of his Speare dpon one of hir ſtrong boznes, and 
by reaſon that bis ſpeare was ſtrong e full of knots,it was 
faſt vpon one of them, and by hir great ſwiftneCſe bzoke it 
tleane frd hir head, wher with ſhe remained with that great 
blow aſfonied and amazed with p terrible paine. The t ron 
hon ol the Speare was dꝛiuen out of bis hand, ſo that be&e 
was conſtrained to lay hand on his ſ wozd, and to ſhzowre 
bimſelfe vnder his hard e ſt&le (held, to wake bis defence 
againſt the blowes that might come.

Who was not without great care ok his defence, did abide his 
comming, «4 ſtod ſtill, and the wounded Serpent ſeing hir 
ſelfe nigh vnto the knight, with great beating of hir wings 
aroſe vp in the aire, thinking therby to gripe faſt hold with 
bir ſhar pe naples, and to carry bim into the aire, and from 
thence to let him fall downe to the ground to deffroy him. 
The courage of this knight was very much, and likewiſe 
bis tudgement,fo2 that this Serpent had not (o ſone begun 
fo beate with his wings when that be ſalpented in what 03! 
der (he would aſſault him, but he lifted vp the point of his 
(word on high, & likewiſe his ſtrong (hteld, that (he might 
thercof make hir pꝛap. This furtons ſerpent aſſaulted bim 
to take hir holde in ſuch (ozt,that the ſharp \ wozd ran into 
bir belly and guts, and to the hart: but if that wound had 
not chanced in the ſame place, at that time the night bad 
hene meruatious tl{infreated,fo2 that the ſerpent toke bir 
hold with hir long clawes in the midſt of his bodp in ſuch 
ſo2t,that by hir great ſtrength ſhe made his bones to crack: 
but by reaſon of the ſharpneſſe of the [wo2d which opened 
the wound wide, and cloue hir hart aſunder, the Serpent 
fell downe dead to the ground, leauing the greke very loꝛe 
troubled and amazed. When the Knight ſaw that ſwe was 
dead he gaue great thanks vnto God,foz bis aide and ſuc- 
cour herein. So ſtraight way he went fo ſ& who was the 
Knight that was bound at the tre with p Snakes, 4 com- 
ming nigh him, her knew him to bee the Paince Meridian, 
fo2 the which be receiued great ſozrow.There he remained 
a while, thinking how he might vnloſe him and ſet him at

and was neuer (ene after. This gr ke did pꝛocure to coner 
bis naked body with certaine leaues which be cut from the 
tres, lamentablpe beholding his leane Face. which did well 
he w the great ſoꝛ row t pame that he had receiue d.

time the greke Princes Squire came wheras they were,

mined ther to take their ceaſe and reſt. Orgaliõ went- vnto 
their bark fo2 tobzing pꝛouiſion, foꝛ that they had ther great 
ſtoze, at whoſe returne they did eate « refreſhed thiſeluts, 
Meridian recouered ſomewhat moze ſtrength, as ene 5 bad 
bis fomracke cleane votde of vidualls, the like did his com · 
panion Oriſtedes. o all that night they remained ther, re 
fting themſelues,4 communed of all things what was veſt 
to be done in their enterpꝛiſe. Do they determmed Þ the nerf 
day the Greene ſhould go alone to p caſtle, fo2 if the Troyan 
thonld goe with him, it would poſſible be the occaſion-y they 
would not open the gates,becauſe they knew the Troyan. 
So with this deterintnation when the mozning was comes 
the Greeke aroſe vp efrimmed his armour, e laced on his 
belme,+ put his ſh&ld-on his ſhoulder, and toke his leaue of 
the Knights,+ toke a narow way which lead him vp 5 btil

It grieued Rolicleet very much, 
to ſee bimſelfe fo intrrated of a pꝛoude Giant, anſwering 
bim he ſatd In truth J haue defted thy bꝛother, who ſe meth 
to haue moze diſcreſion thi thou halt. And in p fame demãd 
J dw deffe the to moztall bat t aile. Jan the which Jthink co 
make there know, the btleneſſe of thy reaſons; 4 the baſeneſſe 
vſed in thy words. And take from that huge membzed body, 
thy head, with the fozce of this my Creng arme. At which 
wozds the Gyant who firff appeered,and was putting on his 
ermour,fayde vnto bis Bꝛother: This knight of bis owne 
vertue and bountie doth come to ber llapne, 02 elſe pꝛocure 
lpbertp to the Princes he ſæmeth to haue ſouerayne bar- 
dineTe and ſtrength and there is no reaſon, to ſhew thy va- 
loꝛ in ſpeaking fo p2oudly + vaſckmelp wo2ds,buf with the 
fury ok thy vafamed arme. And if the Gods dw grant viito 
him fo haue tbe vigoꝛp ouer ma, there (hall remapne tine 
fo; the to ſhow thy valour.

very well ſatiffled with his conrtclie . So wit hin a lyttie 
while after be heard them opening the gates of the caſtle, 
letting downe the dꝛaw bꝛioge.

barneCe deceiued him, and hee wounded him vnto the bone, 
bot foz all that p Giant did not leaue to lay bpon him very 
thick blowes,as one that was very expert in that exerciſe, 
It was great delight to ſæ how the Greeke dyd cletre him- 
ſelfe with great lightnefle from his blowes without fœling 
any wer ineſle. The gpant with the great fury that be had, 
made great haſt in ſtriking at the Prince, which was the oc- 
caſion that be wared wearp, and was very loze vered and 
troubled,+ when the Greeke perceiued his fapnt and trou- 
bled ſtomack, he centred in and out w him with great light- 
neſle, pꝛocur ing foz to hurt the Siant, and dpd it with great 
kale, although the Gpaunt dpd not let lypkewiſe with great 
bait to ſtrik mighty & terrible blowes at him. This Prince 
pꝛocured ſtill to ſe if bee could finde time, that alonely with 
one blow her might make an end of p battaile without any 
perill to himſelfe, not withſtanding her did not let to wound 
bim where be might, in many places the Gpaunt was all 
imbꝛued with blood which ilſued out of the wounds her had, 
and although they were not great, pet they were trouble - 
ſome. This battaple indured a long tpme, foz which cauſe, 
and the great loſſe of blod, this Gpaunt beganne to ware 
feble and weake. When the Grerke perteiued this, and ſæ⸗ 
ing p he did not make his aſſault with ſo great haſt as be- 
foze, and although b& was wearie with ſtriking ſo manie 
blowes, which bzought him almoſt to an ende, pet now a- 
game with great haſt be ſtroke the Giant many and terri: 
ble blowes, then the Giant ſ&eing himlelfe ſo ill int reated, 
knowing his end to be at hand, he cried out making a great 
noiſe, which range thzough p air e, blaſpheming agapnſt his 
Gods, and called all his Pagans and houlehold ſeruants, and 
ſaęd: O you loſt creatures why do you no? come and help 
mee? At whole noiſe and calling there came together aboue 
thirtte ſeruaunts, ſome with clubbes and ſtaues, and ſome 
with ſtones, and compalled him round about, thꝛowing 
Tones at him ſo thicke , that be could not appꝛoch vnto 
them,foz they durl> not come nigh vnto him, the ſtones ray · 
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ned moze thicker vpon the Greek,the the froſen haileſtones 
doth in the moneth of March, thꝛowne downe by ſoꝛce out 
of obſcure and tempe ſtuous clouds, and although his armoz 
were very ſtrong, yet koz all that hee dyd not let to recetue 
great trouble by reaſon of thoſe thick blowes. The Greeke 
went towards them to2 to hurt them, but thep ran in at the 
dw2es fo ſane themſclues, as comonly they who doth bapt 
a Bull with dartes in a frenched place, after they haue go- 
red him, they hide themſelues in cozners fo ſave them from 
the furp of his hoznes,and tourning himlelke they straight 
way tezment him behind: in this ſozt dpd his ſeruaunts 
int reat this Greeke, till ſuch time that he was conſtrained 
by his pꝛe to goe againſt them, ſhaking off his \ wozd, then 
as befoze thep ran away. So the Greeke returned where; 
as the Gyant was, who was ſo weary, that hee could not 
remoue out of the place where be had left him, who cle&- 
ring himſelfe from one ferryble blowe which the furpous 
Gyant ſtroke at him, pꝛeſentlp retourned the lpke blowe, 
which lighted vpon his left ſhoulder, that her opened p bard 
barneſſe and the fleſh vnto the bone. This blowe was not 
ſo ſane giuen him, when that with great batt her ſtroke him 
with both his handes on his bꝛeaſt, and by reaſon that he 
was weake and weary , bee needed not much ſtrength ta 
onerthzow him to the ground, Who receined on his backs 
a terrible fall. The Greek lpkewiſe with the great ſtrength 
that hee put to ouerthzow him, fell to the ground, but it 
fell out better with him then bee thought, fo2 that falling, 
be rowled a god way from the place whereas the Gpant 
fell, and ſtraight way with a trice he aroſe vp againe,and 
found himſelſe all to bee compalled againe with p ſcruants, 
who batfered at him with ſtaues 5 ſtones, as many times 
a wall is battered with Artiilerte. Some of them woulde 
haue run and emb2aſed themſelucs with him, think ing that 
be had not bene ſo nimble as hee was, but when they ſaw 
bim on fte, they rety2ed backe agapne with great feare. 
At this tyme the Gpant beganne to ariſe, although it —

ſhew thy w2ath vpon that Giant, who hath no power foz to 
make his defence, and if that bis valoꝛ is not ſufficient foz 
fo abate thy ire, let this ſozrowfull infant moue the to c6+ 
paſſion whom thou baſt cauſed to ſuffer great pain & griefe: 
The Prince loked vp and pꝛocured to ſæ who it was that 
ſpake bnto him, and he perceiued that it was a maide of a 
meruailous great diſpoſition of body and very faire of face, 


and weping, vnto whom her ſaid : Fapze Gentle woman, the 


cauſe of my cruelty hath been fo2 to diſturb the great cru- 
elty which yon haue vſed with the ſonnes of the Emperour 
Alicandro within this Caſtel, and touching this knigbt, vou 
map beeleue mee, v; bis death will bee as much griefe vnto 
mee as bnto pon,foz d grea#-curteſie which J haue ſeene in 
bim. At that time the Gyant was ſomewhat come to him- 
ſelle, ſoꝛ by reſon that the apꝛe had catched him, he had ſome 
remembꝛaunte, of the which the Pꝛince was verp gladde, 
and turning vnto the Lady hee ſayd. Fayze Gentlewoman, 
if there bee any ſeruants in this Caſtell,command them to

When the Troyan ſaw ſo great ſlaugbter 
which was done there, be Craight way vndecſtod that the 
Lnight was not come thether fo2 nothing. This Gentlewo- 
man was with hir bꝛot her, & did greatly wepe # bewaile 
his vnhappie milfoꝛtune, who although her was ſomewhat 
come to his remembzaunce, pet had he not ſo much ſtrength 
to ariſe vpon his fete. The Pzince commannded that with 
great diſcretion,he ſhould be taken vp by fozce of armes, x 
ſo carried vnto his chamber, whereas without cauſing him 
fo2 to receiue griefe, he ſhuld be vnarmed,p which was done 
with great diligence, 4 hee was cured by the hands of his 
ſiſter, wha made great lamentation foz him, whom Brandi- 
fidel (oz ſo was the Gyaunt called) did comfozt with verye 


ſweet and amo2ous wo2ds, the which cauſed the P2tnce to 


bane a great affenion towards him, and it was with great 
reaſon,foz that p gyant was adoꝛned with very much ver - 
tue. Oriſtedes (&ing all things in ſo god 02der, left p pꝛince 
who was ſerking of the P2inceſſe, and toke a hozſe of the 
Giants, and a palfrap, and returned to fetch Meridian. S0 
after that Brandafidel was cured,thy Pzince demaunded in 
great halt foz the pꝛinceſſe, and the Giants ſiſter was con · 
trained to go with dim to bꝛing him whereas ſhe was. So 
they ent red into a faire large hall, which led tbe into a par- 
ler, wheras was an old gianteſſe of a meruailous god pꝛo- 
poꝛtion, who made great lament at ion, foꝛ that it was tolde 
hir of all that had paſſed in the Caſtle, who had in hir com 
pany moze then thirtie Ladies and Gentlewomen, which 
did comfozt hir: to whom the ſiſter of the Giant ſayd.L a.

| conuenience. The Grerke alone was he, that 

foke no care of thoſe matters. The next day following, whe 
they were at dinner, ther came vnto them, one of p ſeruants 
that were in the Caſtle, and laid vnto the Prince. Famous 
Lnight, the king Fangomadan is at the Caſtle gate, ſhew 
vnto vs thy pleaſure what we doe. Ther was not one that 
were ther pꝛeſent, but loſt their colours at theſe wo2zds,ſa- 
uing onely the Greke and the Troyan, who riſing vp from 
the table, thep tommaunded that the dzaw bꝛidge ſhould be 
let downe, and Argolio to bꝛing them their armour, which 
with a frice was bzonght vnto them, and thep armed them 
ſelues. The Greeke P2ince loked out at one of the win» 
dowes which was ouer the gate of the Caſfle, fo ſ& how 

much people he bꝛought with him, and her law that her had 
with him bat t went pe nights, and cer taine fofe men. 
And the King was mounted vpon a mighty Elephant, who 
ſeeing that the bꝛidge was not let downe,neither the gates 
open, be began fo call aloud, making a meruailous noiſe, 
and commaunded his people to knocke verye hard at the 
ring of the gate. 

The Greeke Pꝛince, although his monſtrous great 
neſſe did leeme to him terrible, pet he eſteemed no moze his 
fury, then as though be had bene verp humble and milde, 
neither foꝛced hee any thing of his great pꝛide, but with a 
bigh voice he ſaide. What a knocking makeſt thou 

there, thou monſtrous Gyaunt ? What haſt, haſt thou to 
AS i 
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reuenge thy anger vpon the ring of the gate, thou muſt vn⸗ 
derſtand that thou canſt not enter in here, but thou muſt 
make thy conqueſt of the entry with the fozce of thy ſtrong 
arme. The giant being greatly amazed of that he heard, caſt 
vp dis cies to ſ& who he was that was ſo bolde, e without 
curteſie ſpake vnto dim thoſe wo2des, t be ſaw that it was 
a well ſet Enight, of him bnknowen, and ſapde vnto him: 
What is this that thou ſateſt, am not 3 king of this Jland 
and ouer all this land? Thou wert (ſaid Roſicleer)but now 
ko thy great pꝛide and foliſh bardineſſe thon baſt loſt it,. 
it is now in my powor: Where be mp ſonnes that kept it, 
ſaid the Gpant, what is become of them? Le Greke ſaid, 
one of the is laine by the ſtrength of my arme, «4 tbe other 
peelded, fulfilling that wbich be doth owe vnto the o2der of 
nigbtbode, as it becommeth a god Knight. Ob immoztall 
Gods, ſaid p King,is it poſſible to be true that J doe here, 
that ſo vile a wꝛetch as thou art mould be p occaſion of (0 


much harme:? O thoa trattoz and falſe Knight,commaund y 


gates to be opened, fo2 that thy great ſtrengti ſhall little a 
naile ther, if they be opened vnto me. And if thou doeſt not 
command the ts be open, 3 will ſo vſe the matter, that nei. 
ther the deapth of the moat,noz towers of the caſtell hal be 
able to make any reſiſtance againſt me fo my defence.And 
with þ great madneſſe which be had. he dzew out bis great 


and bꝛoad cutting ſwo2d, e with both his bands he ſtroke 
at the gate, as though be would cut it in peces,;but all bis 
labour was in vaine, foz that the gates wert very ſtrong, - 
and ther with the Pꝛince Roſicleer determined to deſcends - 


downe into the Court and commaunded the Troyan that in 
tbe meane time that y battaile endured, that be ſbould haue 
great care of the keping of the gate, and take bis bealme 
ol Argolio and laced it on, and alſo a ſtrong and well C· 
led ſheeld, and when de came vnto the gate, he ſaw that ths 
King was a fof,e beating at the gate with all his ſtrength, 
to whom the Paince aid.

The wozthy pztnce (@ing him ſo 
baſtye, with both his hands he th2zuſt at him, and made him 
to recoile backe a god wap, and ſaid. kepe the backe thou 
furious beaſt, fo beere thou haſt no ent ring without my li- 
cenſe, To whom the Gyant ſaid: Nihat doc ſt thou thinke 
dn pꝛetend to do: To make battaile with thee ſaid p paince, 

therfoze it thou wilt enter into the battaile, thou mult come 
in alone. J am verpe well content laid the Bing the Wbich 
be ſpate with a great deale moꝛe metkeneſſe, than his great 
pꝛide did giue him licenſe, oꝛ could ſuffer, and all to ſ him 
wit din the caſtle:foz that be was perſ waded with himſelfe, 
that if he were once wil hin, ther were not in all the world 
one knight that could ouercome him. neither take any res 
ſiſtaunce againſt bis power. So Roſicleer tammaunded that 
the gate might be open, wherat the Gyant ent red, and alſo 
bis great Elephant. hen the Ring was entred, the Troy - 
an had great care t diligence to ſhut the gate again, whom 
when tbe King knew the mo2e was his griefe: but with the 
great anger that he had, he made no ſtap, till ſuch tune as be 
came into the great Court, and ther he mounted vppon bis 
furious. and great beaſt.and Argolio bzought vnto his Lo2d 


bis hoꝛ le, and without p2ofiting himſelſe of the ſtir r op,. be le- 


led into the ſaddle. So when he was on bo2ſe back, he laide 


band on bis ( wozd, t the Gyaunt on his great catting fau- 


chon, either ofthem aſſaulted the other, w moꝛt al blowes. 
Here it is requiſit i neceſſarp to leaue theſe t wo warriozs 
in their battell til tune (hall ſerue, J will tell vou of the 
Emperour of Trapiſond, the great and migbty Alfebo, who 
as you haue heard, toben he vaderſtod how 5 pzoud Brufal.

The Emperour finding the annſ\were of the Emp2eſſe (@ 
much to bis confentment, he imb2aced and kiſſed hir with 
great loue, and ſtraight he aroſe e pzocured to put in ozber 
his departure. And arming htmſelfe with the ar mour of 
Meridia, c mounted vpon bis great yo2ſe, he commaunded 
to call the King,foz to make himſelfe ready tobeare bim cõ⸗ 
pany,at the which he reteiued great delight: and being in a 
readinclle,there was b20ught vnto bim an Clephant, vpon 
the which be mounted. And fo faking his leaue of bis vaſe 
ſailes e (ubiects, he Emptrour gaue them great charge fo 
baue reſpec of obedtence vnto their naturall Lady.

great fozreſt, fall ot mernailous mighty and thicke Trees,

Zhen the Cmperour ſaid ; where is tha5«Muclliſh 
monſter become, tell me if you can,o2 if you haue ſ&ne him 
goe away: be hath thzowen himſelfe into hell ſaid the king, 
fo2 hard by yonder houſes he put himſelf into a caue wher- 
as J could not follow him, and of truth J doe tell you, if 1 
could enter in wher he entered, J would not,foz 5 J thinke 
be is amongſt 6 in company with p divells, and therewith 
the Cmperour was moũted a hozſe back, and was ſo furi 

ous and full of choller, that rockes 4 mountaines were not 
ſafficient to make reſiſtannce againſt his Nrengtb, and lo 
with a trice he rode vnto the place wheras the monſter en- 
tered in, without any foꝛeſight be alighted from his hozle, 
and pꝛocured to take awape that great tone that was at 
the month of the taue, the which be did without any diffi- 
cultnelle,but pet ſoꝛ all that b& could not finde which waie 
be might enter in thereat,but like vnto a Lyon with great 


anger,fretting and cþaling, be went round about that . 
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to ſe if hee could find any entry,at the laſt he found a great 


clift in the rock, and loking in thereat, be ſaw that great 
monſter, whereas he lap all along on the floze,q ſa ing him 
bee ſaid: Dh traifo2 4 a deſtroper by the high wales, oh thou 
infernall diuell, the ſtrong t faſt ſhutting in this rock ſhall 
little auaile the, and think that thou (halt not ly long there 
at thine eaſe. So hee began w his hands to pꝛoue if he could 
teare that rock to make wap where her might enter, put 


lo much ſtrength vnto it, and againe with his rage, that hre 


toꝛe a great part of it awap, in ſuch ſoꝛt that the king was 
verp much amazed at the great fozce g ſtrength v he ſhewed, 


t when hee had done this, her loked agapne at the Ponſter 


and ſapd : Oh euill and dinelliſh creature, what dalt thou 


. think(althongbthon art in hell) to eſcape my hands, e going 


from thence he went round about the rock againe, to ſœ ik 
hee could find wher with lefe difficult neſſe h& might enter, 
but be could not find anp, in the meane time by reaſon that 
ther was no noyſe, the monſter had thought that the Fmpe- 
rour had ban gone, and came vnto the clift of the rock to ſ& 
if her could heare oz lee him. The Emperour who returned 
bnto that ſame place-againe,4 ſaw the monſter in luch ſoꝛt 
at the clift that he might ſtrike him with his woꝛd, with 
great haſt 4 god diligence he taſt at him ſo terrible a thꝛuſt 
in at the clift, which chanced bpon his vnarmed head, that it 
paſſed through downe fo his thꝛeat, in ſuch ſozt p the great 
monſter fell downe dead to the ground. The Emperor dyd 
wel know that he had wounded the monſter,but be belt - 
ned it was not with ſo great ſtrength as to overthzow him, 
fo2 that the clift was very narrow whereas ber th;ult the 
lopne, and foz to ſ& what ſucce ded of that blow, h knelcd 
downe and loked in, and ſaw the monſter Ire all along on 
the Aw2e ſtarke dead, the Emperour ſe ing him in that ſozr, 


layd : What did this diuoli thinck that her ſheuld not pay 


mer 5; villanous blow which her gaue mer. Wiben the King 
beard him ſap theſe woꝛds hee alpghted from his Elephant 
to ſee what hadde happened, and hee ſaw him lye all along 
* vpon the ground, of his ſt range and great ſtature bee 
very 
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very much meruapled,then with a great and lowd voice be 
ſayd : Oh God how much bath it pleaſed thy diuine maieſty 
to furnilh this god Knight with all ſtrength and pzowelle, 
mo2e then any in all the world. It could not choſe but that 
this god Emperour was very wearie of this his great tra- 


uaple, the wbich was the occaſion that hee did w dꝛaw him ⸗ 


ſelfe and ſat downe in the ſhadow vnder a grene Pine tre, 


and bad Victorando to giue him that which be bzought to 


eate, p which was done with a trice. Lykewiſe her bzought 


bim freſh Mater from the Riuer, wher with her did refrelh i 


himſelfe very much. So when the Emperour had ſatiſfyed 
himſelfe of that which was ne&dfall,h& aroſe vp, and went 
towards thoſe houſcs to beehold them, t bee ſaw that they 
were all wzonght with blacke ſtone. Like wiſe her ſaw vpon 


the layd Pine tre, vnder which her lat, an Epitaph wzitten, 


and when bee bad read it, hee knew it to bee the place where - 
as Bramarant did kill himſelf, and how that was the Epitaph 
which his bꝛother had put there, ſoꝛ a remembzaunce of the 
Moes armour, at all the which when her ſa w, her found in 
pimſelfe a great confuſion.

came fozth Þ vnfoztunate Pꝛinceſſe of Tighafa all in mour- 
ning apparell, and hir face couercd with a black Lawne,and 
after bir came fire Gentlewomen in the fame manner,who 
neuer Caied till they came vnfo the ſcaffold. The Pꝛinceſſe 
ſtaied not but went vp the ſfatres(without ſeeing who was 
within the court, but with great ſighs and teares, with bir 
countenaunce verp beaute,ſadde,and ſozrowtull, in ſuch la⸗ 
mentable wiſe that it would haue moned any hart to haue 
bad compaſſion, who began to ſpeake certaine woꝛds which 
in their places ſhall be rehearſed, foꝛ 5 J am now tonſtrai · 
ned to declare of the battaile that was begun bet ene the 
light of all knighthode'e the furious Paleſtinian. You baue 1 
heard how that theſe t wo nights were in a readineſſe vnto et, 
the battaile, e how that with their Dpearcs in their reſfs = 
the one ranne againſt the other, and in the middeſt of their 14% 
courſe they met the one with the other, neither of the miſ- Alt 
ſing his blow, but it was with ſo great fury and ſtrength, "149 
that their knotted Speares flew all to ſhiuers in the ay2e, - pl 
and they paſſed the one by p other without moning,02 anpe Ne 
hurt done, and retourning their hozſes,the Paleſtinian bæ- 75 
ganne firſt to ſtrike at this noble warriour, giuing him 
terrible blowes vpon his ſtrong and ſtelye belme, with {9 
great furp, that he made aboundance of ſparkles to ſſpe out 
thereat. Here the Pzince under ſtoo and felt the great and 
might ſtrength of the Pwꝛe, but quickly het gauc bim dis 
patment, with a moze furious blow then be reteined, in 
(ach ſozt that he made all the members of the Valeſtini- 
an to tremble and ſhake, e his teth to chatter in bis head, 
this blow made this barbarous Pzince verye much ama- 
|| 3ed,but by rcaſon that he was of great vaioor þ& retour - 
ned and lifted vp bis word, and beganne with tbe Iyke 
J fury to lay vppon bis enimye, in ſuch lozt that the bat 
taille beganne to ber very terrible, and with gicat strength 
Pm. and 
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and bat, they ſfroke the one þ other, in ſuch ſozt,that thoſe 
which were loking on many times lolt their ght with the 
great bzightneſſe and flame of fire that ficwout of their ar- 
mour and ſtælpe helmes. The battailc bet wixt them cons 
tinted a great while without knowing any aduauntage, o: 
who was the better of tzem, the which cauſed eyther of 
them to haue the moze ſurꝝ and anger. The Paleſtinian (&- 
ing the great reſtaunce of his enemie, roaring like a baited 
15ull,thzew his helide at his backe, and toke his [wo2d in 
both his handes, and ſtroke ſo terrible a blow vppoen the 
fine Magicall armoar of the Painte, that be made him fo 
fall fozwards,and leane his tazehead bpon the hozſe cares, 
cauſing his cies to daſell in his head, and ſtraight way vp 
pon the lame he ſtrake him another blow vppon the backe, 
which did make a (ound thꝛough all p Caſtell, The Pzince 
retcouered himſelfe againe, and ſeeing him with his @wozb 
aloft fo2 to diſcharge the third blow, her pꝛocured to clere 
biunſelfe from the (ame and from the furpe where with it did 
deſcend, the which be did with great ligbtneſſe in ſpurring 
bis bozſe, be had not ſo ſone paſſed the blow when that 
be retourned his hozſe verye [wiftlye and toxned with the 
Pagan, hauing his (woz2d aloft, diſcharging it vppen his 
bealme with ſo great fury, that be made him to fall backs 
wards vpan his hoꝛſe crouper cleane without any remem- 
bꝛaunce, tbeyz hoꝛſes at that terrible blow were meruai- 
loufly ſcarred, in (ach ſozt, that they were ſeperated the one 
keam the other a great ſpace, which was the occaſion that 
the Pagan had time to remember, himſelfe, and to ſettle 
bimſelfe againe tn bis ſaddle, and to reconer his { wozd a+ 
gaine, which was fallen out of his hand and hung by the 
chaine at his wꝛiſt. The Pꝛince with double furp and fo2ce

ryaht agapne, 2 Croke at bis adverſary ſo terrible a blow, 


that be nothing aduaunced himlelfe of that which was pair, 


wher with the pꝛince firming himſelfe in his Cycops,ſ(troks 
at the Pagan a mightye b'ow, at Tuch time as bis ho2ſg 
ſomewhat ſtarted, which was the occaſion that he could not 
daue bis full thereof, but with the poynt of bis (wozd be 
byt him on the Beauer of his healme, that many ſpackles 
flew out and ſo deſcended vnto bis bꝛeaſt, till it came any 
lyghted vpon his hoꝛſe head. cutting it in two perces that be 
fell dead to the ground, ſo that the Pagan remapned on fat 
without a hoꝛſe, g by reaſon that he was a valpant Anight, 
be clered himſelfe from his dead hozſe with a trice and 
ſaid. Uillapne,do not thou think that the killing of my hogſe 
ſhall auaile the any thing, but that with the ſtrength of my 
arme J will teare the in peces.J doe ſweare bnto thee by 
the warlike Mars, ſaid Claridinno, that it doth græue me of 
that which is done. e that Jſhonld retceiue moze contentment 
to ſ& thy head in the ſo2t that thy hozſes head is, and vnder · 
ſtand, that J am not accuſtomed to ſheẽw my valyantnelle a« 
gainſt a beaſt, and becauſe thou (halt not account me fo2 a 
vil:aine but change my name, tar ry a while & J will alight 
from my hoꝛſe. And ſaping theſe wo2ds with great lightnefls 
he left the ſaddle 6 put bimſcife on fete, and therewith the 
one pꝛeſſed to the other with great fary,that the battaile be- 
gan a new, e with moꝛe rigour then befoze, foz that p ore 
ſtroke p other in ſuch great baſk that it was a wonder to la. 
And being both inflamed and ouercome W anger, they could 
not vſe any pol licte, but all was by ſoꝛee & (trength,being la 
terrible, that each one feared the wozthyneſle of bis enimte. 
This they eont inucd a great time, till inte end it was per⸗ 
teiued the aduont age that the pꝛince had in ſtriking bis ad- 
verſary,4 the great lightnefſe wbich be vcd in ent ring ino 
the Pagan, s clering bimſelf againe ill continuing his ter 
rible aſſauits might thicke blowes, not withſtanding the 
Paleſtinian inthis time was not idle noz void of care, but va-

Ne valiaunt Greke Claridiano frauailed 
27! though Armema the great, with no com- 
pan but his Squire, although bis thought 
was not ſolitar p, but alwaics repecſented 
"A EST in his heart the cauſe of all his griefe and 
r [0zr0w.&©01n this ſozt he tr auatled a while 
till it chanced one mozuing at ſuch time as the Sun began 
bis accuſtomed iournep.that he muſt paſſe a great 4 nitghty | 
riuer oucr a bꝛidge, and at the end thereof ther was a ſoz⸗ 
freſſe w2ought after the faſhion of a Bulwark,foz that be- 
low at the beginning it was very big, hauing in the midſt 
of it a great tower, with a louer hole,q bpon the ſame was 
pat a ſtandard, which with the winde was moued from the 
one ſide fo the other. The Pꝛincs following his tourney o- 
uer 8 bzidge, without any impediment would haue paſſed 
fo2wardes on his wap, but by any meancs be could not, by 
reaſon of a great, bꝛoad, and dæpe ditch, which was made

Fer all that bad pat, and with ſome griefe, foz 
ES > that he (aw that all his labour and trauaple 
W 2 was to little effect, His ſquyze dyd not lone 

ZI foz bis retourne ſo quicklye , but layde him 
==> powne vppon the graſſe and fell a l@pe. 


The Prince with his fote awaked him, who ſo ſone as be 


bad opened his eves. be loked as one that had bene ſcarred. 
The warlike Greeke demanded his hozſe, and mount ing on 
him, hee toke his way towards leroſoluna, and continuallꝑ 
bad in his imagination þ names of his randkather, father 
t motter, with intent to goe towards Greece, with all halt 
poſſible. Do he trauaple d in a great confuſion whether if 
chould be true oꝛ not, which they told him that the two Em- 
perours ſhould ve his grandfather and fal ber. Lykewiſe bee 
had griefe to ſ@ himſelte ſubiect vnto Cupide. Do with theſe 
t ſath like thourhts,be came vnto Ieroſoſima, whereas he 
was meruaplouſly well receiued of the King and Quene, 
like wyſe of the Princeſle the Rings Daughter. wbo dpd him 
great bonouc. The Princeſſe ſtraight way vnder ſtod wher- 
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toꝛe be came thether, & who was the occaſion thereof:and 
when ſher knew that her was in his Chamber in qupet, in 
the company of two olf hir Gentlewomen ſhe went to viſit 
bim. The G2&k reteiued great contentment at hir coming, 
and the Pꝛinceſſe with amozous and wert wozds pꝛocu- 
red to know of him,. il that were true which wer had in hir 
thought, in ſuch ſoꝛt that Claridiano dyd diſtouer vnto hir, 
all bis whole hart and pꝛetence, ſaping: that be was deter · 
mined in ſhepheards apparaple, to goe and ſe that Paſtora, 
the cauſer of all his griefe. The Princeſſe whe ſhte ſaw that 
all was true ſhe bad conceiued, ſh had not ſo much diſcre- 
tion as to declare vnto bim the griefe of hir hart, but with 
a diſſembling ſigh ſhe ſapd.

Uher vnder agreat 
and mighty Myrtle tre, he lapd himſelfe downe, f remem⸗ 
b:ing his welbeloued Paſtora, he lifted vp his eyes towards 
the heauens, 7 giuing a great ſigh, hee ſapd. Oh Venus ſee- 
ing that it is typ pleaſure, that this thy new vaſſaile ſhould 
take his fir ſt ſitting place vnder a Myrtle tr&, ſo much of 
the eſtæmed and made ok, let thy ( wert voyce ſo occupy the 
y eares of thy ſon Cupide,that he may vnderſtand how that 
in bis blindneſſe bee had little reſpect vnto the highneſſe of 
my perſon in cauſing me to place my affection ſo baſely.@h 
Gods, is it poſſible that any baſe attempt ſhould come vnto 
Iyabt,but with p aut hozitp that belongeth vnto your bigh- 
neſſe : vpon you J do call, and vnto pou J do offer this my 
wounded b2eaſt, that you make ſacrifice thereof,foz this my 
boldneſſe, if therein J haue offended,# therewith her leaned 
bis backe vnto the Myrtle tra, and toke his Lute, and be&- 
gan to play as ſwetly as euer dyd Orpheus, when with bis 
Lute her made the infernal furpes to llæpe. Claridiano with 
bis Lute did not onely bzing the fur ies, but alſo the Qutene 
Proſerpina, and the auncient Pluto, hee bꝛought into a great 
perplexit v. Do likewiſe at times he vttered his i wert voyce 
that they which dyd beare it, dyd judge it to bee ſome celc- 
ſtiall thing, and not terrenall. and by reaſon that his ſongs 
dyd pꝛoctede from his heart, it dyd in double wyſe ſa me 
the better. This new ſhepheard thought no body had beard 
bim: but there were other two ſhepheards,who were very 
atentine and heard, that he ſung this ſong whichbereafter 
followeth.

ry courtecuſty. Do theꝝ ſat downe altogether, and put the 
new ſhepheard in the mydſt, very much meruayling at his 
gracious countenance:and with a verp god grace & gentle 
diſpoſition, the Paſtora be ganne ũtſt to ſpeake, and ſopde t 
Pour ſ wet Muſitke (bꝛother ſhepheard) dyd awake me, 
my bꝛother Coridon-out of our lcp. E wee dw rather choſe 
fo loſe our natural reſt, then thy conuer ſation, accompanied 
with thy delicate ſong. Aer do not know, whether that the 
fapꝛe beauty of Cay lerlinga a Paſtota bzought vp'by this 
delightful riuer, hattz been the occaſion thereof, oz any other

Poliphebo could beare no moze 
by reſon that the barke wherein they were, paſſed by in ſa 
great baft. This heropcall rrince by the wozdes hex beard, 
vnderſtod that ſher was carried by fs2ce away,and patting 
the Lute away, be beegan to fal into a great thought, was 
bery beaup and ſozrowfull,foz that bee had not received the 
oꝛder of Kknightbode , fo2 to giue the enterp2iſe of this ads 
uenture : but pet bis ſtout ſtomack could not ſuFer , that 
ſach compulſion and vpolence (honld paſſe without being 
puniſhed. And returning vnto his Page Maſedonio, which 
was a ſle&epe, be rok him with his fote and awaked him, 
ſaying : Mhat, didſt not thon hears tbe great lamentation, 
and ſozrowfull complaynt, which a Lady made (as it (&- 
med) in a (mall bark that is paſſed by, 4 is gone fozwards 
along the ſea, (to the which Maſedonio anſ wered nothing, 
fo; that he was ill a leepe,) what counſaple doſt thon giue 
mg, that I may dw in ſo great outrage which is done b&- 
foze mine epes, that I may receiue no ſhame thereof. Tł ou 
art bound vnto nothtng,ſapde Maſedonio, fo that thou balt 
not receined the ozder of Knighthod , and tbon doefſt well 
baderſtand that without it p canſt not put forth thy band 
to make defence againſt any Anight.

Viaſedonio would haue replyed vato him, 
but the furious countenance of the Prince would not giue 
him leave, no not once to loke vpon him. So be bought 
foꝛth bis armour, and armed himlelfe therewith. In tbe 


meane time the Marrmers had lanched the boat into the ſea, 


woerein he leapcd wich a haſky fur p, and carried with bim 
loure Marriners fo2 to rom the bark, and hæ commanded fog 
to take the wap towards the other that paſicd bp.

the llolhful bark to flp,and labozed ſo much with his oares, 
that with a fryce they were equall with the Galley, and 
leau the oares, with a lygbt leape he put bimſelfe into 
the lep, and had his helme on. and his ſheld at his coul“ 
der, und being within hee layd. Now thou ſhalt de by fo2ce 
that, which beefoze J viing great cunrteſie, thou. wouldt ſt 
not doe. Thoſe that were at the oarcs. meruapling at the 
great boldneſſe of the night, dpd ceaſe tyepꝛ ererciſe and 
work of rowing. The black Unight being full of anger, as 
her Nich was one of the beſt in all the world, dꝛew out his 
f w020,4 went towards 5 bold knighr.

harme done, no longer then peſter dap. her bought betber a 
Lady pꝛiſoner, 4 they (ay that (h& was the occaſion of the 
death of them all as J bane told vou, and ſtraight way whe 
be came a ſhoze,witfh a divelliſh cruelty,he did all to bewhip 
and beat hir.that it was very pittifuil to beholde, ſwearing 
tbat euerp day he would ſo tozment hir, till ſuch time as hir 
life and body did make their ſeperation,and he bath all his 
Caſtle compaſſed round about, with mighty ſtrong and ar- 
med knights, e with them his two ſonnes,who doth kepe 
watch and ward fo2 to defend the Caſtle : foz that they (ay, 
that the King of Mauritania doth follow and purſue them 
in a galley,foz to cl&re and ſet at liberty this Lady. This 
new night was very attentine vnto the wo2ds which the

Artemidoro declaring the ads and d&ds of this Knight, 
ſaith, that be was the moſt furious in all the wozld, and a 
very kriend to aide and ſuccour all thoſe, that could do little 
foz themſelues:and if be chaunced at any time to begin an 
enterpꝛiſe that be could not wel compaſſe,with double fozce 
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hewould pꝛoſecute it. In ſuch ſoꝛt, that many times be made 
reſiſtaunce agaiuſt inchantments, foꝛ ᷣ he bad moze ſtrength 
and foꝛce, then euer knight o2 giant had, at any time befoze, 
and did lurmount very much his bzetbercn 2 Couſins. Vee 
made no reckoning of loue in his pouth, by which her was 
iudged to be the Cmperours lonne, as in the third part of 
this bokefhail be told you. So when p mozning was come, 
this young Mars was not fluthfoll,but aroſe vp and follow- 
ed his iournep, and his Page followed him with bis helme: 
he had not trauailed (ſcarce halfe a mile. when that he beard 
a plttifull lamentat ion of a woman, who by rcaſon of bir 
great weeping, bir voice was very hoarce. So be ſtated to 
beare from whence that lamentabte noiſe ſhould come, and 
went towards that place whereas it was, and ſaw a far off 
a bigh piller of Kone, out of the which, there came ſwelh a 
ſpout of very faire and cleere water, and therat was bound 
a woman all naked, hir backe faſtened to the piller,and hir 
armes backward imbzacing the piller, and there hir hands 
faſt bound.

beart ſo perned at the ſight of that vnhapppe Lady, that al- 
molt he could not loke on bir foz werping: but with a (02- 
rowſull ſigh he ſad. O cruell hands, is it poſlible, tbat there 
would remaine in you ſo much miſchiefe, that wheras ther 
is ſo great beauty & faircneſſe, you ſhould vie ſuch baſenes 
and pillanꝝ, ſhe doth moze deſerne fo be beloued and ſcrued, 
then to be in this ſo2t fo euill intreated. 
This Knight did very much, and with great ſozrow be 
hol bir white ſkin e backe, all to be ſpotted with = red 
oud, 
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dloud. And taking a cloke fro one af the mariners, he thꝛe w 
it vpon hie, ſoz to couer hir body, and toke hir in his armes 
and commaunded Macedonio foz to vnloſe hir. This vnhap · 
py Lady neuer felt noz knew what was done vnio bir, till 
ſuch time as ſhe was vabound ont of thoſe bands, and in the 
knights armes: and giuing a terrible ſigb, ſhe thought that 
ſhe had bene in the armes of that furious Gpaunt, ſaying. 


Ob Brufaldoro my Loꝛd and hul band. The Knight bearing 


thoſe wo2des, was fully cert iſied, that it was be with whom 
he had had battaile: and ſo it was true as hath bene told 
you. This new Bnight would haue aunſ wered hir, but bes 
was diſtur bed by hearing of a great nopſe of a hozſe, which 
ſemed to be in the wod-amonglt the tres, 4 fo2 to ſe what 
it ſhould be; be left the Lady lying along vpon the ground, 
in the keping of his Page 4 the marriners, and went tos 
wards that place, wheras he beard that ruſhing nopſe, and 
ſaw p it was a mighty great 4 monſtrous Giant, mounted 
vpon a great beaſt, the which was Marmoraton, who retur.

bir. In the meant time whiles the night was ſaying theſc 
woꝛds, the Gpant was beholding bim verpe pzeciſcly, and 
knit his bzowes with the great anger he reccinued to heare 
theſe woꝛds, & with great furye he ſpurred his meuſtrous 
beaſt.that be made bum giue ſo mighty a leape, that he rea- 
cbed vnto the place whereas the might was, and it lacked 
little, that he had not fallen vpon this new Knight,who with 


great lightnefſe did apart humſelſe from him, and dzcw out 


bis ſ woꝛd. and would haue ſtroke him: but the beaſt paſſed 


by with (a great fury that he could not reach him. The Gi- 


ant ſtraight wap returned his great beaſt, c with his bꝛoad 
fauchon in bis hand be came againſt the P2ince, e would 
baue ſtroke at him. This invincible Tinacrian did abtde his 
comining.and at the diſcharging of the Opaunfs blow, be 
ſtepped on the one ſide towards bis left hand, and ſtroke an 
oucrtbwart blow with ſo great ſtrength vpon his Ene, that 
by reaſon bis armour was not veryawd,he cut it a ſunder, 
ſo that leg and all fell downe to the ground, and the mon- 
ffrous Gyant fell on the other ſide like wyſe to the earth, a 
with great roaring began to blaſpheme againſt the heauens 
fo this bis ſodaine miſhap. There was a man that came 
with the Gyant, who when he ſaw all that had paſſed, with 
great feare returned the way from whence he came. The

1 when be bad aduertiſed them what 
they (honld doe. he take the narrow pat b by which the Gp 
ant came in the which be had not trauailed long, when that 
vpon a ſodsine (not knowing what it ſhould be) there came 
a damſell and put hir ſelfe befoze him, who bꝛought vnto dim

his necke, and without any moze tarrying ſhe baniſhed a · 


way, without being anye moze la ne, at the which this new 
knight was very much amazed and troubled, g conſidering 
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Ge deniſe which the Chield had, he did imagine fo what end 
tt ould apply,+t likewyſe of the wozds Which the damoſell 
had ſaid. And being troubled with theſe theugbts and ſuch 
lpke, hee p2oſecuted his wap: and when he came fo;th of 
that narrow e raight way, he came into a great playne, 
in the which be ſaw a Caſtle, ſcituate d vpon a rocke, and a 
mile from that place ther was another Caltle, which ſa mid 
to be very ſtrong. And in the Caſtle that was in the plaine, 
ther was a great nopſe, and ſtr apabt wap ther iſtue d out a 
company of Anights, and amongeſt them a valiant Gpant, 
who with great pꝛide came towards the night, and when 
thep came nigh,q4 ſaw that hee was mounted vpon the Gi- 
_ ants beaſt, with great anger and farytbey aſſaulted him, 
they were to the number of twenty Knights. This coura 

gious pouno Knight was nothing froubled fo ſœ them, but 
rather did abide their comming with his woꝛd in his hand, 
and with as much courage, as though he had had as many 
moe in his company to help him. And when they had made 
their encounter vpon him, pet he remained as fie me in the 
ſaddle, as a ſtrong and hard Nocke: but pet at thir paſſing 
by, he ſtroke one of them ſuch a blow vpon the ſhoulder, that 
cutting it in two peces, be ouerthꝛew him fo the ground.

necke without any remembꝛaunce, and cefourned with his 
{wo2d, thinking to giue him the ſecond blow, which by no 
meanes h could, ſoʒ that the Knights did lo aſſault bim en 
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encry ſide: but it did little p2ofit them all that euer they did 
oꝛ could do, ſoz returning againſt them with his lügt bealt, 
be int ceated them in luch ſo2t,that when the aſtoniſhed Oi- 
ant came vnto bimſelfe, there were ffitane of his Unightes 
ouerthꝛowen to the ground. Oh bow anurye and w2atbfull 
was this Giant when de ſaw lo great laughter, who with 
a furious rage dꝛew out his fawchon, 1 with both bis hands 
he ſtroke him (auch a blow vpon his fine # bard helme, that 
he did depziue him of bis vnderſtanding. Vis furious bealf 
being ſcarred with that terrible blow, began to run abuuf 
the field. n ſuch ſo2t,that if the knight had not quickly come 
to hunſelte, he bad carried him into the Caſtle ; but remem- 
bing himſelfe, ge raynid the bꝛidle of the beaſt, and came a- 
gauiſt his enimpe with ſuch kur p, and with his (wozd all a» 
loft, de ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon his helme, that cleauing 

it in peeces with the head downe to the ſhoulders, be fell 
downe dead to the ground. The reſt of the Kmghtes which 
remained, when they ſaw that terrible blow would haue run 
away : but ſodainelꝑ they ſaw come fezth out of the other 
Caſtle as many moe nights, as came at the firſt, and with 
the like pꝛide and fury as the others did, theꝑ aſſaulted Poli- 
phebo who ſæing that ne w aſſaulf.and that there came an- 
| other Giant in their company,he made himſelfe readye foz 
bis defence, and pꝛocured fo doe his belt to deliuer himſelfe 
from them, and taking a ſpeare which was one of the dead 
Bnights, 4 being ſhꝛowded vnder bis ſhield, he went ſoꝛth 
to mate the Gpant, who when he law bim come, addꝛeſſed 
bimſelfe.They made their intoũter veryſtrongty vpon their 
cheelds, and the Giaunt did no moze but bzeake his ſpeare in 
ſmall perces, but he neuer moued the Tinacrian in his ſad- 
die, who made his encounter ſo ſtronglpe, and ſtroke him 
with ſo great fury vppon his (helde, that by reaſon of the 
great (harpneſle of his ſpeare it reſted not ther, but prarce+ 
ing it thozough and alſo his armour, it appeared bebinde 
bim at his backe, in ſuch ſozt, that be oucrthzew pim dead 


to the ground. 
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Db mernailous and valiant tedes done by one Bnigbt, trat 
in one dap, by thze blowes, be ouerthzew and cw tbꝛe 
great and ſtrong Giants. The Kntchts that came fozth; of 
de Caffe, wyen they ſaw that mightye dade, with great 
(howtes and ſh2ikes they compaſſed him revne atoeut, fire. 
king vpon him manpe a furious blow, ant a'ttongh they 
thought that of the laſt battayle he remapncd very weary 
thep were greatly decetued,foz that he began with greater 
w2ath to ſtrike and wound them then at the firſt. Jn ſuch 
ſozt be behaued bimſelfe amongſt them, cue;thzowng and 
wounding on euer y ſide,that in ſizozt time they left bun af 
his libertp, the Iyke he would haue done, it ther bad bare 
as many moe befoze bim, his anger and fury was luch, the 
reſt which remamed, being about the number of ür &ni;-b!s, 
put themſelnes vnto flight. The Tinacrian would not fot- 
low them, neither made be any reckoning of the m. but cnte- 
red info the Call le and did gught trom bis creat beaſt, and 
went into a bꝛoad Court, whereas were all thy Gparntcs 
houſehold ſeruants, and when they ſaw him, tte began fo 
runne awap, and to bide themſelues, as from thep2 ſodap ne 
death. The Anigbt did call them againe. and bad them be in 
quiet, and not to feare, foz that be would not burt them cf 
they would ſhew him where fbe pꝛiloners were in the ca- 
ſtle. Then one of them ſapd: Pꝛiſoners tbere are, but what 
ſhall it pzofit to ſhew thee the place, when thou canſt not 
deliuer them,fo2 that ther be ſuch keepers to bepc them. Let 
it be what it will bee ſaid the Knmgbt, fo2 once thou (half 
ſhew me wher they are. As fo2 their kepers thep bane buf 
ſmal defence, neitber haue pou any occaſion fo feare,io2 that 
this day they haue made accompt and pan? all the euille t 
har mes 5̊ they haue done. The man when be hrard this, 
without any reploing toke a bundle of kepes, and tame cut 
o* the kitchen ind o toe Court, wheras be oponed a doꝛze, and 
ent red therin, they deſcended rowne a paire o ſtapzes into 
a depr dungeon, wheras thep heard a verp (ozrowfull and 
lamentable notſe. The Bnicht ſpake with a loud boyc+ end 
_ Who is it that lyeth io lamenting within this rarbe 
dun, con- 
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dungeon. To whom was ank wered with a very dolozous 
vopce: Pere lpeth the moſt grienous and afflictcd Bnight 
that map be found in all the wozld,x in bis company other 
Unights bzought vnto this place by fo2ctble vpolence, who 
J do not know, foꝛ that wee haue not ſane one another, by 


reſon of the great and terr:ble dackneſſe that is hare.UWel 
ſayd the Prince,come foath, if hercafter pou can defend and 


 keye pour ſelues fr5 other pꝛiſons, ſo it 18,foz ot this, from 


thts dap foꝛ wards vou are clœre:and in ſaying theſe words, 
by aſcended vp the ſta;2c8,4 after him the man which ope- 
ned the dvze. Then the pꝛilonecs in great baſt came vp the 
fap2cs,and comming fozth whereas the night was, thep 
all fell downe on thepꝛ knas,gtuing thancks vnto God fo; 
that he had giuen them libertp: and after ward they kiſſed 
the knights hands, deür ing god fo increaſe bis powers, and 
ponoꝛ, who with a very god grace gaue them ſuch anſ wer, 
that they were all very well content. Amongſt them there 
was one pꝛiſoner of a very godly diſpoſition and fapꝛe face, 
and of a double ſfature, mo2e then the others, who with a 
ſcucre countenance and well placed wo2ds , dyd ſurrender 
vato the knight great thanckes fo2 that c od tourne which 
be receiucd at his bands: be ſpate to him in the T uſcane 
tongue.

much troubled at the great valoz of the knigbt,e thzowing 
bis (held vnto the around he ſtroke the knight ſuch a blow 
on the one ſide of his belme,that he made him fo decline his 
bead vpon his beaſts neck, who being ſcarred w that blow, 
gaue a great leap grom them,which did not a little vantage

Jn this (o2t the endured t we hours 
and ye had bzought theſe two knights nto great wearmes, 
and all their bodies were couered with biod,q feeling them- 
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ſelnes ſo froubled, Firidefonte hallowed with a loude boyee, 
at which call there came f@ztb out of a little groue ten ar- 
med knights with their ſpeares on theyz rcſts,4 made they; 
way agapnlt the T inacrian, who ſæing them comming, was 
nothing afraid, but pꝛicking bis great beaſt with the ſpurs 
be put himſelfe betwixt the two couſins, which was the oc; 
caſio that theſe ten knights could not execute their furious 
blowes. The Tinacrian dpd thzow bis (h#1d at his back, and 
toke bis (wozd faſt in both his hands, g firming himſelfe in 
bis ſtirrops, and ſtroke Firidefonte, ſuch a blow vppon the 
helme, chat although it had bene of a fine Diamond, he had 
bꝛoken it all to peeces, fo2 the fury of his blow was ſuch, 
that her clone the helme end head of that furious Frride fouto 
downe fo the bzeſt, ſo that be fell downe dead to p ground, 
and hauing done this, h& found himſelſe compaſſed about 
with all the other Knights,vpon whom be began to ftrik 
meruaplous great g furpous blowes, in ſuch ſozt.that in a 
ſmall tyme hie bzought fifc of them fo the ground, R odolan- 
da hauing oppoztunitye, with both his hands ſtroke him ſa 
terrible a blow, that he made him with bis beauer to touch 
the cares-of his beaſt, then all the reſt lapd vppon him, but 
they dyd no moze barme then if they bad rok vpon an An- 
ficld, but when the Tinacrian was come vnto himſelfe fins 
ding Rodelando by bim, who without all pitty layde vppon 
bin, her turned his \ wo2d about bis bead, and ſtroak him 
ſuch a blow vpon his left arme, his ( wozd beeing gouerncd 
by the loꝛce of bis wozthy band that be bꝛake the ſtœlp ar- 
mour,and cut lleſh g bone with ſo great fury,that the bead 
with the right ſhoulder blade was deuyded from the body, 
and her fell downe dead to the ground.

This T :inacrian thanced vp- 
on many aduentures in this his iournep, as recompencing 
of griefes, and rightening of wzongs,and letting at liberty 
of compulſions, as well vnto Knights as vnto Ladies.and 
| Gentlewomen : but in eſpeciall acaynſt Gyaunts in bat- 
ny taille, killing and deſtroping. In ſuch (ozt, that the fame of 
the Knight of the Brauch was in all parts, and eſpetially 
amongs the knights of Grec ia: inſomuch, that they dyd not 
talke of any aces and deres paſt of Empero urs and Princes, 
but all was of this valyant Finacrian. Lytke tbe fame 
of the Purple night was there amongſt them, Which was 
no leſſe, then that of the Tinacrian.

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faw, that there was a Gyant. and with bim a wellpzopoz<- 
tioned Knizhr,who had faſt hold of the Paſtora,and with the 
point of his ſwoꝛd pꝛicked the hands of Galiſmena to makg 

ic let goe hir hold, fo that Che imb2aced the Paſtora in hir 
ar mes with great ſtrength. at that time came Filipenſio, g 
with a great noiſe bee ſapd. 


Thou vile Kntght and falſe frapfour, J charge the 


ffand ii ill. and not lap hands vpon that delicate Paſtora, and 
taking bis ſhepheards croke in bis hand, which was both 
knotty and hard, with tbe ſame har dine ſſe as though he had 
ben armed with complet armour, he pꝛeſled towards them. 


The Knighe with great anger foz that which the chepheard 


bad ſapd, oꝛew out his \ wo2d,pzetending with one blow to 
returne thoſe woꝛds of the ſhepheard, but he that knew be- 
ry well how to vſe himſelte, ſtepped on the one (ide e made 
bin toſtrike his blows in vaine,at which time the ſhepheard 
entered in to him by the one (ide, and ſtroke him ſo ter ribls 
a blow with bis cro'te vpon the left houlder, t dat he ouers 
thꝛew him to the ground without any remembꝛaunce. Toe 
Ggęant being greatly amazed at the power of the ſhepac ar d, 
belæuing that the Knight had ben ſlaine, with a great ſhzite 
let goe the Paſtora, and ſet ſpurres vnto his hozſe, thinking 
to ouerrun him, but it chaunced not with bim as he thought, 
f52 that the ſhepheard was not idle, but hadde reconercdthe 
ſwoꝛd of the ouerthꝛowen Knight, and hauing it in bis hand 
with great diſcreat ion ha did apart himlelfe from the lurp 
of the hozſe, and in paſſing by Croke him on the binder legs 
with ſo great ſtrengty that he cut them both a ſunder, and he 
fell downe with bis maſter to the ground, but in ſuch ſozt, 
that the Gpaunt migpt well clers himſelfe from his bozſe 
without recetaing any barms at all, and being en fete bee 
pꝛeſent lpe lapde hand vppon his great and bzoad Fau- 
chon, and being vopde of all paticnce, with a diuelliſh fu⸗ 
rre he diſcharged his blow at the bnarmed head of Fili- 
penſio, but the Shepbeard did not determine with bimſelfs 


{oz to 8bide She comming of that vnmeaſarable blow ur 
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with great lightnefte he yut himſelfe on the one ſide, ſo thak 
be ſtroke his blow in vaine, and becauſe bis Paſtora ſhould 
fee the great ſtrength and foꝛce of tis armes, he toke the 
woꝛd fall in his hand and firmed himſelfe on the around 
and ſtroke the; Gpaunt on the waſt on his left fide,that al · 
though his armour had bene made of hard and fine Dia- 
monds, it had not bene able to haue made reſiſtance againſt 
the fur p ot that great and mightye blow. which was in ſuch 
ſozt, that the Gpaunt was cut a ſunder in the middeſt, ſo 
that the one halke fell on the one fide and the other on the 
other ſide. All the ſhepheards that were there pꝛeſent were 
verp much amazed, and lykewiſe the Paſtoras, to (@ bow 
the new ſhepheard af two blowes bad ouerthꝛowen two 

ſuch Knightes as they were. The Paſtora when ſhe ſaw 
bir ſelfe cleere from that peryll, went vnto Filipenſo fog to 
imbzace him, and with amozous woꝛdes ſhe (aid. What res 
ward can J poꝛe Paſtora giue, foz to make (atiſfanion and 
gratcfie the great god which at this pꝛeſent you haue done 
me: lurelp J haue no other thing but to put mp ſelfe into 
pour handes, that with me you may doe pour pleaſure, ba- 
ning a reſpect vnto my honour. Oh happy Paſtora, that hath 
deſerurd by thy beauty that ſuch a ſhepheard ſhould ye@lbe | 
bimſelfe vnto the.Uho could declare the great tontttment᷑ 
that Filipenſo recetued when bee ſaw b!mlelfe embꝛaced 
with the thing that in all the wozlb he beſt loued, and with 
that content ment be lapd. 

Oh Goddelle of all beauty and fairencſſe, wherwifh can 
I gratifie p God Pan,foz the great fo2ce and ſtrength which 
be gaue mee at this pzeſent:UWhat ſacrifice can J make, to 
pay this benefite and iope that J dor fœle, in hauing this 
my ſhepheards body imbzaced and compallſed about, with 
theſe delicate atmes. This great fo2ce and ſtrength J may 
attribute vnto you my werte Paſtora, foz that by pour 
fay2e ſight my (mall rength did the moze augment, which 
was the occaſion that J deſerue ſo great fauour. Fay2e 
Piſtora, J deſire no other thing ef you, but onely to accept 
ROMA 3 haue done in part of a recompence ok the great 
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ſervices wbich this Chepbeard doth deſire to doe dnfo me. At 

this time the Kmgbt that was without remembzance was 

come vnto himſelſe agayne,8 put biumſelfe on fte, the which 

when Filipenſo ſaw, be ceaſed his communication, t ranne 
vnto him with a w2atbfull fur pe, and befoze that be could 
well ſett le himſelle, he layd hold vppon his bealme with (8 
great ſtrength, that be pulled it from bis bead,bzeaking all 
the buckles e lacings,and when they ſaw the Knight with- 
out bis healme, de was knowen of ali the ſhephear ds to be 
the thepheard called Tarſides. Then Alpheſiueo went vnto 
Filipenſo, and requſted that be would mittigate bis ire, the 
wbich this new ſhepheard did at his requeſt, leaning to exg« 
cate a terrible blow which he had all aloft foz to ſtrike him. 
What (hall J ſape vnto pou of this knight, when be ſaw 
bimſelfe ouertome of one alone ſghepheard, belteuing t wen 
ty Knights bad not bene able to haue done it, but loking a. 
bout to ſe where his companion was, and ſaw him dead 
with ſo terrible a blow, he could not but with great ſozrow 
ſay : Oh pte Gods come downe all together and doe obcdy- 
ence vnto this Paſtora,foz that ſhe both better deſerue it th 
all pou, whoſe beauty bath ſo much ſozce,that it incouraged 
one hepbeard to doe that which a thouſand Knights dart} 
not haue ginen ide enterpziſe off. Dh God Pan how bath 
the power extended this day farre beyond the power of all 
sther Gods, that thou diddeſt permit thus to be ſtame ſa 
| mighty a King. Ab Cayferlinga,no Paſtora, but a Godveſe, 
| tbat onely doe & not bzing in ſubiectiont he ſhephear ds, but 
alſo the high and might pe Kings. Thon (halt bnderſtand 
Paſtora, that amongeſt them which doth beare tha company 
is the Pꝛinte of Britania in diſguiſed apparayle,and J am 
that vnhappy pꝛince of Politmago,and be moſt vnſoztunate 
whome this ſhepbeard hath Caine, was the ling of Sily- 
tia, againſt whome the Gods bath ſhewed themſelves con- 
trary.All this ber ſaid with great teares which came from 
dis heart, accompanyed with terrible ighrs. The Paſtora 
| without anye ſhew of pitty ſh&@ bad of that Snicht, aroſe 
1| from the place whereas ſh@ was, and With a gracious 
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countenance ſhe taſt hir epes vpon Filipenſio, ſhe went vat 
bir hepe, © in bir company the Paſtora Galiſmena,g Cori- 
don, and Filipenſio and Alpheſiuio remained with the ſoz- 
rowfull P2ince;comfozting bim with many god perſwaſt- 
ons, but all did pꝛoſtt little, foꝛ that without ſaying any wozy 
with a terrible ſigh be aroſe dp, t toke his hozſe t put him 
ſelke in amongſt the thickeſt of fhe tres, with pꝛetence to do 


that which in the nert chapter call be to fold pon.

1 ſongs, and in this conuer ſat ion Filipenſio re- 
ceiued great pleaſure, but they heard vpon a ſodayne a great 
noiſe. which ite med to be of a woman, and likewiſe a rumaz 
of the running of hoꝛſes. The ſhepheards ely aroſe vp 
and went to ſ& what it was, and they found Galiſmena who 
cryed out vnto the Gods, and when ſhe (aw Filipenſio ſhes 
ſayd: Ab god ſhepheard runne and giue (uccour,foz that the 
Paſtora is carryed away pꝛiſoner by the Pꝛince of Poliſma- 
go againſt bir will. O that J wers able to ſigniſle vnto you 
deere vd great anger of Filipenſio, it was ſo mach that almoſt 
be was beſide himſel fe, but when Galiſmena ſaw him in that 
fraunce.the called vnfo him with a lowd voyce and ſaid: Ah 
gentle hepbearvis it now time to lack cour age, doſt thou not 
(& the great pertll which may happen byto Cay ſerlinga, and 
all by the detracning of time. Cheſe bigh waꝛds was the oc- 
caffon that the ſhepheard came vnto himlelfe agapne,Ft liks 
bnto an arrow out of a bow he followed the way after the 


&{1l ſuch true as þe came into a bzoad hib wap, whcras bs 
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did dilconer the new fot eps of his hoꝛſe, by which he knew 
that he was rods that wap, and with great light ne ie be did 


pꝛoſecute his iouruep, til ſuch time as he came to leroſohma, 


and when be ſaw the ſmall remcdy that be bad to goe (63- 
wards,fo2 that be was on fate, he determined to enter ints 
the citye,and loked backe fo ſe if any of the (epheards did 
fol:ow him. and be ſaw none but Coridon that did follow 
dim, and tarrying foz him be ſaid : Ab ſhepheard what hall 
we doe without our delight, follow mer it᷑ it be thy pleaſure, 
and let vs pꝛocure to reſtoze agapne our lofſe, which is our 
Paſtora. Foz here J doe ſweare vnto the by the Omnipo · 
tent lupiter, neuer to returns vnto the river of Euphrates, 
without the faire Paſtora, and without any moze tarrying 
tbep entered into Teroſolima,not ſtaying till they came vnto 
the Pallaice, and the firſt that he met with was with Fide- 
ho. whom he commaunded togoe and declare vnto (he pꝛin · 
teſſe of his comming, who did very much meruaile when 
that Fidelio did tell hir, fo that be returned in ſo ſhozt time, 
and ſhe went out of hir chamber and did receiue dim with 
great toy and pleaſure.ſaping:What quicke returne ts this 
that you baue made, valiant & excellent Knight: Uerp bea- 
tive and ſozrowkull ſayd the P2ince,foz that gad Lady vou 
ſhall vnderſtand, my Paſtora is robbed and carryed awap 
from me, and J am not able to make any defence. And being 
cut of by the great abouudance of teares that pʒoce ded fr d 
his doloꝛous heart, be could not ſpeake a wo2zd moze. And 
without any tarrying he depziued himſelf of his (hepbearvs 
apparc ll. and put on bis owne garments,and with a trice bs 
was ar med, and returning vnto Coridon he ſayd: Friend 
Coridon this is mine accuſtomed wearing, fo2 that which 
betherto thou haſt ſ@ne me weare, was lent me, p J might 
the better retopce my ſelfe with tbe ſight of my loue,q now 
ſeing that foztane hath frowned onme,berre Al weare bnto 
ther not to take any reſt t ill luch time as I (et bir at liberty. 
The ſhepbe ard merustled to ſæ ; which bs did ſee, and ſayd 


vnto the Knighe : Ab Filipenfio dom doeſt thou pꝛetend, ta 
baue the body without a (oule, doeſt thou not believe that 
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Coridon can remaine alive enely with bis body,foz that am 
ſoale is abſented and gone after my Paſtora, With manye 
teares the ſhepheard laid theſe wozds.The pꝛinte ſæ ing that 
the det racing of time was perillous, toke bis leaue of the 
Pe inceſſe, and found his hozſe in areadinefſe,and with great 

ligbtneſſe bs mounted vpon him, ſo like wyſe his quite and 
Coridon mounted vpon very god boꝛles, which þ Pe inceſſe 
commaunded to be giuen the, e with great haſt theo depar- 
ted out of the cite. toke their tourney into a bꝛoad bigh 
wap, and at ſuch time as the Sun had cousred all the carth, 
they met with a labouring man who was comming tro his 
accuſtomed wozk in the ffeld, ot whom they aſked nc wes of 
their Paſtora,but he could tell them none but be (aid, that a- 
bout midnight be beard certaine lamentations made by a 
woman, but he knewnot the occaſion wherfoze.S0 ſtraigbt 
way bs thought what it might be, which was tbe occaſion 
that they made the moze haſt in trauailing. withgreaf feare 
leaſt they Gould loſe hir 2 0 all that day they trauailed, 
and rode thzough Damaſco, and left the river of Euphrates, 
this Knight trauailed with great ſozrow fo2 p ſmali newes 
that be beard of his Paſtora, and the anger was very great 
of the Pꝛince.ſoz that he was ſo careleſſe. in ſuch ſozt,tbaf 
neither Coridon noz Fidelio durſt (peake a wezd vnto him, 
and digerſe times lifting vp bis eies vnto beaucn, with an 
beaup voyce be ſapd: Db bigh and myghty Cod Jupiter, bow 
is it poſſible chat J bauing done my buety bnto the Deitis 
in all reſpens,and almoſt viing a quotedian ſacrifice,thou do- 
olt vet ſuffer thy power to be contrary vnto me in this, 
give me now ſome light ts hap on that way by which that 
traitour and diflovall knight doth carry tbe Goddelle of all 
Gepbeards,tbat I may deltuer bir, that ſo be not ſcoꝛned 
noꝛ ill intreated of that falſe Knight: Dþ Diara, thaſt God- 
delle, hide thy bzeaft, and ſend (ome keper of thine to defend 
bir, let that reuenger Caauha be bir garde, and with bir 
Bow ſend a (baype arrow to paſſe thzough the bart of him 
that doth all this euill. In this ſozt with great anger tbe 
D2ince'tragailed, and the third dap of his tourney: lowe- 
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What earely in the mozning be ſaw vpen 4 Rocke a berg 
fay2s and great caſtle which ſemed to be verp trong. Thy 
Prince determined to go thether,be had not tranailed long 
when he came into another great and b2zoad waye, in tbe 
wich ther was a man which came towards them, e when 
be dꝛew nigh,thep al ked of dum if bee could tell any news 
of the Paſtora. The man litt vp his eyes 4 ſeing the pzopoz- 
tion of him that demanded the queſtion. he ſapd : Foz thy 
p;ofit fir tnight,fo2 that thou ſeemeſt vnto mee to be of eſti- 
mation, { will not tell the thy demand. The valiant knight. 
with moze hamility then his paſſionate beart would abide, 
defiring him fo give him to vnderſtãd if be knew any thing 
of hir. The mau ſapd: Sir kniabt, J know not wherefoz8 
you will know of that thing, that by ſaking of remedy foz 
bir deltgery, will pzocure tby ſelte death. Not withſtanding 
ſeing that with ſo great curtcſie you do requeſt mee, J wil 
tel yoa,a!tyough it were better foz you not to know it. ne- 
uertbelefle pou (hall vnderſtand that yeſtermiabt a knight 
b:ought bir vnto vonder caſte! which you ſe befoze pou, and 
put bir under ſo ſtrong keping,tbat there is no power able 
to deliuer bir.ercept the power of the high Gods. The con- 
tentment was great that the Prince receiued whe be heart 
newes of hir, the winch hee ſa mach deſired, e giuing great 
thanks vats the man, hee went towards the caſtle, e when 
be came thether,be tound the dzaw bꝛidge downe, and the 
gate open, and no garde there to kepe it. Und without all 
ſeare be entered in at the gate, and left Coridon Fidelio 
Without.And being wit din, he came into a very great and 
bꝛoad court, the which was paued with very fapꝛe and wel 
wꝛought ſtones, and the walls were ul of windowes and 
pon grates very ſarze, but hee law no body: e diicouer ing 
a bꝛoad t well made papze of ſtapꝛes, hæ altghted from his 
ho2le,4 went vp. ano being halfe wap vp, tbere was a do28 
open, and loking in thereat, he ſaw it was a great Pall, 
and that verpe darke, ſaving at the farther ende thereof, 
ther was a li tie louer hole, which gaur a {mai iight,where 
be de percetaed a little doze,which ſamed to bæ at the fat 
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of a pay2e of winding ffay2cs,at which doze the Knight en 
tered and went vp tbe ſtayzes. And when bee came aloft,hes 
entred into very gret and b2oad chambers all furniched w 
beds, and it ſeemed fo bee a place fo2 the bonſhauld ſernants, 
and going fro tbence be entred into a very fayze hal, in the 
which was a well wzought window, and loking out there · 
nat hee ſaw that it was oner the gate of that ill kept caftle, 
by which ber entered, and loking foz Coridon & Fidelio, be 
could not ſe them, but beleæue d that they had put themſelus 
apart in ſome place becauſe they would not be (eene. Then 
this valiant Knight looking downe againe to the gate,ſaw a 
mygbtye great Gyant of a huge ſtature, who called with x 
great louve voyce and ſayde : Runne quickly and ſeeke ont 
that bold Knight,who without any lyſence entered into the 
Caſtell, aud put him into the moſt cruelleſt p2yſon m all 
the honuſs . Wheſe woꝛdes cauſed little feare in the Knight, 
but rather going from the window her went out of tbe bal, 
where was a papze of ſtapꝛes, and as h began to deſceny 
downe by them, tæ ſaw comming vp thertat in great baE 

fine armed Knights, and after them epght clowns, who ſee- 
ing dim to bee the Krught they lought, with theyz ( wozds 
dꝛawne very r:go;ouily they dd aſſault hem. This valyant 
warr pour dzew ont bis I wozd, and ſtrok t wo of them two 
ſuch terrible blow, ; be made they2 heads te tumble downe 
the tayzes, and in the fall of them they chaunced to hit two 
of the clownes, that they made them to fall bac! warts vp · 
on the ſlapꝛes, but bis fur v ſtaped not in this but be Erok a- 
not ger Knight ſuch a blow. that be ouertbzew him dead the 
ſame way, tbe other two Knightes which temayned lering 
that Cangbter ſo quickly done, they put themſelues the ons 
on the one ſide of the ſtapꝛes, and the other onthe other. and 
baning they2 ſhelds beefoze them they lapde on the Knighe 
with great and thicke blowcs , but by reaſon of the deſtrs 
which the Knight had ta ſer his Paſtora, t being very much 
froabled therewith. des determpned with ſpeed to clære bimd- 
ALelle of thole (wo Knights, and there with be rok at * 
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ef them a myghtfy blow and ſenf them with the reſt downe 
the ſtapzes, che lyke dpd he bnto foure of the clownes that 
were ſo hardy as fo allalt him, the other with a great noiſe 
ranne downe the ſtapzes, this valpant Knight haſted downs 
the ſtapzes after the till be came into a great court, wber- 
as he found the Gyant vnarmed, with a ſheld on bis arme, 
and a great bzoad Fauchen in his hand. The Knight made 
ew vato him that would not fight noz ſtryke him, but 
put bis \ woꝛd bp into his ſheath, and ſayd : Hold thy band 
Gyaun and Ecpke not, but put on thy armour fo2 to make 
thy defence,fo2 this vnderfand of a truth, that J will not 


dꝛab out my \ woꝛd ſo long as thon art vnarmed. The Gy- 


aunt when her ſaw how lyttle he dyd eſt&me him, fſfode 
fill and 5pd bebold him, and noted the great riches of his 
Armour, and by the denice of his ſheld hie knew him to ber 
the Knight that wonne the pꝛyſe and honour in the iuſts af 
Nabatea, foz you ſhall vnderſtand that all theſe Gyauntes 
were of the kinadome of Cilicia,and the King therof if yon 
remember was the firſt with whome the Knight dyd Juſt, 
Which in that triumph was onertþzowne,when that to re- 
nenge that guarrel came fo2th a bzother of his, who by the 
Erength of the arme of this Knight was flaine,and the Gy⸗ 
aunt which ber flew by the River of Euphrates was the King 
of Cilicia himſelfe ( the occaſion of his comming and who 
all the reſt were (hall moze at large appere in the pꝛoceſſe 
of the Yiſtozie. ) When the Gyaunt knew him, with a di- 
nelliſh countenancs hie ſayd : Tell mee Knight, by foztune 
art thon that famous warriour,who in the iuſtes of Naba- 
tea (aa hath beue told mit) carryed away all the bono; and 
pꝛapſe, and ouerthzew the King of Cilicia, to whom the 
Gods did ſhew themſelues enimies, and the ſame which like- 
Wyſe flew his Bzother, if there bæ any curteũe in th A 
deſire the fo tell me. 
This valpant᷑ Prince anſwered & ſayd 2: J do not know 
fo what end 5 dolt aſke it of mee, but let it bes fo2 what it

o. The Gyannt was verie ſozrowfull foz that which bs 
Bales ſhowed by bis countenaunte to be bert wzathfull. 
At that time there deſcended Towne the ſtaires anotber Gi- 
ant, who whith a furious voyce ſapde vnto the firſt Gpant: 
Vꝛother put thy ſelfe apart on the one ſide,and let mi take 
rtuengement of this vple Anigbt, p is befoze the: 4 with» 
out ſpeaking any moze wo2ds,be lift vp his great and hea· 
ny fawchon,and tr oke a mighty blow at the night, but 
this pollit icke Knight ſtepped with great lightnes on þ ons 
fide, which was the occafion Þ bis blow fel downe vpon the 
nt in baine:this terrible blow was no ſ@ner down, 
when the night cloſed with bim, and ſtroke him with his 
wos ſo mighty a blow vpon the right arme, that be cut it 
cleane a ſunder,and it feli downe to the ground,l wozd and 
all. The Gyant wben he (aw bimlelte ſo weunded, gane a 
terrible (h2ike 2 thzew bis ſheeld from him, and would haus 
taken the (w92d in bis other hand: but the P:ince would 
not ſuffer it, but rok. him another blow on the ſame arme, 
and enen as he did by the other, be cut it ſunder by ths 
elbow: lo that he was lame of both bis armes. Pet foz all 
this, the Grant did not loſe his fur v, but rearing iyke a Ly- 
on, hee opened tbe ſtumps of his armes which dyd remaine, 
thincking with the to imbꝛzace the Knight,and by dis great 
- fo2ce to onertþzow bim. As gte laboured to enter in, the 
taight put the poynt of his (wo2d befoze dim, in ſuch ſozt. 
that what with the Urengte and fury of the Oyaunt, e the 
Hes that hi put therevoto , the \ woꝛd paſſed thzough bis 
bod, chat b& fell cowne dead to the ground,

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Ak this time, there deſcended do wne the ſlaires in great halt 
a knight Pe mygbty pꝛopoꝛt ion, whom Claridiano kut 


to be the Prince of Poliſmago. This Greek Knight reteiued 
great delpght at the ſight — him. Then the Prince of Po- 
liſmago ſayde : Thou peruerſe dog, come and take revenge- _ 
ment fo2 the griefe c wꝛong which thou doſt publiſh tere 
to haue receiued: foz Jam the Prince whom thou doſt ſ&he 
foꝛ: and tn ſaping theſe woꝛds, he did aſſault him with ter ri- 
ble blowes. Then Claridiano dyd returne bnto him p lpke, 
but not in ſo ter rpble a ſozt as he might, ſoꝛ the great com- 
paſſion that be had of him, conſider ing that pᷣ pangs of loue 
cauſe a man to do that ſomtimes, which afterward he doth 
repent himſelfe off. So here bet wirt them bergan a migh- 
ty and well foughten bat t alle, the one ſtriking the other, on 
all parts, great t terrible blowes. In this ſozt they indu- 
red a whyle without knowing any aduauntage bat wirt 
them the occaſion was, fo2 that the Grecke would not vie 
the rigoꝛ of all his ſtrength. And being in this tontrouer- 
ſte, the Grecke lyft vp his eyes, and ſaw at a window the 
faire Paſtora, who was beholding them in their battaple : af 
which ſight be recepued ſo great pleaſure t delycht , 5 tbe 
ſtrength of his armes dpd faple him, e her had no moze po- 
wer to lyft them vp. When the * ſaw that, hee dyd aſ- 
ſault him with mo2e courage: the Berk had no power, but 
onelp to beare off the blowes, and recoyled till ſuch tyme as 
be came right vnder the window: which made the Pagan 
to thinck that hee was ouercome, t that he had got the — 
top. At Þ time the other Gpant was verp well armed, and 
went vnto the Paſtora, and toke bir by the haire of þ bead, 
and pulled hir from the window, and ſapd: Apart thy ſelſe 
from that place, thou which art the cauſe of all this cnil,foz 
that thou ſhalt not content thy ſelfe in ſa ing him, who doth 
pꝛocure thy lyberty, although it bee impoſſible : and J toe 
weare vnto the by my Gods, that the great damage which 
thy niceneſſe bath cauſed, thy head ſhall pay foz . Ob how 
w2athfull this Gzek was, when her ſaw the Gyant intreat 
bir ſo cuill,foz giuing a terrible Chzike he left vp his right 


e 
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arme with his \wozd, and ſtroke at the Pagan fo michfy 
a blow vpon his belme (ſo that if it had not ban inchantcd) 
dee had cut it in two peeces,and put the head in great peril, 
but pet be eſcaped not but he fell downe to the grounds 
without any remembzaunce , and tpere ranne out of his 
mouth great abundance of bloud . When Claridano ſs w 
him in this plygb! ,hee made ns moze reckoning of him, but 
with a furious halt he went to gor bp the ſtapzes, at luch 
time as the Giant came downe W great violence, but when 
the ſunne of Gran Alphebo (aw him ha returned and dio a- 
bide his comming in the court, and ſapd. Make an end thou 
great beaſt, 4 deſcend dowae that J may giue thee thy pay» 
ment fo2 thy boldnefle which thou haſt vſed againſt the god · 
deſſe of Paſtoras. The Gyant with the great fury which bee 
bad vnocrſtad not what tbe Knight had lapd, and ther efoze 
be made him no anſwere,and if that be would haue dong 
it, pet his great wzath would not conſent vnto it, but with 
bis fanchon all aloft he went towards the Greek, aſſalt ing 
bim with moꝛtall battaile. The liue did this ſtrong Knight, 
making bet wirt them a terrible battaile, and Criking ths 
one p other where they thought to do moſt hurt. Who bad 
then (ene the great lyghtneſſe of the Greeke in befturring 
bimſelfe, would haue well iudged that p wozlt part ſhoulo 
not be his, foz that he ſo handled his enimie tn bzeaking 
of his barneiſe in many places, and wonnding him, in ſuch 
ſo2t,that he was all to be bathed in blod, pet foz all that the 
great anger which he had, neit her p rigoꝛous battaile could 
cauſe him fo withd2aw the caſting vp of his epes bnto the 
place wheras be ſaw his welbeloued Paſtora,and he bebeid 
hir making hir great lament at ion foʒ that which the Gy- 
ant bad done vnto hir, which was the occaſion that be had 
a greater deſire to giue him ( who was tbe occaſion of bir 
teares) bis payment.At this time the Prince Poliſmago was 
come agapne vnto himſeife, and aroſe vppon his fete, and 
ſaw the cruel battaile which was beetweene the Giant and 
the Knight, and how that the Knight almoſt overcame ths. 


Pant. he did deter mine to ſozget P which be was bound 
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Snfo being a Prince, and recovering his \ wo2d which hung 


that both of them together did aſſalt him, which did nothing 
griene the Gyaunt foz that he was ſomwhat wearie. The 


villanye which her ſaw them vie dyd increaſe his w2atb, 


and double his ſfrenath in ſuch ſozt,that it fel out wozſe fog 
them being both together then beetoze,foz Þ the vileneſle of 
they2 aſſaulting made him to doable his blowes , ſtriking 
now mightely at the one, and then as terribly on the other. 
w very great power & tregth, pꝛotur ing to indamage the. 

And foz that he dealt with two ſuch valiant Knights, it ſtod 


him in hand to vſe all kinde of pollicie: but pet he could not 


ſo at liberty defend himſelfe,but that the giant watched big 
time, and ſtrok him ſo furious a blow vpon bis Cely helme. 
that he made him to bow with both his knees to p ground. 
The Prince of Poliſmago ſe ing him at that poynt, doubled 
bis blows vpon him very terryibly: but in ſpite of them. he 
aroſe vp againe with moze fur the a baighted bull,e with 
bis ſ wo2d faſt in his hand, her pꝛeſſed to the Gyant, x ſtroke 
him ſo moztall a blowe vpon his ſhoulder, p be& cloue bim 
dowue to the waſt, cutting harneſſe and bones , and with 
great facility ouerthzew him dead to the ground. Yee had 
not ſo ſone giuen that wonderfull blowe,but hæ returned 
another at the Pagan, vppon his inchaunted Healme, that 
bee made it ſound ke vnto a Bell. The which blowe 
was ſo mighty that it overtbzew him downe to the groud, 
eq out at bis Beauer very great aboundaunce of 
loud 

Who could here declare the great iope which the Pa- 
ſtora reteiued when ſhee ſaw hir enimies in that plyght, I 
cannot iudge which had the greater ioy, the Knight in that 
bee had ſet hir at lybertye, oz the Paſtora to ſe bic ſclfe at 
lyberftye. Do when the Knight ſaw the Pagan on ths 
ground without remembzance, bee made no moe tarrping. 
but went vp the ſfapzer, and ſfayed not fill he t ame Where- 
as the Paſtora was. And when bet law bir , be fell

by the wꝛiſt band, de went and iopned with the Gyaunt, ſo

dotwne bpon his knees,and lyft vp his beuer, which was the 
occaſion that the Paſtora dyd know him, and not ſuffering 
him to ſpeak,with an excellent grace ſhe ſayd.Ah Filipenſio 
bow much am J bound vnta the Gods, that haue delpuered 
me from t wo ſo great dangers, and (et me at liberty from 
the froublcs thereof. Mhere haſt thou left thy Sbepheards 
apparailc? Who hath changed them, fo2 this fapze 6 ſtrong 
armour, where haſt thou left thy ſhepheards crake. Ab Fili- 
penſio, giue me to vnderſtand of thy high eſtate, y my (mall | 
bnderſtanding bee not p occaſion that J fal in ſome er rour. 
The valpant Knight being ſubied to hir beauty,ſayd vnto 
bir: J am yours fay2e Paſtora, whether J bee a Sbepheard 
02 a night, pour beauty bath bꝛought me in ſubiection, and 
it is a great glozy vnto me to be yelded vnto you. 

Then the fapze Paſtora at theſe wozds toke him faff by 
both the hands, and not giuing him place to any moze re(0- 
ning. ſhe ſayd. J will now ſ&, whether you are as valpant 
in deedes as in woꝛds, ſaing that foztune bath bzought vs 
pether : e hare J do aſ ke of thee two things to bee graun- 

ted vnto mer, and it is y firſt that euer J aſked of any per- 
ſon in all the wozld . The amoꝛous P2tnce anſwered. Ah 
my ſwet Miſtreſſe, is it poſſible that J haue deſerued to re- 
cetue at pour hands ſo much favour, in that pou do aſ ke of 
me any thing,wherin J may 02 can do you ſerutce,s know- 
ing that J am yours,yrou ne&de not to al ke but tommaund 
me as pour owne, fo2 that J am bound to whatſoeuer you 
will. The faire Paſtora ſap d. Mell gentle knight, ſeeing that 
thou buſt Chew tby ſelfe to bee ſo ſubiect t bound to dw me 
ploaſure, the firſt thing that J do requeſt the to grant me, 
10. thou carry mee vnto Grecia vnto the Emperours court, 
and there fo2 the ſpace of one moneth to make my defence, 
and affirme,that my beauty dofh ſur mount all others in the 

woꝛld. Now maylt thou goe and ſet at liberty Coridon and 

thy ſernanf,who are both in pꝛiſon. The Gz&ke had great 

contenfment of that which the Paſtora did aſke of him:and 

fo2 to perfozme that which ſbæ had commanded, he went F

don and bis Squire,they were ſtratght way bzought vnta

Then Claridiano 
remembꝛed the pꝛince Poliſmago, 4 commaunded Fidelio to 
ſe whether be were aliue o2 dead, who went, and when bee 
came vnto hum, he pulled off his helme & ſaw that he was 
dead,fo2 the which it greatly grerued the knight, but p feare 
was (o great of Cay ſerlinga fo2 remaining in the caſtle, that 
ſhe made great haſt to the pꝛince fo depart fro tbence. The 
which be was conſtrained fo do foz to giue bir contentmtt, 
and commaunded to make readye their bozſes c lpkewiſe a 
palfray which they foũd in the caſtell. o the next day in þ 
moꝛning they toke their way towards Grecia,paſſing tho; 
rough all the kingdome of Media, and the kingdome of Pri- 
ſopoli,t all the way that he trauailed he left bebinde great 
fame of wonder ful advftures which happened, They trauat- 
led in a ſkirt of Armenia, whereas chaunced vnto him that 
which in the next chapter ſhall be told you. 


How Claridiano by chance had battaile with his owne fa 
ther,which becing knowen vnto Galtenor, and fearing the 
great harme that would come thereof, hee temedy ed the

© Fi) £9 hare ſianifte it vnto pou, and with Coridon 
ther bad god paſtime, foz that he was very 
pleatant, he ag aine ſeeing that he might ſo at quiet and fa- 
miltarly talk with the Paſtora, was almoſt in an extaſte fog 
toye. So the ſecond dap that they traualled by that moun- 
tapue, by realon that it was lo fragrant, thep loſt their way 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when they cemembzed themſelnes,they wer 
entered into the thickelt of the wilderncfſe,andp2ocured to 
finde the way againe, which by no meanes they could, foz 
that tyey were ſo karre entered into the thickef. So with 
great trouble thep frauatiled till mid dap, at which time they 
beard a noiſe of p running of wafer, the which they follows 
ed. e it was the occaſion Þ they bzonght themielues ont of 5;

At this 
tpme dzew nere tbe Paſtora and Condon, and Fidelio,

incounter, hon (halt lcarne ii another place to vie curteſie. 
The beropcall pzince with his accuſtomed mekene lle, an- 
\ wered. If my (alutation gentle Knight was not as it be- 
commeth a traveling Knight, the diſtaunte of the way was 
the occaſion thereof: and this being true which J baue ſatd, 
then haue pou no roaſon to blame me. Thou ball lelle rea- 
fon ſayd the Knight of the fountaine. foz to excuſe thy lelfe 
from the tuſt, woich J do al ke of the, tberefoze take thp 
chopce ok the ſield, and pꝛocure to ſettle and fiime thy ſelle 
well in the ſaddle, The Greeke ſeing bis pꝛide aſked of Co- 
ridon his ſheld, t a ſpeare which they bzought with them: 
and hauing it in his hand, he (aw that the field was all pur - 
ple very ſmot h, and a Right made in it, armed with purple 
armour, ſtriking another Knight, armed likewpſe in purple 
armour querthwart the ces, and ii was all full of Warres 
of gold. The P2ince was meruailouſipe amazed. and trous 
bied af the great clercnefte therof lo that he was confirat- 
ned to hide his epes with his owne hands: but the calling 
out gf the Knight of the fount apne 01d cauſe him to change 
þ19-puzpoſe, and called foz his ſpeare, and with a furyous © 
courle,he,jpeat foꝛtu vnto the incounter: The Knight of the 
fountaine dyd, bꝛeake bis ſpeare, not making tbe P2unce to 
mone any mo2e then he had ſtroke vpon a hard Nocke: but 
the Punces intounter was ſuch, that he ouerthꝛew him to 
the ground, with the fall he bꝛake his arme in two parts, 
who hauing no power fo moue bimſelfe, e with the great 
pame 8: griete he felt, made a pit tifult tomplaint. The Greek 
ſeing him in that caſe ſapd: Knight, it had bene better thou 
hadT remained wit bout anpe lalatation quiet ipe, then now 
quarrelling ther vpon, t aou baſt thy arme b:oken,z remai⸗ 
neſt vnabie fo helpe thy ſeife, and without ſaping #ny ol ber 
thin. be did depark. determing to pꝛoſecute bie ſozmer 
tous ner · So within a while after, be beard a great call of 
cd ing. 
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calling, and loking about to ſe who called him, he ſaw that 
it was the reſt of the Knights, which followed with great 
ſpede. There her deter mpned to ſtap theyz comming, and 
made himſelfe ready vnto the battell,if they would demand 
it ot him. Theſe ſeauen Knights came with great pꝛe, to 
ſe the other Knight in that perpleritie, (and foꝛgetting the 
cuſtome of Greca, of long t me obſerued and kept amongſt 
the Knights) they all ſeauen together with thepz ſpeares on 
they2 reſts, ſhep made tþep2 incounter vpon him, and ſtroke 
the Greek with tbey2 firmed blowes, ſome on the ſides, and 
ſome on the bꝛeaſt with great fury : pet the Prince remat- 
ned moꝛe firme the an Anfield of pꝛon. They all bzak thepz 
ſpears on him, but at they2 paſſing bp, bee ſtrok one of them 
ſuch a blow vpon the healme, that hæ ouerthzew him dead 
to the around. The reſt which remamed, returned vnto him 
with thep2 ſwoꝛds in they2 hand lapying vpon him very ter- 
rible like Knights that were both valiant and couragious: 
but the Prince moued his hoꝛſe amongſt them with ſo great 
loghtneſlſe and trength, that quickly his power and fo2ce 
was knowne onto them, bee dpd ſo to2zment them with his 
mighty blowes.And the moze they did gricue him, the wozſe 
it was foz them: foz haning loft all patrence,he the w bis 
eld at his back, and did aſſault them with ſuch ſurv, that 
in Moꝛt tyme be remayned with onely two of them {tn the 
field. who ſer ing p other of they2 companions dead,p2ocured 
to ſaue thep2 lpues, tourning tber: backes bato the Ga k, 
and pꝛicking they; hozſe with ? (purs,they put themſelues 
into a bzoad way. 

This furious Knight followed after them, pꝛocuring fo 
puertakethem,and to make that not one of them (hal beare 
ne wes of the ſucceſſe of the battaile:but by rcaſon they had 
ſame vantage of the wap, and againe their hozſes were be- 
ry gwd, fo2 all the haſt that hæ could make, b& could. not 
duertake them, tilt ſuch time as tbep came whereas were 
many Tents armed in the field t at that place there was a 
Knght p ſtept befoze him to defend p other two which ran 

away, who was armed with very ſtrong and ſtraunge ar-

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mour. UWho, if you doe remember was the Emperour Al. 
phebo,and our Knight was his Sonne, who with his ( woꝛd 
in his hand all blody,fo! lowed the other two Knighes, The 
Emperour Alphebo ſeeing them tome running from the one 
alone Knighe, called onto them and ſapd: Telt mee where» 
fozz do yOu runne away you cowards and dilhonourers of 
the Gzxkith genealogy, of whem are peu afra1 de of one 
alone Knight : 7 Sous raigne Lozd layTe one of the Knights, 
ber that dat h follow vs, is nc Kniglit but a diuell, and thy 
ſurmdunting ſtrength is nerdlul to make reſiſtance againſt 
his . So al that time the Prince appꝛoched as J haue told 
vou, and lpkewyſs the Emperour Alphebo, who dyd very 
much behold his godly ſtature and dilpoſit ion: the Prince 
dyd lykewyſe behold the Emperour, and the Francencſſe of 
bis armour. The Emperour was the firſt that bæganne fg 
ſpeake and ſayde : Telt me Knight, what hath my Knights, 
bone vnto vou, to cauſe you to ble & intreate the fo ſtraight- 
ly. Then the Prince who had loft all patience, ſapde: Po! 
cure fo make thcy2 reuengement, and dw not al ke me the 
cauſe of thty2 cowardnelle .. Foz that it is very apparent, 
that they themſslues are in fault of they2 ill int reating. 
This god Emperour, as one that made little rec: oning of 
bis wozds,very meekely ſapd. If they are in the fault it 2 
keth m& very well, therefoze J do deſire to know the occa- 
ſion it it bee thy pleaſure to tell mee, J may altagether lay 
the fault vppon them. The Prince with a high vopte ſaade. 
By the Gods J do l weare vnto the that it is true that 4 
haue tolde the , The Emperour when he heard him name 
thoſe falle Gods, without any moze tar rping dzew out his 
Swoꝛd and ſapde. De fende thy ſelfe Pagan, fo2 it ſhall ce it 
the thy lypfe, foz laying bandes vppon Chriſtians, who are 
mozs wozth then thou art. Now do J not deüre to. know 
the occaſlon, 702 that they arc Chriſtians and thou art x 
Moore.” And lay, that they are in no fault. Sb there 
thep afſaultgy one er m terribie and moztall 
Wtapie,

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Ob Nimphes bozne in the Hill of Helicon, and whoſe 
babytation is in the Mountaine Ohmpus and ver Ladycs of 
the ſacred Cabolino, vnto all yon J dw inuocate to ground in 
me wiicdome and viederſtanding,as pou dyd into him, who 
dyd make the Geek dedicated vpon the great deeds of that 

mighty Achilles, fo that 4 may perticulariy declare the fu- 
rious e weil fought batfell of theſe two inuincibte Knights, 
without knowing to be the father and the ſon, who bauing 
thep2 ( wa2ds in p apze they both together diſcharged pone 
vpon y others belme, in ſuch ſozt,that eyther of them were 
coaltratned ſpite of thepz harts to make obedlence.as buto 
ſuch high e mighty Princes as they were ought to bee done, 
and both together gat one time they returned their { wo2ds 
about thepz heads, ſtrpking one another ſuch blowes vpon 
thepꝛ beauers,that they made a great number of ſparks of 
fire to flpe in the ay2e, which was the occaſion that it foke 
away. ſomwhat the ſight of their exes. Oh how trefull was 
this nephew of Trebacio,and being ouercome therewith his 
ſtrong aud mightye blowes were tnco2pozable,and taking 
bis {wo2d in both his hands, with that wꝛath e great licht- 
nelle, be ſtroke the Emperour ſuch a blow vpon the helme, 
that the ſound thereof made an Cccho thzoughout all the 
Mount aynes and plapnes, and hea fil backward bpyon the 
trouper of his hoz{e Cornerino, who being ſcarred with the 
nopſe of the blow, ranne round about the feldes with 
bis Maſter. Tha Emperour came ſtrapght way agarne fo 
bimſelfe, and conſidering the irong blow which ha had re- 
ceiued, her ſayde : Jeſus help me. and ly*ewyle with his 
Swozd in both his handes, hee Cole bim vpon the healme, 
that in ſpite of our Knighc he fel backwards vpon p creuper 
of his ho2ſe, who being ſcarred with the blow fl;;naing and 
kicking be dyd apart a carry bis Paſter from bis en mie. 
And comming agayre vnto himſeltfe, he dpd acknowletge 
* s ſtrong aduerſary which de hadde be foꝛe him, anb lyke- 

ple he dyd conſider, how that her called foz ſuicour vppon 
the name of Jeſus. 

* bis fury was ſo much that without any 4 0 

conitde- 
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conſider ation, blalpheming 4 denying his Gods he ſet ſpars 
vnto his hoꝛſe and returned vnto the Emperour who came 


towards him, where was 107ned ſuch a battell as never in 


Grecia had been ſæne the lpke, epther cauſing other by their 


diſozdinate blowes many times to be wout remembzance, 
ſomet pmes incli ning they2 heads vnto tbey2 bzcalts,and at 
other time vpon theyꝛ hoꝛſe crouper, iu ſuch ſoꝛt, that there 
was tinougy to do! bat wane them fo2 to ſettle themlelucs 
vpꝛight in their ladd les, all tbey2 faces vnder they? helmes 
being berayed with blood g often giuing preuous grones. 
At thts time was all ire # w2ath wholy kindled,+ all pati- 
cence loſt, pollicie and experience was foꝛgotten, ſo that they 


made theyz battell as men without wit o2 reſon,pzocuring 


each of them to b2ing his enimie to death, e cpther of them 
account ing bimſelfe of ſmall pꝛowelle and valour, that one 
alone Knight ſhould indure ſo long befo2e them, and hee who 
was the moſt græued bereat was the ſfrong Prince, not 
knowing that he dealt with his father the mighty Alphebo, 
fo: nepther fur vous Knights noz fierſe Gyants could at any 
time bzing him vnto p extremitye as at that time her was, 
ſo with this tre and wzath they indured two houres with 
tyeyꝛ mpgbtic blows,being then pꝛeſent the Emperor Fre- 
batio, and the t wo Princes of Rodamonte and Rodefo , and 
the ing of Macedonia, and the great Duke of Atevas, and 
Magecia and the Carle of Acaya, all the which were in a 


great admiration fo ſe the great re ſiſtance that the Empe- | 


rour Alphe bo had foũd. who at that time did ſtretch vp huu- 
ſelte vpon his ſtirrops, diſtharaing his ( wozd vpon the brad 
of our Prince, the blowe was ſa terrible that the apze was 
filled with ſparkes and flames of fpꝛe, and made an Cckoe 
to ſound in the hidden caues and Clu idiano fell backwarcs 
vpon the crouper of his hozſe without any remembꝛzance, e 
bis armes hanging downe as though b& had bene dead and 
bo; ded at his mouth great abundance of blad. The fay28 
Paſtora very much meruatled fo ſe this rigo2ons battaple, 
who ſat with hir face couered becho!d:ng the ſame, the lyke 
did Fidelio, and it was vnto them a great gricfe to (& * 
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bo o the Emperour did mightely aſſalt him, pꝛocuring to kil 
him. At this — the Knight was come to bis remembzancs 
and ſefteled himſelſe agapne in his ſaddle, and with an bygh 
boyce bee layd. Oh Gods of (mal balour,curſed bæ þ ſeruice 
that J haue done vnto you, becauſe you doe ſo ill reward 
mee, who bath ſo much honoured pon. Now do J well vn- 
derſtand that pour power is very ſmall ; fo2 that you haue 
deceiued mer, this being the firſt Cpꝛiſtian Kinght p J haue 
been in battaile with, in all my lpfe. J do beleve that port 
did all run away, when you beard this Knight name p name 
of Ieſus. Gre J dw renounce all pour deity and potencpe, 
fa: it is all as nothipg, and agapne J do call you vple, and 
of ſmall eſtimation and power. And in ſay ing tbeſe wozds, 
bee ran agaynſt the Emperour with ſo great furye,that bee 
made the ground to tremble bnder him, and when be come 
nigh vnto the Emperour, he ſfrok him an ouerthwart blow 
with (o great ſtrength and might. that hee made him to fall 

fozwards vpon his bozſe cares without any reniemb2ance, 
in ſuch ſozt that it ſemed he bad bene dead,foz that there 
pꝛoceded out of his healme lo much blod. And by the great 
ſcrength of that blow, dis hozſe was conſtrained toftope wh 
his fozeſ&te. This mighty Prince with double fury turned 
with his ( wo2d'to ſtrik him the ſecond blow, but it was in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that the reyncs of his hozſe baidle was faſt in the 
buckle of his armour, an was conſtcapned by the fozce he 
put to ſtrike his b ow H/ pul the bzidle, which made ß hoꝛſe 
to rile vp bæfoꝛe, ſtanding vpon his hinde r fete, which was 
very perillous vnto the Knight: and being in that ſozt, hee 
loſt the ſtrength of his blow foz to ſuccour himſe le, and to 
gouerne his ho2ſe . In which tyme the Emperour came a- 
gaine to his fozmer lences, and lett led himlelte in his ſaddle, 
who ſeing the great peril tg the which he was bꝛougyt, did 
meruaple much thereat, and being kull of wzath,lyke vnto 
a Lyon he recouered his ( wo2d, e ſet ſyurs vnt o his bozſe, 
and made him to moue lyke bnto the winde, tbꝛowing out 
at his beauer a thick ſmoke with very enger, and gaue his 
allalt with ſo great lurꝑ.t hat the Kniglit could not but ſom- 
what 
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what to feare him, and making his defence with his eld, 
hee did abide the comming of the blow , which cutting the 
aire did deſcend vpon his ſheeld with ſo great ſtrength,that 
in ſpite of the fozce of his arme it chaunced vpon his heime, 


in luch ſozt, that it made him perfozce declyne his head 


ano all his bodpe vnfo the pommell of his Saddle, and his 
teeth to chattcr in bis head, but hee remapned in that oꝛder 
but a (mal time, and roaring like a Bull, exclaiming againſt᷑ 
foztune,he lift vp his l wo2d & cane him the like payment. 
Ar this tune the battell beegan a new fo bee very terrible, 
incraſing double their furp, and like wiſe augmenting they3 
blows, in ſuch ldꝛt that with the leaſt blow that was ftro- 


ken, it ſe@med to haue cut the other all to peces, which made 


all them that dyd behold the battell very much to meruaile. 
At this tyme there appeared to come fozth out of the Foz- 
reſt, a Knight, all armed in white armour,cdged 4 wꝛought 
about with an excellent wozke of fine golde, his healme on 
bis head, and his held at his necke, and gyzfe with a berp 
ritch l wozd, & of fo gentle a diſpoſit ion, that ther was none 
equall vato him, and ſeeing the batfaile bæt wixt the two 
Knightes, he did ſtand and behold them: and ſtraight wates 
be knew tbe Emperor, but he could not iudge who þ other 
ſhould be, but greatly meruapled at their ſtrength, e with 
the great deſire he had to know who it was, be demande d 
of an old Knight that Tod by him, the occaſſon of thepꝛ ton · 
trouerſie and who the Knights were. The olde Knight , fo; 
that he ſcemed' to bee a Kaight of high eſtate, ſapde. The 
name of one of them, 4 can tell ther, the which is the 28 
with the range and rich armour, who is the excellent an 


migbt ye Emperour Alphebo of Trapiſond, but the Knigha 
wtth the &unne,berx is not one that doth know him. This 


Knight began the cotroner ſte fieſt, with certaine Knights of 
Greciaz who killing of lame of them, and other ſome berp 
ſoꝛe wounded, and following other two which ranne away, 
the Emperour put himſelſe beeſoze him, foz to know the oc- 
taſion of his great fury and that Knight byd anſ were him 
with e paide and arrogant p, which was the _— 
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this they? controuerſie: and it is moze then fire hours, ſince 
they haue bene martring one anothers fleſh without all 
pit ty, and this is all which J can tell you,of that which pou 


baue demanded of mer. The Kniglit with the white armour 


was very much amazed, when be hnew that the contrener- 
fie indured ſo long, and could not indge who it ſhould ber, of 
ſo great power and ſkrength,that was able lo reſiſt the fu- 
ry of the mighty Alpbebo. 


In all this time theſe two valpant warriours were nok 


idle, but fill their batteil went kozwards, in ſuch ſozt, that 
either of them dyd doubt of the victozp, finding thepz aduer⸗ 
ſary ſo mighty and ſtrong. So in this extremity they indu⸗ 
red moze then fire houres not reſting one moment, but ſtill 
plaguing p one the other, making of they bodies tuen An- 
fields, which continually are beating on with hammers, and 
as the trauaile was great, and could nat be choſen but that 
they muſt needes be wearp, and ſhow ſome kinde of faynt- 
ntſle:vpon a ſodaine both at one time dyd withdzaw them⸗ 
ſelues fo take ſome reſt, either of them very much mernay- 
ling at p great power and ſtrength of his aduerſarp. This 
inuincible Emperour could not by any meanes iudge who 
the Knight ſhould be that had bzought him into that extre- 
mity,foz vntill that dap was there neuer Knight that euer 
beetoze that tyme dyd the lpke, and being cail of pꝛe and 
wzath hee ſapde. 

What is now become of the Aphebo? Where is now 
thy great valonur,that bath ben (0 — ſpoken of in all the 
woꝛld: What is become of thy ſurmounted ftrength,wher- 
with thou didſt quayle y power of Lindaraza,and that with 
which thou dydit bꝛeake theſe inchanted helmes 2 What is 
bertome of thy ferrpble pꝛe, wherewith thou diddeſt ſubbue 
Mouncaines,hew in ſunder Diamond armour, and bzought 
all things vnver thy ſubiection, now I ſ@ that all is foꝛgot - 
ten, and nothing wozth,foz that one alone Knight and a Pa- 
gan, hath bzought ther into this extremit ie. O holly God, to 
the I dende, a deſire the to help m, do not e 

tha 
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that my lame be robbed and taken away by a Pagan and an 
entmie vnto our Chriſtian law. Theſe and ſuch lyke rea- 
ſons pꝛonounced this cholarick Mars and nepther moze no2 
leſle, che might and ſtrong Prince, caſting vp bis eres, and 
loking vnto the heauens, ; repꝛehending his Gods, pe ſayd, 
hy are pou ſo contrary vnto me, foz that as pet J neuet 
bad vidozp, but it bath beenc by the ſtrength of mpne owne 
armes. What recompence haue J received fo2 all 5 J haue 
done: as pet J ncuer bad any fauonr at pour bands, fo: my 
vwne power bethcrto bath ben valuable vnto me, and not 
yours,fo2 p J do belcœue is nothing, as it doth appere very 
plapnip, in tbe little fauour that pou ſhe w mee againft this 
faryous Chꝛiſt ran. UWibaf are you angrte, that J am come 
into this Countrey: and are any of you come downe to 
take reuengement of me therfo2e?UWell,ſeing it is (o,let it 
be Tupitcr,o2 Mars, o: whoſoener it bee of pou, be it a God oz 
a diuell, fir ſt beefo2e J recetue the death, J will make you to 
8 call fo; ayde of all the reſt of the Gods : 4 if it be a dinell, 
; | to call likewile fo2 aide of the reſt of the diuells. And with-

oat any moze tarrping,be returned againe vnfothe battell 
the lyke did the Empcrour,q4 made theyz aflalt with ſo great 
fury,that tbey oneip which did behold them wer not alittle 
amazed, but alſo the beauen and earth did mernatile at their 
ſoꝛce, e the Eccho was weary in anſwering of their terrible 
blowes,ſo that ther was almoſt no hope of remedy in their 
contronerſie,fo2 that each one feared his aduerſary,t there 
was not any aduantage of eytber part. This conflict contft- 
nued ſo long beet wenne them, that they were almolt out of 
bꝛeath, at p time both togetbtcr they litted vp their Hercub3 
armes, e bauing the aloft they toyned together w ſuch kur 
that they2 hozſcs met, and ſtrok their beads the one againff 
tbe ot her, in ſuch ſo2f,that although tbey were both gwb,ye! 
they fel downe to the ground with they2 Knights: but they 
were not (o (one fallen, as they wer traright on fot againe, 
without receining any har me, e ther began bet wixt them 
a new contention. There was (hewed the great lightnefls 
of the Prince, and lykewile that of the Emperou was appar 
ran 
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rant, in that either ol them did ſo valtauntly defend himſelfe 
from bis contrary, although at y time thepꝛ ſtrong armes 
were moze gouerned with yze and wꝛath, then with pollicy 
oꝛ experience, which was the occaſion that the battaile was 
the moze perillons & terrible. This mighty Alphebothought 
much, that in the pꝛeſence of the Emperour his Father the 
battaile ſhould ſo long indure and Þ with one alone Knight, 
and not being his Bꝛother. The lyke dpd the Prince conſt» 
der of that, by reaſon that the great reverence and reſpec Þ 
the people bad, he knew y there ſhould ber pzeſent the Em- 
perour of Grecia,who toke him foz his grandfather, as the 
fary of Merlin hav tolde him. All theſe conſiderations dyd 
cauſe betwirtthe two warriours py mo2e wzath, yet foz all 


 that,they Which did bebold them could iudge no aduanntage 


of either part, at y which tbey greatly meruailed, but in el 
pectally abous all þ reſt the King of Sardenia was moſt g« 
mazed,who from the beginning of their cont rouerſie was be; 
holding of them, and ſaw in what great perill and daunger 
both of them were, and the great reſiſfaunce which the vn 
knowen Knight made againſt the Emperour Alphebo, wher- 


doth reſiſt fo long againſt bim, that a pozter of hell within a 
rocke hidden, could not make his defence agamik. The Em- 


peronr of Grecia would haue made him an! were, but that 


be was diſturbed by a mighty and terrible blow which bee 


ſaw giuen his ſonne vpon his healme,that it made bim to 
bow both his knees to the ground, and by reaſon that the 


woꝛd did lay no hold on the bard ſtele, it deſcended downe 
bpon his left ſhonlver, and cutting a ſunder all the buchles 
and lacing of his healme. he made it to five from bis head, 
diſconering that fayze and magnanimous covntenwnce,g0 
boned with great mateſtye. The Knight when be ſaw him 
in that ſozt, would haue ſtroke him againe, but yet this wars 
Iyke Mars although be ſaw himſeife in that great perpler- 
itye, bee wanted nothing ef the accuſtomed courage which 
b& was bled to baue at-other times in ſuch like —

| ſee it, did iudge it in their harts to be the derp figure of the 
ö Empreſſe Claridianas fate. This valiant pong Knight ſeing 
bimſelte in that caſe t ſo mgbh bnto the Fmperour, caught 
him bet wirt his armes, the lite did the Empcrour bnto him, 
ſo that bet wixt them began a dangerous 4 perilious wzaſt- 
ling, but in the fury ther2of vpon a ſodayne all the heaven 
was couered with a very darke and thicke cloud, which ſel 
done & covered thele two warriours foꝛ a ſpace, that fhey 
could not be ſeene, but it indured not long but it vaniſhed a- 
wap, and then they ſaw that the two Knightes who befoze 
were cloſed one with the other, were now put a part yone 
from the other a god ſpace,4 in the midſt betwitt be was 
ther an old man of a verye god ature and gentle diſpoſitt- 
on, adozned with garments of great eſtate, the which were 
w2ought with ſilke, golde, and pearle,that never Empereur 
noꝛ King had the like, 4 vpon his head he had a crowne of 
gold of ſuch meruailous making, that no humane tongue is 
able to declare the riches therof,and on the one ſide of him 
ther was a mighty Gyant, adoznecd in the ſame manner E 
guiſe. And Claridiano did ſtraight wayes know them, wha 
kneeling downe beſoze them he ſad : Excellent King Delto 
my Lo2d, what ſodain comming is this, in leauing pour ma- 
ieſties Kingbome. The King went towards him with bis 
armes abzoad, and ſapd: Ab my ſon, wherefoze chould my 
comming be but to recreate t reiopte my ſelfe in ſ&ing of 
ther, and to diſturbe this cruell battaile that thou batt with 
him whom thou oughteſt to honour and reuerence, as it is 
thy duety. Then Galtcnor did canſe them to holde theyz 
peace,foz that with a loud voyce be beganne to'ſpeaite vn» 
to o the Emperour Trebatio, and 125 
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Soueraigne Emperour, long time paſt withont anye 
knowledge vnto ther J came into thy Empire, and in com- 
ming was the occaſtonof great heauineſſe and ſozrow vnto 
the Empreſle Claridiana, whom J doe ſee there armed with 
the white armour. The Emperour when he beard that wold 
not ſtap any moze reaſonings, but went towards hir, who 
polling off hir healme likewiſe came towards him to kills 
his handes, ſo ther the one imbꝛaced and receiued the other 
with great lone. The King Galtenor did cut of their talke 
and addzeſſed his woꝛdes vnto the Empreſſe Claridiana, and 
ſayd : Souereigne Ladp, do you remember when that you 
did contemplate pour ſelfe bpon the beauty of pour childzen 
which you were deliuered off,begotten by the Emperour Al- 


phebo, at which time a wall did open, wherat did enter a 


Serpent, who at two mouthfulls did bury them in his bow- 
els.You ſhall vnderffand, Empreſſe and Lady, that J was 
the Serpent, being compelled and conſtrapned by great ne- 
ceſſify of the ſtrong arme of pour mighty ſonne, to doe that 
wyich at that time J did, and I did baing them vp in the 
maieſtie as vnto ſuch perſons was neceſſary t dutifull. In 
the end of ſire peares, when J determined fo make an end 
of my tourney, reſting our ſelues by the riuers fide of Eu; 
phrates, J loſt the mayden child, wher all the time paſt vnto 
this pꝛeſent, ſhe hath bene publiſhing abzoad hir exſtreame 
beautp, tillſuch time as the valour ot hir bother did bzing 
dir fro thente, who is the ſame that is talding with þ King 
Delfo of Trapobana, and know this of a certaintye Ladpe, 
that it is thy ſonne Clariciano of the Sptare. Thou diddek 
giue bim that name by reaſon of a Speare that he bath en 
bis bꝛeaſt from his birth. t that fait e Paſtora whom ꝓ au do 
ſe there, is your pꝛoper daughter, $A am he that ded roh 


and take them from pou, and hm re 3 dee make. reſtitution 


of them againe, ſo that A doe deſerue pardon of all py ſozrow 
and griefe which J haue berne the occaſion of, onely with 


- this pꝛeſent which A doe pꝛeſent you withall. And like wiſe of 


rou Emperour of Trabiſond, 3 doe defire the ſame pardon,

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and foyutly ther with to fo2aet the anger that von haue a- 
gainſt pour owne ſon; Great was the iop c contentment of 
the Empreſſe, being almoſt beſide hir ſelfe, to ſe that ſhe hat 
recouered bir two childꝛen, which ſhe thought had bene loſt 
long agoe, and going to imbzace Claridiano, ſhe found him 
bpon bis kntes, al king par don of his father of all that bits 
foze had paſſed. Nhat ſhall 3 here ſay of the god Trebatio, 
fo ohen hee knew the Paſtora was bis nepbew(and that 
bis deſire was ol a daugoter, and neuer had any ) with bis 
armes all abzoad he went vnto hir, who vnderſtanding their 
tommunicat ion, vid aligbt from bir Palfrap, at which time 
tbe Empcrour came and toke hir in his armes, almoſt wee · 
ping fo2 toy, and with very amozous woꝛds he did imbꝛace 
hir / receined ſo great contentmet of their retouerv as euer 
be did ia all his life foz any thing. 


Ho the Emperour did very much reioyce himſelfe 

With his nephewes, but in efpecaall with the Paſto- 
ra, & of the great tempeſt which came vpon them 
at ſupper time, and of all that happened afterward.

| the Paſtora, t would not one moment a part 
24: bimſelfe from bir, and the Empreſſe went 
talking with Glaridiano. The "oma Al- 
he was not a little iopfull, who went in the company 
of the Aing Delfo, and Galtenor went beſide the Empreſſe, 
who knew not how to gine him ſufficient thankes * his 
comming. And at that inſtaunt being all pꝛeſent, they a- 
lighted at the Pallaice, and the Emperour Trebatio car- 
ryed the Paſtora vnto bir graundmother, cominttt ing bir 
vnto hir cuſtodpe ſoz to make ſo much of hir. And hee toke 
the king ol Trapobana by the hand, and rendered vnto bim 
'very much PG ther with entered into a "whereas

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whereas they found the Tables conered,and ſafe downe to 
ſupper, whereas they were with great toy & pleaſure,ſuch 
as neuer was (&ne the like in the Court, The Emperour x 
the two Kings were ſet together, then the — EF Alphe- 
bo and the Empreſles, and by them Claridiano and the Pa- 
ſtora, who was beheld of all fhem that were ther pꝛeſent, 
mich meruailing at hir great beaut pe. Coridon did ſerus 
them at 5 table, very much deligbted with that be had lene, 
The Supper indured ſo long, that Diana did extend bir 
beames:at this time they tone vp the tables, and Galtenor 
with a loud voice ſayd : One of the bigb glozies of my Eſ- 
clariſido, ſonne Claridiano, hall appeare in this great citpe, 
befoze the day do come. Ve had no ſoner made an end of 
tbeſe wo2ds, when that the heavens began to ware darke 
with a very thick cloud and it came with great thunde- 
rings and lightnings,4-with ſo terrible a noyſe, as though 
fbe earth would haue ſunke, and the longer it indnred,ths 
mo2e was the fur thereof: in ſuch ſo2t, that they all fell 
bpon their knees, and with great humilit pe, thep defired god 
to deliuer them from the fury of p great tempeſt. So with 
this (odaine chavnce,they paſſed away the night till p moz- 
ning, and although the tempeſt in ſome part teaſc d, pet tho 
bcauens remapned all cloudre, When the mozning was 
tome, there appeared befoze p Pallaice nigh vnto p inchanf- 
ment of Lindabrides,a very ſtrange aduenture, which made 
them all to mernaile, & trayght way they gaue the Empo⸗ 
rour to bnderſfand thereof, who went out of the Pallapce 
with all bis Kniglites, with great dere to know what it 
was, ſo likewiſe went fozth bis ſonnes and nepht wes. And 
when they came into the Court, they ſaw that there was 
fired foare pillers, euer one of a very fine Rubye, vppon 
ſhe which was placed a Sepulchar of Chziſtall, and with 

in the Sepulchar there ſæmed to be a very fayze Lavy, bir 
bꝛeaſt pcarced thozough witha word, and bpon the Sepul- 
cher there lape a man all a long, with bis tate lwkivg vp 
to tbo beauens,and apparailed with robes of eſtate, with a 


Crowne of gold vpon his bead. 
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And bnder the Sepulcher was there ſpꝛead abzoad a great 
carpet of cloth of gold, c vpon it two pillowes of the (ame, 
and vpon them lay a Knight armed with very rich armour, 
and his (wo2d lay at his fœte, his eyes were ſhnt, 4 out of 
them diſtilled bery great teares, at euery piller ther was a 
Gentlewoman which lermed to bee without anpe remem- 
bꝛaunce, altbougb they wept very bitterly,q4 nigh vnfo the 
Sepulcher ther lap a terrible great beaſt, of the very lame 
making of that which Glaridiano ſle w, ſoꝛ to ſet at libertye 
the King of Arabia Lepntra. (This was the ſpectacle p Cla- 
ridiano ſaw comming in tbe aire.) The Se pulcher was c0- 
paſſed round about with a ſtrong wall, with foure gates fo 
fo enter in therat, the gates were after the manner &4 cou 
lour of fine Diamonds nere vnto the gate which was ouer 
àgainſt the pallaice, was ther a Marble piller, at the which 
hung a Bogle hozne,and an Tpitath witten with red Let - 
ters, the which the Pꝛince Rodolpho did reade with a bigh 
boice, that all that were there might heare him, it ſaid as 
followeth. At ſuch time as the cruelty of the King of Arabia, 
Lepetra ſhall bes at liberty, and the valour of that wozthye 
Claridiano knowen, then they which hath not bene wounded 
W loue, ſhall know both the reaſon and the rage of loue, foꝛpᷣ 
which cauſe J doe adniſe him that doth not know what lone 
is not fo pꝛoue this aduenture if be will not fall into great 
miſfoztane, fo2 Þ cauſe be muſt paſſe by pure fozce, all the 
fozce that Claridiano made plaine. And this hall indure till 
ſuch time as the baſtard Lyon, ſon vnto the Emperiall Ly- 
on, be bozneof the rauening Dance, Then he who bath loue 
in his bꝛeaſt, 2 paſſed thzongh that vnhappye Lady, daugh- 
ter vnto the King of Arabia, hall ſè the great rage without 
reaſon of loue. The Emperour when he heard that it were 
things which touched his nephew, ſaid: Oh excellent aduen - 
ture of my Claridiano, this dap is he wed tnto vs his great 
valour, Galtenor told vnto thoſe Knights all that had paſſed 
in that aduenture vntil Þ day. which cauſed in the great ad- 
miration, and moe, at p making of thot ſtrange beaſt who 
ien did behold very attentiacly,t with this they palled ay 
| | 1 
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all that day, 4 the Paſtora did change hir actuſtomed appa- 
rell into robes of ſilke, clothot gold, ſhe wing great eſtate 
E beanty in all points which was in hir. All the whole tourt 
recetaed great pleaſare, ſauing onelp the Pꝛinceſſe Olmia, 
who foz the abſence of hir / Roſicleer, all things did ſeæme co: 
trary vnto hir,farre different from the iudgementes of all 
other. So the time dzew'on fo2 to go to reſt. Then Galtenor 
teke Claridiano by the hand and lead him a part on the one 
ſide of the hall, g ſaid vnto him: J will carry the with mee 
into a place, wheras thy hart a new ſhall be wounded, and 
(hall fozget the loue which befoze thou haſt had, g therwith 
be commaunded him to arme bimſelfe in great ſecret, p ſuc · 
ceſſe of the ſame (hall be fold pon herreafter. The next dap 
in the mo2ning, when they were all ready to co to heare ſer- 
uice with the Emperour,ther entered into the ball a Knighe 
ok a great ſtature and p2opoztion of his members, and was 
armed with very rich armour, his face and his handes were 
vnarmed, e che wed by his demeanour a great maieſtpe and 
ſeuere countenance,be was of his face ſomewhat bꝛowne of 
coulour,but the pꝛopozt ion therof was very well fanoured, 
& bis beard began to bud, he b2zought after him t hete ſquires 
and Pages,the one of them bzonght his Speare which was 
big and ſhozt,and the other bzought bis healme, the third | 
bꝛought bis ſheld with an Emperiall denice,+ ſtraight way i 
it was knowen wherfoze bis comming was, and althougd 
confozmable to reaſon we haue not ſpoken any thing of the 
faire matrone'pquene of Lyra, who with pzoſperous wea + 
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ther & great pleaſure did nauigate by the ſea, polpen by the p 
fury of Borias,which with a freſh winde did continually fil | 
thoſe ſtiffe ſayles, 4 cufting the ſeas with that (harp ſteme, f 


leauing behinde them the token of their great 4 (wift way, 
| by the froth of the water, e in ſhozt time diſcouering land, 
they toke pozt kpon the ſhoꝛe of Almaine, wheras this fairs 
Lady went a land, and with hir two Nymphes toke theyz 
tourney towardes the Court of Almaine.-S0 ſhe-fravatiled 
two dapes and nothing chanced wozth the telling. 
The-tþicd daye enter ing in amongeft the thicke"and 
Tt.iiii. craggye 
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- crangy mountaynes,the loſt hir way amongeſf a companys 


of bigb e thicke Pine trees, amongeſt the which ſwer gaue & 
tbouſand turnes.jnot knowing which way to take to bzing 


bir ſelfe out therof. So with this ſozrow and artefe ſhe pa(- 


ſcd all that dap till night came vpon them,at ſuch time as 
they bad found a bery narrow t not much vicd way, which 
lead them vp to high and mightye ſtepe mountapne, in 


which place they determined to reſt thẽlelues, till ſuch time 


as Phocbus ſhould make hir returne, palling away the night 
in verp god communication with bir Gentlewomen. and 
did ſup with that wbich they continually were pꝛouided off. 
So when the bzeake of the dap was come, the Nuane dyd 
bery well peruſe hir armour, x put bir ſelfe on ho2zſebacke, 
and fo2 that the wape ſgmcd to be ſomewhat daungerous,

done, ſhe was bery deſirous to know 5ᷣ occaſton what ſhould 
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mone them to-do that outrage, oz elſe to pꝛocure fo (ct the 
at liberty,4 baſfing on bir wap, larging hir pace moze then 
che dyd befoze,ſhe in a ſhozt ſpace came & ouerfoke them, 
and by reſon that the Quane made great baſk, 4 the nopſe 
of hir comming was rgeat,the Gyaunt was conftratned to 
Icke back, to (@ what it was that cauſed ſo great a nopſe, 
and when her ſaw y it was a Knight that came after him, 


be determyned to ſtay and abyde bis comming. And when 


ſhe was come nigh him, this couragious Lady with a man- 
ly vopce ſapde: Tell me Gyant what enill bath theſe p2y- 

loners committed, that ſo without all reſon thou doſt carry 
them ſo manakled and bound, The Gyant dyd ſtay and be- 

holde hir with great frowning, and aunſ wered hir with a 
wꝛathfull voyce 4 ſayd.UWhat honour and pꝛoweſſe is it to 
thee, to2 that thou art ſo deſirous to know, e with ſo great 
pꝛide doeſt aſke the queſtion? No other thing ſapd this bn- 
knowen Gentlewoman, but to make friendſhip where none 
is, and againe if of the they dw receiue any gr iele oz wzong 
to amend the ſame, fo2 that J do know that the condition 
Of all Gyants, is nothing, but pꝛocuring fo doe all wzong, 
therfoze determine fo fell mit, oz make thy ſelfe redy to thy 
defence. Toe fury of the Gyant was very great wben that 
he beard theſe wo2des,in luch loꝛt, Þ it (@med fire flew out 


of his epes, and with that fury be ſpurred fozwardes bis 


bo2ſe. The lyke dyd that woꝛthy Mat rone, at that time tbey 
ſet ſpars to their hoꝛſes, and with a ſ wilt courſe they made 
they2 intounter, and ſtrok theyz Speares vpon they? tely 
cherlos.the ſpeare of the Gyant made bis tay vpon the fine- 


neſſe of the inchaunted held. but this Lady dyd not enelp 


pearce thꝛougb bis armour,but alſo thzough his be aſt and 
body, ouerthꝛowing him dead with great furyTo p ground, 
whereas be gaue a terrible fall that be made tbe earth to 


tremble, and the Qutene paſſed a long ſo qupetly as tbongh 


ſhee bad done nothing, and with great lightneſſe (he turned 
about hir ho2(e, with bir naked fw920 in hir hand, and ſaw 
that the Gyaunt lay a long on the grounnd dead. When 
the Knighces of the Gyaunt ſaw'that furyous .

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end that their p2incipal refuge was dead, without any moze 
tarrying,they altogether did aſſalt hir, and this wozthy Ma- 
tron put bir ſelfe againſt them, who was with them incoon- 
tred on all ſides round about, but pet thep did not mone bir 
from hir ſaddle little noꝛ much: but ſhe retourned againſt 
them in ſuch ſozt, that (he with hir mightye blowes, made 
they2 harneſſe and red blod flye round about the field. 
Thele Kniglits were all choſen Knights, and dyd trouble hir 
very mucb, making bir ſundzy times fo loſe the ſight of bir 
Cyes, p which did bzing hir very much in cholar, in ſuch ſozf 
that (he thꝛew hir (held at hir back, and faking bir \wozd 
in both hir handes, ſhe beſturred hir ſeIfe on the one ſide E 
on the other, about their heads, and wounding of Knighes, o- 
nerthꝛowing of them to the ground dead, in ſuch ſozk, that 
when ſhe remembzed hir ſelfe, there was no moze but ſiue 
of p Knights left aliue, who when thep ſaw ſo great laugh- 
fer in ſo | lhozt tyme, they determyned the ſeper ation of the 
controuerſie,and to put moze confidence in their hozſe ferte, 
then in their owne defence,and putting it in bze,thep ranng 
awap. This Lady made no reckoning to follow them, but 
went trayght wap and dyd vnloſe the Pziſoners - Unto 
whom Don Floriſarte of Bauiera dyd giue thanks fo; all the 
reſt,>cfiring him that he would declare vnto them his name 
foz that they might know vnto whom they were bound, fog 
that great benefit done vnto them. The Lady did anſwers 
them with great courteſie and lapde: Gentle Knights, my

_ Gow himlelfe vppon a ſodayne when all bis beames bath 
bene hidden with a darke clawd:enen-ſo,and rather moze, 
did this ercellent and beatitifulllface Chow it ſelſe, after that 
he had pulled off hir Yealme, the ny berkoze 722 couer 
the _.

The Knights when they ſaw hir great beanfy,they very 
much meruatled,and bel&ued that in the pzopoztion of his 
great beautie, it (ould bee Poliphebo of Tinacria, Th Don 
Floriſarte ſapd: Pour excellent and beautifall face, and pour 
high and mightie derdes, gentle Knight , doth make vs bee 
leue two things: the one, that thou \ wert bozne to remedie 
and aide thoſe that can do little: the other, wer do beeleue 
that thou art bꝛother, oꝛ ſome kinſman, vnto that fayze Po- 
liphebo Prince of Tinacria, ſonne vnto the Cmperour Tre- 
bat io, who now is called the Knight of the Braunch, by rea- 
fon of a gold Braunch that be carrieth on his cherld fo; bis 
deuice, as you do vpon pour bealme : and hære J do deſire 
pou, to tell vs whether you are his bother 02 not, foz that 
d are much bound vnto him, and there they declared bnto 
pir, all that was done foz them, as befoze vou haue beard. 

The which was the occaſion,” that there kindled in the 
Qucne, a great deſire to know him, and infozming hir lelfe 
bow that he was gone towards Grecia ſhee dyd determine 
ta follow him, to ſk it ſhee mygbt mete with him, to pzous 
bir ſelfe on bim. 

And beeing in this thought ſhe made anſwere vnto thaf 
they demanded, and ſapd: This Knight wijom pon do ſpr al 
ock, J do not know him, nepther baue I (&he him at any 
time. but haue heard newes of his heropcall deds of armes:

A 
knaw not vnto whome J ould attribute it, but vato my 
bnhappie and ill foztune,foz that J do well i that thou art 
Poliphebo,the flower of all thoſe that do weare armour: do 
not deny me,being ſo well knowen, Gentle Lady ſayd the 
Quene, by that.wyich J owe vnto my highneſſe, J p;ote(f 
bato vou, that q am not the party that pou dwe ſpeake off: 
and here J doe i weare vnko vou that J am a woman as 
you are, and J am called Archiſilora Qutene of Lira: 
and 
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and this Prince whome you haue in ſo great pꝛyte, J neuer 
ſaw.The Candiſea dyd beeleene that which the Quene had 
ſapd, and in beholding hir, ſhe dyd playnly perceiue by the 
delicateneſſe of hir face that thee was a woman. {There tbe 
Muecene of Lira did take hir lcaue of them, and returned the 
wap from whence (hee came, and came into a village in the 
Count rep of Tirol where (be dyd take hir reſt all p night. 
When the Pozning was come, and ſhe in a readineſle to 
trauaile, ſhe toke hir way towards Hungary, with determi⸗ 
nation, not to make any ſtap.tul ſhe came into Grecia, whe-· 
ther as (be came in the ende of hir great trauaile, without 
any other aduenture happening, and alwayes bamng in 
remembzannce the Knight of the Braunch.

in bieſturring himſelle, the great lineIyneſle of his courage.

_ thought that ther had ben ſo great an overſight in a knight 
and eſpecially of ſuch fame, that fo without all feare of a 
great number that cannot abide them, but p2ocure all euill 
poſſible againſt them, that without all care in the high way 
doth put himſeife to ſleepe. The Tinacrian anſ wered, e (aid: 
There was not in mee ſo great overſight,as in pou care, to 
venture pour ſelfe,whercas you ſhall recetne little pzofit of 
the ſame. And doth it ſeeme vnto the, that J was ouerſcene 
therein: Poſſibly thou wilt iudge p confrary,if thou wilte 
p2one the ſtrength of my arme.Jf cannot but be very mach, 
if it bee confo2zmable vnto thy onerſtght,ſapd this fapze La- 
dy, and beleue me that it would greeve mee to make anp 
p2ofe, if there bee in the& ſo great vertue,as thy fame both 
beare the repoꝛt. Therefoze take to the thy bozſe,e let ep- 
ther of vs pꝛocure to make his defence, and here J doe ad- 
uiſe ther, that J am none of the Knights that dether to thor 
baſt pꝛoued in Grecia. In p meane tune that ſhe was ſaying 
theſe woꝛds, the Tinacrian dpd very much beehold bir, + al- 
though be was very angrie at the woꝛds which ſhe hadde 
ſpoken, pet he ſayd. Mell ſeeing it is ſo, that thy follp dofh 
ſo much conſtraine the to make a cont rouerſte withont any 


occaſſion, tar ry, and thou ſhalt ſ&, how J was wont To pu- 


niſh ſach ſolifh people as thou art, and ſo in great _ he 
ed 
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called foz his hozfe, which was ſtraygbt way bꝛougbt vnte 
bim by Macedonia, and without putting fate into the ty; s 
roppe, be leaped into the ſaddle,and toke:his Speare in his 
hand, and without replying any other thing, v valpant Ti- 
nacrian pzeſently withdzew himlſelfe backe, and toke of the 
fleld that part which was nerdfull fo2 him. The like dyd the 
Qnäane, and at one time returned their light hozſes, and in 
great haſt they ſtroke they2 hozſes with the ſpurs, without 
all pit tie, and with extreame fary,they made the incounter 
vpon theyꝛ ſhelds,that their ſpearcs ſhiuered all to pieces, 
and paſſed along with their courſe without any tay of their 
bodies, oz mouing in tbey2 ſaddles, and turned about thepz 
bozſe with great lightneſſe w their l wo2ds in their hands. 
The Queene froke the firſt blowe at the P2ince, that ſhee 
made the ſparkles fo fly out of his healme, and the Prince ta 
decline his head to the ſaddle bow, who with great lighfnes 
dyd ſeftle himſelfe agayne in the ſaddle,and dydclere him- 
ſelfe from the ſecond blow, which was ready ta ber diſchar · 
ged vpon him: 4 putting bimſelfe-on the one ſide, hee froks 
bir ſuch a blow vpon the helme. that it made a great ſound 
thꝛougbout all the fields and craggie monnfaines.and thee 
fell backwards vpon the hozſe crouper with hir head: but 
very quickly thee aroſe bp agatne,and ſettled hir ſelfe , and 
with great y2e thee layd faſt hold vpon hir \wo2d,to ſtrike 
bir enimp,whom ſhe did not finde idle, but rather began to 
aſſault wir with blowes of moꝛtalt ba ti axle. Such blowes 
was ſcroke bert wirt them, that with the leaſt they thought 
either of them to make an ende of that cont rouerſte. At this 
time, there came that way a Knight, who was armed with 
very rich armour. This was that ſtrong and mighty Bru- 
faldoro,who if you doe remember, with » mightie & rong 
blow giuen by the Tinacrian,rcmayned all alongi the flwze 
in his galley, without remembꝛance. And when he came vn- 
to himſelfe, with bis accuſtomed bꝛauer p, her would follow 
that way which the bark went: but calling to remembzancs 
the great t rauaile and ſoꝛrow in tbe which bis Lade was, 
laue od there tonſtrapne him to follow his owne iourney.

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And when hee came thether, ber vnderſtod 9 Polphebo had 
ſet hir at liberty,andcarryed hir with him, towards the Al- 
maine court: e by the wap that h trauailed, hee met with 
people which dyd tell him of all that had happened, and all 
ugnes and tokens of the Knight that carried away his La- 
dp, and by them he did vnder ſtand that he was his enimie t 
then be left his owne armoꝛ, and armed himſelfe with that 
which was Bramarants, and followed that way which was 
fold him hee went. The fame was ſuch,that this T inacrian 
teſt behinde him, that wpereloeucr he came, oz whereſoener 
be went, he alwaies had newes which way he trauailed, vn · 
till p tyme, that be came 4 found him in battell with that 
woztby Mueene, where he ſtapd to behold a battaile ſo well 
fought.At length her knew him dory well to bee the Knight 
that bꝛought him into fs great extremitie: and loking a+ 
bout him on them that were beeholomg the battaile,amon= 
geſt the reſt he knew bis louing Wyfe : and although bis 
iope was very great in ſteing of bir, pet the w2ath and ire 
that ber dad agapnſt the Knight was ſo much that without 
ſaying any woꝛd vnto the quene his wife, he went towards 
them that were in battell, and with his (wozd dꝛawen in 
bis hand, her put himſelfe befoze the Quene and ſapd. J do 
deſy2e the gentle Knight that thou wouldeſt reſt and take 
thyne eaſe, and let me alone with my ſtrong arme take re- 
vengement of this Knight, vſurper of my louing wyfe, and a 
robber of my fame and honour,and without any other de- 
tapnment, he went againſt him foꝛ to ſtrik at him moztall 
blowes. But then that wozthy Gentle woman with great 
anger (ayd. | 
Stand away Kaight, and let me make an ende of that 3 
haue begun, and offer no wꝛong vnko them that doe know 
how to make theyꝛ demaund vnto thy coſt: and therewith 
thee put hir ſelle berfoze him. But this furious Pagan with 
the great deſire ber had to make his reuengement turned 
aͤnd put bimſelfe berfoze the Quene ſtryking at the Tina« 
crian Mighty and ſtrong blowes, who dyd not much meruell 
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neyther at the one no2 at the ofher,but-affanifed the Pagan 
with a meruailous mighty blow.
